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SCB guilty of rule violation

In a unanimous decision, 
Bradley’s Student Supreme Court 
found Student Center Board 
(SCB) guilty of violating 
university publications’ 
regulations. 

The Sept. 6 decision came after 
2J4 hours of testimony by 
members of Bradley’s Publications 
Council and SCB. 

SCB contracted and distributed 
The Freshman Record , a 40-page 
book containing pictures of the 
freshman class members and 
information about SCB, Lecture 
Arts, and Bradley activities. The 
hard cover edition sold for $5 and 
a soft cover copy was $4. 

! Court found SCB in violation 
of the publications rule which 
states: “No new student 
publication bearing the name of 
the University or sponsored by 
the University shall be printed or 
distributed until such publication 
shall have received approval of the 
Student Publications Council and 
the Campus Affairs Advisory 
Board.” 

The Supreme Court agreed to 
allow SCB to distribute those 
books purchased directly from the 
publisher during the summer. 

SCB is to be fined $25 for 
selling complimentary copies of 
the Record during activities fair, 
and all remaining copies will be 
impounded. 

Upon the request of Dr. 
William Steiner, professor of 
psychology and longest-serving 
faculty member of the 
Publications Council, the court 
granted a temporary injunction 
Aug. 31 prohibiting further 
distribution of the Record. 

All copies, whether purchased 
during the summer or for sale 
during activities fair, were 
impounded until the court could 
hear the case. 

Steiner told the court he first 
became aware of The Freshman 
Record on Aug. 30, at activities 
fair. “To the best of my 
knowledge, 1 did not know of The 
Freshman Record before that 
time,” Steiner said. He explained 
he was shown the Record by 
Anaga editor, Barb Salins. 

Prosecuting attorney Bob 
Lucas asked Steiner why he had 
requested the injunction. 
According to Steiner, the Record 
had never come before the 
Publications Council for approval, 
the sale of the Record had hurt 
sales of the Anaga and thirdly, he 
felt the Record was an exploitive 
work, “ripping off the students.” 

The prosecution produced 
minutes of Publications Council 
meetings, in which there was no 
record of SCB soliciting the 
council’s approval. Bruce Kopetz, 
president of the Publications 
Council, said he had never heard 
of The Freshman Record until 
Steiner contacted him. Kopetz 
also said Publications Council had 
never approved the book. 
t Testifying for the defense were 


SCB President A1 Lipperini and 
Ms. Roberta Applegate, SCB 
advisor. Lipperini said the book 
had been approved by SCB 
executive board on April 24, and 
that the book had been published 
as a benefit to the freshmen. 

SCB was given the option to 
decide the layout of several pages 
in the Record, Lipperini said, 
explaining that SCB decided to 
promote involvement in campus 
activities. 

“Dr. Richard Trumpe, because 
he was Vice President of Student 
Services, agreed to give the 
statement that appeared in the 
beginning of the book,” the SCB 
head said. Opening pages of the 
book included information on 
Student Center Board, Lecture 
Arts, a basketball schedule and a 
university calendar. 

Lipperini said he did not know 
who authorized the use of the 
Bradley seal which appeared on 
the front cover of the book. A 
quorum was present at the 
meeting when the book was 
approved, but Lipperini said he 
did not know how many were in 
attendance or who did attend the 
meeting. 

Approval was not sought, Ms. 
Applegate said, because SCB “did 
not feel it was necessary to 
approach Pub Board because of 
the previous Freshman Register .” 

“The Freshman Register was 
contracted with Student Senate in 
the fall of 1969, and since 
discontinued until this year. 

Ms. Applegate said she assumed 
the Register had been approved 
by Publications Council, but that 
she was not advisor to the Senate. 

The defense based their case on 
three arguments.

Colletti contended the university 
regulation was not stated clearly, 
with particular reference made to 
“new publications,” Colletti said, 
because of the prior publication 
of the Register, SCB had assumed 
the Record would not be 
considered new. 

A second factor in the defense 
case was that “Publications 
Council had not attempted to 
approve any new publication since 
the spring of 1970,” Colletti said. 


He also cited an article in the 
Student Bill of Rights which 
states the welfare of the student 
body shall supercede any 
university regulation.

Steiner said no new publications 
had been submitted to 
Publications Council for approval. 
“We are not super snoops,” 
Steiner said. “.We aren’t set up to 
go out and search for new 
publications. We have no 
investigating division.” 

Upon learning of the decision 
and the retribution established by 


the court, Colletti said, “I was 
pleased. I had expected we’d be 
found guilty, but I hoped through 
a not guilty plea we would show 
enough points to get leniency, 
which I think we did.”

Election

A dispute over the election 
procedures for Senate seats left 
vacant by retiring Sophomore 
Sen. Don Chesnut and Junior Sen. 
Diana Hauter proved to be the 
major topic of discussion at 
Monday’s Senate meeting. 

The debate centers around 
whether the fall election can be 
considered an “all-school 
election.” According to the 
Senate constitution, vacant Senate 
seats are temporarily filled until 
the time of the next all-school 
election. 

The conflict should be resolved 
by the Rules Committee next 
week, according to All-school 
President Tim Engen. If the Rules 
Committee cannot reach a 
decision, he added, then a case 
will be brought before the 
Student Supreme Court. 

The court will then set a 
precedent for filling vacant Senate 
seats. 

In response to Engen’s 
nomination of sophomore Phil 
Pritzker to temporarily fill the open 
sophomore position, All-school 
Vice President Dick Bardoulas 
said, “I won’t vote for anybody 
until I know what ‘temporary’ 
means.” Senate delayed action 
pending the Rules Committee 
decision. 

Sen. Thomas Orr was 
appointed temporary National 
Students Association (NSA) 
coordinator for Bradley. Orr and 
Treasurer John Baroni will present 
a full report of the summer NSA 
convention next week. 

At that time, Senate will be 
asked to vote on maintaining their 
NSA membership. 

Senators explained Public 
Relations (PR) Week to 45 
interested new students at a 
special information meeting over a 
week ago. 


Candidate petitions for 
election to Student Senate will be 
available from the Student Center 
Control Desk on Monday. 

Openings for office include 
freshman class president, four 
freshmen senators, two Greek 
senators, three off-campus 
senators, three commuter 
senators, one black senator and 
one senator from each dorm, 
Heitz, Harper-Wyckoff, 
Lo ve la ce-Sisson, Geisert, 
University, and Williams Halls. 

The decision to elect two 
senators to fill open positions 


introduced the massive voter 
registration drive which starts 
Saturday at 9 a.m. in the Field 
House. Registration continues on 
Sept. 25-26 from 12:30-2:30 
p.m. 

The present inadequacies of 
the student judicial system were 
explained by Rules Committee 
Chairman Pat Baikauskas.

At this point, persons who feel 
they might be interested in 
attending classes will meet with 
the teacher to decide how often, 
when and where follow-up classes 
will meet. 

Also unusual is the fact that 
instructors are totally volunteer 
and may come from anywhere 
within the community. Anyone 
who feels he is qualified to teach 
in any area where he suspects 
there is a certain need or interest 
will be considered as long as the 
class is within the bounds of 
university approval.

Marriage seminar opens 
free university program

The new Urban Affairs 
Institute at Bradley, approved by 
the University’s Board of Trustees 
June 27, recently confirmed the 
initiation of several programs for 
the fall. 

Under the direction of Dr. 
Kalman Goldberg, Bradley 
economics professor, the 
institute’s purpose will be to serve 
as a link between the university 
and the city in exploring current 
social and environmental 
problems. 

Thus far seven programs have 
been introduced and 
implemented. 

Prof. John Pilgrim of the 
economics department will serve 
as director of a data bank 
servicing governmental and private

The “normal” influx of 
non-Bradley students on campus 
at the start of the school year has 
sent the housing office to work in 
an attempt to protect the privacy 
of Bradley dorm residents. 

According to Ken Goldin, 
housing director, “The first few

weeks of school always seems to 
bring a lot of Peoria people on 
campus. They just come to see 
what kind of action is going on up 
here.” 

Problems occur, Goldin said, 
because Williams Hall is coed. 
Since men live there too, it is 
difficult to keep men off the girls’ 
floors, and to keep non-residents 
from all the floors. 

“The men have assumed they 
have the right to roam all the 
floors,” Goldin said. “Our staff 
meeting today (Tuesday) was to 
decide how to inform them they 
do not have that right. We have to 
educate everyone - men are 
allowed on women’s floors only if 
they are escorted.” 

It is also a normal year as far as 
empty beds in the dorms, Goldin 
said. Seventy and 80 beds were 
empty in women’s and men’s

community agencies and business 
firms. The bank will supply them 
with relevant statistics on a 
permanent, continuing basis. A 
central unit to collect and process 
this data will provide users of the 
bank with information to aid in 
planning, programming and 
budgeting in their varied areas. 

A cooperative community 
counseling project, under the 
supervision of Dr. Margaret J. 
Burke, offers counseling and 
academic tutoring done, in part, 
by Bradley students. These 
services are open to Manual High 
students suspended from school as 
a result of maladaptive behavior.. 

According to Dr. Goldberg, 
Bradley students will be provided 
with an opportunity to learn in 
the “laboratory of the 


dorms respectively, about the 
same as last year, according to 
Goldin. 

Since sophomore men are now 
required to live jn the dorms, the 
men’s total should be up. Goldin 
said it is not up, however, because 
“to my knowledge, anyone who 
appealed last spring to live 
off-campus his sophomore year 
was released.” 

Approximately 50 to 60 male 
sophomores petitioned and were 
released from the housing 
contract. 

The regular housing committee 
meeting, held Sept. 11, also 
dealt with the problem of 
non-Bradley people on campus. 

According to Tim Engen, 
all-school president, the housing 
committee met specifically to 
discuss problems in the dorms so 
far this year. 

The problems in Williams were 
also brought up. Engen said it was 
decided that BU students should 
be made aware that more 
strangers were on campus, and to 
alert the dorm staff and have 
more of the staff around if 
problems occur. 

Other alternatives, Engen said, 
were to check ID’s at the inner 
doors, to have the new female 
security guard travel through 
Williams on her regular beat, and 
possibly to have the dean of men 
and dean of women walk through 
occasionally.

The objective of the series, 


headed by Dr. Paul Snider of the 
journalism department, is to 
provide viewers with an 
opportunity to understand the 
nature of urban problems in the 
community and the approaches 
being implemented toward easing 
or solving them. 

An Urban Corps, directed by 
Prof. Robert Elgie of the 
geography department, will place 
students within government areas 
to participate in and gain 
exposure to urban conditions. 

Other programs as yet not 
confirmed include course 
concentration in urban studies, a 
summer institute at Bradley for 
high school students of all 
socio-economic classes in the areas 
of music, dancing, visual arts and 
theater, and continued research 
into new areas of possible 
cooperation between the 
university and the community. 

An advisory council of 
individuals from the tri-county 
area will assist the institute in 
planning the objectives and 
direction of the young program.

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SCB - who is 

responsible? 

Student Center Board (SCB) was found guilty of 
infractions of university regulations regarding publications. 

While the motives of SCB in publishing the Freshman 
Record were apparently in the best interest of the freshman 
class, an alarming lack of knowledge about SCB activities on 
the part of the president was evident. Several questions come 
to mind after hearing the testimony of the SCB head. 

Why didn’t the SCB president know who had signed the 
contract to publish the Freshman Record? 

Why didn’t he know the terms of the contract? 

Why didn’t he know who had authorized the use of 
Bradley University seal, one of the major arguments used to 
indicate SCB had broken the publications rule?

Why didn’t the SCB president know whether the company 
had solicited from SCB or whether SCB had initiated the 
original contact with the publishers? 

The SCB head knew a quorum was present at the April 24 
executive board meeting when the contract was approved. 
But why could he not reveal how many, nor who were 
present? 

More importantly, why were the minutes of that April 
meeting in the possession of last year’s SCB secretary, now 
residing in Iowa, who had presumably been out of office for 
one month? 


And why were members no longer serving on SCB or who 
did not attend that SCB meeting listed among those who 
approved the contract? 


Student Center Board controls $17,500 of student funds, 
allotted by the Student Activities Budget Review Committee 
It would seem that with that much money in its possession’ 
SCB would keep a careful record of its actions and be able to 
account for itself with accuracy and with little delay or 
hesitancy.

Chamberlain named to new post

WCBU-FM radio began its 
broadcasting year last Sunday 
with longer hours, new funding 
and a new station manager. 

Frank Thomas, this year’s 
station manager, said WCBU will 
broadcast three hours longer this 
year, beginning at noon and 
broadcasting through 8 a.m. the 
next morning. Thomas said the 
station will be “university 
oriented” from noon until 8:30 
p.m. with classical music and a 
syndicated taped program. From 
8:30 p.m. until 8 a.m., Thomas 
said the station will broadcast 
“student-oriented” programming 
with jazz, soul and rock music. 

According to Thomas, the 
station could be on 24 hours a 
day, but “we just don’t have the 
facilities.” 


Charles E. Chamberlain Jr. has 
been named to the newly-created 
position of director of personnel 
at Bradley, George R. Beck, 
Bradley vice president for finance, 
announced. 

Chamberlain was formerly the 
assistant director of personnel at 
Miami University at Oxford, Ohio, 
where he received both bachelor 
and master degrees in business. 

At Bradley he will be 
responsible for administering 
personnel and labor relations and 
policies for all non-academic, 
non-exempt personnel, except 
students.

Teacher exams 
scheduled soon 

Seniors preparing to teach may 
take the National Teacher 
Examinations on any of the four 
different dates announced 
recently by the Educational 
Testing Service (ETS). 

The new dates are: Nov. 11, 
1972, and Jan. 27, April 7 and 
July 21, 1973. The tests will be 
given at nearly 500 locations 
throughout the United States, 
ETS said. 

Prospective teachers should 
contact the school systems in 
which they seek employment, or 
their colleges, for specific advice. 


“SABRC (Student Activities 
Budget Review Committee) said 
the station was owned by students 
and should play what the students 
wanted. But we felt we had to 
play other things because of our 
license from FCC (Federal

Thomas said. Bradley took over 
funding of the station second 
semester last year and it went 
back on the air. 

The station is under university 
funding again this year, Thomas 
said, and added that this year’s 
budget is about $5,000. 

Thomas said the funding from 
Bradley “would probably get us 
more money and be more reliable 
than funding from SABRC.” 

The station has planned a 
campaign to raise more money.

Thomas said the station plans 
to stay on the air through May. In 
previous years, the station had 
signed off the air during holidays 
and vacations. “We got a lot of 
great reaction when we stayed on 
during spring break last year,” he 
added. 

Funding for this year was not 
expected to be a problem, the 
station manager explained. WCBU 
was off the air duing the first 
semester of last year after a 
controversy developed over 
programming policy. 


Called “Operation Ear Force,” 
Thomas said “this type of money 
drive is used by practically every 
non-commercial station.” 

Thomas said he doesn’t expect 
the station to go to stereo 
broadcasting this year even 
though a stereo board has been 
ordered. 

“We’re counting on support 
from students and community,” 
Thomas said. He added that the 
response from people just on the 
phone has been tremendous.

Although the final figures are 
not yet available, enrollment is 
down this year at Bradley. 

As of Friday, Sept. 8, day 
school registration was 4,630 with 
evening school at 574, according 
to the Admissions Office. This is 
compared to last year’s figures of

4,939 for day school and 620 for 
evening. Freshman enrollment is 
1,192 while last year it was 1,250. 

Orville Nothdurft, dean of 
admissions, said “these statistics 
follow a national trend in 
four-year schools throughout the 
country.” He said this trend is 
expected to continue for the next 
few years. 

Quoting from a National 
Association of College Admissions 
Counselors’ survey taken last July, 
Nothdurft revealed the 
probability of 500,000 unused 


spaces in colleges across the 
country. He added, “Some reasons 
for this significant drop in 
enrollment are rising costs, lack of 
pressure from the draft, the 
tendency toward open enrollment 
and the growing popularity of 
two-year colleges.” 

Nothdurft said although these 
statistics look discouraging, the 
Admissions Office’s projected 
figure for this year’s freshman 
class was 1,1 50, 42 lower than the 
actual enrollment. Also, 95 per 


cent of the dorm space is filled, 
Nothdurft said. 

As far as academic standards 
for this year’s freshman class, 
Dean Northdurft said, “It’s still 
too early to tell but we believe 
final statistics will show 
one-fourth of the freshmen will 
have ranked in the top 10 per cent 
of their class.” 

Nothdurft added that 
“although we didn’t reach all of 
our projected goals, we are still 
encouraged.”

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Former county jail matron joins security crew

There’s a new security guard 
on campus. 

Insignificant information it 
may seem, with one exception. 
The new security guard’s name is 
Judy. 

Ms. Judith Harvel is the first 
woman guard in Bradley’s history. 
Last December she began working 
as a matron and dispatcher at 
Peoria County Jail, and found it 
to be “a fascinating job.” 

“Student Services thought a 
woman guard would be good to 
relate to the girls,” Curley 
Johnson, chief of security, said. 
“She’ll be especially needed in 
dorm situations.” Johnson also 
said he had received no pressure 


from woman’s' rights groups to 
hire a woman. 

Ms. Harvel’s duties on campus 
are the same as those of her fellow 
security officers. During the 
summer she worked and trained 
on campus to familiarize herself 
with campus procedures in cases 
of trouble calls, complaints, 
ticketing and various other daily 
occurrences. 

Ms. Harvel doesn’t consider her 
presence on campus a joke, nor is 
she here as an advocate of any 
women’s group. She is, however, 
outspoken in her views on the 
police and its role in society. 

“How many guys, for the 
money an officer makes, would 
lay their life on the line?” Ms. 


Harvel asked. ‘They don’t do it 
for the money because they don’t 
make that much. They do it 
because they are devoted to this 
kind of work,” she said. 

Ms. Harvel also believes anyone 
concerned with the law nowadays 
is half afraid to do his job, due to 
the fact that so many stipulations 
have been put on the ordinary 
police officer. 

The procedures the officer 
must follow in arresting a suspect 
limit him, according to Ms. 
Harvel. Since the officer’s prime 
function is to protect the general 
public, these procedures are 
sometimes hindering, Ms. Harvel 
said. 


Arts exchange aim of consortium 


Bradley University has joined 
with 10 other Illinois colleges, 
universities and culturally 
oriented organizations to form the 
Central Illinois Cultural Affairs 
Consortium. 

The consortium is designed to 
provide for an exchange of 
information and talent in the area 
of cultural affairs. 

E. J. Ritter, Bradley Student 
Center director, was chosen 
president and will coordinate the 
group’s activities. 

Ritter listed the following as 
the purposes of the program: 

-to exchange information 
concerning shows and exhibits 
between members, and thus allow 
people from other schools and 


organizations to be made aware of 
the arts; 

—to hire and schedule artists; 

—to exchange artists-in-re- 
sidence; 

—to have a standing body 
which may receive endowments. 

The consortium also plans to 
involve elementary and high 
school students “so that they will 
experience more in the cultural 
field than they have in the past,” 
Ritter said. 

“If a great artist is up at Knox 
College, then I can get the news 
out to our students and perhaps 
they can drive up there to see 
him. I hope it will help all of our 
students and us to save money in 


the cultural aTts field. The 
Student Center can then offer 
more events.” v 

Ritter added there is the 
possibility of having faculty 
members who are experts in their 
fields speak to groups at other 
member schools and 
organizations. 

Along with Bradley, other 
members of the consortium 
include Eureka College, Illinois 
Central College, Illinois State 
University, Knox College, 
Lakeview Center for the 
Performing Arts, Lincoln College, 
University of Illinois, Western 
Illinois University, and Monmouth 
College.

OK for license, 

18 beer nixed 

Gov. Richard B. Ogilvie 
recently signed three measures 
which he said “extend and 
continue the process of setting the 
age of 18 as the age of 
adulthood.” 

The specific bills: 

—set 18 instead of 19 as the 
age when the state’s minimum 
wage act is effective. 

-amend the child labor act to 
make the cutoff age for males 18 
to conform to the provision 
applying to females. Formerly the 
age for males was 21. 

-permit persons 18 to be 
issued driver’s licenses and permits 
without parental consent. The age 
limit formerly was 21. 

Another bill to permit persons 
18 to buy beer and wine failed in 
the Senate.

What It 
Look Like 

This article is written in a sincere effort to stop the 
circulation of false information regarding the Black culture 
center. 

The year 1967 witnessed the flourishing of a sense of 
Black unity that moved to a more tangible existence in the 
form of the Black Student’s Alliance. 

Through a process of growth and development, i.e. Black 
week, etc., it soon was realized that in order to maintain our 
identity as a separate people, with a separate culture, the 
need for an environment that would speak to our uniqueness 
was evident. 

The culture of a people is necessarily determined by its 
moral and material conditions, for it is a well-known truth 
that man and his environment constitute a whole. 

All free and sovereign people are placed in a situation of 
conditions more favorable to the expression of cultural values 
than are a colonized people, who are deprived of all liberty 
and whose culture suffers the disastrous consequences of its 
state of subjection. 

With the above in mind, the collective spirit of the Black 
Student’s Alliance moved to demand that Bradley University 
provide Black faculty, Black counselors, Black 
administrators, Black studies, and a Black culture center that 
would speak to the needs of the Black people. 

The objective of the Black culture center is to maintain 
an atmosphere of seriousness conducive to cooperative 
efforts by all segments of the Black community and to 
provide a basis for cultural growth. 

A number of programs have been started to help fulfill the 
objective: 

- Renovation of the culture center 

- Establishment of a Black library 

— Establishment of a book-lending system 

- Provide speakers and entertainers 

-- Unification of community and Black student body 

<- Establishment of Black studies 

The programs mentioned above were instituted to raise 
the level of consciousness of Black people who are involved 
in the struggle for freedom. 

This is not meant to exclude those of us who don’t 
consider ourselves as being in the struggle, but by every 
means, it is hoped that the programs promoted by the Black 
Student’s Alliance will bring to attention the precariousness 
of our existence. 

In this light and spirit, certain rules and regulations 
relating to the use of the culture center and facilities were 
established: 

--No member of the community shall be excluded or 
prohibited from use of an entrance into the culture center. 

-In an attempt to avert the ever-present problem of 
overlapping in our activities, all activities and/or programs 
must be cleared by the Steering and Calendar Committee. 

-Recognizing that social functions are a part of our 
culture, we must not allow ourselves or our institutions to 
over-emphasize the social interactions of our people; 
therefore, no record hops allowed. 

-Due to our present state of subjection in Babylon 
(America), we must abide by its laws. Use of drugs are illegal, 
and all of us have not yet reached the legal drinking age of 
this state; therefore, no drugs or alcoholic beverages allowed 
in the center. 

-Out of respect for one another and our cultural heritage 
we will refrain from the use of profanities; therefore, no 
profanity. 

-For obvious sanitary reasons, all persons who use the 
center and/or its facilities shall be responsible for its upkeep. 

-In order to keep valuable equipment and machines in a 
good working order, all shall be operated an/or handled by 
duly designated persons.

The former chairman of 
Bradley’s journalism department 
has returned this year after 
spending two years teaching in 
Lebanon. 

Dr. Paul B. Snider, professor of 
journalism, resigned from Bradley 
in 1970 to establish a department 
of mass communications at the 
American University of Beirut 
(AUB), located in the capital city 
of Lebanon. There he served as 
both administrator and teacher. 

His decision to leave Bradley 
after 15 years here was prompted 
by “the challenge of something 
new. When you can start from 
scratch and build something, It’s 
really a fascinating challenge.” 

According to Dr. Snider, AUB 
is run on much the same system as 
American universities, as far as 
student requirements and classes. 
Since tuition is roughly $300 a 
semester, much of the school’s 
financial support comes from the 
U.S. government in one form or 
another. Students come from all 
over the world, with about 40 per 
cent of enrollment consisting of 
Lebanese. 

The new department of mass 
communications was popular 
from the onset, beginning with 30 
persons majoring in the field and 
seven spring semester courses, 
with about 150-160 students 
enrolled. 

“As far as we went,” Snider 
said, “it was successful in terms 
of numbers. 1 can’t tell yet in 
terms of lasting value.”

English was most students’ 
second or third language, so the 
language of instruction was 
English, unlike his teaching 
experience as a Fulbright 
professor in Afghanistan in 1967, 
when he had to lecture through an 
interpreter. 

Dr. Snider’s family, including 
his wife June, daughter Kathie, 
and sons, Dav and Myk, 
accompanied him to Lebanon. 
During their stay, they underwent 
many cultural changes. “You have 
to accept you’re a minority,” Dr. 
Snider commented. “People do 
things differently. My teaching 
habits and goals changed, as did 
my teaching techniques.”

“As individuals, Americans are | 
liked there, but many Lebanese 
do not agree with American 
foreign policy.” ^ 

In addition to his work with 
the university, Dr. Snider acted as} 
an advisor for the Beirut Star , a 
foreign correspondent, and did 
some writing for the government 
of Jordan. Lebanese press has less 
censorship than any other 
Mid-East country and there are 
40-50 political newspapers. Dr. 
Snider found these less objective 
than American papers, coloring 
the news in news columns, rather 
than confining opinions to the 
editorial pages. 

In explaining his reason for 
returning to BU, Dr. Snider said, 
“I came back because I felt with 
the program personally and 
professionally I had done all I 
could at AUB. I could not go a 
great deal further at that point. 
We were ready to come back and I 
could resume things here.”

The Selective Service System 
has announced the draft lottery 
number ceiling for the last three 
months of the year will be 95. 

The year-end ceiling of 95 
assures almost three-fourths of the 
men who faced induction during 
1972 that they will not be called 
this year. 

Men with lottery numbers 
through 75 are being inducted in 
August and September. 

Approximately 15,900 men 
will be inducted during the 
October-December period, with 
the majority of inductions taking 
place in October and November. 

All available men with numbers 
of 95 and below who are classified 
1-A or 1-A-O and are members of 
the 1972 First Priority Selection 
Group will receive at least 30 days 
notice of their induction date.

Much like 
Dorothy in the Wizard of Oz, he 
has learned he doesn’t have to go 
searching in the “Land of Bogart” 
for an image—he has to look no 
further than himself. 

But as Woody faded away into 
the mist, I knew he didn’t buy a 
word of that.

Jewison’s naivete mars Tiddler’

In the auteur film one man ~ 
maybe Bergman, Fellini and 
Truffaut in Europe or Penn, 
Nichols and Schlesinger in the 
United States - has complete 
artistic control over virtually 
every aspect of his film. By the 
late ’60’s anyone and indeed 
everyone could pull off the auteur 
film with some finesse. Peter 
Fonda’s hip sleeper Easy Rider 
proved this point. 


Unfortunately, the auteur can 
often borrow or seize material in 
which he is totally inexperienced 
and, ultimately, totally 
incompetent. In this spirit, 
witness Norman Jewison’s clumsy, 
amateurish handling of 
Broadway’s longest running 
musical, Fiddler on the Roof 


No, the film is not a total 
artistic catastrophe, but Jewison’s 
heavy-handed reshaping of Jerome 
Robbins’ almost classic original 
production bears the stamp of an 
unappreciative and professionally 
naive musical comedy klutz. 

The film will make a mint at 
the box office. No one will dare 
miss this three-hour maudlin mess 
of a movie severely marred by an 
auteur making his musical 
directorial debut. 

Jewison’s biggest error, aside 
from his sluggish, tiresome pacing, 
is his apparent ignorance of just 


what a musical moment should 
entail. With the exception of two 
songs, Leonard Fry’s exuberent 
“Miracle of Miracles” and Tevye’s 
slapstick nightmare, every musical 
number is carefully understaged, 
seemingly calculated to translate 
musical expression in non-musical 
terms. 

“If I Were a Rich Man”, a 
natural showstopper when 
performed openly and plainly, 
should exude charm and convey 
character through its simplicity. 
The material sells itself. 

Here, however, it is 
photographed in a barn, overly 
complicated, tricky and awkward, 
as though the audience were so 
many chickens. 

Tevye stomps around in the 
hayloft, dragging his feet and the 
number along with them, while 
the camera pans from below. The 
moment, the character of Tevye 
and, indeed, the whole film 
quickly wane. 

The opening sequence in which 
we should be immediately thrust 
into the spirit and atmosphere of 
Anatevka - again in musical terms 
- is filmed in a quasi-documentary 
style. 

What is most amazing is 
Jewison’s insistence on 
maintaining some sort of realistic 
balance while filming essentially 
theatrically sharp musical 
sequences. Consequently, the

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townspeople refrain from singing 
at all costs. 

However, Fiddler on the Roof 
is a musical, and in musicals 
people do sing. 

So, Jewison’s chorus is dubbed 
into the soundtrack in a manner 
the auteur must have imagined as 
“in obtrusive”. The lyrics of 
“Tradition” do not come from 
the mouths of the people who 
actually employ and propagate 
tradition, but from the heavens or 
some such place. 

Even worse is the horse opera 
way in which musical phrases of 
the number are inanely 
punctuated with butchers slicing 
pork chops or blacksmiths shoeing 
horses. I had hoped this sort of 
Old West vaudevillian schtick 
went out with Calamity Jane or 
that bomb of a few years ago, 
Paint Your Wagon. 

Still worse are the full close-up 
confrontations in between the 
shots of pork chops and 
horseshoes, of temples, silhouettes 
of the Star of David and a whole 
potpourri of stills of ornate 
religious details. The first 10 
minutes alone are enough to send 
a rabbi reeling. 

The flavor and the feel of the 
town and the era are not 
suggested but virtually slammed 
down our throats. From the 
outset subtlety is sacrificed to 
extravagance. 

The small, universal story of a 
simple man who must yield to a 
changing world has been 
developed into a lengthy, 
lugubrious lament. 
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In the middle of this 
now-Zhivago-sized yarn is Israelii 
actor Topol who is not only too 
small of waist, too young in years 
and too thin of voice, but too* 
short of talent. He stamps through' 
the role, gnashing his teethj. 
chewing up scenery and exuding 
his overly cute brand of chutzpah 1 
like a male Jewish Julie Andrews.!!

When the 1972-73 basketball 
season opens on November 25, a 
familiar face will be seen on the 
Bradley bench. Joe Allen, a 1968 
graduate and Bradley’s third 
all-time leading scorer, will return 
as an assistant coach to Joe 
Stowell. 

Allen, who was the most 
valuable player in the Missouri 
Valley Conference in both 1967 
and 1968, will be making his 
college coaching debut. Allen 
previously coached in Italy on the 
grammar school level (ages 11-13), 
with his 1969 team winning the 
Italian National Championship. 

At Bradley, Allen will serve as 
an assistant to both varsity coach 
Stowell and newly appointed 
junior-varsity coach Chuck 
Buescher. In addition, Allen will 
scout Bradley’s opponents during 
the season and also scout high 
school players across the nation. 
Allen will also serve as a substitute 
teacher in the Physical Education 
Department. 

After his graduation from 
Bradley, Allen was drafted by the 
National Basketball Association, 
the American Basketball 
Association, and an Italian 
basketball league. He chose the 
latter saying, “I couldn’t turn 
down the opportunity to see 
Europe.” 

The Italian league is composed 
of 12 teams and allows each team 
to import one player. In his three 
years in the league which Allen 
calls “three of the most rewarding 
years of my life,” he ran up a 
perfect string of three Most 
Valuable Player awards.

Having spent a large portion of my athletic career seated on 
the hardwood, it is from that perspective this column will 
originate. 

Before delving into the current Bradley sports picture, 
some catching-up is in order for those who were gone for the 
summer, and another orientation is necessary for those on 
the Hilltop for the first time. 

Bradley baseball coach Leo Schrall, who retired after 
coaching 24 years here, was named Missouri Valley 
Conference Coach-of-the-Year.

Freshman outfielder Gary Carter was named to the 
all-conference team, the only BU player to receive that 
distinction. 

The Bradley basketball future was brightened when two 
standout high-schoolers responded to recruiting efforts and 
enrolled this fall. 

Jim Caruthers, 6-0 and 175 pounds, was an all-stater from 
Sumner High School in Kansas City, Kan. He averaged 24.1 
I as a guard on a team which finished 19-1. 

An Illinois all-stater, Greg Smith from Aurora East, is the 
| other talented freshman hoping for a spot on the varsity. The 
: 6-7, 210-pound center scored at the rate of 26.5 per game 
and averaged 14 rebounds. 

Also attending school this fall is 6-10, 250-pound Jim 
Christensen. The graduate of Chicago-St. Patrick attended 
William and Mary last year where he averaged 10 points and 
10 rebounds. However, due to NCAA rules regarding transfer 
students, he will not be eligible for competition until 
September 1973. 

Remember Frank Sylvester, the 5-4 guard who starred tor 
three years with the Braves before graduating in 1972? He is 
now a graduate assistant in basketball and baseball at 
Louisiana State-New Orleans. 

LSU-NO is also the school which employs former Bradley 
| assistant Ron Maestri as freshmen basketball and head 
baseball coach. 

Sylvester is working towards his master’s degree after 
1 coaching in the Ft. Lauderdale, Fla. high school system. 

Joe Stowell, Bradley’s head basketball coach, was one of 
15 coaches from around the country to participate in a 
cultural exchange program this summer sponsored by the 
Partners of the Americas. Stowell and seven other coaches 
went to Brazil for three weeks to assist with basketball clinics. 

This season’s basketball schedule is highlighted by a trip to 
UCLA for the second game of the year. The opener is against 
Wabash College November 25. Other top opponents include 
Iowa at the Chicago Stadium, the Charlotte Invitational in 
North Carolina where Cincinnati, Davidson, and St.

Only 23 days earlier the doors had opened and already 11 
brave students were ready to do battle on the gridiron. 

The date was October 27, 1897. A football team from 
fledgling Bradley Technical Institute prepared for its first 

game. 

That initial game was lost 18-6 to a Pekin team and was 
one of three setbacks that would be suffered in the first 

The following year baseball and track teams were fielded 
by a Bradley Tech that bears little resemblance to its 
successor of today. 

When founded, this insitution was organized as a tour year 
prep academy with a separate two year college. Players for 
athletic teams were drawn from the students ot the two year 
college. There were no coaches in the beginning-managers 
and squad captains directed the teams. 

During the 1921-22 academic year, Bradley Tech changed 

into a four year college. „ , , 

It was at this time of transition that A. J. Robertson began 
a coaching career that was to span 28 years. His teams ran up 
impressive records in baseball (244-157-5), tootba 

(144-63-11) and basketball (316-186). 

At the time of his death in October of 1948, Robertson 
was athletic director and had been coaching basketball and 
football without the aid of a full-time assistant. 

The best-remembered team of the Robertson Era was the 
1937-38 basketball squad. Pictured in the foyer of the Field 
House, the “Famous Five”, as they were called, won all but 
two of their 20 games that season. 

As a result, Bradley received an invitation to play in me 
first post-season collegiate basketball tournament ever 
organized-the National Invitational Tournament (NIT). 

Bradley met Temple in the first game and was eliminated 
53-40 The following year the National Collegiate Athletic 
Association (NCAA) had its first tourney which has since 
become the more prestigeous event. 

Another noteworthy achievement came in 1 when 
Redd won a silver medal in the long jump event at the Los 
Angeles Olympics. His school record of 25 feet 6 3/8 inches 
stands today.

Eagleton: economy key issue

Sen. Thomas F. Eagleton, who 
stepped down this summer as Sen. 
George McGovern’s running mate, 
was the featured speaker at 
Bradley Monday for the beginning 
of Student Senate’s PR week. 

Bradley was the second of 


Eagleton then denied charges 
made in July by columnist Jack 
Anderson that he had been 
arrested in the ’60’s for drunken 
driving. The charges were later 
retracted by Anderson. 

In early August, Eagleton met 
with presidential candidate 


“I think I’ve had my run for 
national office, be it a short one 
but an interesting one,” Eagleton 
said. 

When asked if he would 
consider running on a national 
ticket with Sen. Edward Kennedy 
(D-Mass.) in 1976, Eagleton said, 


He added that Nixon would be 
in trouble if the people start 
paying attention to the 
inflationary and unemployment 
levels. 


Eagleton also predicted an 
‘‘upswing in the polls” for the

to a receptive audience in the Student Center, and continued to Champaign-Urbana for a speech at the University o ino .

Eagleton became the subject of 
national attention this summer 
when he revealed he had received 
psychiatric treatment earlier in his 
career. 


McGovern and they jointly issued 
a statement announcing the 
withdrawal by Eagleton from the 
ticket. 

In a press conference held at 
the Peoria Hilton before his arrival 
at Bradley, Eagleton said he had 
no other ambitions than to be 
re-elected to the U.S. Senate in 
1974. 


‘That is such a remote possibility 
that I will let it pass without 
comment.” 

Eagleton said the economy will 
be the main issue in the November 
presidential election. ‘The 
election will be won or lost on 
how confident the people are in 
Nixon’s handling of the 
economy,” Eagleton said. 


Democrats. “Some of the trials 
and tribulations of the campaign 
are pretty well past. I think you’ll 
see a turning point in the 
campaign,” he said. 

The biggest roadblock facing 
the Democrats, according to 
Eagleton, is the shortage of 
money. “The campaign is 
seriously underfinanced, but 


bankruptcy is nothing new in the 
Democratic Party as far as its own 
coffers are concerned,” he said. 

He also predicted a “very close 
election in the final analysis, 
perhaps as close as either 1960 or 
1968.” 

In the ride from the Hilton to 
Bradley, Eagleton talked about his 
aborted vice presidential 
candidacy. ‘The reaction from 
people across the country and 
from all walks of life has been 
remarkably favorable for me,” he 
said. 

Eagleton said his office has 
received over 100,000 letters, 
telegrams and postcards. He added 
that the ratio in support of him 
has run over 100 to 1. 

He also said his reception on 
college campuses has been good. 
“I think I’ve developed a lot of 
friends among college students,” 
Eagleton said. 

While at Bradley, Eagleton held 
a question and answer session 
before about 400 persons in the 
Student Center Ballroom. 

When asked about bringing 
home POW’s, Eagleton replied, 
‘The only certain way I can see 
for bringing the POW’s home is to 
set a firm, fixed date for total 
American withdrawal — land, sea 
and air — from Indochina. 
McGovern has said he would do 
that within 90 days of his 
inauguration. As long as American 
ground forces remain in Southeast 
Asia we will not get our prisoners 
back.” 

In response to a question about 
the “bugging” of the Democratic 
headquarters in Washington, D.C. 
this summer, Eagleton chastised 
the Republicans for being 
“contemptuous of the American 
people.” 

He also attacked the 
Republicans for their “arrogance 
of such a scheme that they 
thought they could get away with.”

The exact amount of the 
endowment is not known, Van 
Arsdale said, because the will is 
still in probate. Mrs. Williams 
passed away last June. Her 
physician-husband died many 
years earlier. 

Van Arsdale said the sum “will 
become part of the endowment 
gifts made to the university, to be 
held in perpetuity by the 
university’s borad of trustees. The 
interest on the principle is to be 
used for general operations of the 
university.” 

Dr. Williams was a Bradley 



graduate and attended the 
University of Chicago medical 
school. After graduation h*e 
practiced medicine in Peoria. 
Both he and his wife were 
interested in the welfare of 
Bradley, Van Arsdale said. 

Williams Hall, a university 
residence hall completed in 1966 
is named for Dr. and Mrs. 
Williams. 

“Dr. and Mrs. Williams were 
deeply devoted to Bradley 
University,” Van Arsdale added. 
“I’ll always remember the day 
Williams Hall was dedicated. 

According to Van Arsdale, 
when the doctor died, his estate 
was left to his wife. Mrs. Williams 
was to have lifetime use of the 
inheritance, and the remainder of 
the estate was to be given to 
Bradley. This remainder is the 
.sum now in probate. 

“We expect to know more 
about the endowment by the first 
of the year,” Van Arsdale said.

The Student Senate on Sept. 
27, 1971 unamimously approved 
the request that the PE 
requirements be dropped. Reasons 
cited for eliminating the required 
PE included: the amount of time 
students can devote to their major 
studies, Bradley’s facilities are not 
adequate, and since the 
university’s financial status calls 
for teacher cutbacks, many PE 
classes could be cut from the 
curriculum if PE were not 
required. 

The proposal went from 
Student Senate to the ASCC for 
review. Department chairmen in 
both men’s and women’s physical 
education, Charles K. Orsborn and 
Mildred C. Caldwell, spoke several 
times to the ASCC Ad Hoc 
Committee considering the 
proposal. 


Orsborn said it has been 
estimated that enrollment in 
activity courses would drop 40-60 
per cent during the first year the 
rule is dropped. In following years 
enrollment in activity courses) 
would pick up again to be about 
75 per cent of the original total. 

“We could show a certain [ 
amount of building use by 
extracurricular activities,”! 
Orsborn said, “but if that would 
affect our getting the grant, we 
don’t know. 

“If they start asking questions^ 
about our programs for use of the 
building, we want to be able to 
answer them satisfactorily.”

‘The Ad Hoc Committee vote 
to recommend or reject the 
proposal ended in a tie,” Orsborn 
said, “and it was decided to delay 
recommendation on the proposal 
until it could be judged how this 
might affect our getting the 
federal grant to build the planned 
PE complex.” 


According to Ferguson, the 
proposal was argued in the ASCC 
for several weeks last spring and 
there was a great deal of debate 
on the matter. 

Ferguson said there were 
probably several reasons the 
proposal was rejected, and that it 
may have jeopardized the federal 
grant was probably one of them. 
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“The thinking behind this 
was,” Orsborn said, “since we’re 
still not sure if we’ll get the 
federal grant, we wouldn’t want 
to hurt our chances of getting it 
by dropping the PE requirement. 

“This isn’t to say if we drop 
the requirement we’ll lose the 
grant. We don’t know this.” 


“I think some people on the 
committee may have voted to 
reject the proposal for that | 
reason, and I think some people 
on the committee would never 
have voted to reject it for that! 
reason,” Ferguson said. 


“By this I mean there are those [ 
on the committee who would 
never want to equate academic 
standards with obtaining 
something physical like the PE 
complex,” Ferguson said.

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Senate rules on elections 
vacant positions available 


The two disputed sophomore 
and junior Senate seats will be up 
for election in the Oct. 4 
all-school election. 

In a 14-4 decision, Senate 
voted to overrule the Rules 
Committee interpretation, 
classifying the fall elections as not 
“all-school elections.” Rules 
Committee had decided that, 
according to the Senate 
constitution, the only official 
all-school election is held in 
March. 

The procedural dispute arose 
two weeks ago when nominations 
to fill the vacant seats were made. 
At that time, some senators felt 
the constitution was vague in its 
definition of an all-school 
election. 

After hearing the Rules 
Committee interpretation. Black 
Sen. Cedric Hurst moved to 
amend the constitution to declare 
the fall election an official 
all-school election. The motion 
was automatically tabled for one 
week. 

A motion was then made by 
All-school Vice President Dick 
Bardoulas to overrule the 


committee interpretation and 
have both the fall and spring 
elections recognized as all-school 
elections. 

Bardoulas felt this would 
eliminate any future problems 
with elections and also eliminate 
problems caused by a delay in 
voting on the constitutional 
amendments. 

Three senators then left the 
meeting in an effort to prevent a 
vote due to lack of quorum. 
However, a quorum was present, 
and Bardoulas’ motion passed. 

The two seats, vacated by 
Soph. Sen. Don Chesnut and 
Junior Sen. Diana Hauter, will be 
left vacant until the Oct. 4 
election. 

A total of 24 seats are up for 
election Oct. 4. 

Senate also reapportioned the 
number of Senate positions 
designated to housing units. Ten 
seats, based on population 
distribution, are available to 
off-campus, commuter and Greek 
senators. Positions available in the 
fall election will include four 
off-campus, four commuter and 
two Greek Senate seats.

Admissions reports 
quality maintained 


Bradley has once again managed to retain the quality of 
students at the university, according to the latest news from 
the Admissions Office. 

Although exact statistics aren’t available yet, we find 
Bradley has a greater number of Illinois State Scholars in this 
year’s freshman class than in previous years. 

Also this year, a record number of Bradley Special Merit 
Scholarships were awarded to those who ranked in the upper 
10 per cent of their high school graduating class and have 
combined scores of 1200 on the Scholastic Aptitude Tests 
(SAT) or a total of 29 on American College Tests (ACT). 

Academic innovations are discussed with pride and 
Bradley’s “individual attention” is a selling point to all 
prospective students. The small faculty-student ratios and 
instructors who teach rather than publish are stressed in the 
BU catalogue. 

However, in Lawrence Handel’s College Confidential, 
where Bradley is listed under the heading of “curiosities,” a 
brief description of the university is given. 

“Bradley is a school that you can usually get into if you 
can’t get in anywhere else ... 

“The school has managed to glean a couple of National 
Merit Scholars in the past few years, which gave it cause for 
unusual joy. But NMS people are rare at Bradley. Most of the 
students are either conservative, blandly moderate or 
apathetic thinkers; an activist would die of boredom.” 

While we recognize the tendency to exaggerate in Handel’s 
book, the Scout wonders how such extremely contradictory 
statements can be made about the same institution. 

Just what is the actual quality of Bradley University? A 
student investing $13,000 in a college education deserves an 
answer.

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Former director: Olympics will continue

Tarnished by murder, racism, 
politics, poor judging and 
countless other foul-ups, the 
Olympic games seem to be headed 
toward radical shakeups or 
possible discontinuation. 

Something has to be done; 
things must be cleaned up, many 
people claim, while others such as 
Sen. Mike Mansfield are calling for 
cancellation of the Olympics. 

But none of this will happen 
according to Dr. A. G. Haussler, 
executive secretary of Bradley 
University and former member of 
the board of directors of the U.S. 
Olympic Committee. 

‘The public can’t realize the 
importance of the games to the 
individuals on the various national 
Olympic Committees,” Haussler 
said. “It’s in their blood. They 
have too much at stake and won’t 
give anything up without a fight. 
They may polish things up in a 
few places, but you won t see any 
drastic changes. The Olympics will 
continue.” 

Dr. Haussler, who has been at 
Bradley since 1950 and has served 
as vice president, executive vice 
president, acting president and 
executive secretary of the 
university, was associated with the 
Olympics for 20 years. 

He served as a member and 
chairman of the canoeing 
committee until a heart attack 
forced him to resign in 1967. 

One of the big problems 
according to Haussler is the 
National Olympic Committee. 

“There are eight men from the 
National Collegiate Athletic 
Association (NCAA), eight from 
the Amateur Athletic Union 
(AAU), and two or three from the 
Armed Services,” Dr. Haussler 
explained. 


‘This is where you really get 
into politics,” he added. ‘This is 
where the change should be 
made. 

“We need new blood on the 
committee. These guys are getting 
old,” said the 73-year-old 
Haussler. 


Olympics of politics? 

“I don’t know how you could 
ever do it,” answered Haussler. 
“You can see how much 
politicking there is on each 
Olympic committee—so you can 
just imagine what happens at the 
international level between

“Myself and the other NCAA 
members realized this and decided 
maybe we could shake things up 
by resigning, hoping the AAU 
people would follow us. Well, we 
resigned, and the AAU people are 
still on the committee. 
Unfortunately, the only way 
they’ll get off is to pass on,” 
Haussler said. ‘The AAU are nice 
people individually, but you never 
saw such block voting-very 
political,” he added. 

Is it impossible to ever rid the 


countries,” he added. 

Dr. Haussler had some strong 
words regarding amateurism and 
the Olympics. 

“I think we should be able to 
hold Olympic tryouts that are 
open.to both pros and amateurs. 
That way we would be sending 
our best athletes,” he said. 

‘That’s what’s happening in 
Russia and that’s the situation in 
most countries. We are hindered 
because we have such a well- 
developed professional sports 


system. Most other countries have 
very little in professional sports, 
so their best athletes have to be 
amateurs. 

“We look at the Russians and 
complain that they are subsidizing 
their athletes,” Haussler 
explained. “But they look right 
back and say, ‘What about your 
college and university 
scholarships?’ To them that’s the 
same thing, because they have 
nothing like that in their 
country.” 

Haussler also had some 
opinions to offer on the Munich 
games, based on his past 
experience. 

“Those killings were really 
tragic, but there’s no way that any 
changes we might make will 
answer that,” he said. “I think 
that they did the right thing by 
continuing the games. It is 
unfortunate that the individuals 
were murdered, but I think they 
would have wanted the games to 
continue.” 

Haussler was dismayed, as were 
many others, by the outcome of 
the U.S. vs. Russia basketball 
game, but had some inside 
thoughts, being an ex-basketball 
coach himself. 

“We all know that those last 
three seconds were illegal and it’s 
a shame that things ended the way 
they did,” he explained. “But (U.S. 
basketball coach Hank) Iba is an 
old timer, and of course it’s easy 
to second guess now,” he 
explained. “But I’m surprised that 
he didn’t take a good time out 
and maybe even gone to the 
dressing room and gotten his team 
organized and calmed down. If 
the U.S. had been ready, the 
Russians couldn’t have won, even 
with the extra three seconds,” he 
concluded. 


I also think that they were 
wrong in not accepting the silver 
medal,” Haussler continued. “It 
made us look like we were saying 
‘If we don’t play our way, we 
won’t play.’ But of course, it’s like 
everything else-we’ve got to be 
there to really make the 
decision.” 

In commenting on the 
officiating, Haussler made it clear 
that we can expect drastic changes 
in officiating at the next 
Olympics. 

“I’m not sure how the officials 
were chosen, but it seems that in 
Japan the officials were all 
Japanese and in Rome, they were 
all Italian, at least in many of the 
events,” he explained. “The 
problem has arisen in the sports 
where judgment is involved. Some 
of the judges have let politics 
influence their judgment.” 

“One thing I’m sure we’ll see,” 
he continued, “will be judges 
being disqualified' from events 
where their own countrymen are 
competing. That’s one thing I m 
sure they will do. 

“But our problems are arising 
because of the fact that we are 
getting away from the theory on 
which the games are based, he 
continued. “They aren’t supposed 
to be a contest to see which 
country wins or loses. These are 
individual and team contests, not 
nations against nations, he 
added. 

“The press has set standards by 
counting the medals. It isn t a 
national situation. But this is 
where the politics have 
developed,” he added. It s 
supposed to be a time when 
individuals come to participate, 
but we’ve gotten away from 
that-a long, long way.”

Rap Line starts third year

Rap Line telephone 
information and referral service 
will begin its third season of 
operation Monday; according to 
Program Director Ted Epand. 

Staffed entirely by volunteer 
Bradley students, the service will 
be open on a seven-day-a-week, 
24-hour-a-day basis, and will 
handle a variety of problems 
ranging from drugs to pregnancy 
and abortion. 

Anyone calling Rap Line for 
help will usually be referred to the 
person or agency in the 
community best equipped to cope 
with his individual need. 

Epand said although every call 
is kept entirely confidential, a 
report is kept that includes such 
information as the caller’s name, 
his problem and where he was 
referred. 

Later, a questionnaire is mailed 


to the person or agency that lias 
been recommended in order to 
check if it was the right place to 
direct the caller. 

Last year Rap Line averaged 
about 9.5 calls a day, with 17 per 
cent being general information 
calls, 14 per cent drug-related, 10 
per cent boy-girl and dating 
related and six per cent dealing 
with pregnancy or abortion. 

Training sessions, which 
instruct new volunteers in the 
methods of talking with a variety 
of types of callers, are conducted 
on Saturdays. 


Each new volunteer must take 
four simulated calls in order to 
determine his ability to 
communicate. 

Forty to 45 volunteers are 
expected by the time the service 
opens this year. 

Epand explained that although 
Rap Line is open only during the 
school year presently, he hopes it 
will soon be extended for the 
entire year, with help outside the 
Bradley student body.

Baroni said he thinks NSA is 
too “bogged down” in some 
things which aren’t relevant to 
Bradley students.

There are several positive 
reasons for belonging to NSA, 
Baroni said. Since the association 
does speak for college students, it 
is beneficial for Bradley to help 
decide what NSA says. 

It also gives Bradley access to 
information about what is going 
on in other parts of the country 
and how they are handling 
problems similar to those at 
Bradley, Baroni said.

Beginning Sept. 29, curfew 
hours will no longer be enforced 
in women’s residence halls. 

Until this time, both University 
and Heitz Halls have had a 12:30 
a.m. curfew from Monday 
through Thursday. No curfew was 
enforced over the weekend. 

Upperclass women in the two 
dorms were not bound by these 
hours. Although the doors were 
locked by 12:30 a.m., ID’s were 
check to assure that late arrivals 
were not freshmen women. 

According to Assistant Dean of 
Women Joan Krupa, the women’s 
hours are decided by a vote of the 
preceding class of freshmen 
women. 

Krupa said, “An overwhelming 
number of women voted for the 
hours this year. They seemed to 
think it had been of help.” 

The decision for women’s 
hours next year will be up these 
freshmen, Krupa added. 

Krupa said the preceding class 
of freshmen women is asked for 
opinions since they have most 
recently experienced the hours. 

Krupa added she conducted an 
informal survey at the summer 
orientation programs and found 
the majority of women wanted 
hours. 

‘The reason for these hours,” 
Krupa said, “is to give the women 


a period of adjustment.” She said 
she felt four to six weeks was an 
adequate amount of time for this 
adjustment. 

Parietal hours are remaining 
the same for the present. No men 
are permitted on the floors on 
weekdays in both University and 
Heitz. 

Parietal hours are in effect 
from 4 p.m.-l a.m. on weekends 
for the first three floors in Heitz 
and in all of University. 

The fourth floor of Heitz has 
parietal hours from 4 p.m. Friday 
- 8 a.m. Monday. 

The coed dorms, Williams and 
Geisert, have not had curfew 
hours. Both have 24-hour 
parietals.

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Voter registration scheduled 


A voter registration drive, 
sponsored by the Student Senate 
campus affairs and activities 
committee, will be held in the 
Student Center foyer Monday and 
Tuesday from 12:30 to 2:30 p.m. 

Any person who is 18 is 
eligible to vote. The residence 
requirement is only that you live 
at your address for 30 days prior 
to the Nov.7 election. A social 
security card is also required. 

The purpose of the drive, 
according to All-school Treasurer 
John Baroni, is to “insure more 
student involvement at this 
university and in Peoria, and to 
involve youth in America’s 


political-processes. 

“It is imperative that all 
Bradley students be registered 
either here or at home,” Baroni 
said. 

“If only half of 1972’s 25 
million first time voters actually 
cast ballots and only 60 per cent 
of those voting support one 
candidate, the so-called Youth 
vote’ could determine the 
outcome of the November 
presidential election,” Baroni 
continued. 

Questions asked of each person 
who registers include the Social 
Security number, date of birth, 


place of birth and length of 
residence at the present address. A 
voter must re-register if he has 
moved, changed his name or not 
voted in four years. 

Oct. 9 is the first day to apply 
for absentee civilian ballot by mail 
or in person. The last day to apply 
by mail is Nov. 2, with Nov. 4 
being the last day to apply in 
person. 

The marked absentee ballot 
must be returned to an election 
authority by Nov. 7, in sufficient 
time to be delivered by the officer 
to the proper polling place before 
the closing of the polls. 


Can t assume draft is dead

Although the Selective Service 
System recently announced the 
draft would be eliminated by July, 
1973, Thomas Wake, a counselor 
at the Peoria Draft Information 
Center, said the draft would not 
be abolished until Selective 
Service is abolished. 

According to Wake, if 
inductions are suspended in July, 
the draft will not be dead, but 
rather dormant. 

“Once suspended, the draft can 
be reinstated at any time,” Wake 
explained.

ETS curriculum 
evaluation set 

Senate Academic Affairs 
Committee is planning to conduct 
a survey from the Educational 
Testing Service (ETS). The survey 
is a curriculum evaluation for 
most 100 and 200 level courses. 

The results are to be used by 
ETS in a nationwide survey. 

The evaluation will be based 
upon students’ reactions to the 
books, teachers and materials used 
in a course. 

Among the problems the 
evaluation covers is that of final 
exams. The feeling that finals are 
not an accurate measure of 
students’ accomplishments will be 
examined. 

While in favor of the 
evaluation, Dr. Ferguson, vice 
president of academic affairs, said 
many teachers may be afraid the 
evaluation may determine 
whether or not they keep their 
jobs. 

For this reason, teachers have 
the right to refuse the distribution 
of the survey in their classes.

because we send in more bombs, 
not men, will get a lot of draft age 
men in trouble,” Wake said. ‘To 
assume that since the draft is 
ending that they are safe will 
prove false for some people,” he 
added. 

If and when the inductions do 
stop, that institution known as 
the draft will continue, Wake 
explained, since there will still be 
draft registration for the 
newly-turned 18-year-old. 

“Most people who register now 
think they are safe and don’t try 
to get a CO classification or letters 
from their doctors,” Wake said. 

“People are falsely lulled into 
believing their draft problems are 
solved. For example, last January 
we heard the draft ceiling would 
be 60. So a person who had a 
number above 60 did not bother 
to file as a CO or get any medical 
letters. 


Betty Friedan, often called the 
“mother of Women’s Liberation," 
will speak at Robertson Memorial 
Field House Thursday at 8 p.m. 

Since the publication of her 
book, The Feminine Mystique , in 
1963, Friedan has contradicted 
advertisers, educators and 
psychologists who, she felt, 
“told” women their only 
fulfillment was in child bearing 
and housewifery. 

In 1966, Friedan joined the 
activist movement and founded 
the National Organization for 
Women (NOW).

“Then when it is announced 
the quota will increase to number 
95, the person is caught with no 
protection and the draft review 
board will not consider his case if 
he appeals,” Wake explained. 

Wake also said many people 
who joined the National Guard or 
the reserves to escape the draft 
may be in for a surprise. 

“It’s like some sort of comic 
justice played upon those who 
sought to escape the draft. When 
the all-volunteer army is set up, 
the reservists and guard members 
will be the first to go to fill the 
vacuum left by the draft,” Wake 
said.

Pedalmania strikes 

Cycling gains popularity

Imagine yourself perched on a 
skinny little hard leather seat 
shaped like a greyhound’s snout, 
your back straight, your arms 
extended out to the curved racing 
handlebars, your legs pumping a 
perfect cadence — 80 strokes a 
minute - your lightweight frame 
and wheels responding like an 
extension of your body. 

It’s a whole new view, an 
exhilarating freedom, gearing up 
and down to maintain that perfect 
cadence. In fact, it’s almost 
effortless with 10- or 15-speed 
gears. 

You’ve got to understand that 
to know what this pedalmania is 
all about. Sometimes called the 
bike boom, this craze of bicycling 
has swept the nation. 

New bike routes are just one of 
the results of the bike boom. For 
example, Wisconsin now boasts a 
350-mile, bikes-only trail clear 
across the state from the 
Mississippi River to Lake 
Michigan. 

Oregon is spending $1 million to 
construct bike trails around the 
state. “Insomnia rides” are held 
on early morning weekdays in 
Chicago along marked bikeways. 

Bicycling had a slight boom 
back in the ’50’s after President 
Dwight D. Eisenhower’s heart 
attack. His doctor, Paul Dudley 
White, advised cycling as an 
excellent method of exercise. 
Cycling soon became a common 
healthy physical conditioner. 

But not until two years ago did 
bicycling really hit the nation, 
This can at least be partially 


often has customers waiting 
outside the storefront at 3 a.m. 
for a new shipment of Schwinn 
“10-speeds.” 

Many times it takes a year to 
get an “in” model. 

The “Rolls Royce” of bicycles 
or “in” model is a 10-speed, 
27-inch wheel job with a 
lightweight frame weighing from 
21 - 28 pounds. 


The cost for these bikes runs 
anywhere from $150 - $450, 
depending on the components. 


Nevertheless, most people 
wanting to buy an expensive bike 
don’t know what they’re buying 
or why. They just want it anyway, 
maybe because of a name or 
looks. 

“You see the bike boom has 


evolved into a status thing,” one, 
Chicago dealer explained. 

The best advice is to examine 
your motives for buying a bicycle. 
Am I going to just ride around the 
block or am I going to tour? Am I 
going to race or am I going to 
deliver newspapers? 

There is a “right” bike to 
satisfy a cyclist’s particular need. 
The Consumer Guide on bicycles 
is an excellent buyer’s guide. 

Once you’ve got your bike and 
are riding, you’ll soon discover the 
fun and freedom of cycling. The 
cyclist is close to nature, to the 
sound of birds, a distant tractor, 
the wind as it sifts through a 
forest or field. 

After you’ve finished the 
Scout, put on those “cut-offs and 
tennies” and do a little biking.

Finding myself in Lakeview 
Center for the Arts and Sciences, I 
faced a crucial decision: to the 
right lay the art of the 20th 
century, to the left the remnants 
of yesteryear.

Otten said the committee’s 
recommendations were 
unanimously passed last semester 
by Senate, and then approved by 
Curley Johnson, chief of security. 

The recommendations in effect 


this semester include: 

— opening the parking lot 
adjacent to Wyckoff Hall on 
Elmwood Ave. for student 
parking with the exception of 
Health Center personnel. 

—opening parking in the Field 
House lot every night except on 
occasions when the Field House is 
being used. Signs will be placed by 
the security police before 7:30 
a.m. on those days to inform 
c^r-owners the lot will close at 5 
p.m. 

—allowing cars with decals to 
park anywhere after 5:30 p.m. on 
weekdays, with the exception of 
the ODK Circle. This area is 
reserved for faculty members 24 
hours a day, Monday through 
Friday. There are no parking 
restrictions on Saturday and 
Sunday. 


In addition, with the assistance 
of the Peoria City Council, a stop 
sign has been erected at the 
intersection of St. James and 
Elmwood Aves. 

Statistically, the committee 
found it would not be feasible to 
grand additional parking space, 
Otten said.

Bob Koeppel, a baseball All-American in 1971, recently 
completed his first season in the Class A Carolina League. 
Koeppel played for Lynchburg (affiliated with the Minnesota 
Twins) and batted .297, seventh best in the league. 

He was one of the chosen few asked to participate in the 
Florida Instructional League this winter and reports say he 
may be groomed as the replacement for Harmon Killebrew. 

The Braves’ leading scorer in basketball last season, Sam 
Simmons, is about to begin a pro career with the Philadelphia 
76ers. According to his agent, Joe Napoli, a Peoria attorney 
and a Bradley instructor, Simmons is considered a top 
prospect. (Napoli also serves as an agent for Koeppel, Rich 
Schultz, A1 Smith, and Steve Kuberski.) 

“Philadelphia’s general manager Don DeJardin called Sam 
one of their best shooters,” Napoli said. “Coach Frank 
Ramsey told me that Sam has the best natural talent of any 
guard they have, but that he lacks experience. 

“So they are taking care of him financially, he will work 
out with the club when they’re at home, and in addition Sam 
will play in an eastern league to gain the necessary guard 
experience. They’re definitely counting on him for the 73-74 
season.” 

Simmons was drafted by the Los Angeles Lakers but 
Napoli obtained his release for the purposes of signing with 
Philadelphia. 

Rich Schultz, who averaged 16.1 here last season, is 
working out at the Denver Rocket training camp. 

“Rich made the Carolina Cougar club ability-wise,” Napoli 
said. “But coach Larry Brown is saddled with numerous 
no-cut contracts and was unable to sign him. 

“He made the first cut at Denver so he still has a chance 
there.” 

Should Schultz make the Denver club he would be joining 
aformer Bradley teammate. A1 Smith, a standout BUguardwho 
graduated in 1971, is in his second year of a three-year 
contract. As a rookie he averaged 9.3 per game. 

Also according to Napoli, the Boston Celtics have made 
Steve Kuberski (who signed his initial contract after his 
junior year at Bradley in 1969) one of their highest paid 
players. 

“Steve’s new contract represents a 50 per cent increase 
over last season and puts him in a category with Dave 
Cowens, John Havlicek, and Jo Jo White,” Napoli said. 

Former Bradley All-American Chet Walker, entering his 
11th NBA season, recently signed a two-year contract with 
the Chicago Bulls. 

And when the Harlem Globetrotters come to Robertson 
Memorial Fieldhouse Oct. 14, Bobby Joe Mason will be one

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Collins: ‘Deep down inside we 
felt we won the gold medal’

When Bill Russell was asked 
about the role luck plays in sports 
he replied, “I know this- it’s 
unlucky to be behind at the end 
the game.” 

Even more unfortunate is to be 
ahead at the conclusion of a 
contest only to have the decision 
reversed. 

Doug Collins knows. His two 
free throws provided what 
appeared to be a winning margin 
against the Russians only to have 
the outcome changed by the now 
well-known chain of events. 

Collins returned to Illinois 
State University last week where 
his 32.6 average in 1971-72 was 
third best in the country. 

He travelled through Normal in 
a motorcade before an estimated 
9,000 people, and then spoke 
to nearly 3,000 students at ISU’s 
football stadium. 

The 6-6 guard explained to the 
crowd why the American 
basketball team refused to accept 
the silver medal: 

“It was not a protest of our 
team against the Olympics. It was, 
just that deep down inside we felt 
we had won the gold medal and 
we didn’t think we should have to 
take the second stand.” 

Later, at a press conference, he 
talked more about the XX 
Olympiad. 

“I was very saddened by the 
fact that so many of the games 
and the events were decided off 
the floor. 

“To wait 16 hours for a 
decision on a game, as we had to 
do, is really bad. But even had 
we won the protest, the medal 
would have seem tarnished. 

“Part of the thrill of winning a 
gold medal is to be able to take 
the presentation stand, still sweaty 
and with people still in the stands, 
and to bow%>ur heads and receive 
the medal. 


“The fact that the outcome 
had to be deliberated detracted 
from the significance a medal 
would have had.” 

Did playing a team like the 
Russians, which played as a team 
for years, pose any problems of 
confidence?

“We got our confidence up this 
summer when we played some 
exhibition games with the NBA 
teams during their training camps. 
So when we played in the 
Olympics we were confident that 
we could beat anybody if we 
played good basketball. 

“I still feel that the other 
basketball teams at the Olympics 
were in a class below us. The 
Russians had the 12 best players 
in Russia and if you took the best 
12 players from the United States, 
I mean professionals, there would 
be no contest.” 

What kind of reception did 
American athletes receive from 
people of other countries? 

“In our case,” Collins said, 
“the people really looked up to 
us. They seemed to idolize us, 
partly because Americans had 
never lost a basketball game in the 


Olympics.” 

There were seven rule 
violations that Collins pointed out 
while reviewing the last few 
minutes of the final game. But he 
was pessimistic when asked about 
the success of an appeal before 
the International Olympic 
Committee in February. 

Would the U.S. players 
reconsider and accept the silver 
medal? 

“We voted unanimously not to 
accept it and I don’t think that 
will change either. To me, 
possession of the medal would 
only serve to remind me of the 
mistake that was made.” 

Are the judges competent? 

“I think that capable judges are 
probably chosen. But I know it 
would probably he hard for me to 
do the fairest job I could do — not 
saying that I would intentionally 
cheat — but if I saw a diver, who I 
may have followed for three 
years, do a dive, subconsciously I 
would probably lean toward her. 

“And I don’t think the judges 
intentionally do this. I just think 
that they have a sentiment inside 
them that possibly guides them 
one way or another.” 

Doug Collins described the 
splendor of the opening 
ceremonies as “something you 
dream about.” Unfortunately, the 
1972 Olympics was also a 
nightmare.

scholarship in football, Bradley played schools that were able 
to boost their programs tremendously in short years. Western 
Illinois and Illinois State were two such institutions that, as 
state schools, had money for 70 full ride scholarships 
(tuition, room and board, and a small monthly allowance) to 
recruit players. 

Schedules and return game promises were made up to five 
years in advance, so opposing schools that upgraded their 
football programs could not be dropped. It was also tough to 
lure students to Peoria Stadium, a former home of Bradley 
football, because it was so far from campus. 


According to Brave coach John 
Schoof, a Northern runner took a 
wrong turn at the quarter-mile 
marker. Bradley’s top five, 
apparently trusting the NIU 
leader’s knowledge of his own 
course, naturally followed him. 


The six disoriented harriers 
ended up running an extra 250 
yards in addition to the usual five 
miles. 


So when Bradley was losing coming off consecutive 1-8 
seasons playing a schedule with no “big name” football 
schools, support, interest, and prestige dwindled. 


The extra legwork, a difference 
of up to 40 seconds, by a Schoof 
estimate, probably cost Brave 
senior John Armstrong first place 
and undoubtedly cost Bradley a 
double-dual win. 


After a game late in the 1970 season, Stone received a 
comment that will always remind of him of football at 
Bradley. 


He recalled, “After our last home game against 
Milwaukee-Wisconsin on Dad’s Day, I had a father from 
someplace near Columbus, Ohio, say to me he’d been to 
several Ohio State games but he never enjoyed a game as 
much as he had that afternoon. 


“He said it had good running and passing and was really 
exciting to watch . . . But I think it’s like anything else, when 
you’re not winning nobody comes.” 


Senior harrier Mel Diab, one of 
the five off-course Braves, recalls, 
“There was a man who looked 
like an official at the tree where 
we cut the wrong way. He didn’t 
say anything until we had run 
about 250 yards in the wrong 
direction.” 

Diab said he didn’t think there 
was any deliberate misguiding, 
saying the official “ . . . must have 
been day-dreaming.” 

Bradley’s 28-29 loss at 
Valparaiso lowered the Braves’ 
dual meet record to 1 -2.

Seek alum donations 


BU hires fund group

Bradley has hired a 
fund-gathering consultant firm to 
bolster its alumni fund, according 
to Allen Upton, director of 
alumni-public relations. 

Upton said the consultant firm, 
Adams Associates of Philadelphia, 
will be hired at a fee of $9,500 for 
this year to advise the alumni 
office on effective money-raising 
techniques. 

Upton and Frank Bussone, 
director of special programs, run 
the alumni fund raising program 
for Bradley. 

“Adams Associates is an 
organization with a good track 
record,” Bussone said. He added 
the company has had successful 
campaign drives for other schools. 
Bussone said Illinois Wesleyan 
University in Bloomington hired 
Adams Associates for four years 
and that school’s alumni 
contributions went from $25,000 
to $98,000 per year over that 
period of time. 

According to Bussone, Bradley 
draws $25,000 to $35,000 per 
year in contributions to the 
alumni fund. However, he added, 
the total money contributed by 
alumni to all aspects of the 
university amounted to $116,000 
last year. 

Upton said the $9,500 paid by 
Bradley would go into the 
printing and organizational costs 
of the fund-raising campaign. 
“They print and supply the 
mailing pieces to be sent out to 
the alumni,” Bussone said. “It 
would cost us about two-thirds of 
that $9,500 if we had to print 
; them ourselves,” Bussone added. 
t “So in effect, we’re only spending 


about $2,500 for their help.” 

Upton said the alumni office 
has been in touch with Adams 
Associates for two years. ‘They 
have promised us that they will 
produce more money than in 
previous years plus our $9,500 
costs,” Upton said. 

The main technique used by 
Adams Associates is to build an 
organizational pyramid. At the 
top of the pyramid will be the 
general chairman of the campaign 
drive, retired Dean of Students 
Leslie Tucker. “Dean Tucker 
makes an ideal general chairman,” 
Upton said. “He has been dean of 
students for about 25 years and 
many alumni will remember him. 
He is also a graduate of Bradley,” 
Upton added. 

Tucker’s duty will be to choose 
the chairman of each class that 
has graduated from Bradley. In 
turn these chairmen will recruit 
10 agents to contribute and 
interest other alumni in 
contributing to the fund. Upton 
said approximately 60 persons 
have accepted chairman positions 
for their respective classes. 

“Adams Associates show us 
what to do but they leave the rest 
up to us.” Upton said he hopes to 
drop the services of the company 
in three or four years. “Once we 
have the system we don’t have to 
continue with them; we can do it 
on our own,” he said. 

The alumni office is starting an 
intensive effort for more alumni 
contributions now that the $5 
million capital campaign for a new 
PE complex has officially ended. 

“We’ve got to do something to 
change the momentum of the 
alumni after the capital 


campaign,“ Upton said. 

“We are concentrating in 
alumni fund-raising to get the 
alumni reinterested. We didn’t 
want to hit the alumni with two 
campaigns at one time,” Upton 
added. 

Upton predicted that by using 
Adams Associates, which 
specializes in alumni fund-raising 
campaigns, Bradley will reach 
$100 thousand in three or four 
years. “If the alumni fund hits 
$50,000 next year, we’ll be 
satisfied. If we didn’t use this 
company it would take us six 
years by trial and error,” Upton 
said.

Scholars' program future bleak

Dr. William Steiner bluntly 
replied, “It’s a fraud.” 

Steiner is a member of the 
psychology department and 
chairman of the Scholars’ 
Program. 

As the program stands today, 
there are no courses open to 
honor students. Special English 
and Speech sections were offered 
for the last time last year. 

Steiner, who became chairman 
two years ago, said it isn’t even 
possible to offer the honor 
students these courses now. 

Last year the honor courses in 
English and Speech had only three 
or four honor students enrolled. 
The sections thus were no longer 
geared to the honor students, but 
still called honor sections. 

Steiner said, “I’d rather have 
seen these courses ended than to 
carry on fraudulent publicity 


Engen: low enrollment due to tuition hike

Bradley may have lost more 
than it gained in raising tuition 
from $1900 to $2100 for the 
1972-73 school year. 

The Board of Trustees has 
reported that the University 
should expect a deficit budget this 
year, as compared to nearly 
$400,000 profit for 1971-72. 

All-school president Tim Engen 
points to a drop in freshman 
enrollment and the inability of 
Bradley to retain many of last 
year’s freshmen as the main 
reasons for the projected deficit. 

“In terms of revenue,” Engen 
explained, “Bradley has lost the 
equivalent of 300 full-time 
students, and most of this loss has 
been a result of freshman students 
transferring away from Bradley. 

“If the loss of these students 
was largely a result of the 
increased tuition, as I suspect it 
was, then Bradley must be very 
cautious in considering tuition 
hikes for the future,” Engen said. 


An extra $100,000 grant for 
financial aid seems to have had 
little effect on keeping enrollment

from falling. “The tuition hike 
may have simply priced this 


University out of competition in 
the college market,” Engen said. 

Engen also feels Bradley is fast 
becoming a school without a 
middle class student. 

“In years past,” he explained, 
“Bradley was held together by 
average-income families. But with 
raises in the cost to attend 
Bradley, the only people who can 
afford to enroll are high-income 
bracket individuals or 
lower-income students who 
receive large grants.” 

The tuition hike has affected 
the University in more ways than 
the most obvious - the loss of 
revenue from the 300 full-time 
students who attended Bradley 
last year that aren’t around this 
time. There are also the empty 
dorm rooms that will eventually 
have to be paid for out of the 
pockets of those people who do 
live there. 

Further, summer enrollment 
has been especially limited due to 
the presence of Illinois Central 


College and its much cheaper 
tuition, Engen said. 

What is the alternative then, if 
Bradley continues to lose money, 
but cannot afford to raise tuition 
on the fear that more students 
will be lost to other schools? 

Engen believes the only way to 
save money is to spend less and 
that means certain cutbacks in the 
budget will probably be necessary. 

“Last year,” Engen said, 
“Bradley really pulled a financial 
miracle by coming out in the 
black when everything pointed to 
a deficit budget. A lot of 
belt-tightening was done around 
the departments and that was 
really all that was needed. 

“Things are really not that bad; 
I mean there’s no immediate 
crisis. Bradley can still make quite 
a few cuts before there’s any 
threat to quality education here. 
But as for further raises in tuition, 
I doubt that Bradley can afford 
another one for at least the next 
five years.” 


about honors sections.” 

The Scholars’ Program was 
inaugurated at Bradley in 
September, 1963. At that time its 
objectives were, according to the 
program’s leaflet, “to provide 
opportunities for study that will 
challenge the talented student and 
which will demand a high level of 
intellectual achievement.” 

To be admitted into the 
program as a freshman, a student 
had to score 1200 or above on the 
Scholastic Aptitude Test (SAT), 
and graduate in the upper 10 per 
cent of his high school class. 

A 6.0 grade point average is 
required of upper-classmen 
seeking admittance. If a student 
fails to maintain a 6.0 average, his 
status in the program becomes 
probationary. 

Students in the Scholars’ 
Program are expected to register 
in special honor sections, honors 
seminars, and independent study 
courses. They are also expected to 
take honor courses in subjects in 
their major field. 

Last spring an attempt was 
made to institute an Honors 
College at Bradley. 

Among other things, the 
college would not require its 
members to fulfill the 36-hour 
group requirements now required 
in the College of Liberal Arts. 
Instead the Honors College would 
have required 18 hours in special 
honor courses and 15-18 hours in 
courses of the students’ own 
preference. 

Many pre-requisites for 
higher-level courses also would 
have been waived. “This would 
have freed an honors chemistry 
major, for example,” Steiner said, 
“from having to take, say, English 
115, when he’s already proven he 
can handle a 300 level English 
course. He’d be able to take the 
Shakespeare course he’s really 
interested in without wasting his 
time and money in a prerequisite 
course.”

Food survey taken

These are some of the varied 
comments received during the 
recent Senate dorm food survey. 

According to All-school 
President Tim Engen, the survey 
was conducted in “an effort to 
gain initial student reaction this 
fall” and “to get any input on the 
problems.” 

The objective of the survey is 
to challenge the supplier, Canteen 
Corporation, in terms of quality 
and service in relation to the 
amount being paid by the 
students.

further at a later date,” Engen 
said. A press conference about the 
quality and charges may be held. 

“Canteen is large,” Engen 
commented, “so what you get is 
institutionalized institution food. 
The problem is first developing 
initial attention in the office. 

‘This will be a continuing 
survey. We will keep sending them 
in and fill his (the company 
representative) desk with surveys. 

“Of course, the survey is 
conducted with the understanding 
that there will be a certain 
number of ‘trite’ responses,” 
Engen admitted. “Food is the 
universal complaint. But we’re 
looking for constructive change 
within the food service.” 

Common complaints included 
lack of variety, unfriendliness of 
service, small portions, too many 
starchy or greasy foods, short 
serving time for breakfast, poorly 
prepared foods, and having to go 
to another cafeteria on weekends, 
which now includes the Friday 
evening meal. 

Suggestions ran from “no meal 
plan” to “stop recycling the 
garbage” to “sell out to Avanti’s.” 
One survey reported, “Health 
Center claimed this meal as reason 
for my 24-hour stomach ache.” 

Another student wrote, “Food 
was cold, moldy, repulsive, 
unappealing and, last but not 
least, the food began to crawl 
slowly over the side of my plate.” 

Few surveys had anything 
complimentary to say about the 
food. 


Meals in the dorm have 
always been a source of complaint from the students. Senate is in the process of conducting a 
survey, hoping to compile enough comments to effectively challenge the Canteen 
Corporation food service.

Engen named 
to commission 

All-school President Tim Engen 
has been appointed to the 
President’s National Commission 
on Finance in Post-Secondary 
Education, it has been announced. 

The 17-member commission 
will spend seven months studying 
and researching all aspects of 
education, including private, 
parochial and state schooling on 
the state and local levels, Engen 
said. 

The only youth member of the 
commission which includes such 
persons as the governor of 
Tennessee, the superintendent of 
public instruction for the state of 
Michigan, a director of Los 
Angeles College and others, Engen 
said he expects to spend two 
weekends each month in 
Washington, D.C. 

“This is a hopeful example of 
youth becoming directly involved 
in decision making at the national 
level,” Engen said.

Musielak said. 

The purpose of the test file is 
to give students an idea of what 
type of tests have been given and 
what areas have been covered. 

“This service will be another 
study aid for the student,” 
Musielak said. “We are not trying 
to help students cheat.” 

The idea of a file originated in 
the Greek system which has had 


test files for some time. 

Presently in the planning 
stages, the test file is scheduled to 
be in operation at the end of 
October. “Tests from 100 and 
200 level courses will be available 
at that point,” Musielak said. 

The committee is trying to 
obtain tests from students who 
have already taken the courses 
and from faculty who are willing 
to participate. “If a faculty 
member does not want a test in 
the file, we will not put it in,” 
Musielak said. 

The tests will be available to 
students at any time in the Senate 
office. 

“The student must remain in 
the Senate office while reading 
the test and present an ID card,” 
Musielak said. Fines will be 
imposed if these rules are not 
observed.

Is a reminder 
really necessary 


“It is a violation of State Law for persons under 21 years of age to 
purchase or consume alcoholic beverages, including beer and that 
violators are liable for fine or imprisonment or both.” 


Last week the Scout received a letter from Dr. Richard 
Trumpe, vice president for student services, stating that the 
Scout must run the above legend in all future liquor 
advertisements. 

This letter was not the beginning of restrictions on liquor 
advertisements. 

In September of 1970, the Board of Trustees banned all 
advertising of beer in the Scout. In October of that year the 
Board allowed the Scout to place beer advertisements only if 
the above legend appeared with each advertisement. Now Dr. 
Trumpe has stated that all alcoholic advertisements must be 
accompanied by this legend. 

Is it to inform the students of this particular state law? It 
is hard to imagine anyone on the Bradley campus who is 
unaware of the Illinois law concerning liquor. 

The Illinois House of Representatives recently passed a bill 
to lower the age for purchasing beer to 18. Gov. Richard 
Ogilvie endorsed this decision. If the governor and the Illinois 
House of Representatives feel 18-year-olds are responsible 
enough to drink, won’t the board of Trustees at least give 
college students credit for being aware of the present law? 

This legend also takes up valuable space in the newspaper. 
In a small advertisement is there room for the legend? The 
advertiser has bought that space for use in drawing attention 
to his business. Inclusion of the legend takes away space he 
has purchased and detracts from the selling power of the 
advertisement. 

The space taken up by three or four legends could be put 
to constructive use in the form of a story or more 
advertisements. 

Printing of the legend also presents the problem of a 
possible loss of revenue. 

As an example, the first issue of the Scout this year 
contained a calendar manufactured by the Pabst Brewing 
Company. The calendar, printed outside of Peoria, was 
inserted into each issue of the Scout. 

Therefore the Scout had no control over the printing of 
this calendar. To not accept the over 5,000 calendars for 
insertion because of the legend’s absence would have lost 
needed revenue for the Scout. 

The only other alternative would have been to type the 
legend on these 5,000 calendars. Obviously, this would have 
been costly in terms of both time and money. 

The Scout asks that the Board of Trustees reconsider its 
position concerning liquor advertisements and eliminate this 
restriction. 

Senate PR Week 
commendable effort 

Senate PR Week is over and perhaps now the mass of 
literature and visits to campus dorm rooms will end. 

But while the actual visual effects of PR Week may die 
off, we hope the enthusiasm generated by Student Senate 
and their efforts to increase awareness of student services 
among both Bradley students and the Peoria community will 
continue.

Barry Brown’s letter to the

Brown, a first year graduate 
student at Bradley, first came to 
see me to make his complaint 
about a week after his arrival on 
campus, but did not manage to 
make connections for an interview 
until a week or so later. 

At this time I received him 
with courtesy and candor, listened 
to his complaint, and explained to 
him why we are • not normally 
open on Saturday nights. 

The essence of my explanation 
is this: Like virtually all libraries 
- academic, public, or special — 
we have less money than we 
would like. As a result, we try to 
spend what we do have in the way 
that we think will be of the 
greatest possible benefit to the 
greatest number of our users. 

Inevitably, with as many 
potential users as we have, there 
are and will continue to be a wide 
variety of ideas as to the best way 
to distribute this money. 

I attempt to listen to and 
weigh all suggestions that come 
my way, make most decisions on 
my own or with advice from 
various sources, and make 
frequent use of the Library 
Committee for this advice. This 
committee is made up of 
representatives of all colleges and 
schools on the campus, and for 
the past few years has also 
included students. 

I suggested that Brown write a 


letter stating his case, and get it to 
me before the next meeting of the 
committee (Sept. 29). He 
suggested that he send a letter to 
the Scout , and I recommended 
that we take it up with the 
committee first, and that he write 
to the Scout later if he did not 
approve of whatever action the 
committee might take. 

I am not sure whether I 
pointed this out at the time or 
not, but usually when a student 
rushes frantically into print before 
a deliberative group has a chance 
to consider his case, he lays 
himself open to the suspicion that 
he is more interested in getting his 
name in the paper than in 
effecting a reform. 

Mr. Brown is not the first 


person to ask about our being 
open Saturday nights, Sunday 
mornings, until 2 every morning, 
until 3 every morning and 24 
hours every day. Obviously, we 
can’t grant all of these requests - 
or, if we do, we must take the 
money they will cost away from 
somewhere else. 

Until just a few years ago, we 
were also closed on Friday nights. 
From time to time, we 
experimented with Friday hours, 
but had almost no business. 

Since we started keeping open 
Friday nights (which we finally 
did at the urging of students, who 
assured us that we would never, 
never need to be open Saturday 
nights), we have taken attendance

checks at approximately 7:30, 
8:30, and 9:30, with rather 
disappointing results except as 
exam time approaches. 

For the three Friday nights we 
have been open so far this term, 
the tallies ran 9, 1,4; 7, 9, 3; and 
3, 9, 5 — and most reports 
indicate that these visitors were 
not all engaged in very serious 
activities. 

Frankly, I think we could 
make a pretty good case for 
closing Friday evenings and 
diverting the money saved to 
other library needs. 

Mr. Brown states that “of 
course” 1 did not know “how 
much it cost to keep the library 
open each hour when 1 asked 
him.”

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Prof. Mergen dead 


Dr. Francis C. Mergen, former 
chairman of the industrial 
engineering department, died this 
summer of injuries sustained while 
hiking. 

Mergen, 52, was vacationing 
with his wife, Delores, in 
Albuquerque, N.M., when the 
accident occured. 

According to New Mexico 
State Trooper Robert Thurman, 
the Mergens were hiking up the La 
Luz Trail in the Sandia 
Mountains, about 12 miles east of 
Albuquerque, when Dr. Mergen 
was struck by a falling rock. 

Mergen was on a lower trail 
when rocks began falling. 


Thurman said he believed the 
rocks were being thrown by a 
person or persons unknown, but 
not intentionally at the people on 
the trail below. 

Mergen was struck on the 
forehead by one of the rocks, 
Thurman said, and was knocked 
unconscious. He was taken to a 
nearby hospital where he 
underwent surgery. He never 
regained consciousness. 

Mergen had been on the 
Bradley faculty since 1949 and 
was instrumental in establishing 
the industrial engineering 
department and the computer 
center.

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EPA head cites several major problems 


Along with organizational 
troubles, credibility is a major 
obstacle in the path of the United 
States’ attempt to clean up the 
environment, William D. 
Ruckelshaus, administrator of the 
Environmental Protection ^ency 
(EPA), said. 

Ruckelshaus spoke Sept. 21 in 
Neumiller Chapel to an audience 
of about 150 as part of Student 
Senate’s PR Week. 

The head of the newest agency 
of the federal government, 
Ruckelshaus said he has an 
“enormous management problem 
in getting people moving in the 
area of pollution abatement.” 

The EPA was created Dec. 2, 
1970 by executive order of 
President Nixon “to bring some 
kind of co-ordinated attack on 
environmental problems, and to 
use all the agency’s resources to 
approach the problem as a 
whole,” Ruckelshaus said. 

The agency brought together 
15 fragmented federal groups and 
inherited the task of cleaning up 
our air and water, depositing solid 


waste, and controlling pesticides, 
radiation levels, noise pollution, 
and the interstate transporting of 
water. 

“The quality of the 
environment is improving in some 
sections of the country,” said

believe me or anybody else when 
told the environment is getting 
better-and I don’t blame them.” 

Because of the Vietnam war 
and the lack of success in fighting 
other problems on the domestic 
level, Ruckelshaus said there 
exists an “almost rampant 
mistrust in our institutions, 
whether they be part of 
government, business, the press, 
or religion.” 

Ruckelshaus said, “I am 
convinced in the area of 
environment we can make 
demonstrable and visible 
improvements in the quality of 
the environment. 

“I’m hoping there’ll be a 
renewal of confidence in our 
institutions. I’m hoping a 
government institution will do it, 
and I’m hoping the EPA is that 
government institution.” 

The EPA has sued more than 
600 individual firms, 
municipalities or states to date. 

Ruckelshaus said one policy 
used was to zero in on the “big 
blocks” of offenders - like 
automakers - and limit them as 
much as possible. 

A member of the audience 
asked whether restrictions on auto 
emissions weren’t hurting the 
ecology as much as exhaust fumes 
because the additional 15 per cent 
fuel amount needed is shortening 
the supply of petroleum. 

Ruckelshaus admitted the 
argument was valid, but added, 
“Other things are causing low 
mileage, too— like big engines, 
and air conditioning.” 

Ruckelshaus said the 
automakers probably won’t be 
able to meet 1975 emission 
control level the EPA has set. “It 
is a very stringent standard, and I 
just don’t think they’ll meet it.” 

Asked if the EPA would back 
down and raise the level, 
Ruckelshaus said he would not 
back down, but the automakers 
would probably ask for and be 
granted an extension of the 
timetable. 


President Nixon has introduced 
31 different pieces of legislature 
concerning environmental 
improvement this year, the EPA 
chief said, but Congress has only 
passed one thus far, the Clean Air 
Act, which was pushed through 
by Sen. Edmund Muskie (D-Me.). 

Ruckelshaus said the Clean Air 
Act “will greatly affect our air in 


is perplexing the EPA. 

“In the U.S. we have about a 
4-5-600 year supply of coal,” 
Ruckelshaus said. “If we continue 
to use it to generate power, 
sulphur oxide emissions in the air 
may cause health problems in 
some parts of the country. 

“If we switch to nuclear fission 
for power, we may get in trouble

Although no figures were given 
nor estimates made concerning a 
possible deficit this year, Bradley 
University experienced a surplus 
last year, according to Joe Mele, 
university controller. 

Due to the state grant of 
approximately $380,000, “the 
university was able to realize a 
surplus of almost $360,000, 
instead of a $20,000 deficit,” 
Mele said. 

Because classes may still be 
dropped and some students may 
yet leave school, Mele declined to 
give any figures at this time about 
a possible deficit for this year. 
‘The figures will not be known 
for another two or three weeks,” 
Mele said. 

The school still has an 
outstanding debt on the 
dormitories, but the dorms are 
being paid off through their 
operation. 

An estimated 85-90 per cent of 
the source of funds comes from 
tuition, Mele said. 


Alumni contributions declined 
last year, Mele added, and this, 
plus a drop in enrollment and 
increased overhead costs, is 
causing the administration to do 
some long-range planning. 

This would include such things 
as stabilizing fees and enrollment 
and making the university a more 
attractive place to attend, Mele 
said. 

There would be no increase in 
tuition for a while, he added, and 
the school was “not in immediate 
danger” of becoming insolvent. 

Mele gave a number of reasons 
for the enrollment drop at 
Bradley. 

He said the number of students 
in liberal arts has decreased, 
probably because of the change in 
the draft and its college 
deferment, and also because of 
the desire of many students to 
enroll in career-type schools. 

Mele said this is illustrated by 
the increase in enrollment in 
technology and business at 
Bradley.

Placement Center still growing 


MORE THAN 350 persons registered to vote Monday and 
Tuesday in the Student Center as part of a Student Senate 
voter registration drive. 


The Placement Center, 
initiated in 1959 to find jobs for 
graduating Bradley seniors, is still 
growing. According to Robert L. 
Pardieck, director, and James 
Peelle, assistant director, the staff 
of six is determined to place not 
only students but alumni as well. 

Located at 812 N. Maplewood, 
the center serves as liaison 
between the student and 
employer by arranging for job 
interviews and maintaining 
records of job openings. “With 
800 students graduating each 
year, neither of us are fighting 
modernization,” Pardieck said. 
“Bradley is small enough that, 
between the two of us, we can

Night school offers new courses 


Night school isn’t night school, 
anymore. According to Dr. 
Donald Albanito, it is now the 
College of Continuing Education. 

Albanito, dean of the College 
of Continuing Education, said the 
functions of the college are to 
coordinate graduate and 
undergraduate credit courses and 
to offer credit-free community 
service courses. 

The credit-free courses have no 
prerequisites and are open to the 

public. 

Albanito said there are 40 
non-credit courses offered at the 
present time. The courses range 
from business and technical 
courses to cultural and public 
affairs classes. 

“We expect close to 400 adults 
on the Bradley campus this fall,” 
Albanito said. 

Most of the courses are taught 
by Bradley faculty members. 

Some courses, however, are 
taught by qualified businessmen 
and people that are experts in 
their fields. Albanito said, “I am 
not adverse to having the best 


qualified man teach the course.” 

Among the courses offered are 
one in modern labor relations 
taught by Peoria attorney Joseph 
Napoli and a cultural course called 
“Identifying Antiques” taught by 
Ms. Betty Grissom, an antique 
dealer and registered appraiser of

The national 
average was 30 per cent in a year 
where the demands for teachers 
were way down. 

In terms of engineering and 
technology graduates, the 
Placement Center ran close to 100 
per cent. “We had more requests 
than we could handle,” Pardieck 
added. No statistics are available 
yet for liberal arts and business 
school graduates. 

“We think placement is sort of 
in a state of flux,” Pardieck said. 
“Even though jobs are tight, there 
is and always will be a need for 
good and well-equipped college 
graduates. 

“We want to see that the 


immediate graduates can all be 
placed. We’d like to see 100 per

Billy Jack: 

Hero or anti-hero?

I loathed Billy Jack. Nearly 11 
months ago I was part of the two 
per cent of the college-age 
populace who left the 
controversial film unmoved. 

Billy Jack has now been 
re-released in a belligerent protest 
by its promoters against a lack of 
recognition by the Academy 
Awards. 

In the 60’s in films like The 
Graduate , we saw the rise of the 
classic American cinematic 
anti-hero in which the protagonist 
valiantly struggled to overcome 
the plastic nature of his 
suffocating bourgeoisie 
upbringing. 

In the 70’s with films like Easy 
Rider we witnessed the 
culmination of this anti-heroic 
trend. Billy Jack , I assert, is a 
significant exception to the 60’s 
formula. 

Unlike, say, Easy Rider , the 
thematic statement of Billy Jack 
is never clarified on the individual 
level, particularly in terms of the 
title character’s belabored 
compromise with society at the 
film’s end. . 

The half-breed’s powerful 
defense of a progressive 
southwestern school is not 
indicative of anti-heroic behavior 
but rather that of a hero, chivalric 
and dedicated, who fights, not for 
his own peaceful primitivism, but 
for the inalienable rights of 
others. 

Billy is thus our hero for the 
‘70’s, though I, for one, will never 
quite comprehend just why.

Billy Jack is back and I’m glad. 

This anti-hero epic’s 
mysterious comeback to 
neighborhood theaters this fall 
didn’t have the advantage of 
multi-million dollar advertising. 
Its emotion-charged success 
travels by word of mouth. 

Our intense emotional 
involvement with the film’s basic 
theme, idealism vs. pragmatism, is 
reflected in “the burning spirit” 
of Billy Jack. 

In this age of the sociological 
film statement, Billy Jack is still 
one hell of a believable anti-hero. 

His stifled spirit in the last 
scene epitomizes the compromises 
one has to make with life in order 
to survive, as well as the film’s 
central theme. 

Billy’s well-thought-out 
decision against a dramatic death 
actually initiated his demise and 
this separates him from other 
anti-heroes, such as Joe Buck in 
Midnight Cowboy. 

The National Student Film’s 
Corporation’s answer to the 
moviegoer’s search for identity in 
the struggle to survive presents 
Billy, a man weakened in spirit 
because he put those he loved 
above his own ideals. 

It is Billy’s ultimate survival 
that gives this tell-it-like-it-is film 
its meaning. The vagueness of 
most of the script flows 
tumultuously into Billy as his 
basic struggle in life shifts from 
survival to effectiveness. 

The anti-hero triumphs again.

In his newest movie, Neil 
Simon has given us the story of 
Barney Cashmann, a middle-aged 
square who’s only made it with 
his wife and a 44-year-old “lady” 
in Newark. The main objective of 
Cashmann’s menopausal life is to 
get a beautiful woman in bed with 
him to reassure himself that he is 
not as inadequate as he feels. 

Now, if Simon had written this 
particular story as he has written 
some others, it would have been 
funny enough but 
inconsequential. Fortunately, 
however, Last of the Red-Hot 
Lovers has a new flavor that is 
most appealing. 

Among critics Neil Simon has 
always been notorious for creating 
flat, one-side characters that may 
be funny but are not real. 
However, Simon shows signs of 
changing all that for Barney 
Cashmann blossoms out as a real, 
live human being, not as a human 
joke machine. 

He is one of those pitiable 
individuals who looks back over 
his life and decides that he’s 
blown it. So, he sets out to change 
it by taking three women to his 
mother’s apartment to have a 
casual affair. 

The first of these is Elaine, a 
nasal-voiced pessimist who’s only 
out for physical thrills. The 
second is Bobbi, a “singer” who 
unwittingly invites men to do 
strange things to her body. The

final “Queen for a Day” is 
Jeanette, Barney’s neighbor, who 
attacks him on her dishwasher. 

Each of these sequences is 
funny in the old Simon tradition, 
with plenty of sight gags and 
one-liners to go around. But these 
scenes do more than just make us 
laugh. In each Barney reveals a 
little of himself through his 
actions, his ideas and his 
recollections. 

Sometimes this soul-searching 
becomes overdrawn and tiresome, 
but nonetheless it molds Barney 
Cashmann into a very real, very 
believable and very funny man. 

Residue of Simon’s 
characterless characters can still 
be found in the three women 
Barney tries valiantly to seduce. 

These women are but transient 
elements of Barney’s life, and 
transient characters are very 
appropriate for them. 


The acting in Last of the 
Red-Hot Lovers is consistently 
excellent. Alan Arkin is superb as 
the square Cashmann. He has 
given his Cashmann a beautiful 
blend of middle-aged resign and 
dirty-old-man lust. 

Sally Kellerman, Paula Prentiss, 
and Renee Taylor as the three 
prospective lays are treasures in 
their respective roles. Miss Taylor 
is probably the best of the three, 
but that fact stems not from the 
acting of her role but instead from 
the role she was given to act. 

Movies usually do one of two 
things. They may reflect reality 
and comment on it, or they may , 
go strictly for laughs at the 
expense of reality and good sense. 

In Last of the Red-Hot Lovers 
Neil Simon has managed to 
combine the best of both worlds 
to create a very funny yet very 
sophisticated comedy.

The other one is doing this 
because he couldn’t make his high 
school basketball team. 

So what on earth are they 
doing on the sports page of a 


college newspaper? 

The young men just mentioned 
happen to be the reigning seniors 
on the Bradley cross-country 
team, John Armstrong and Mel 
Diab. 

Armstrong had a tremendous 
desire to be involved in athletics, 
but according to him, no talent, 
only the ability to run without 
getting too tired. 

Swimmers 
to organize 

Students interested in trying out 
for the varsity swimming team 
should attend a meeting Tuesday 
at 2:30 p.m. in Hewitt Hall. 

“We would like anybody that 
has a background in swimming to 
attend the meeting,” coach Jim 
Spink said. 

Last year’s team finished 6-7 in 
dual meets and took first place in 
the Illinois Private College meet 
that included 12 schools. 

“We start working out 
Wednesday, and our first meet 
will be the Notre Dame Relays 
Dec. 2,” Spink added. 


In his first two years in high 
school, Armstrong was sidelined 
by a dependence on the school 
bus. 

“If I stayed after school for 
practice, I would have missed the 
school bus and had to walk ten 


miles to get home,” explained the 
all-Missouri Valley Conference 
honor roll scholar-athlete. “I had 
to wait until I got my driver’s 
license before I could join the 
team.” 

So it was while inhis junior year 
at Washington High School, a 
mere 15 miles from Peoria, he 
went out for the track. 

At approximately the same 
time, Diab was trying to make the 
basketball team at South Shore 
High School in Chicago. One of 
the drills during the trials was a 
mile run. 

Diab was clocked at 5:40 which 
prompted the basketball coach to 
cut him and send him to the track 
coach’s office. From then on, it’s 


been the world of running. 

Once Armstrong found his 
niche in sports, he dove in 
headfirst. In high school, he set 
the school half mile record (which 
had stood since 1957) as his 
personal goal. In 1968 he broke 
that mark by one-tenth of a 
second. 

Armstrong’s goals for his last 
year of collegiate competition are, 
by no means, small ones. Before 
graduation day, he would like to 
own the five mile cross country 
record with a time near 25 
minutes and finish in the top ten 
of both the Missouri Valley and 
Illinois Intercollegiate 
cross-country meets. 

But even if he achieves none of 
these, Armstrong said it has all 
been worthwhile just because of 
the many friends he has made. 

Mel is a junior college transfer 
from Wright Junior College in 
Chicago. According to him, the 
biggest difference between junior 
college and collegiate track is that 
“running was more carefree in 
junior college.” The competition 
isn’t that much tougher, except 
for the fact that collegiate cross 
country is run over five miles as 
opposed to four in the JC ranks 
and this is cause for a little change 
in running strategy. 

The trials and tribulations of a 
long distance runner are many. 
The Bradley runners open the day 
by running approximately five 
miles in the morning. In the 
afternoons, it’s work on definite 
phases of running, such as speed, 
hill running, etc. 

Not the least of problems is the 
abuse which must be endured 
while training along public streets. 
Although none of the runners has 
yet to be attacked by a wild beast, 
(as Diab says, “There aren’t too 
many wild animals in Peoria.”) 
they have to put up with plenty 
of verbal barrages from people. 
Small children often yell in 
cadence as runners pass. 

The harriers will run a series of 
dual meets and then finish off the 
year with the big competition at 
the MVC and Illinois 
Intercollegiate meets. The absence 
of quadrangular meets brought a 
bit of criticism from Diab. 

“I would like to run in more 
quadrangular meets so that I 
could get used to running in a 
crowd. I’d rather run in a crowd 


of 30 or 40 and get experience for 
the big meets at the end of the 
year, (MVC and Illinois) than win 
a race against only seven or eight 
guys.” 


Despite all the inconveniences, 
and all the pain, both runners are 
completely sold on the merits of 
cross-country running. 

Says Diab, “When you’re 


running a three mile race on a 
track, and you get lapped, it really 
breaks your heart. That doesn’t 
happen on a cross-country 
course.” 


But perhaps Armstrong 
summed it all up when he said, 
“You don’t get mentally tired. 
You can see that you’re getting 
places.”

Haussler Hall was once again a topic of discussion at a 
meeting of the Board of Trustees Monday. 

“The Board took one positive step forward and that was 
to apply for a Title One Grant,” commented Chancellor 
Talman Van Arsdale. 

Formal application for a $500,00 grant available through 
the Higher Education Act will be made by Dr. Van Arsdale 
before an Oct. 20 deadline. 

A decision from the State Board of Higher Education 
which screens applications will be made by the first of 
January. 

“It used to be we could get 50 per cent of the building 
cost but the fund has been cut back in the last two years so 
the most any school can get is $500,000,” added the 
Chancellor. 

When original plans were drafted, more than $1.5 million 
might have been contributed by matching funds from the 
federal government. Also, construction costs have risen 
sharply due to inflation since those initial plans were made. 

Dr. Van Arsdale concluded, “If we get the Title One Grant 
it appears construction will begin in the spring.” 

So when students return to campus after the New Year 
there may be an unexpected Christmas present awaiting them 
or perhaps just another delay.

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BU faces $ 600 . 000 budget deficit

Bradley is facing a potential 
budget deficit of $600 thousand 
for the 1972-73 school year, 
university President Martin G.

A nationwide decline in the 
number of freshmen available for 
college and a decrease in the 


Ab>egg said increased 
enrollments in junior colleges have 
also hurt Bradiey. “With statistics 
from the past 10 years, I can pick 
out the point when Illinois 
Central College began affecting 
Bradley.” ICC also affected part 
time and evening enrollments 
here, he added. 

A surplus of $172 thousand 
was originally expected for this 
year, Abegg said, but, “as a result 
of reduced summer enrollments 
and an additional appropriation 
for financial aid, the income 
excess was eliminated before the 
start of fall registration.” 

“I was of the opinion that 
summer school enrollment would 
be up due to the job market,” 
Abegg said, “It just didn’t 
develop.” 

Financial aids received an 
additional $100 thousand to 
distribute, Abegg said. “In 


retrospect, the additional money 
is not worth it now. But at the 
time it was discussed, we had 
some 300 new applications to 
consider and it seemed merited. 
We counted on getting a good 
percentage of those new 
applications,” he continued. 

Abegg said that a year ago, 65 
per cent of the student body was 
receiving some financial aid. This 
year, the number is up to 75 per 
cent. “You have to be concerned 
about those students,” he added. 

The $600 thousand deficit may 
not be as bad as it seems, Abegg 
said. 

Last year, with the assistance 
of a state grant of $380 thousand, 
an income excess of $360 
thousand was realized, he said. 

“Although our original plans 
were to use this balance to 
develop an unrestricted reserve, it 
may now have have to be used to 


reduce further the deficit incurred 
this year,” Abegg said. 

Abegg has requested that all 
departments responsible for 
budgetary expenditures economize 
in an effort to reduce expenses. 

With a decrease in the amount 
of spending, and a hopeful J 
increase in the number of 
contributions and alumni 
donations, Abegg said he hopes to 
reduce the deficit by another 
$100 thousand or SI 50 thousand, 
leaving a deficit of perhaps $100 
thousand. 

“I’m optimistic that the 
problem will rectify itself. We’re 
going through a difficult time, and 
our only consolation is that we’re 
not as bad off as some other 
colleges,” Abegg said. 

“We will continue to strive for 
quality education with financial 
stability.”

Abegg has announced. 

The more than half million 
dollar expected deficit is due 
primarily to a decrease in the fall 
enrollment by approximately 300 
full-time students, Abegg said. 
Enrollment was 4,126 full-time 
students this year instead of the 
estimated 4,400 students. 

Abegg explained the drop in 
fall enrollment occured from a 
decrease in the number of 
entering freshmen, as well as a 
drop in the number of returning

number of students entering 
college accounted for the smaller 
freshman class at Bradley, Abegg 
said. More high school graduates 
are going to trade schools, junior 
colleges and night school while 
working part time, he added. 

A number of students transfer 
at the end of their freshman year, 
so the reduced number of 
sophomores is somewhat 
expected, he continued, “but I 
just can’t explain the decline in 
the senior class.”

security problems

All-school President Tim Engen 
Monday appointed an 
investigative committee to study 
“irregularities and inefficiency” 
within Bradley’s security force. 

Engen charged the security 
force with “mismanagement of 
security funds, inconsistency of 
ticketing traffic violators on 
campus, and the lack of ability to 
meet student needs, as in the case 
of theft.” 

Engen said he would keep his 
charges purposely vague until 
after the committee had met and 
made public its findings. 

The committee, composed of 
eight students appointed by 
Engen and approved by the 
Student Senate, will meet in 
closed sessions and report its 
findings Nov. 1. 

“What we want to know is 
whether the security force is just a 
tax write-off or is it here for the 
protection of the students,” 
Engen said. 

Officially the committee will: 


— investigate and define 
present staff inadequacies. 

- determine use of traffic 
ticket revenues and investigate 
presumed ticketing irregularities. 

— determine the powers and 
limitations of the security force 
concerning stud ent-university 
problems as well as non-student 
university problems. 

- evaluate past security 
procedures and practices with 
Bradley staff and students. 

When told yesterday of the 
formation of the committee, 
Security Chief Curley Johnson 
said he had not heard that the 
committee had been formed. 

I don’t have anything against 
the committee he (Engen) is 
forming,” Johnson said. “Ill let 
them see the records and talk to 
me anywhere they choose,” 
Johnson added. 

He declined to answer the 
charges brought against the 
security force by Engen until he 
had talked to the committee 
personally.

A $56,205 award to Bradley’s 
nursing program from the Illinois 
State Board of Higher Education 
has been announced by Executive 
Director James B. Holder man.

Bradley students trudged to the university-owned 
bookstore again this semester, paid inflated prices again for 
their books, and not one voice called for the return of the 
co-op bookstore. 


And the Dirksen Chair of American Government? Initially 
the project of the Class of 1970 (whose members don’t give a 
damn, either), the Dirksen Chair was dumped into the hands 
of a committee of students and faculty. 

The Scholar’s Program is in danger of being dissolved after 
nine years on campus since only 30 students are participating 
this year. , 

Last year the scholar’s chairman tried to give his program 
a transfusion by attempting to institute an Honors College, 

an exciting, progressive education concept. ___ 

This exciting, progressive idea was rejected by the 
Academic Standards and Curricula Committee. 

Free University, after a year of inactivity, is back on its

But what \*lQSS6S 32Ot 
happened to the idea of student uionization? It was supposed 

to bring together the many varied student organizations in an rrl 1 rr^ 

Did CllCtllGIlCJ G 
this idea vanish along with the former all-school president? 

And let’s not forget that intercollegiate football at Bradley 
was dropped to save $35,000; and that the money could have 
been accounted for if students would have shown at least a 
slight interest by attending the games.

Communist nominee sees attitude change

Communist candidate for U.S. 
Senate, Arnold F. Becchetti, who 
visited Peoria and Bradley 
Tuesday, said there has been a 
marked change in the attitude of 
people toward the Communist 
Party in recent years. 

“We met with quite a bit of 
I hostility in 1968 when we were 
petitioning in Illinois to get on the 
ballot, but since then the hostility 
has been steadily decreasing. This 
year the characteristic response is 
suddenly one of interest,” 
Becchetti said. 

“I think the change is part of 
the growing radicalization taking 
place,” he said. “A Harris Poll 
taken in October ’71 measured 
the general acceptance or 
rejection of the various 
institutions in this country - 
church, government, army, big 
business — and found that most of 
the people within the institutions 
as well as those outside were 
frustrated and disilusioned. 
Unhappy people are more prone 
to listen to new ideas than those 
i who are satisfied,” he continued. 

Becchetti, who teaches piano 
in Chicago when not campaigning, 
j joined the Communist Party in 
1962, although he agreed with the 
party’s principles some time 
before he became a member. 

He received his master’s degree 
in music from the University of 
Nebraska and studied sociology as 
an undergraduate at Florida State. 

Becchetti’s qualifications for 
the position of U.S. senator from 
. Illinois include his current 
position as state secretary of the 
Illinois Communist Party, past 
activity in the Chicago Council of 
Soviet-American Friendship and 
the Freedom of Residence 
Committee. 

He has also served as president 
of the Evanston Human Relations 
Council. 

He believes 1972 is a big year 
for the party. ‘This will be the 
first time in 40 years that we will 


have a full slate of candidates on 
the ballot in Illinois. Our 
presidential nominee, Gus Hall, 
will be on the ballot in at least 14 
states, and we are hoping for 20.” 

Becchetti discussed the party’s 
views on a variety of issues:

fed to them inzing the extent of 
the lies that were fed to them in 
order to justify going into Viet 
Nam. The hearings concerning the 
Gulf of Tonkin incident, and the 
Pentagon Papers and what they 
revealed, have widened the gap 
between people and government.” 

On the military — “We 
advocate a complete scrapping of 
the military budget. The money 
gained from this will be used to 
finance an emergency building 
program for housing, schools, and 
hospitals; implement programs for 
free education (including college 
level) and free health care. 

On racial injustices — “We 
would make racism and 
anti-Semitic acts and propaganda 
illegal and punishment by 
imprisonment. Labor unions that 
continue discrimination practices 


would be prosecuted.” 

On taxes — “There is a 
necessity to shift the tax burden 
to those who can afford to pay. 
Close loopholes and easy writeoffs 
for big business. Incomes below 
$15,000 and property to $25,000 
would not be taxed. 

On employment - Unlike the 
other parties, we don’t consider a 


figure of three or four per cent 
unemployment to be full 
employment. We will only be 
satisfied when unemployment has 
reached zero. 

On religion - “Religion should 
be purely a matter of conscience. 
We have members who are very 
religious and attend church and 
worship God regularly.” 


On the Republican and 
Democratic parties — “The 
American people are disillusioned 
with a racist, reactionary, pro-war 
Republican Administration, and a 
weak, vacilating, retreating 
Democratic Party.” 

There are 15-20,000 members 
in the Communist Party 
nationally, and about 1,000 in 
Illinois, Becchetti said.

The Washington Semester 
Program will again be offered 
during the spring semester, 
according to Dr. William Hall, 
chairman of Bradley’s political 
science department and 
institutional representative for the 
program.

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Friedan advocates total ‘sexual liberation

Betty Friedan, in a Lecture 
Arts-sponsored appearance in 
Robertson Memorial Field House 
Sept. 28, called for “sexual” 
rather than “women’s”liberation. 

“The war between the sexes is 
a sick phenomenon,” Friedan said. 

The Peoria-born author of 
the 1963 The Feminine Mystique, 
spoke out strongly against other 
leaders of the feminist movement 
employing anti-male tactics. 

“Man is not the enemy, he is 
the fellow victim and already 
senses his own masculine 



mystique,” Friedan said. 

‘This revolution has to be a 
two-sex revolutions,” she 
explained. “Other factions of the 
movement see women as a class 
oppressed by men as a class. If 
this becomes the prevailing 
ideology, the sex class warfare 
could abort the movement.” 

The recent militant effort in 
the 20th century women’s 
struggle for equality occurred as a 
result of other radical movements, 
Friedan said. 

“Women watched blacks and 
youth express demands of 
self-determination and found

themselves saying ‘me too,’ ” she 
remarked. 

In speaking of her own roll in 
the movement, Friedan said, “It 
didn’t start because I seduced the 
American housewife who was 
otherwise happy waxing the sun 
room and wearing false eyelashes. 

“It had to happen. There was 
no way for women to exist merely 
defining herself by her physical 
characteristics.” 

Motherhood can no longer 
define women for most of their 
lives on earth, Friedan stated. “No 
matter how much she loved her 
children and her husband, she was 
unhappy and felt there must be 
something more,’’.Friedan said. 

“It became urgently necessary 
for a woman to confront her own 
existence in society.” 

Men, she asserted, are also 
suffering from their sex role label. 

“Man is playing masculine 
because woman is playing 
feminine,” Friedan said. “He 
desires her femininity because he 


is not allowed to express those 
traits within him that are now 
called feminine. And she desires 
his masculinity because she is not 
allowed to express those traits 
within her that are called 
masculine.

“Therefore she has to play 
more feminine until she becomes 
comtemptible in her passiveness,” 
Friedan explained. “And he has to 
play more masculine until he 
becomes brutal and domineering 
in his masculinity, and begins to 
hate femininity.” 

Friedan said men are 
undergoing their revolution in a 
less explicit way than women. She 
cited the longer hair on men of all 
ages as one example.

“Not only will we 
have ‘housewives’ but also ‘house- 
husbands,’ ” she said. “Not only 
will we have maternity leave, but 
also paternity leave. We’ve had

‘This is an exciting revolution, 
not a grim one,” she added. “It 
hits us all where we live, no one 
can avoid it.”

Kaizer leaves for Europe

Unlike the famous musician 
Schroeder of Peanuts fame, Prof. 
Edward Kaizer of the Bradley 
School of Music was not a child 
“born to music”. 

In fact, for a number of years 
Kaizer thought he was meant to 
be a baseball player. 

However, while studying at 
Duquesne University in 
Pittsburgh, Penn., Kaizer realized 
the importance of music to him 
and began to study it more 
seriously than before. He 
graduated from Duquesne with his 
bachelor’s degree in music and 
continued on to get his M.A. in 
music from Duquesne. 

This week Kaizer leaves 
Bradley with his wife, Arlene, for 
a three-week trip to Europe. This 
is the second European tour 
Kaizer has made. 

On this tour Kaizer will play 
for audiences in France, Germany 
and possibly Vienna. 

On the trip across the Atlantic 
Kaizer will be giving his first 
performance aboard a ship—the 
Queen Elizabeth II. “I wonder,” 
he kiddingly remarked, “if the 
piano will move while I am 
playing?” 

Kaizer said he enjoys playing 
for European audiences, since he 
feels they are a little more 
musically educated than the 
American audiences. 

He added he strongly feels that 
“children should be musically 
educated at a young age so they 
can learn to appreciate music. If, 
in the early years of schooling 
children learned the rudiments of 
music, they wouldn’t feel it was 
such a chore to take courses in 
college. 

“A vast majority of students 
enter the music appreciation 
course here at Bradley 
uninterested, and by the end at 
least 50 per cent find they 
actually like attending musical 
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317 Main, Peoria 
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performances because they now 
appreciate the music,” he said. 

Kaizer doesn’t discount rock 
music although he doesn’t like it 
extremely. 

“Music can be appreciated 
without being liked,” Kaizer said. 
“I appreciate some of today’s 
music but I can’t say I particularly 
like it all. Appreciation for some 
of it is felt because of the way it is 
composed and presented. 

“The music of past 
composers—Mozart, Liszt, Bach, 
Beethoven, Brahms, etc. - says so 
much. Each led individual lives so 
the music of each is unique. These 
men felt anger, hate, love and 
happiness when they wrote and 
their music says this, so it must be 
played that way.” 

When Kaizer prepares for a 
concert he studies the music 
thoroughly. Each note and 
measure must be studied, Kaizer 
said. Tones and pauses must also 
be given recognition. 

With certain composers, Kaizer 


said, he must find the real 
meaning behind the notes. “For 
example, Mozart can have 10 or 
11 pages of music with only four 
or five places where he has 
marked the style in which he 
wants it to be played. That leaves 
a lot of room for individual style.” 
he said. 

Last Sunday night Kaizer gave 
his first solo performance in about 
two years. In this performance he 
exhibited the individuality of 
which he spoke. 

His selections for the evening 
included the Mozart “Sonata in B 
Flat,” the Chopin “Sonata in 
B-Flat Minor,” the Dello Joio 
“Sonata No. 3” and two works by 
Liszt, “Consolation No. 3” and 
“Mephisto Waltz.” Even the most 
unknowledgeable listener realized 
the individuality of these artists. 

Kaizer said he was very happy 
to see so many students attending 
the performance Sunday. “I 
didn’t even see any walk out after 
the first half,” he joked.

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‘Hair’ successor ‘Godspell’ vibrant show

Of all the many rock musical 
descendents of Hair, I believe 
Steven Schwartz’s vibrant 
Godspell is decidedly the most 
satisfying. As the premiere 
attraction in the 1972-73 
Broadway Theatre League season, 
Godspell had most of the near- 
capacity crowd at Peoria’s Shrine 
Mosque on their feet by the final 
reprise of “Day by Day.” 

When GodspelVs stylistic 
forbearer, Hair, first burst upon 
the New York scene in 1966, 


critics attributed its initial success 
to its highly stylized explanation 
of the early ’60’s youth 
movement, the unique and valid 
use of a rock score, and its loose, 
almost non-existent book. 

In the beginning it was just 
another avant-garde “now” 
off-Broadway happening, created 
for and aimed exclusively at a 
specific liberal audience. 

Its run was minimal but 
distinguished.

‘Fans must devote time’ 

Goalie Coolidge views appeal of soccer

Ask the average American 
sports fan what the world’s most 
popular sport is and he’ll probably 
tell you football ... or basketball 
... or baseball. 

However, according to the 
Guinness Book of World Records, 
soccer is played by more countries 
than any other sport. In fact, an 
all-time record 199,834 fans 
packed Brazil Stadium to witness 
the 1950 World Cup 
Championship. 

Why then have the U.S. fans 
been so reluctant to accept soccer 
as a major sport? 

“I feel it’s because the soccer 
fan has to devote 100 per cent of 
his time to watching the game,” 
said Bradley goalie Cal Coolidge. 
“Most American sports have 
breaks that allow the fans to get a 
coke or a beer, while the only 
break in a soccer game is at 
halftime. The fans are accustomed 
to these little pauses in the action 
and don’t want to give up such 
‘privileges’ for the sake of a new 
sport.” 

Coolidge, a 6-2 junior from 
R.H.A.M. High School in Hebron, 
Conn., even admits that he 
sometimes prefers watching 
football instead of soccer. 

“I think football is a better 
spectator sport on television, but 
if I had a choice of going to a 
football or soccer game, I think I 
would choose the soccer match.” 

But playing, not watching, is

Exactly what is it that occupies the minds of' football 
jocks 50 years after the “retire”? 

To Golden Babcock, captain of Bradley’s undefeated 1922 
football team, it’s remembering the tackle he missed in a 6-6 
tie against Lombard. That tie game was the only blemish on 
an otherwise perfect season. 

“I always thought it was my fault that we tied that game,” 
recalled Babcock. 

“A Lombard half-back was running around end and I 
grabbed him. He limped a little so I loosened my grip and 
suddenly he broke my tackle and got away.” 

Babcock and a handful of fellow teammates of that 1922 
team were the honored guests at the B-Club Alumni reunion 
in Peoria’s Ramada Inn Saturday night. Some 150 letter 
winning alumni and their wives attended the reunion which 
was a weekend affair. 

The retired assistant superintendent of Washington High 
School continued, “We played them and they were 
a hell of a team. They had a coach who came from the West 
coast and brought with him some very good players. 

“Back in those days nobody was very concerned about 
eligibility,” added Babcock hinting that possibly a few ringers 
might have been on that Lombard team that shared the state 
title with Bradley. 

Off in another corner of the room two other members of 
the 1922 team-manager Arleigh Strayer and tackle Ernest 
Koepping-were also reminiscing about the Lombard game. 

“Robbie (coach A. J. Robertson) never substituted unless 
he had to,” commented Koepping. “He substituted only two 
players in against Lombard.” 

Strayer was discussing what he remembered to be a key 
play that might have won the game for the Braves. It seemed 
- a Bradley ball-carrier stepped into a depression on the field 
and was deprived of a certain score when he lost his balance 
and fell.

Cited for excellence in 
teaching, Dr. Richard Bjorklund, 
professor of biology, was 
presented with the Putnam Award 
in Founder’s Day ceremonies 
Wednesday. 

The presentation was made by 
Bradley’s Vice President for 
Academic Affairs, Dr. George 
Ferguson, and marked the second

a member of the Bradley faculty 
for at least three years; and 
finally, and most importantly, he 
must be a truly outstanding 
teacher and faculty member. 

Nominations are solicited 
during the spring and a council of 
deans and directors makes the 
final selection just prior to 
Founder’s Day. 

In announcing the award at 
Robertson Memorial Field House, 
Dr. Ferguson praised the selection 
committee by saying that it was 
“a tribute to the council’s wisdom 
to know that every recipient has 
either remained at Bradley until 
retirement or is still on the 
Bradley faculty.” 

Dr. Bjorklund received his B.S. 
and M.S. degrees from the 
University of Montana and his 
Ph.D. from the University of 
Michigan. 

Besides an effective teacher in 
the classroom. Dr. Bjorklund is 
described as “available and 
approachable outside of class” by 
his students. 

He is also said to be “receptive 
to constructive criticism from

Richardson: preserve private schools

Addressing a crowd of 500 
persons at the 75th Anniversary 
Founder’s Day ceremonies, 
Wednesday, Dr. Elliot L. 
Richardson, secretary of health, 
education and welfare, called for 
the preservation of the pluralism 
and diversity and the 
independence of freedom and 
strength which has created private 
institutions like Bradley, and to 
which Bradley contributes. 

Richardson was the main 


speaker in the program which 
included an alumni 
commemorative by Warren 
Reynolds, 75th anniversary 
committee chairman, a tribute to 
Mrs. Lydia Moss Bradley by Tim 
Engen, all-school president, the 
announcement of the 1972 
Putnam Award Winner, and 
selections by both the Bradley 
chorale and the symphonic wind 
ensemble. 

Noted guest included the First 
Lady of the State of Illinois, Mrs.

Richard B. Ogilvie, and Harry 
Feldenstein, president of the 
national alumni association. 

Richardson, former lieutenant 
governor and attorney general of 
Massachusetts and former 
undersecretary of state, said the 
Nixon administration, through the 
higher education amendment of 
1972, has made a committment to 
assist independent institutions. 

However, Richardson added, 
“The most difficult problem that 
faces us at the government end is 
how to design a role that can most 
effectively strengthen the 
contributions of diversity, 
originality and creativity that an 
independent institution can make, 
without at the same time so 
imposing the hand of government 
as to stifle or inhibit these very 
qualities.” 

One method the federal act 
provides for which is not 
accompanied by any risk of 
intrusion, Richardson said, offers 
financial support of up to $1400 
per year (but not to exceed half 
of the tuition) to students who 
could not afford to pay full 
tuition and fees. 

Richardson contended this 
provision “can be a significant 
help to institutions like Bradley 
which have had to call upon their 
own resources to assure the 
continuation of educational 
opportunity” to the poor and 
minorities. 

The federal committment also 
provides for institutional aid, 
Richardson said, but Congress is 
currently debating “the form 
which institutional aid might 
take.” 

Richardson said the great 
strength of our society comes 
from its ability “to achieve unity 
in the nation in the midst of 
diversity.” He said he’s convinced 
“the ultimate values in our society 
derive from and relate to the 
individual.” 

Noting the steady gain in 
proportion of the number of 


students attending tax-supported 
schools and the growing gap in 
tuition costs between private 
schools and the tax-supported 
ones, Richardson said this is

perhaps having an undesirable 
degree of influence on the 
student’s decision as to the place 
that he will attend. 

“An allocation of funds will 
have to be made,” Richardson 
said, “in a way that will moderate 
this distortion of trust, thereby 
helping to contribute to the 
preservation of a diverse and 
pluralistic structure.” 

Richardson also noted Tim 
Engen, all-school president, will 
be serving these needs via his 
selection as the only 
student-member of the President’s 
Council on Higher Education. 

Engen praised Mrs. Bradley’s 
foresight in providing the school’s 
“proudest element of heritage,” 
its strong “posture as a private, 
non-sectarian university.” 

Engen paid tribute to Mrs. 
Bradley “and all those who have 
defended and safeguarded her 
objectives. 

‘To continue to offer a strong 
and attractive alternative to mass 
education should be the 
achievement of greatest pride in 
the last 75 years.”

Ombudsman serves

A student experiencing* 
academic difficulty may despair 
when there is actually one avenue 
still open to him. He can seek the 
counsel of the academic 
ombudsman, Dr. Dominico 
Volturno. 

Volturno, a professor in the 
religion department, is a faculty, 
member to whom students may 
bring complaints about academic 
matters. Some of the problems 
with which he deals are grades, 
personality conflicts and cheating. 

The ombudsman, according to 
Volturno, should serve as a liaison 
between the students and faculty 
members. 

Volturno prefers students talk 
with their teachers to iron out 
problems whenever possible. ‘The 
student gains a better 
understanding many times after 
he has spoken with his teacher,” 
Volturno said. “I only pursue the 
matter if the student wants me 
to.” 

If the student does want to 
enlist the ombudsman’s aid, 
Volturno can contact the 
student’s teacher, the department 


head, the dean or even the 
vice-president. 

One of the strengths of the 
program, Volturno said, is that 
the ombudsman is accepted as a 
faculty member, which makes it

According to McKee, length of 
a person’s hair also became an 
issue, in an unusual sort of way.

Give us a breather 

Founder’s Day has passed and with it has gone what was 
once a traditional “holiday from classes” for Bradley 
students. 

In an effort to increase attendance at Founder’s Day 
ceremonies, the university reduced class cancellation from all 
day to only two hours, eliminating the mid-semester day off. 

Administrators claimed that in past years when Founder’s 
Day fell on a Friday, students would use the one-day holiday 
to pack up and leave campus, rather than attend the 
ceremony. 

Which is quite true. 

Founder’s Day falls at an opportune time for a three day 
weekend; mid-terms are either approaching or have just 
finished. It breaks the continuous routine of nearly three 
solid months of classes between Labor Day and Thanksgiving 
vacation. 

While Founder’s Day itself is not the time for a long 
weekend, it would seem that some time during mid semester 
should be allotted to provide a short respite to students. 

Academic work builds with no relief, term papers and 
projects-demand the time taken up by regular classes and 
studies. At mid-semester, academic stagnation hits - students 
fall behind, losing interest in classes. 

A three-day weekend would enable students to catch up in 
their work, to relax and regain their stamina for the 
remaining half of the semester.

In essence, this semester’s opportunity for a one-day 
holiday has passed. Next semester, with more than three 
months of continuous classes, awaits. The only vacation 
during the spring term is a ten-day period which falls a week 
and a half before final exams.

Have you walked through the 
Burgess-Sisson lobby lately? The 
walls are bare and there’s no 
furniture. 

But the brightly-decorated 
offices and the modern new labs 
of the Peoria School of Medicine 
housed within provide a striking 
contrast. 

The four floors of what used to 
be dorm rooms are being 
converted into administrative 
offices, small and large 
laboratories, a classroom and 
lounges, plus a library of the 
health sciences located in the 
basement of adjoining Sisson Hall. 

The first floor is now a string 
of the bright orange, gold and 
green walls that alternate colors 
with each office. Soft carpeting 
absorbs sound and air 
conditioners placed above each 
doorway add to the totally new 
look of Burgess Hall. 

The second and third floors are 
being transformed into small 


a large bench/table laboratory 
which doubles as a lecture room 
occupies the med school’s portion 
of the floor. 

A pathology museum is also 
planned for the Burgess facility. 

The library of the health 
sciences, housed in neighboring 
Sisson, contains approximately 
5,000 periodicals, books, journals 
and indices on open shelves. 
Computers provide simulated case 
studies and learning aids. 

While local physicians and 
faculty and staff of Bradley and 
Illinois Central College (ICC) have 
borrowing privileges, Bradley 
students cannot check out books. 
However, all members of the 
community, including Bradley 
students, may use the references 
at the library itself. 

Newman explained the medical 
school presently leases the 
building they occupy from 
Bradley. 

Termination of the lease “is

According to the Peoria School 
of Medicine catalogue, “the 
physical education facilities, game 
rooms and intramural programs of 
Bradley University are also 
available for student recreational 
activity.” 

‘‘The P.E. facilities 
arrangements were made through 
Dr. Trumpe’s office,” said Charles 
Orsborn, director of men’s 
physical education at Bradley. 

‘They (med students) can use 
them (the P.E. facilities) when 
they are available, but that’s not 
much of the time...our students 
come first. 

“The facilities are more 
available during summer school 
than during the fall.” 


Bradley’s charging them a student 
activity fee. 

As yet, no arrangement to 
house med students on campus 
have been made. 

“Most medical students prefer 
to live outside of dormitories,” 
Newman said, citing poor study 
conditions in dorms as a prime 
motivation.

development of a quality 
comprehensive care system,” 
according to the school’s 
catalogue. 

The school has made a 
“document of agreement”, as 
Newman terms it, with St. Francis 
Hospital, Methodist Hospital, 
Proctor Hospital, Zeller Zone 
Center and the Institute of 
Physical Medicine and 
Rehabilitation, providing the 
school with hospital facilities. 

Approximately 205 area 
doctors, dentists and medical 
personnel staff the school. ‘There 
was a general interest by all,” 
which Newman explains as “the 
thrust of the school.” 

Forty-eight sophomores and 
seniors are currently enrolled in 
this three-year clinical school, 
officially established July 1,1970 
and opened here this fall. 
Projected maximum enrollment is 
240, with 80 students in each of 
the sophomore, junior and senior 
classes, according to Newman. 

Some classes are presently held

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Planned Parenthood forms 
campus Information center

The Planned Parenthood 
Association has recently set up a 
birth control information center 
at Bradley, according to Ms. Sally 
Murphy, program coordinator for 
Planned Parenthood in Peoria and 
representative for the Bradley 
campus. 

The center, located in the 
Student Senate building, is now in 
its third week. It is open 
Thursdays from 3 p.m.-4:30 p.m. 
Murphy said, and is available to 
people seeking information 
concerning planned parenthood, 
birth control, venereal disease and 
the proper procedures to follow in 
these cases. 

‘This is an information and 
education center,” Murphy said. 
“The feeling that we got when we 
came to campus was that there 
were a lot of questions. This is 
what prompted the center. 

‘There are no supplies given and 
everything is strictly on a 
confidential basis,” she added. “I 
don’t make decisions for anyone. 


It’s the girl’s own choice. We 
merely provide her with the 
information enabling her to make 


it 


In addition to birth control, 
the center can provide 
information concerning where to 
go for pregnancy tests, the proper 
physician to see for V.D. tests, as 
well as the alternatives available 
when a girl is pregnant, Murphy 
added. 


“A lot of times people have 
questions but are afraid to ask,” 
she said. ‘They can come to us 
and get information without 
questions. We want them to know 


that there is someone here to 
provide them with valid 
information.” 

The center was opened for the 
first time at Bradley last year in 
the Chi Rho House, she explained, 
but met with little success. 

“I think there is a real need for 
something like this wherever there 
are adult women living,” Murphy 
said. “Many of them are seriously 
planning marriage but are not 
interested in starting a family. 

“We hope to provide a needed 
service for the Bradley student. As 
long as there is a response and the 
center proves to be a needed 
service, we will continue it.”

Bates called Bradley “a very 
apathetic campus.

Chi Rho House, Bates 
said, “is going to try to open 
things up. We plan to get involved 
with other groups on campus.”

Students don’t go to 
X-rated movies,” he said. ‘They 
can see all the skin they want in 
the dormitories.” 

Larkin, manager of 19 movie 
houses in the Midwest, including 
Peoria’s Rialto, Beverly and 
Varsity Theaters, added, “Even in 
Champaign with 35,000 students, 
they won’t go to X-rated movies.” 

So iust who does support the 
Varsity? 

Larkin said, “The funny thing 
about X-rated movies is that most 
of those that go are married. The 
age range is about 23 to 70. Our 
clientele for the Varsity is more 
intellectual, higher educated than 


Reviewer Klein an advocate of culture

After that last spirited clang of 
the cymbals, after that final bow 
on opening night, performers the 
world over wait ’til dawn for the 
papers to hit the streets. They 
read just one thing-the reviews. 

In Peoria they wait to read 
Jerry Klein. 

Jerry Klein knows there’s 
culture in Peoria. He’s a 
self-admitted defender, advocate 
and champion of culture in this 
midwest metropolis. 

He’s also the only critic. 

Klein writes reviews for The 
Journal Star, Peoria’s only daily, 
so this hefty, balding man in his 
middle 40’s sees or hears Peoria’s 



culture every day. 

Peoria “is not a mecca of the 
arts by any means,” Klein 
confesses, but he thinks culture 
has spread. 

“By comparison, 18 years ago 
Peoria Players was the only thing 
going on theater-wise,” Klein said. 
“Now we have the Comstock 
Theatre, Broadway Theatre 
League, Bradley, Illinois State 
University and Illinois Central 
College. 

‘The Peoria Symphony used to 
have a budget of around 
$20,000,” the native Peorian 
added. “Now it’s up to $100,000, 
and it has gotten pretty 
professional, too.” 

Klein figures the average 
Peorian “sees more art, hears 
more good music and attends 
more theater” than the average 
New Yorker or Chicagoan, 
because it’s “more accessible, 
cheaper and less dangerous to 
attend.” 

Although he spent a week in 
New York last season and saw a 
half-dozen of the latest plays, 
Klein, a Bradley graduate who 
majored in piano, said the two 
best plays he saw all year were 
One Flew Over the Cuckoos 7 Nest 
and The Ballad of the Sad Cafe, ” 
the first an ICC production and 
the other put on by Bradley 
students. 

“A university like Bradley adds 
a lot it didn’t use to add,” Klein 
said. ‘There is a lot of emphasis 
on the arts today. 

“When I went to Bradley all it 
was known for was engineers and 
basketball. Bradley theater and 
the School of Music are doing a lot 
for Peoria.” 

As good as Bradley theater is, 
however, Klein does feel the 
university could use some new 
facilities. He said it has a good 


faculty and good personnel, “but 
to ask a drama department to 
operate in that slum (the Carousel 
Playhouse) is ridiculous. 

“It’s unbelievable,” Klein 
exclaimed. “I almost died from

the heat during one performance, 
and they couldn’t open the doors 
because of the noise from the 
motorcycles on Main Street. It’s a 
theater, but it’s next to nothing.” 

Klein said he “drifted” into 
doing music reviews. He joined 
The Journal Star in 1953 as an 
editorial writer, but started doing 
reviews when the regular reviewer, 
Evabeth Miller, was married and 
later left. 

“Reviews are just one man’s 
opinion,” cautioned Klein, “and 
one man can be all right or he can 
be all wrong.” 

Merely because he’s the only 
critic in town, Klein doesn’t feel 
qualified to criticize in all fields of 
culture. “I don’t pretend to be an 
art critic and I don’t know enough 
about rock music, but I’m starting 
to warm up to it. 


“Either it has changed or I’ve 
changed,” he added. “I couldn’t 
stand the noise before.” 

Klein, who lives “behind 
Germantown” on 15 acres of 
wooded farmland where he grows 
alfalfa and Christmas trees, said 
he’s never been pressured into 
panning or praising anyone in a 
review. “I’m sure, though, that it 
happened all the time years ago,” 
he added. 

“Somebody criticized the 
Peoria Symphony one day and 
was fired the next at The Journal 
Star. I feel there’s a value in being 
honest, though,” Klein said. 

Along with his reviewing duties 
at the newspaper, Klein also 
writes a column, “Once Over 
Lightly’’, for the Saturday 
supplement, teaches a critical 
writing class at Bradley and writes 
fiction. 

He has sold his fiction to Ford 
Times, New York Times 
Magazine, Redbook and Family 
Circle and is currently working on 
a semi-autobiographical novel. 



most places. 

“Men wear suits, women dress 
up. We have a lot of couples or 
elderly women who come in 
groups. There must be a lot of 
walk-in trade. And I defy anyone 
to say that it (an X-rated movie) is 
going to make perverts out of 
these people.” 

The bespectacled Larkin 
paused for a moment and relit his 
pipe. 

“One night I tried to get rid of 
one elderly couple because I 
didn’t think they knew what they 
were in for. But they stayed the 
whole picture. Most people who 
come here know what to expect. 
But you do get people who walk 
in cold — that is a shame.” 

Admittedly, though, the 
Varsity does not carry many 
current popular hits. Larkin 
explained, “If you get a big first 
run hit, you know where you’re 
going to play it.” And that, 
evidently, is anywhere but the 
Varsity. 

Attendance is “better every 
year,” according to Larkin. The 
only reason he can see for this is 
the type of movies being shown. 
The Varsity averages about 10 
high-grossing films per year. 

Not all Larkin’s top films are 
X-rated. The second release of 
Bonnie and Clyde, a non-X-rated 
film, shares the dubious 
distinction of being one of the 
two longest-running films at the . 
Varsity. Vixen, that legendary bit j 
of Bradley history, is the other 
co-holder of the six-month record. 

Larkin said an attempt is made ] 
to “mix the product up” at the 
theater. But, he emphasized, 
“you’re going to pay your bills 
one way or another. That house 
just won’t accept an R picture. We 
played three R’s in a row — 
nothing. 

“Actually, we avoid the X 
rating. The next thing you know 
you’re putting yourself in the 
category with the little skin house 
on the corner with 50 seats.” 

Larkin, graying at the temples 
and resembling anything but a 
“skin house” proprietor, said his 
solution is to remove the X rating 
in advertisements and substitute 
“For Adults Only.” 

The next picture scheduled at 
the Varsity is The Godfather, 
followed by an X-rater titled 
Love, Swedish Style. The latter 
will probably play at least a 
month. 

“Swedish films are the highest 
grossing pictures,” Larkin said. 
‘The girls are pretty, the color is 
good and they have good 
dubbing.”

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Vaudeville splendor buried in city's past

Feeling vaguely nostalgic at 
Peoria’s Madison Theatre might 
conjure up a dusty image of Billy 
Jack's 11-week stint, the 
two-month booking of Butch 
Cassidy and the Sundance Kid , 
the endless runs of Love Story 
and The Godfather. 

But did you also know that in 
1927, the great Jacques Baucaire, 
clad in tails and white gloves, 
would rise triumphantly in front 
of the magnificent golden 
procenium from the depths of the 
orchestra pit playing an enormous 
golden Hinners Organ complete 
with colored spotlights, Klaxon 
Horn, bass drum, tambourine, 
twittering birds and cymbals? 

Or had you heard that the 
Madison’s neighbor, the Palace, 
featured a beautiful butterfly girl, 
who, suspended by a boom, was 
capable of flying out over the 
audience while balcony spots 
shimmered over her sequined 
costume? 

Such memorabilia sounds like 
excerpts from a biography of 
Florenz Ziegfeld but is really a 
small part of a city rich in 
theatrical history, now buried and 
rarely remembered. 

Over a century ago Peoria’s 
first major theater opened on the 
corner of Main and Jefferson. 


Rouse’s Opera House, later the 
Peoria Theatre, offered its first 
attraction on the evening of May 
16, 1857 with a double bill, 
Charles II f or The Merry Monarch , 
along with Chalet , or Why Don y t 
You Marry?" 

Uncle Tom’s Cabin , in an 
elaborate stage version, played 
Peoria’s Varieties Theatre on Jan. 
4, 1858. The same season brought 
John Drew of the famous

theatrical Drews playing in The 
Knight of Arva. 

The most glamorous and 
well-attended theater in Peoria 
before the turn of the century was 
the old Grand Opera House which 
opened Sept. 7, 1882 on 

Hamilton Boulevard, north of the 
present Peoria County Jail. A 
local Peoria girl, Emma Abbot, 
opened the theater with her own 
opera troupe and charged as much 
as $15 a seat and $100 a box. 

The building was constructed 
for $40,000 and between 1882 
and 1909, when it burned, the 
Opera House offered such famous 
performers as Joseph Jefferson in 
Rip Van Winkle , Richard 
Mansfield in Beau Brummel , Otis 
Skinner in The Harvester , George 
M. Cohan in Yankee Prince and 
acts that starred Edwin Booth, 
brother of John Wilkes Booth, 
Eddie Foy, Mrs. Fiske and Mary 
Shaw. 

During those early seasons, 
theatrical companies usually 
played one night stands. Peoria 
possibly attracted the very best in 
entertainers at the time due to the 
city’s wealth, its location between 
St. Louis and Chicago and the 
many railroad and water 
transportation lines which entered 
here. 

Of the three major theaters in 


Peoria, the Opera House, the Main 
Street and the Majestic, the Opera 
House had the longest and most 
distinguished span, having 
entertained Peoria for nearly 27 
years. 

The Main Street Theatre 
opened to vaudeville acts around 
1900, in a portion of the original 
Rouse’s Hall where the First 
National Bank Building is today. 
Peoria featured the best on the 


vaudeville circuit including acts 
like Picard and his trained seal, 
trained dogs, stand-up comics, 
Lady Godiva on her horse, 
impersonators, ventriloquists, 
burlesque clowns and dancing 
girls. 


Dead. 

Among the performers to start 
on the Peoria circuit were Amos 
and Andy, Fibber McGee and 
Molly, Jack Benny and Rochester, 
the Dead End Kids, Lynn and 
Abner, Gene Krupa, Cab 
Calloway, Pearl Bailey, Cass 
Daley, Fanny Brice and 
Blackstone the Magician. 

Such was the caliber of the 
entertainment on the stage for a 
decade before moving pictures 
began to edge out the stage acts, 
or at least share the bill. 

The Majestic Theatre, built by 
Henry Sandmeyer, opened Dec. 
21, 1906 with Hap Ward playing 
in Not Yet , But Soon. It primarily 
offered “legitimate” rather than 
vaudeville and featured many of 
the best actors and plays in the 
country such as O’Neill’s Desire 
Under The Elms. Today it is a 
part of the Jefferson Building 
with WMBD television and radio 
studios occupying the site where 
it once stood. 

Across the street from the old 
Majestic was the old Hippodrome, 
now the Rialto. When it opened in 
1913, it featured one of the 
largest stages in the midwest, one 
of the first escalators, and housed 
colossal productions complete 
with circus acts, live elephants and 
vaudeville. 

Like the Main Street Theatre, 
the Hippodrome offered an 
abundance of entertainment, 
sometimes as many as 12 acts, 
ranging from acrobats and animal 
performers to the traditional song 
and dance routines. Especially 
popular were the Saturday 
afternoon kiddie shows charging 
10 cents a head. 


Dempsey’s Folly was a unique 
combination of movie, vaudeville 
and burlesque, and opened in 
March 1912. 

The Madison opened in 1920, 
and the Palace a year later. In 
November 1936, the Palace was 


remodeled and lost much of its 
original glitter, along with the 
famous “butterfly girl.” 

It once housed the largest 
crystal chandelier in the country 
but it was removed and junked. 
Originally costing $10,000, the 
chandelier was 14 feet high, nine 
feet in diameter and capable of 
changing colors to conform to the 
moods of the colors used in old 
films. 

Today, old vaudeville drops 
still hang above the Rialto 


(Hippodrome) stage, Baucaire’s 
organ lies intact below the 
Madison and the twinkling, 
gold-framed mirrors at the Palace 
have been covered by dull paint. 
Gone are the jugglers, the 
elephants and dancing girls. 


The Madison once employed 
33 trained, uniformed ushers and 
had follow-the-bouncing-ball 
community sings accompanied by 
full orchestra and organ, but now 
offers midnight showings of Night 
of the Living Dead. An exciting 
era of glamour knd glitter has 
slipped silently into Peoria’s past. 

“Have you ever played 
Peoria?”, vaudevillian comics once 
asked. “Peoria? Oh, yes - I spent 
four years there one night!”

'Pantaglieze' opens tonight

. A stage slanting at a 20 degree 
angle, chorus members who climb 
up and down iron bars to the 
ceiling and a revolution scene done 
in black-light make-up are only a 
few of the unconventional aspects 
of the Carousel Playhouse’s 
production of Pantagleize by 
Michel de Ghelderode which 
opens tonight at 8 p.m. 

The show revolves around a 
philosopher named Pantagleize, 
played by Scott Winzeler, who 
awakens on his 30th birthday 
only to have his horoscope read, 
“Your destiny, suddenly aflame 
and as soon extinct—historic, 
perhaps—will begin with the dawn 
and end with the evening.” 

As Pantagleize ventures forth 
on his morning walk, he greets 
each person with, “What a lovely 
day!”, a phrase which, 
coincidentally, is the signal to 
begin the revolution. Throughout 


the play, the events are chaotic 
and accidental. 

According to the director, Dr. 
John Clifford, the whole show is 
expressionistic, with no real 
props. The purpose of the staging, 
including the tilted stage and 
welded iron bars, is to 
de-emphasize reality and 
emphasize the theme. 

“If has to do with destiny,” 
Clifford said. “Waiting for things 
to happen to you-no 
commitment. A man should make 
up his mind and not let destiny 
control him. If you let things 
happen, you die by destiny. You 
can have no complaint if things 
turn out disasterously if you’ve 
done nothing to control them.” 

Pantagleize, in waiting for his 
destiny, is mistaken for the leader 
of the revolt, ordered to steal the 
national treasury, which he does 
to prove his love for Rachel, a 
Jewish revolutionary played by 


Pat Lovell. He is eventually 
brought to trial for his actions, all 
of which he has had no real 
control over. 

Appearing as the revolutionary 
conspirators are Gary Emelle, 
Michael Scott, Lance Wiener and 
Dwight Stock with Don Chesnut 
portraying Creep the policeman. 

Other cast members include 
Jan Crego, Dennis Kinsella, Karl 
Gut tag, Ray Bielicke, Frank 
Nemetz, James Schmitt, Ray 
Harlan, Larry Betzelberger, 
Nadine Armstrong, Ellen Fairfield 
and Rhoda Schneider. 


“Ghelderode laughs at his 
characters,” Clifford explained, 
“but there’s an ironic, sad ending. 
Pantagleize is not really an 
imbecile, but he is simple and 
quaint.”

However, there is something 
that some might consider a 
drawback to Sex - it may be one 
of the few films that rivals Myra 
Breckinridge for the “Greatest

Bradley’s “unknown” fall 
sports squad, the golf team of 
coach Jim Spink, takes a 3-0 dual 
meet record into its final outing 
of the season, the Illinois State 
Invitational on Oct. 13-14 at 
Normal. 

In addition to the 3-0 slate in 
dual action, the Bradley linksters 
have been entered in several larger 
matches this fall. In the only 
quadrangular match of the season, 
held in Springfield, Bradley was 
victorious with a team score of 
388, some 19 strokes better than 
Eastern Illinois. Lincoln Land and 
MacMurray were the other 
participants. 

Elsewhere in tournament play, 
Bradley finished fifteenth in the 
23-school Mid-America Classic 
held in Bonne Terre, Missouri. 
Memphis State took top team 
honors. 

The Braves also finished ninth 
among 13 schools at Murray St. 
That invitational was won by 
Middle Tennessee. 

Bradley’s most recent outing 
was a fifth place finish in the 
MacMurray Invitational at 
Jacksonville. Northern Illinois was 
first with a team score of 303. 
Bradley was 14 strokes behind the 
Huskies’ pace. 

“We have four new players and 
two returning lettermen,” said 
Spink. 

Senior captain Dave Nell leads 
the fall squad with a 78.1 average 
after eight outings. Nell, a four 
year player, has recorded a low 
rounds of 72 at Bonne Terre and 
73 at Jacksonville, where he was 
co-medalist. Nell was also 
runner-up in the Peoria City 
Tournament this summer. 

The other returning letterman 
is senior Brent Inman, also in his 
fourth year of varsity 


competition. Inman is averaging 
79.6 per round, third best on the 
team. 

Two junior college transfers, 
Rob Makela and A1 Gallinati, are 
among the newcomers. Makela is 
second in team average with a 
78.5 mark while Gallinati carried 
an 81 average. 

Two Freshmen round out this 
year’s fall golf squad. Warren 
Molitor from Peoria maintains a 
79.8 average. Cal Meister, from 
Morton, carries an 82 average. 

Coach Spink looks for his 
squad to improve on last year’s 
13-9-1 dual record. 

“We lost four seniors from last 
year’s squad, but we could have a 
good season if we get everybody 
together,” Spink said. “Any one is 
capable of shooting par on any 
given day.” 

One senior, Rod Johnston was 
last year’s Most Valuable Player 
and team captain. He led the 
squad to a ninth place finish in 
the Missouri Valley Conference 
meet last year. 

Also from the spring golf 
season, the linksters were seventh 
in the 12 school Illinois State 
Invitational. The University of 
Illinois and Illinois State finished 
one-two in that contest. The 
Braves were 25 strokes behind the 
Illini’s meet winning total. 

Spink also commented on the 
growing trend of expanded 
intercollegiate fall golfing. 

‘The first reason for expanding 
the fall golf season is because of 
the school year’s mid-May ending. 
Secondly, the weather conditions 
are much better in the fall even 
though a few of our matches this 
fall have been in the rain as 
compared to spring. And finally 
most of the golfers turn in the fall 
with their games at their best after 
the summer break,” added Spink.

Frc 
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From the Bench

There are many science fiction stories about creatures 
created for the good of mankind which become monsters to 
be feared by all. 

The National Collegiate Athletic Association may be 
following a path which leads to the same ultimate end. 

“To initiate, stimulate and improve intercollegiate 
athletic programs for student-athletics and promote and 
develop educational leadership, physical fitness, sports 
participation as a recreational pursuit and athletic 
excellence.” 

Quoted above is one of the nine goals listed in Article Two 
of the Constitution and Interpretations of the NCAA. 

And that is only the beginning. Following is 170 pages 
devoted to rules, regulations, and bylaws. In addition, a 
30-page case book examines 154 particular situations relating 
to recent interpretations of the rules. 

The NCAA was created in 1906 when colleges realized a 
need for a governing body to regulate athletic inconsistencies. 

But, as so often is the case with self government, the 
NCAA may soon reach the point (if it hasn’t already) where 
bureaucracy limits the organization’s effectiveness. 

A particular case was-pointed out by Jim Dynan, the 
Bradley sports information director. 

“According to the NCAA, publicity about a 
soon-to-be-enrolled freshman had to be limited to a press 
release indicating his choice of schools,” Dynan said. 

“A problem arose when freshmen were declared eligible 
for varsity athletics and a number of them throughout the 
country were good enough to compete in fall sports. 

“However, pre-season publicity could not legally be used 
in regards to freshmen who might see action because they 
had not officially registered. 

“But, after a number of complaints, the NCAA realized 
its mistake and changed the rule. It permitted publicity about 
freshmen in press brochures and other press information 
released before the fall season.” 

The NCAA may becoming too restrictive in the area of 
publicity. 

“I think the new limitations have a tendency to hurt 
colleges,” Dynan said. “Publicity could benefit many schools 
but cutting back may have a negative effect.” 

The NCAA is constantly trying to prevent a school from 
taking advantage of others in recruiting and other similarly 
competitive circumstances. Thus the new restrictions are 
designed for positive results. 

However, the complications that arose indicate that 
perhaps the NCAA is overdoing it. The trend appears to be 
one of making rules just for the sake of rules without regard 
for the potential inconsistencies. 

“With all the rule changes occurring from year to year it 
might be best if the NCAA declared a moratorium for four 
years or so, and let the fans and coaches catch up,” Dynan 
said. 

“We have to be extra careful. We could be doing 
something we believe is legal only to find a minor change in a 
technicality makes it illegal.” 

Next week: A look at the NCAA as it pertains to 
recruiting and eligibility.

Football revival not in sight; 
students must initiate action

Clear, cool Saturday 
afternoons in the fall have become 
synonymous with intercollegiate 
football on many college 
campuses across the country. 
Bradley, however, is experiencing 
its second consecutive autumn 
without intercollegiate football 
and there are no immediate plans 
to change the situation. 

Football was dropped two 
years ago because of increased 
losses in operating the program 
and the continued mismatch of 
Bradley and its opponents. 
Bradley could not hope to 
compete with state schools like 
SIU and ISU because of their 
greater financial resources and the 
Braves were unable to drop these 
schools from its schedule. 

Former football coach Billy 
Stone and Orville Nothdurft, 
chairman of the Faculty-Student 
Committee on Intercollegiate 
Athletics, both say that they 
know of no organized drive to 
bring back football in the near 
future. 

Nothdurft said, “The 
committee would be extremely 
receptive to any plans to bring 
football back on any level, but 
these plans must come from the 
students. The student body must 
demonstrate some interest-either 
in playing or spectating. 

“So far there has been little 
interest whatsoever shown. When 
the program was first dropped we 
hoped there would be a rush to 
reinstate the program on some 
level but there was no interest at 
all,” continued Nothdurft. 

Stone concurred and added, 
“Even if football were to return 
on the club level like soccer and 
hockey games, some interest 
must be shown. Initiative must be 

taken by students to investigate 
club programs at other schools 
and find out how the club is 
equipped, transported and 
coached. Right now that interest 
doesn’t appear to exist.”

“The alumni were very 
disappointed when football was 
dropped and would be very 
enthusiastic to a plan to bring 
back the sport, even if only on the 
club level,’’ remarked Jack 
Heintzman who recently stepped 
down as B-Club President. “This 
should be easy to understand 
because more B-Clubbers earned 
their letters in football than in 
any other sport. 

“It is not, however, our 
position to initiate any plan. This 
must come from the 
administration and student 
body.” 

In the soccer and hockey 
programs at Bradley the school 
provides very nominal support 


and this appears to be a major 
drawback to a club program under 
the present rules. 

The situation at St. Louis 
University five years ago was very 
similar to the current situation 
here. Football had been dropped 
because lack of support and 
financial backing. 

A drive of students and alumni 
instituted a club program and it 
has been a tremendous success. 
Playing against other clubs across 
the Midwest, St. Louis was 
undefeated its first three seasons 
and ranked among the top five 
clubs nationally. Both student and 
financial support was excellent 
and the program flourishes. 

Perhaps this is the answer for 
Bradley and intercollegiate 
football.

Reagan hits McGovern's 'demagoguery'

“The leaders of European 
nations feel that if Nixon is not 
returned to Washington for four 
more years, it will be a castrophe 
for the world,” according to 
California Gov. Ronald Reagan. 

A crowd of about 2000 sat in 
Robertson Memorial Field House 
for almost an hour and a half 
listening to bands play, watching

By a 20-13 vote, the Bradley 
Student Senate agreed to drop its 
affiliation with the National 
Student Association (NSA) at 
Monday’s Senate meeting. 

All-school Treasurer John 
Baroni and Soph. Sen. Tom 
Orr proposed the action last week, 
at which time a motion to sever 
relations was made and then 
tabled for further consideration. 

The NSA is a nation-wide 
organization representing students 
in over 500 universities and 
colleges. Annually, representatives 
meet to discuss the needs of their 
universities. 

Both Orr and Baroni attended 
the convention held in 
Washington, D. C. which Orr 
described as a “big party.” 

“It was a learning experience 
getting around and talking to 
students from everywhere, but 
relating it back to Bradley was 
impossible,” Orr said. 

“NSA is dying,” Baroni said. It 
is directing its attention to things 
which have no relevance,” he said. 
“Generally students are concerned 
with things at their own school, 
not the large spectrum of things 
that NSA is trying to accomplish. 


Baroni and Orr said NSA was 
ineffective in meeting the 
particular needs of Bradley; that it 
was so disorganized that there was 
little hope of it becoming relevant 
in the near future, and thus it was 
not worth the money expended 
for dues and sending delegates to 
the national convention.

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Support Walker blindly 

Nowlan: youth unaware

Illinois college students are 
supporting Democratic 
gubernatorial candidate Daniel 
Walker without recognizing the 
accomplishments of the Ogilvie 
administration, said James D. 
Nowlan, the governor’s 
running-mate in the Nov. 7 
election. 

Nowlan spoke at a press 
conference Tuesday at the 
Student Center, one of 40 stops 
on a two-week tour of college 
campuses which is an attempt to 
draw the youth vote away from 
the charismatic Walker. 

“Young people aren’t aware of 
what this administration has done 
for the needs of people,” said 
Nowlan. 

The 31-year-old state 
representative from Toulon said a 
canvass of 16,000 college students 
showed substantially more 
support for Walker than for the 
incumbent governor. 

“We feel our story apparently 
has not been told on campus. 
That’s why we’re making a 
concerted effort.” 

Selected the “Outstanding 
Freshman Legislator” in 1969 for 
his work in the Illinois House of 
Representatives, Nowlan was 


asked what the point was of his 
running for the office of 
lieutenant governor. 

Nowlan replied the office 
hasn’t been “stripped of power,” 
and the job doesn’t stop with 
“presiding over the state senate.” 

The former weekly newspaper 
editor and junior college teacher 
said, if elected, he has already been 
told he will be assigned to head a 
land-reclamation task force to 
determine how strip-mined lands 
may be reclaimed. 

Nowlan added, “I’d also be in 
charge of implementing 
recommendations of the Small 
Town Problems Committee.” 

Nowlan noted the premise on 
which the office has been 
established in 28 states is so an 
officer is available to assume the 
governor’s office in case of a 
sudden vacancy. The lieutenant 
governor should be 
“knowledgeable about the job,” 
Nowlan said, and very close in his 
relationship with the governor. 

“The key is the relationship,” 
Nowlan said. 

“I respect Neil (Neil F. 
Hartigan, Democratic candidate 
for lieutenant governor) as a 
person who understands the 
problems of the urban setting

from which he comes on the 
North Side of Chicago.”

Opponents of the move

Bradley, as a private school, 
cnanot be a voting member of 
AISG, which is primarily made up 
of state schools, but Bradley 
could be a charter member. 

In other action at Monday’s 


meeting, an ad hoc sportsmanship 
committee was formed by Senate 
for the purpose of planning and 
coordinating the activities at 
Bradley basketball games. 

The committee will further 
serve to settle disputes, and other 
problems arising in such 
organizations as band, 
cheerleading and the Merri-n-ettes. 
It will be made up of two past 
cheerleaders, two faculty advisors, 
one unaffiliated student, two 
student senators and one outside 
cheerleader.

district with parties involved. 

“I didn’t come here to have a 
debate with you,” Michel said. 
William Rutherford, a member of 
the Sierra Club and long-time 
friend of Michel’s, interrupted the 
two men and ended the debate. 

Michel began the evening 
speaking of progress in 
controlling pollution and current 
measures under discussion. 

“DDT and other harmful 
pesticides have been banned from 
public lands, and more than 160 
civil and 320 criminal actions to 
stop water pollution were filed 
against alleged polluters in 1971 
alone by invoking the Refuse Act 
of 1899,” he said. 

He also mentioned the 
establishment of the 
Environmental Protection Agency 
in 1970 as an attempt to combine 
a number of organizations dealing 
with pollution. He cited EPA’s 
principal assignment as being to 
defend and enhance the 
environment. 


“There’s been general 
agreement in Congress that the 
existing structure of water quality 
standards has not worked 
satisfactorily or should be 
revamped,” Michel said. “The 
EPA agrees and through its 
enforcement authority and the 
Refuse Act, it has the authority to 
require installation of the best 
practible technology.” 

“All of these actions exemplify 
our committment to act now to 
provide all Americans with clean 
air, clean water and continued 
access to open spaces,” he said. 

In the next 30 years, Michel 
said, America “will require twice 
the dwelling units, water and 
power systems, waste disposal 
facilities and recreational areas 
that we have today.” 

“We can’t produce an instant 
environment with a new set of 
dimensions without a long-time 
committment. What’s still needed 
is a provision to insure that this 
momentum continues.”

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Duryea crumbling from age 


Outlook bleak for art building’s future

Duryea Hall is falling down. 

However, the 69-year-old 
structure, home of Bradley’s 
School of Art, may be torn down 
before it can completely fall 
apart. 

“For the last four or five years 
we’ve been operating that building 
on the basis that it’s going to 
come down in the next couple of 
years,” Bradley President Martin 
G. Abegg said. 

Abegg said he had been advised 
about six years ago that the 
building had about 10 years of life 


in it. But conditions at Duryea 
have warranted another look at 
that timetable. 

Two weeks ago, a five foot by 
five foot section of ceiling fell in 
the senior painting studio. 

The front and sides of the 
building angle outward about 10 
degrees near the top. 

One art student noted, “You 
have to walk through the snow on 
the floor during the winter,” and 


an art professor said he is afraid 
when he pounds a nail into the 
wall because he doesn’t know 
what is structurally safe and what 
isn’t. 

According to Gerald Fromberg, 
head of the School of Art, “The 
real problem is if we stay here, 
how long will it stay safe in the 
years to come?” 

Last week, Abegg, 
accompanied by other 
administration officials, toured 
the art building. “I think there is 
some reason to be concerned, but 
not about the overall safety of the 


building. I have asked a local firm 
to look at the building and to 
determine the need for any 
structural modification to prevent 
any problems from developing,” 
Abegg said. 

Abegg added, “We intend, as 
soon as we are in a position to do 
so, to either repair that building, 
if it is structurally possible, or to 
find a new facility either from one 
of the existing facilities on 


campus or build a new facility if 
we can find the money to do so.” 

Duryea, an automobile factory 
in the early 1900’s, provided an 
excellent setting for the School of 
Art when it moved in, but with 
the expansion of its programs in 
the last few years, space has 
become increasingly limited. 

Janet Webber, 21, an art major, 
said the painting studio is one of 
the most cramped. “You get 
everybody in there and you can’t 
even move around,” she said. 

According to Fromberg, the 
school needs about twice as much 
space as it presently has plus an 
exhibition area. 

Abegg said plans have been 
discussed to gut and remodel the 
inside of Hewitt Hall, the present 
physical education facility, when 
the new physical education 
complex is built. All or part of the 
School of Art would then move 
into Hewitt Hall. 

He added the School of Art 
} would possibly share Hewitt Hall 
with portions of the music 
department and the performing 
arts. 

“Assuming everything goes 
according to plan, we could start 
working on the fine arts facility in 
the fall of 1974, n Abegg said. 

However, if the architect’s 
report is negative on the safety of 
Duryea from now until 1974, 
then “we’re going to have to 
develop some alternatives,” Abegg 
added. 

Abegg said one alternative 
would be to locate another 
existing facility somewhere near 
campus. The second alternative 
would be “to build a new facility 
for which we do not have funds 
currently available,” he said. 

If faced with the second 
alternative, Abegg remarked, 
“One of the matters that will have 
to be considered will be the 
ability of the university to 
continue the School of Art. 

“I would hope that we can 
provide a facility either in its

present situation or a new facility 
and still maintain the School of 
Art, but so far we’re not faced 
with making that decision.” 

Abegg said it would be ideal if 
all the fine arts activities could be 


with the advent of a freshman 
studio. “The freshman studio 
brings in from 75 to 100 
non-majors and this taxes our 
equipment and facilities a great 
deal,” Fromberg said. He added

put in one building, “but with the 
space available, it may not be, 
space-wise, possible to put all of 
them over there (Hewitt Hall).” 

Fromberg said he doesn’t see 
any gain in space with a move of 
the School of Art to Hewitt Hall. 
And he added, “I don’t think any 
of us in the School of Art would 
like to be split up between here 
and Hewitt Hall if we can possibly 
avoid it.” 

Fromberg said he also expects 
the School of Art to continue its 
expansion. Though the enrollment 
in the School of Art is down by 
about 50 students in the last three 
years, the school has expanded 


that even though the school has 
an increased budget over last year, 
it is not enough to meet the needs 
of the expansion. 

So the oldest building on 
campus stands with paint 
splattered floors, sagging 
staircases, and chipping paint. 

“We don’t want to bitch,” 

one art student remarked, 
“but when the band strikes up 
‘Star Spangled Banner’ in the 
room under your feet while 
you’re trying to paint, that’s not 
too cool.” 

Another art major, Patti Seese, 
said “I like the atmosphere of the 
building but I just wish it were 
safer.”

their teachers were robots, and 
are the ones to use examples of 
what is wrong, only because they 
are the ones who think they are in 
the driver’s seat.

There is an urgent need for 
some method of dealing with the 
problems that arise between an 
instructor and his class according 
to All-school President Tim 
Engen. 

While the academic 
ombudsman, Dr. Dominico 
Volturno, may deal with certain 
kinds of problems between 
individual students and their 
teachers, “I know that he does 
not deal with the structuring of a 
class or mistakes a teacher has 
made in dealing with an entire 
class,” Engen said. “And this 
presents a real problem. 

“There must be some means of 
getting a class and teacher 
together to let the teacher know 
that problems do exist,” he said. 
“Then there can be some 
discussion about the possibility of 
reorganizing the syllabus, if that is 
What is needed, or maybe 
changing teaching techniques. 

“It is better to catch the 
problem early before students 
waste their money and before the 
faculty member wastes his time 
and gets frustrated when the 
information he’s trying to teach is 
not being learned.” 

Engen said that he sees the 
Senate providing a direct method 
of dealing with class-teacher 
conflicts, preferably by bringing 
the two factions together, or, if 
that fails, by bringing the problem 
to the attention of a department 
head.___

Engen cited poor teacher 
evaluation as the major reason 
that a teacher may continue to 
run a poor course for years 
without it being changed. 

“Bradley is extremely weak in 
evaluating its teachers and the 
resultant effect of those teachers 
on their students in terms of 
teaching effectiveness,” he said. 

“When evaluation is done, it’s 
done too late, it’s done 
ineffectively and it’s done 
inaccurately. Evaluation usually 

consists of no more than a rubber 
stamp from a department head 

that okays a specific teacher to 
remain teaching for an unspecified 
length of time,” he continued. 

“It’s merely done as a habit 
that’s been conveyed from staff 
member to department head to 
dean or director for a long time at 
this university,” Engen said. 


As an alternative to the 
evaluation procedures being done 
at the present time, and as a 
means to educate students, on a 
particular instructor of a course 
he intends to take, Engen would 
offer computer information to 
new students. 

“We’re (Senate) now in the 
process of trying to get as much 
cooperation from faculty 
members as possible concerning 
such a computerized evaluation 
system.” 

Evaluating teachers and courses 
at certain intervals within a 
semester may also be beneficial, 
said Engen. “No mechanism on 
this campus has been set up to, 
while the learning process is 
taking place, stop in mid-stream 
and evaluate where you are and 
see where improvement3 can be 
made.”

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‘Pantagleize’ creative , Winzeler flawless

Beneath the ornate glitter and 
flashy avant-garde direction, much 
of recent theater is sadly hollow. 
Often a limp, lifeless script such as 
James Goldman’s Follies or Tom 
O’Horgan’s Lenny is overdressed, 
padded with unmotivated 
gimmickry and a slick production 
in an unsuccessful attempt at 
covering up the tepid, anemic 
quality of the text. 

Because we are so often 


conditioned to this brand of 
shallow, meaningless 
extravagance, and are forced to 
pay as much as $15 a seat for it 
on Broadway, an inspired 
production like John Clifford’s 
Pantagleize is especially stirring 
and refreshing. 

For a change, the creative 
energy expended in script 
interpretation, direction and 
design is a valid asset to the script. 

Clifford’s stylized use of James

Puzzle answers 


Ludwig’s simplistic raked, 
jungle-gym set beautifully 
compliments, rather than detracts 
from, Ghelderode’s 
pseudo-absurdist tale of a 20th 
century quixotic “innocent.” 

Pantagleize detailing ohe man, 
any man, caught up in pointless 
revolution, is unique in form. 
Depicting in “original” terms a 
definitive modern anti-hero if 
there ever was one, is indeed a 
challenge, one admirably met in 
Clifford’s clarifying production. 

From the initial sequence, 
Clifford has avoided cliches in 
plotting the adventures of the 
poetic protagonist. I liked the use 
of a virtually mute, clownlike 
chorus hovering on bars 
somewhere above the action, 
occasionally offering a 
melancholic rendition of “It’s a 
Lovely Day, Today,” from Call 
Me Madam . 

The meaning of the “lovely 
day” line in the Ghelderode piece 
need not be discussed here, but 
Clifford’s use of the song is a 
clever way of emphasizing its 
significance and is only one 
example of his thorough 
directorial approach. 

At this point an entire parade is 
depicted in distorted, Picasso-like 
cutouts rather than employing an 
equal amount of actors in a 
theater the size of the Carousel. 

This puppet-show effect is 
utilized again in the final trial 
scene with spectacular results. 
Rather than a “live” general, a 
large, blinking, primitive 
caricature with red plastic eyes is 
used, well vocalized by Larry 
Betzelberger. 

The whole scene is effective 
and vaguely reminiscent of 
Dorothy, the scarecrow and the 
lion making requests before the 
Wizard of Oz. The effect worked 


there, and again works here, 
splendidly. 

In supporting roles, Clifford 
has assembled a grab-bag of 
character actors enthusiastically 
exhibiting their own original 
contributions, particularly Dwight 
Stock’s flamboyant Blank, Gary 
Emelle’s absurdist step-and-fechit 
Bambolla, Pat Lovell’s bold, brash 
revolutionary Rachel, and Dennis 
Kinsella’s frantic DeGaulle—like 
McBoom. 

But the most remarkable 
performance of the evening is, of 
course, Scott Winzeler’s complex 
realization of the title role. 
Winzeler’s masterful grasp of the 


character is reflected in his 
consistent rhythm and a subdued, 
controlled use of comic 
mannerisms. 

Pantagleize is eccentric, a 
clown, at times a buffoon, and 
could easily be played 
one-dimensional, strictly on the 
level of the absurd. Winzeler never 
settles for a larger-than-life, 
bumbling stereotype and his 
Pantagleize is thus multi-faceted, 
sympathetic and totally human. 
His performance is flawless. 

With the Clifford-Winzeler 
combination, Ghelderode’s 
tragic little farce is in competent 
hands indeed.

From the Bench

Imagine you are an all-state football player and, having 
recently completed the senior season in your outstanding 

high school career, you begin to think about where to attend 
college. 

However, due to the fact that you’re quite good, there will 
be many college representatives knocking on your door 
hoping to do your thinking for you. 

The competition for your signature on a letter-of-intent (a 
document expressing your intent to enroll at a particular 
school) is keen. Added benefits—in addition to the 
scholarship which includes tuition, books, room and 
board-are thrown in to help you make the “best” decision. 

For example, your parents will receive seats on the 
50-yard line to all games, you will have an automobile 
whenever “necessary,” your curriculum will be specially 
designed so that the teachers under which you study have a 
history of being kind to football players, $50 a month will be 
allotted to your laundry expense, etc., etc. 

All the above and others could be considered illegal or 
legal according to NCAA regulations, depending on the exact 
set of circumstances. But the point is this: the schools that 
can pull strings may get away with it can have an advantage 
over schools that can’t or won’t bend the rules. 

The NCAA is devoted to preventing illegal recruiting from 
occurring with the hope that an element of fairness can be 
maintained. 

But there are not enough NCAA officials to track down 
the possible violations. 

Which brings another problem to light. 

The major means of bringing about an NCAA investigation 
requires a school to turn in another, citing specific details 
about when the alleged infraction took place. 

Few schools are willing to blow the whistle. 

Orville Nothdurft, Dean of Admissions and Bradley’s ] 
representative to the NCAA, mentioned another problem. 

“One of the biggest problems the NCAA has is i 
consistency. The interpretations of rules can become so 
complex that it makes being consistent very difficult.” 

A prospective athlete is required to predict a 1.6 j 
grade-point on a four-point scale. College Entrance tests and 
high school performance are applied to a scale to determine if 1 
the potential of the student indicates at least a 1.6 average. 

However, a school may use a variety of tables. Each 
institution has one, which may or may not be the same as the ] 
scale the athletic conference uses, or the same as the national 
table. 

But the NCAA is a governing body made up of 
representatives of the member schools. And as such, any 
legislation put into effect is done with the approval of the 
majority of the members. 

Perhaps a solution to the recruiting problem could come 
from the athlete himself. The NCAA could talk to the top 
athletes of a given high school year and ask the prospective 
students to keep a record of schools which offer seemingly 
improper incentives. 

Despite whatever shortcomings the NCAA may have, it is 
safe to assume that violations are fewer than if there were no 
regulatory body. 

The ultimate blame for any lack of effectiveness the 
NCAA may have reverts back to the schools who are creating 
the problems. 

But imagine once again that you are an all-state football 
player, and the NCAA asks your help . . .

Side by side, the two departments look deceptively alike. 

The curriculums offered by the Men’s and Women’s 
Departments of Physical Education are basically the same. But 
examine the different attitudes of the majors and there is a 
paradox in philosophy. 

The women tend to look at physical education in the pure 
sense-as recreation. Choose up teams on the quad and 
engage in the sort of activity that is low-keyed and more for 
enjoyment and fun. 

The men have been corrupted by intercollegiate athletics. 
Certainly class time is devoted to P.E. fundamentals. But the 
best way for a graduate male P.E. major to secure a job is to 
have a background with a shining athletic career because that 
would make him an attractive prospect as a coach. 

Seven of the eight faculty members of the Men’s P.E. staff 
are coaches. The only teacher who doesn’t double as a coach, 
Joseph Russell, came to Bradley from Decator-Eisenhower 
where he directed three basketball teams to regional titles, 
besides coaching cross-country and tennis. 

But at the present time, subtle changes seem to be taking 
place in the direction both the men’s and women’s programs 
are taking. 

At Bradley women play other schools in basketball and 
for the first time a volleyball team is being fielded that will 
also play an intercollegiate schedule. 

There’s been an upsurge in college competition for 
women in the last five years,” said Ms. Mildred Caldwell, 
head of Women’s P.E. “A few of my students have become 
interested in coaching at the high school level.” 

The men are moving on just the opposite path and are 
stressing fundamentals of P.E. 

“The emphasis should be on physical education because 
what a student has done athletically tends to qualify him as a 
coach but does not qualify him as a physical education 
teacher,” remarked Athletic Director Charles Orsborn, who 
also coordinates the Men’s P.E. program. “The trend has been 
not to hire someone simply because he could make a good 
coach. He is hired as a P.E. teacher, he is paid to be a P.E. 
teacher, and his appointment usually has to be approved by 
the school board.” 

Both departments seem to be moving toward the middle 
ground by offering both extremes. That is, the women for 
the first time offer interscholastic competition which stresses 
intense competition and added importance to winning while 
the men are now emphasizing the low-keyed recreational 
aspect of sports in classes. 

The question of which is the most desirable is obscured 
and remains unresolved. Play to win or play for relaxation 
and exercise.

I can say though, that I really 
enjoy playing with the Trotters, 
and the win-at-all costs attitude of 
pro ball might not suit my style.” 

Ability-wise, the modest 
round-ball wizard can’t distinguish 
the difference in NBA players and 
a member of the Globetrotters.

Mason’s playing days ol 
basketball with the Trotters, as in 
any sport, are numbered.

Shriver attacks 'Tricky Dick' on issues

Accusing President Nixon 
of “voting against every piece 
of legislation since 1946, that has 
been of benefit to the ordinary 
working man,” Democratic Vice 


United Auto Workers jacket, 
spoke to about 400 persons in 
Democratic Headquarters 
downtown. 

According to Shriver, Nixon, in 
voting since his freshman term in 


veterans,” Shriver said. 

The crowd, which waited an 
hour and a half for Shriver’s

Arriving to chants of “We want 
Sarge,” and the song “This Land 
is Your Land,” Shriver, wearing a 


Congress, has been against the 
minimum wage extension, the 
40-hour week and has vetoed 
legislation which “would have 
given jobs to people in public 
service. He even vetoed a bill to 
supply jobs for returning Vietnam 


enthusiastically as Shriver 
continued his attack on the Nixon 
administration. ' 

“Since Nixon has been 
president, he has doubled the 
number of people out of work,” 
Shriver said. “Right here in Peoria 


it’s gone up to 6.1 per cent.” 

Shriver also attacked the Nixon 
administration for using ex-CIA 
agents and CIA tactics to 
“conduct against the Democratic 
Par t y—against Muskie, or 
Humphrey, or McGovern or 
myself—the kind of thing they 
used to use against the Russians or 
the Nazis,” Shriver said. 

Shriver also blamed the 
administration for the lack of law 
and order in America. “Not only 
haven’t we got law and order in 
the streets, but now it has moved 
up to the executive suites of the 
Republican Party. 

“We’ve got a man down there 
in Washington who dresses like a 
president, even looks like one, he 
talks like one, he acts like one. 
And my God, he travels like one. 
But the trouble is that he’s still 
Tricky Dick’ Nixon,” Shriver 
added. 

“Some 300,000 vets are 
without jobs because Nixon 
doesn’t think about the needs of 
the people like you, he thinks 
about the needs of the 
corporation. He’s a man interested 
in corporate power,” Shriver 
continued. 

Shriver went on to attack the 
administration for “a new kind of 
corruption, a kind of corruption 
that undermines confidence 
between people, that undermines 
trust between people. The next 
thing you know there will be CIA 
agents on the campus of Bradley, 
or in the UAW, at Caterpillar or in 
any other organization including 
radio, television and in the 
newspaper,” he said. 


Two female witnesses reported 
the men threatened the victim 
with a pistol demanding money, 
and threatened his life, one using 
the words, “I’ll blow your head 
off.” 

The assault at Geisert Hall was 
the second in 10 hours on the 
Bradley campus. 

Friday at 3 p.m. a female 
student was threatened by three 
men in University Hall. A female 
witness said the men threatened 
to hit the victim in the face with a 
can of soda, and threatened her 
with a pistol. 

The witness said the suspects 
made no mention of “The 
Family,” and fled the premises 
when the victim began screaming. 

Freed said all persons 
involved—victims, witnesses, and 
suspects—are black. 

Freed added that this was the 
first time police had heard of the 
group calling themselves ‘The 
Family.” 

Bradley Security Chief Curley 
Johnson said his office is working 
in co-operation with the Peoria 
Police on both cases. He said this 
was also the first time he had ever 
heard of ‘The Family.” 

Dr. Richard M. Trumpe, 
vice-president for student services, 
said his office is seeing that 
everything possible is being done 
“to protect the interests of the 
students involved.” 

Steps are being taken, Trumpe 
said, to protect both the students 
involved and the rest of the 
student body, but he declined to 
elaborate. 

Trumpe noted that these were 
isolated incidents and stressed 
that extortion and assault are not 
commonplace occurrences on the 
Bradley campus.

Identification card 
forgers—beware! 

Already approximately 35 
Bradley students have been caught 
with forged ID cards, according to 
Dean of Men Edward King. 

In most cases, King said, the 
birth date had obviously been 
erased and a new date typed in, 
making the bearer 21 years old. 
Most offenders were male. 

“This is a common problem, 
particularly first semester,” King 
added. “Usually, though, we only 
have 12-15 cases per semester.” 

King attributes the increase

this semester to imitation. “One 
person gets the idea and gets by 
with it, so others try it. I think it’s 
just one of those things that 
spreads.” 

Often students make their own 
ID’s by putting a picture of 
themselves on the information 
card and laminating it. 

Forgeries are often caught 
since the Student Center Control 
Desk automatically checks the 
card the student presents against 
their own records. Changed cards 
are sent to King or Dean of 
Women Camille Primm. 

“I had hoped to turn these 
over to the (Student Supreme) 
Court, but we need the forged 
card, so I have been calling the 
students in and asking for the 
card.” 

So far no student has requested 
his case be taken before the court. 

There are three main reasons 
why the students do not choose 
the option of going before the 


court, according to King. “It’s a 
little more of a hassle, it means 
confronting their peers, which 
many don’t care to do when 
caught in a violation, and there’s 
no real question of guilt since we 
have the evidence. Most students 
who go before the court plead not 
guilty. 

“Most want to get it over with 
as quickly as possible, which in 
many cases is not the case since 
the court only meets once a 
week.” 

Formerly, a person using a 
forged ID card was automatically 
placed on disciplinary probation 
(DP), the strongest measure used 
against students by the school 
while allowing them to remain 
enrolled. 

The current procedure calls for 
placing a first offender on 
censure. ‘This is a warning 
essentially; an expression of 
displeasure with the student’s 
conduct,” King said. The second 
offense results in DP. 

Punishment is the same 
whether the court or the dean of 
men or women handle the case 
and find the defendant guilty. 
“The court and we are strapped 
in,” King said. ‘There isn’t 
anything else we can do.” 

The search for offenders 
continues. “Every time an ID 
picture is taken” King said, “it is 
automatic procedure to check it 
against our records.”

Senate suggests two alternative student groups 


Two possible alternative 
organizations have been suggested 
to fill the opening created last 
week when Bradley Student 
Senate dropped its affiliation with 
the National Student Association 
(NSA) by a 20-13 vote. 

The Association of Illinois 
Student Governments (AISG) and 
the National Student Lobby 
(NSL) were mentioned as 
possibilities by Soph. Sen. Tom 
Orr at Monday’s Senate meeting. 

The AISG shares information 
among member campuses, acts as 
a contact between universities and 
the state legislature and proposes 


programs for college 
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statewide 
students. 

The NSL is a permanent, 
registered lobby in Washington 
D.C., and serves to communicate 
to legislators the views of students 
on member campuses. 

A full-time professional will 
coordinate NSL activities. Stands 
on issues will be based on polls 
taken on member campuses and 
no political candidates will be 
endorsed. 

According to Orr the AISG will 
hopefully be approved at the next 
Senate meeting. Orr said the AISG 
has advantages over NSL in that 
“it is cheaper, it offers just as 
much as the National Student 
Association, and it’s on a regional 
basis.” 

Since Bradley is a private 
institution, it can join AISG only 
as a subscribing school. But after 
paying the initial dues, Bradley 
would be entitled to all activities 
offered by AISG. 

According to Orr, these 
activities in the past have included 
exchanges between campus 
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student governments, establishing 
day-care centers, delivering 
information and co-operative 
teacher evaluation. 

In other Senate action, $30 
was allocated to fund a student 
public relations service. The 
service, presented by Phil Super, 
will attempt to supplement the 
existing university information 
services. 


Further funding for the 
project, Super explained, would 
come from SABRC if the service 
proves worthwhile. 

Publication of the Student 
Legal Rights Bulletin has been 
delayed for another week until 
Senate can determine if the 
Student Supreme Court has been 
acting in conflict with the Student 
Bill of Rights. 


CAAB positions omitted

The positions for Campus 
Affairs and Activities Board 
(CAAB) were accidentally 
omitted from the fall elections, 
according to All-school President 
Tim Engen. 

“This was because the 
committee is not included in the 
Senate constitution,” Engen 
explained.

Usually one student 
from Senate is elected and five are 
elected at large from the student 
body, he added.

Engen said CAAB has in the 
past dealt with the problems 
concerning 21-year-olds drinking 
in the dorm, whether or not 
certain speakers should be allowed 
on campus and the controversy 
over the SCB Freshman Record.

“Accurate but wrong” 


Can t trust polls , says Hackes 


Political polls can be “accurate 
and wrong at the same time” and 
people polled may also change 
their minds, noted Peter Hackes, 
NBC News correspondent and 
19-year veteran of the 
Washington, D.C., news scene. 

Hackes spoke Wednesday 
before approximately 200 people 
in Robertson Memorial Field 
House as part of this season’s 
Lecture Arts series. 

Hackes warned against putting 
too much value on the various 
national polls, saying, that in 
effect, these percentages are 
averages of all the percentages 


around the country, and that each 
percentage has its own margin of 
error. 

‘Take for example the final 
1968 Harris Poll which predicted 
a Humphrey victory,” said 
Hackes. “Lou Harris was right 
within his own allowable error of 
eight per cent because Nixon won, 
but he won by a smaller 
percentage than eight per cent.” 

Also interesting, Hackes said, 
are the particular methods by 
which the nominees are 
campaigning. 

“Nixon has said little,” noted 
Hackes. “He’s “sent out his

Trumpe stressed that the 
extortion attempt was the first on 
the Bradley campus, but also said 
it is known this kind of crime can 
occur anywhere. 

Letters have been sent by 
registered mail to all suspects, 
according to Trumpe, saying they 
are not to be on campus at 
anytime for any purpose. The 
letters warn the suspects if they 


are caught on campus they will be 
charged with criminal trespassing. 

Additional security for both 
the victims and the campus on a 
broader basis has been instituted, 
Trumpe said. He added several 
student groups have offered their 
assistance in checking the influx 
to the campus of undesirable, 
non-student members of the 
Peoria community.

One factor McGovern backers 
point to, Hackes said, is that as 
the election draws nearer, “a 
number of democrats who 
previously have indicated they’ll 
be switching and voting for Nixon 
will suddenly change their minds 
and pull the democratic lever.”

One man, 
three votes ? 


One man, one vote. It’s old hash. Everyone knows that in 
democratic elections, every man casts an equal vote. That 
means, of course, that no person’s vote is given more 
consideration than another. 


Here at Bradley we have democratic elections. Come spring 
and fall, campaign flyers, posters and speeches precede 
Student Senate elections, and everyone can get into the 
picture by casting a vote in the election. 


Bradley’s Senate is just like the real thing. Seats are 
allocated five to a class, with the remaining 20 split according 
to housing units. Each dorm gets a senator, off-campus 
students get four representatives, commuters get four and 
Greeks get two senators, all according to housing statistics. 


It all works very well, and the total comes to 40 Senate 
seats. But there are 41 senators. 


In March of 1969, the Student Senate voted to include one 
other Senate position - that of a black senator. 

The black senator is selected by black students to 
represent them on various campus issues. 

But doesn t that foul up the one man, one vote principle? 

If you are a black student, living in a dormitory, you get to 
vote for three senators - dorm, class and black senator Three 
votes, right? 

But if you are a white student, also living in the dorm, you 

can only vote for a dorm senator and a class senator That’s 
two votes. 

Three votes don’t equal two votes. 

When the position of black senator was set up, Senate 
declared it was to give representation to the black students 
on campus. But do the 12 persons who decided this year’s 
black senator represent the blacks on campus? Or do the 31 
students who voted last year represent the black students? 

There’s a sizeable percentage of Jewish students on 
campus. Should there be a Senate seat to represent the Jewish 
students? Or the Italian students? Or the foreign students? 

Representation can be based on interest groups or housing 
units, or class distribution or ethnic population, 
but it should be consistent. The U.S. Supreme Court has 
declared artificial inclusion of blacks just as discriminatory as 
artificial exclusion of blacks.

Tokenism, in any form, is only degrading, and not 
beneficial to anyone. 
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On Nov. 7, Illinois voters will 
have the opportunity to re-elect a 
United States senator who has 
provided capable, energetic and 
responsible representation to all 
the people of our state.

Last week, for 
example, these four used a total 
of 13& hours of computer time.

Second, the runners fell into 
three major age groups. There was 
the local high school senior group, 
the college junior or senior group 
(some Bradley students, some 
not) and a few members of the 
grad student group. 

All members of the first two 
groups carried admission slips for 
either the Scholastic Aptitude 
Test (SAT) or the Law School 
Admission Test (LSAT). All 
carried one or more number two 
pencils.

Pianist Schneidmann returns to Bradley

Concert Pianist Irene 
Schneidmann presented a 
memorable program of Bach, 
Haydn, Schubert and 
Moussorgsky’s selections before a 
nearly lull house at Neumiller 
chapel Tuesday night. 

'Although during her first 
number, Bach’s ‘Toccata in C 
Minor,” Schneidmann made some 
errors, her performance 
consistently improved throughout 
the concert, especially after 
requesting a front row 
photographer to postpone taking 
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pictures until after the 
performance. 

The starkly simple stage served 
to emphasize Schneidmann’s 
almost flawless technique. Each 
note was struck as if it were a 
separate thought. 

The “Sonata in F Major, No. 
20” by Haydn brought a shift in 
the mood to a lighter tone. The 
presto movement certainly 
demonstrated Schneidmann’s skill 
in the execution of runs and trills. 

Both Schubert numbers, 
"Moment Musical in A Flat” and 
"Impromptu Opus 90 in A Flat,” 
performed almost without a break 
between the pieces, were careful 
studies in dynamics and 
re-emphasized her obvious control 
over difficult passages. 

Certainly Modeste 
Moussorgsky’s "Pictures at an 
Exhibition, ’ which Schneidmann 
considers an allegory on life, was 
the highlight of the evening’s 
recital. The suite, composed of 10 
short pieces, each describing a 
painting, is an excellent 
behvehicle for the display of an 
artist’s mastery of his instrument. 

Schneidmann successfully 
accomplished the change in * 
moods necessary to depict such 
varied scenes as a ghome, a ballet 
of unhatched chicks and the Great 
Gate of Kiev. 

The promenade itself, which 
connected several of the passages, 
ranged from a heavy, stately 
theme to a light, strolling motion. 

The audience, although slightly 
restless during some portions of 
the program, greeted each number 
with enthusiastic applause and 
gave Schneidmann a standing 
ovation after the final number. 

Smiling as if almost relieved the , 
program was completed, 
Schneidmann accepted the 
applause graciously and responded 
with Chopin’s "Waltz in C Sharp 
Minor” and Strauss’ "Blue 


Danube.” These encores seemed 
much more relaxed than the 
previous numbers, yet 
Schneidmann retained the same 
intense concentration she held 
throughout the entire concert.

After the second encore, 
Schneidmann, who served as an 
artist-in-residence at Bradley in 
the late 1940’s, had the house 
lights raised and thanked the 
audience for attending. 

She commented, "I find the 
faces at Bradley marvelous. It is a 
moving experience to come 
back.”

In his first year here, Bulkeley 
is very impressed with Bradley’s 
engineering and technology 
school. ‘The school has had 
a great period of growth since it 
began, and it has been effectively 
managed. The faculty represents a 
strength of sound judgment; there 
is an exceptional physical plant 
and a very good student body.” 

Bulkeley does not teach but is 
impressed by the performance of 
Bradley students, he said. Bradley 
graduates transfer to graduate 
schools at the same level of 
evaluation as graduates from 
Purdue and Columbia. 

A native Californian, Dean 
Bulkeley now resides in Peoria 
with his wife and three children. 
Prior to his appointment here, he 
served for two years as assistant 
chairman in the mechanical 
engineering department at 
Stanford University, Palo Alto, 
Calif. 

Stanford is also where the 
38-year-old dean received his 
Ph.D. in engineering mechanics. 
He holds a B.S. and an M.S. in 
mechanical engineering from 
Massachusets Institute of 
Technology and obtained a B.A. 


in mathematics from Bowdoin 
College in Maine. 

Bulkeley said he came to 
Bradley because it was an 
opportunity to do something 
different. He added, “I am an 
unabashed supporter of private 
education. Private education 
promote faster change, has 
greater flexibility, and is able to 
seek and develop excellence 
without being undercut by a large 
number of students, state 
bureaucracy, and an overly large 
staff.”

He said the facilities at Bradley 
are very good and that the school 
receives enough money to operate 
efficiently. 

Bulkeley has not made any 
immediate changes since coming 
here. “One can’t point to change. 
The course of an institution is set 
far ahead. Changes aren’t made by 
fiat-there must be mutual 


cooperation from the faculty. The 
administration has been producing 
plans and objectives and has been 
discussing priorities with the 
college staff.” 

Speaking on the field of 
engineering, Bulkeley feels the 
prospects are exciting. 

“I don’t think a young adult 
could find a better line. The 
solutions to many problems will 
involve thoughtful application of 
more technology rather than 
running away from the source of 
good that technology has 
provided. The world will always 
be impacted by the technological 
component and value its services.” 

Bulkeley also indicated that 
engineering is a good basis for 
work in other fields such as 
business and medicine. 

Because enrollment in 
engineering has declined 
nationwide for several years, 
Bulkeley envisions a shortage of 
engineers within three years. Two 
years from now the anticipated 
number of gradutes will be about 
half of the projected figure 
needed, Bulkeley said. 


Student teaching motion 
before Student Senate

A proposal that ultimately 
could result in education majors 
having the opportunity to teach in 
an actual classroom situation 
before their senior year has been 
introduced to the Bradley Student 
Senate by Off-campus Sen. Neil 
Hunter. 

The actual motion, which is 
currently being discussed with the 
dean of the College of Education, 
Dr. Leo Bent, establishes a 
committee to study alternative 
methods in student teaching. 

“In many cases the first exposure 
in front of a class is the last year 
when it’s too late to switch to 
something else. The whole college 
education is lost,” Hunter said. 

He added he hopes his proposal 
will lead to the earlier elimination 
of people who do not really like 
teaching, perhaps even during the 
sophomore year. 

“I would like to see the 
curriculum have more meaning for 
the student, to let them decide 
earlier,” Hunter explained. 

The proposal is geared mostly 
toward secondary education 
majors, but could also help 
primary education people, he said. 


Senate cannot directly impose 
a program upon a college, but can 
make recommendations. If the 
motion passes Senate, it will be 
considered by several other 
university committees. 

Due to the slow process, 
Hunter said he would hope to see 
the program ready by next fall. 

The committee to study the 
problem would be composed of 
four students, four faculty 
members and four administrators. 
The faculty and student 
membership both would consist 
of one committee member each 
from elementary education, 
secondary education, special 
education and one each in a 
non-teaching area. 

The administrative 
respresentatives would include the 
vice-president of academic affairs, 
the dean of the College of 
Education, the dean of the School 
of Speech and Hearing Science 
and an administrator chosen by 
Senate. 

Hunter said Dean Bent seemed 
“in favor and receptive to the 
idea” of the proposed change in 
curriculum.

Coffee Ground Inn is open again

Starting its second year, the 
Coffee Ground Inn situated in 
Williams Hall is once again 
offering Bradley students an 
easy-going place to spend the 
“sometimes dull” weekend nights. 

Although business was 
somewhat slow last weekend, 
partly due to Dad’s Day, one of 
the advisor-general managers, 
Lynn Perez, said the Oct. 13-14 
opening weekend crowd was, 
“well-mannered, very encouraging 
and steady with some new faces.” 

Customers pay no entry fee 
and are under no obligation to 
purchase refreshments, popcorn 
or peanuts. They need only 
absorb the warm atmosphere of 
relaxing on numerous mattresses 
or sitting on old lawn chairs 
around tables converted from 
CILCO wire spools. 

Continous entertainment by 
local talent on the 
peanut-shell-covered floor with 
Jeff Hughes paintings as 
background, provides this 
non-profit business reason “to 
fulfill a need of the resident,” 
Perez said. 

The inn was originated last 
year by four Geisert residents who 
felt “kids in the dorm didn’t have 
a place to go on weekends.” The 


four approached housing, “who 
also realized the need.” Being 
under the jurisdiction of housing, 
the inn allows no liquor or drugs. 

The coffee house (as referred 
to by many) is funded by Dorm 
Council. Each of the six councils 
votes on contributing $100 to the 
inn’s fund. This $600 budget 
covers the bills that pile up from 
food and improvements. 

Carol Kearney, also an 
advisor-general manager, said, 
“Hopefully, the core committee 
(consisting of one representative 


from each Dorm Council) will 
continue second semester, 
members of which will become 
general managers and we’ll be just 
advisors.” The other two 
advisor-general managers are Scott 
Gins and Howie Popyer. 

With one year of experience 
behind them, the four advisors 
have the technical aspects of the 
business under control. 
Admittedly, Perez said, they are 
still learning about the financial 
side - “what’s necessary to the 
business process of it.”

Over 1300 high school students

‘The shirts,” Wessler said, 
“were given out in an attempt to 
publicize Bradley in areas where 
we should be able to draw 
students. We had students here 
from Springfield, Decatur, 
Chicago, as well as area schools. 
For the most part, they were 
enthusiastic and I’d like to believe 
they enjoyed their visit.” 

Wessler cited a detailed 
program that was sent to the high 
schools as one of the main reasons 
attendance was high. “I believe 
the science teachers we contacted 
were impressed by the program 
and felt that a field trip would be 
valuable to their students. 

“If we can draw just a couple 
of those 1300 students to 
Bradley, the effort in terms of 
money and work would certainly 
have been worth it.”

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Gifts program considered vital

“It is vital to have a strong 
deferred gift program at any 
privately endowed university. The 
program will pay big dividends 
and should be continued, 
regardless of who is running it.” 

These are the feelings of Dr. A. 

G. Haussler who has spent almost 
three years working on deferred 
gift programs as director of 
Bradley’s deferred gifts committee 
and executive secretary of the 
university. 

“I have been concentrating on 
just this one facet of fund raising. 

If someone wants to just make an 
outright gift, that is handled by 
the chancellor, Dr. Van Arsdale,” 
Haussler explained.“I could work 
24 hours a day on this job. It is 
very fascinating and very 
rewarding.” 

Haussler has been 
concentrating on the programs 
since 1970. “Before that we 
received gifts in the form of wills, 
but no one had the time to spend 
on these programs,” he said. 

However, the 1969 Tax 
Reform Act changed the main 
contribution methods. It 
established charitable remainder 
unitrusts, life income contracts, 
charitable remainder annuities, 
and charitable gift annuities. 

Haussler said, ‘These are what I 
call the sophisticated ways of 
giving. 

‘They are basically similar, but 
have technical differences. In 
these, donors can give a gift, 
receive a yearly income based on a 
percentage of the gift and also get 
the tax deduction. 

“I think these are very 
attractive programs,” Haussler 
added. “If they’re going to give 
money to the university anyway, 
they’d be wise to give it this way 
and get these extra benefits.” 

Wills, however, are still the 
biggest source of deferred giving 
at Bradley. 

“People will put you in a will, 
but won’t give you an out-right 
gift,” Haussler said. ‘They’re sort 
of running scared, worrying about 
the costs of hospitals and nursing 
homes, for which you can’t blame 
them. 

“My job and the job of the 
deferred gifts committee, which is 
made up of attorneys, 
accountants, bank officers and life 
underwriters across the country 
who have a connection with 
Bradley, is not to ask for money,” 
Haussler explained. 

“This is a very soft sell 
situation. You don’t ask for 
money , that’s not the idea. You 
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just make sure they know of the 
various deferred giving programs 
that are available in case they are 
interested in donating to the 
university. 

“Most of the people I am in 
contact with are between 50 and 
80 years of age. Therefore, 
maturity in a director of deferred 
gifts is essential,” the 73-year-old 
Haussler said. 

‘Two other qualities which are 
probably of equal importance are 
having a strong background in the 
community and the university, 
and having a legal background. 
People want to talk to a person 
they have confidence in,” he 
added. 

Haussler really has no idea how 
many wills in which Bradley is 
named. “A will is a very sensitive 
thing,” he noted. ‘Ten times as 


many people have us in wills as 
will fill out a card and say so.” 

Haussler said that in August 
1970, Bradley sent out mailings to 
alumni" from 1900-1948. 
Previously the university knew of 
88 wills it was named in. That 
mailing revealed 18 more. 

“Then in July 1972, we sent 
out another mailing which 
revealed 19 more people had 
included us in their wills, so we 
know now we’re in at least 125 
wills. 

“You can see that we can’t do 
any future planning,” Haussler 
said. 


“We have a $600,000 budget 
deficit right now, but you can 
imagine that one or two wills 
could easily clear up that deficit 
in a hurry.”

Collins sees Newman Center as ‘Catholics for people 9

For Rev. Patrick Collins, being 
assigned co-chaplain at Bradley’s 
Newman Foundation was a 
homecoming. 

As a Wyoming, Ill., high school

sophomore in 1952, Collins began 
studying organ at Bradley under 
the instruction of Grace Bone. 
Twenty years later he has 
returned to the university to join 
Rev. Thomas F. Kelly at the 
Catholic center on campus, 1203 
W. Bradley Ave. 

A convert to the 
religion, Collins took 
instructions from the 
bishop of Peoria, 

O’Rourke, while attending 
University of Illinois. 

“Bishop O’Rourke was 
probably the biggest single 
influence on my decision to study 
theology,” Collins said, “and 
when I returned to Peoria it was 
he who assigned me to Newman 
and Bradley.” 

Collins’ duties at the

foundation consist of assisting 
Kelly in serving the needs of the 
Newman parish. 

“Newman Foundation,” 
Collins explained, “is the presence 
of the Catholic church on campus, 
but it’s not just the idea of a 
Catholic organization for 
Catholics. Newman tries to get 
people involved in the community 
as social workers and in other 
capacities. I guess we’re really 
Catholics for people.” 

Besides his duties at Newman 
Foundation, Collins is also 
chairman of a special preparatory 
commission which coordinates the 
activities of Synod Six. 

“The synod,” Collins said, “is 
an extended prayer and discussion 
program by Catholics from the 
26-county Peoria Diocese on 
Christ’s church and its mission in 
this time and place.” Synod Six 
began Sept. 21 and will continue 
for 15 months. 

Collins, along with Kelly, is 
also handling a six-week seminar 
series entitled “Who is a 
Catholic?” The series is held on 
Tuesday nights at the Newman 
Foundation. 

“We also have begun group 
discussions in the dorms this 
month,” Collins said. “They are 
bull sessions dealing with all 
religious ideas, not just Catholic. 
We encourage a wide range of 
interests.” 

Collins, a cousin of Bradley 
basketball coach Joe Stowell, 
received a bachelor’s degree in 
music as an organ major from the 
University of Illinois in 1959. He 
earned his master’s degree from 
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St. Paul Seminary in Minnesota in 
1963, and his Ph.D. in theology 
from Fordham University earlier 
this year. 

He has had several articles 


published and will soon have a 
book out entitled 
Weigel- Ecclesiologist and 
Ecumenist , from his doctoral 
dissertation. 
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Chambers pens ‘Bonnyclabber’ 


Editor’s note: 

The following is a review of the 
recently published novel by 
Bradley English professor , George 
Chambers. It was written by Dr. 
Ed Chapman of the English 
department at the Scout's request.

George Chambers is a poet, a 
teacher of creative writing at 
Bradley, and a fair-to-middling p 
tennis player. Sometimes when 
Chambers and I take on the 
opposition in doubles, though, 
Chambers is inspired to produce 
unexpected marvels on the tennis 
court. Chambers is also a pretty 
good cook. And add to his list of 
accomplishments now the fact 
that he is a fiction writer, for his 
first novel ? The Bonny clabber, 
was published by December Press 
this summer. 

The Bonny clabber is a 
relatively short book, attractively 
packaged and charmingly 
illustrated by William Mulstay in a 
moderately abstract syle (not 
being an art critic, I can’t come 
any closer to describing it than 
that). 

By Chambers’ account, he 
wrote The Bonnyclabber during 
his first year in Peoria, which in 
lieu of other evidence would make 


the composition 1969-70, if that 
has any importance. 

In form, The Bonnyclabber is 
an enormous distance from the 
popular family novels of 
Delderfield and Galsworthy that 
the middlebrow audience seems to 
be reading these days, maybe as a 
reaction to the slick movies and 
fiction of the ’60’s. 

The Bonnyclabber is a work of 
experimental fiction. Instead of a 
straightforward narrative, it may 
be described as anti-narrative, a 
montage of rhetorical forms and 
narrative sequences with a few 
central themes. 

Experiments with 
anti-narrative are common in 
several highly regarded 
experimental fiction writers: 
William Gass, Robert Coover, 
John Barth, Donald Barthelme, 
Richard Brautigan. In the past, 
fiction writers have experienced 
with style, with point of view, 
with symbolism, so why not with 
narrative? 

But, like The Bonnyclabber , I 
digress. 

Chambers’ book shows us that 
his writing is more like Brautigan’s 
than any of the other writers I 
mentioned above. Both Brautigan 
and Chambers start with images 
and emotional experience—what 
the 19th century might have 
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called the stuff of life-rather than 
abstract ideas. 

The other experimental writers 
seem to me to work from abstract 
patterns toward images and 
characters, and in my opinion 
their fiction often suffers from 
this method. At the worst, they 
write pretentious tripe, as in 
Barthelme’s clever New Yorker 
exercises, with their cultural 
snobbery and smug satire. 

But Chambers is not really 
much like Brautigan either. He is 
his own man although he imitates 
occasionally. He draws heavily on 
personal experience in The 
Bonnyclabber , it would appear. 
One running motif is a love story, 
and a good one, in strands of 
narrative interspersed with other 
motifs. 

Another theme is embodied in 
a symbolic narrative of Dwar’s 
visit to the underworld to 
confront the Poison Lady. I read 
this as a fable about the author: 
Dwar is an alter ego of Chambers 
the poet, and the Poison Lady is 
one of his muses, the art of 
poetry. 

She is a dangerous and 
demanding mi stress, like any 
female who has power over a man, 
and to serve her may be 
disastrous. This interpretation 
may be dubious, however, and 
Chambers may tell me I’m wrong 
when he reads this. 

The main theme of the book, 
though, seems to be the chaos of 
life in contemporary America-or 
at least the mishmash experienced 
by a man who happens to be 
sensitive or aware. 


This is suggested by the 
wildness of the narrative, by the 
newspaper clippings included, by 
the footnotes which burlesque 
science and scholarship (and 
incidentally display some of 
Chambers’ erudition, which I 
think he often tries to hide from 
us). 


In spite of a unity of tone, 
though, I find The Bonnyclabber 
a little uneven. Two passages are 
magnificent instances'of writing. 
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George Chambers 


The first of these is the comic 
short story of the put-on: two 
people, a man and a girl, have 
played an enormous practical joke 
on the lecherous men who work 
at a gas station. The material is 
funny, and the way Chambers has 
told the story makes it hilarious. 

The other passage is in a 
different key. This is the very, 
very powerful lament, near the 
end of the book, called “Sonny 
Tufts Is Dead.” Here Chambers 
writes an elegy, not for Sonny 
Tufts, but for his lost innocence, 
his vanished illusions. Evoked by a 
newspaper story about Tufts’ 
death, the passage makes us regret 
the loss of all naive simplicities. 


However, The Bonnyclabber 
ends with a coda which I found 
unpleasant and emotionally 
empty. To be sure, the section 
displays scatological virtuosity 
but it lacks, for me at least, the 
emotional power of the Sonny 
Tufts passage, and some of the 
earlier parts of the book as well. 
(The ending might have been 
intended as a satirical coda, but if 
so, we should have been better 
informed.) 

At any rate, The Bonnyclabber 
lives up to its name (a thick, 
strong, rich, sour mixture), and it 
shows a strong talent finding his 
voice or experimenting with 
several voices. Chambers lives. j 
Long may he write.

| and physical expression. Their use 
of dance in such poems as 
Hopkin’s “God’s Grandeur” was 
i particularly effective. 

Snyder forsees the techniques 
i and tools of oral interpretation 
becoming an integral part of 
theatre in the future.

If you give “The Boy With the 
Moon and Stars on His Head,” 
“Silent Sunlight,” “Ruins” and 
“Sitting” the chance to play upon 
your mind, the stories and 
emotions expressed will help you 
understand why I consider 
Stevens one of the best lyricists in 
rock today. 

The other dimension of this 
album, the musicianship, is as fine 
and as complex as anything of Cat’s 
to date. First he adds in “Sitting’’ 
an electric mandolin, in “Boy 
With the Moon...,” “Angelsea” 
and “Freezing Steel” a synthesizer 
and in “Silent Sunlight” a penny 
whistle. 

Stevens’ musicianship is backed 
up by guitarist Allan Davis, 
drummer Gerry Conway, bassist 
Alan James and pianist Jean 
Roussel. The clarity in production 
is impressive and allows for the 
clear and concise guitars of 
Stevens and Davis and also for the 
good keyboard work heard in its 
fullest. And the production allows 
Cat’s distinctive voice to come 
through fully, too. 

Stevens beautifully combines 
power and anguish in his vocal 
interpretations, especially on 
“Can’t Keep It In” and “O 
Caritas,” an English-Latin song 
with a Spanish flavor. 

Like “Peace Train” and 
“Where Do the Children Play?”, 
they portray Cat’s perception of 
the good and bad in the world. He 
sings like a man who at times 
can’t wait to tell the world what 
he wants to say, yet grieves that 
he must reveal what he feels. 

Catch Bull At Four shows Cat 
Stevens to be pushing upward 
from ‘Teaser And The Firecat,” 
et. al. to a high point in 
excitement and musical quality. 
Let it play upon your ears.

In a game played in a constant 
drizzle Bradley’s Soccer Braves 
unleased a torrential scoring 
display to sweep by Monmouth 
College 6-0. The victory came on 
Dad’s Day and it broke a six-game 
losing streak that had been 
extended in a 3-0 defeat that 
came at the hands of Southern 
Illinois University-Edwardsville 
(SIU-E) earlier in the week. 

The SIU-E club was actually 
the junior varsity of the school 
whose varsity was ranked fourth 
in the nation in a recent poll.

6. the best of a class, 
group, etc.; verb, to make proud; to be proud of. 

Those of you that follow college football to any extent 
are aware that the University of Illinois is suffering from a 
bad case of “lose-itus.” 

You are also probably aware that this illness stems from a 
football team that has been over-matched in its first six 
games by teams that have been ranked in the top 20 
nationally at the time they played Illinois. 

But although coach Bob Blackman realizes the difference 
in talent, he also feels there is another problem within the 
state that has caused, or will cause, a difficulty for the 
football future of this state’s largest university. 

“One thing that has puzzled me since I came here (two 
years ago after a 16-year record at Dartmouth of 104-37) is 
the lack of state pride,” Blackman said several weeks ago. 

“Look at other places like Alabama, Louisiana State, Ohio 
State, Arkansas, Texas, Oklahoma, and Nebraska. Everyone is 
proud of the state university whether they went there or 
not.” 

Blackman is aware that the schools he has mentioned are 
national powers annually and in most cases have only one 
major university in the state. Thus pride comes easy. 

Blackman’s concern is that much of the outstanding 
football talent from the state is scattered across the country 
and among the other state schools in Illinois which are also 
major colleges. 

To correct this will require a winning trend and, perhaps 
even before that, erasing memories of the slush fund and 
recruiting scandals from the minds of athletic people in the 
state. 

Pride is difficult to attain when embararassing situations 
occur. 

But the problems of the university in Champaign are 
somewhat distant to those of us attending school at a private 
institution in Peoria. 

However, this idea of pride is very relevant to the athletic 
picture on the Hilltop. 

Although the active student interest in athletics appears to 
have declined slightly in recent years, the element of pride 
has remained in evidence. 

Letter jackets are still worn, stickers are still in rear 
windows, and performances in all sports have returned 
successes when the opposition’s talent should have dictated 
defeat. 

Pride is a factor in Bradley athletics and it will become 
increasingly important as the competition is able to expand 
its programs while financial difficulty prevents Bradley from 
doing do. 

The state may lack pride in the University of Illinois, but 
students and athletes have demonstrated pride on this 
campus in the past. 

It is necessary that it continues.

Coach Louie Basso agreed with 
Puffer adding, “Last year Charlie 
was almost solely responsible for 
our scoring. If he didn’t score we 
were in trouble. This year he 
should have a lot more help and 
we should be better offensively 
for it.” 

Puffer has played soccer for 
Bradley since the spring of his 
sophomore year when he 
appeared in only four or five 
games. Last year as a junior Puffer 
was the team’s leading scorer with 
six goals. This year, though the 
soccer team (2-6) has failed to 
show much offensive punch, 
Puffer has scored four goals. 

“Charlie has always been our 
offensive leader-the man we 
looked to for scoring,” added 
Basso. “He is a very quick forward 
and a strong kicker. He is also 
very aggressive which is almost 
mandatory for a good scoring 
forward.” 

Puffer started competing in 
soccer in the ninth grade in 
Connecticut. 

“I played football and 
basketball as well as soccer in the 
ninth and tenth grades,” he said. 
“But soccer was the big sport at 
our school and my last two years I 
stuck to soccer exclusively. 

“We had a very'good team and 
advanced to the Class C state 
tournament all four years of my 
high school career. My senior year 
we played against Cal Coolidge’s 
(Bradley goalie) school in the 
state tournament although I, of 


course, didn’t know him at the 
time.”

In high school, Puffer was a 
fullback and halfback. These are 
basically defensive positions and 


he has changed to forward for 
Bradley. 

“I think I enjoy the wing 

more,” he said. ‘There is more 
challenge in the scoring and I like 
the aggressiveness of offensive 
play.” 

Puffer has retained his interests 
in other sports, football in 

particular. When the soccer 
schedule permits he plays 

linebacker for Lamba Chi Alpha 

in the Interfraternity League.

Runners win twice, 6-4 in duals

Bradley ended its cross-country 
dual meet season with a 
respectable 6-4 record, and the 
Braves must now concentrate on 
running in heavier ‘traffic’ at the 
Illinois Intercollegiate meet 
tomorrow and the Missouri Valley 
Conference meet in Peoria a week 
later. 

The Braves easily downed the 
University of Chicago October 17, 
by an 18-41 count. One of the 
Braves’ top runners, Mel Diab, 
didn’t make the trip when he 
literally ‘missed the bus’, but his 
absence wasn’t felt as Bradley 
swept six of the first seven places. 

Jim Winfield covered the 
four-mile Washington Park course 
in 20:39 to rack up another 
first-place finish. 

John Armstrong was second, 
27 seconds off Winfield’s pace, 
and A1 Smith fourth, Bob Marich 


fifth, Tony Brocato sixth, and 
Tom Campbell seventh accounted 
for Bradley’s low score. 

In the season’s final 
head-to-head competition, 
Bradley’s wet harriers slogged by 
Southern Illinois-Edwardsville for 
a 23-32 win on Dad’s Day 
Saturday. 

Bradley’s autumn equivalent of 
homecoming saw victories in both 
soccer .and cross-country, but the 
double-header drew a mere 
handful of spectators in the wind 
and rain. 

The five-mile run started on 
the Meinen track at the soccer 
halftime, and Winfield re-entered 
the ‘stadium’, Olympic marathon 
style, in first place in 26:21. 

Winfield’s individual win was 
the sophomore team leader’s fifth 
in ten dual meets. Armstrong held 
down second place for a decisive 
1-2 finish. Fourth place Diab, 


sixth place Smith, and tenth place 
Brocato completed Bradley’s 
scoring. 

Braves’ coach Jake Schoof 
said he had expected the meet to 
be closer; SIU-Edwardsville had 
beaten Valparaiso by seven 
points, while Bradley lost to 
Valpo by one point earlier this 
season. 

Bradley travels to- DeKalb 
tomorrow for the big Illinois 
Intercollegiate meet. The Braves 
earned a fifth place finish in 
last year’s meet, but Schoof 
expressed his doubts about a 
repeat performance. 

“It would be unrealistic to 
expect a finish as high as fifth,” 
said the harrier coach. ‘The 
University of Illinois and 
SlU-Carbondale should be first 
and second, and we’ve already 
been beaten by Western and 
Eastern Illinois. And Illinois State 


there among the top ten.” 

Even though Bradley has run in 
only dual and triangular meets so 
far this season, Schoof doesn’t 
think the larger number of 
competitors should affect the 


Braves’ performances. 

“In all of our meets we’ve had 
a tendency to get out away fro® 
the pack early,” said the coach,

Dr. Thomas Cummings 


Dr. Thomas Cummings of 
the chemistry department has 
decided to accept that challenge 
when he goes on sabbatical next 
year. 

He wants to cross the 
Atlantic Ocean in a 22-foot 
sailboat. 

“I’ve been talking to my 
friends and relatives about it,” 
said Cummings. “I don’t 
anticipate any difficulty. 

“A friend of mine said he’d 
be interested in taking time off 
of work for that purpose. My 
wife isn’t interested though.” 

With a crew of one or two 
other persons, Cummings plans 

to buy a fiber glass fixed keel sailboat in Europe about 22 
feet in length. 

“I would guess it would take at least a month to cross,” 
estimated the Bradley professor. “It would depend on the 
wind. I .think I would follow the trade winds along the 
Azores.” 

Cummings, who spent the first 18 years of his life in West 
Pakistan with his missionary parents, got the idea for this 
expedition from Robert Manry, a fellow graduate of his alma 
mater, Woodstock High School in India. Manry was the first 
person to sail the Atlantic single-handed in June 1965 on a 
13'/2-foot boat dubbed the Tinkerbelle. 

Manry faced obstacles that Cummings might also 
encounter. 

“One of the problems fellows like that have is that they 
are all alone for so long they start having hallucinations and 
start dreaming,” said Cummings. 

“And if you get in a storm, sometimes the waves get 40 
feet high...that’s why you would want to start in the early 
summer before the hurricane season.” 

Although the graduate of the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology is inexperienced at ocean sailing and navigating, 
he is confident that some training in a European sailing 
school will prepare him and his crew for the trip. 

“The thing I think you have to watch out for is not to 
make any mistakes,” Cummings added. “The ocean is not 
very forgiving.” 

But with all the question marks he is facing—buying the 
boat, the weather, the crew and getting sailing experience on 
the ocean-how confident can Cummings be? 

“Of course it’s a long way from wanting to do something 
like this and actually getting it done,” he said. 

“I am going to try. It depends a lot on how my sabbatical 
plans work out. But I’m going to try aind work something 


is another top team, although we 
haven’t run against them yet. 

“We are going to be shooting 
for the top private school spot 
again, though.

Senate committee to coordinate

An eight-member committee 
has been organized by Student 
Senate at its Oct. 17 meeting to 
coordinate the activities of the 
cheerleaders, band and 
Merri-n-ettes at home basketball 
games. 

This ad hoc committee on 
sportsmanship includes Cynthia 
Roberts and Diane Florig, two of 
last years cheerleaders; Cedric 
Hurst* and Ian Malatesta, two 
senators; and Paul Herzog, an 
unaffiliated student. One outsider 
with experience in the field of 
cheerleading and two faculty 
advisors have yet to be named. 

“We formed it to help solve 
inter-organizational disputes,” 
said Sen. Chip Colletti who 
sponsored the legislation that 
formed the committee. 

“Instead of having one advisor 
to take all the heat, there will now 
be a committee to settle problems 
and coordinate the band, 
cheerleaders and Merri-n-ettes.” 

The function of the 
committee, as outlined in its 
“floor plans”, is avisory. The 
committee will act in an advisory 
capacity in order to get more 
spectator appeal. 

Committee member Paul 
Herzog believes the ad hoc 
committee will “co-ordinate spirit 
groups at Bradley and put them 
on a par with other colleges”. 

Herzog also pointed out that 
schools such as Louisville, Drake 


and St. Louis all have 
specially-designed pep bands to 
serve as a spirit group. 

Assistant director of the 
Bradley band at basketball games, 
Darryl Bear, agreed with Herzog. 

‘The band should use at least a 
drum roll on every cheer. Big

Security competency questioned

In a letter sent to the 
administration today, All-School 
President Tim Engen called for 
changes within Bradley’s Security 
Force. 

The letter was part of a report

submitted to the administration 
by the Bradley Ad Hoc Security 
Investigation Committee, 
commissioned October 1. 

In the letter, Engen said the 
“most serious overriding cause 
(for the committee) became the 
false sense of protection many 
students may have and Security’s 
inability to handle serious 
problems if they developed.” 


Engen went on to point out 
that “with the non-Bradley 
student problem that has 
increased in seriousness over the 
past two years, Security no longer 
is just a ‘security’ force in its most 
literal sense. 

“We cannot allow students to 
rest their hopes on an untrained, 
uninformed, misdirected, 
underpaid crew of amateurs. In 
case of theft, assault, extortion or 
harassment students deserve more 
than a facade of authority and 
knowledge,” Engen stated. 

Engen said “security has 
obviously been overlooked” in the 
areas of “maximum efficiency and 
maximum helpfulness.” 

He added that “cars don’t run, 
powers and limitations become 
the random degression of the men 
who serve and problems are solved 
with the gratious aid of the Peoria 
Police but with no written 
guarantee of their services. 

“It is a disgrace to * the 
University to have the Security 
Force viewed as a ‘bunch of lazy, 
inept leftover policemen’. In the 
eyes of the students, Security is a 
joke.” 

Engen said it was a disgrace 
that men hired for the security 
force “have little police training 
or experience.” He added “it was 
appalling to the committee” that 
Security men carrying guns “in 


some cases had no training with 
those weapons.” 

The letter, signed by Engen, 
was the only part of the report 
Engen would allow to be 
published this week. ‘The report 
will remain unpublished until the 


Bradley Administration has an 
opportunity to react to it and to 
act upon it,” Engen told the 
Scout. 

He added the “committee sees 
the necessity of informing the 
students of the serious situation 


and after the administration has 
time to act, the committee will 
make public its recommendations 
and indictments about the 
security force.” 

Engen said the report could be 
published Friday, Nov. 10. 


Dirksen Chair group alive 


Chided earlier this semester for 
its lack of initiative, the 
student-faculty committee for the 
Dirksen Chair of American 
Government is functioning once 
again. 

According to John Baroni, the 
temporary goals committee which 
he headed “formulated a goals 
report and objectives for the 
Dirksen Chair committee not only 
for this year, but also for the 
future.” 

Baroni’s committee 
recommended a standing 
executive committee of 12 
students, two faculty members, 
and two advisors should be 
maintained, and also provided for 
four subcommittees of the 
executive committee. 

These subcommittees are: 

— a dinner committee, whose 
purpose would be to organize a 
fund raising banquet much like 
the one held in November, 1971, 
which earned a $10,000 profit, 


and also provided needed 
publicity; 

— a lecture series committee, 
to carry out the original intents of 
the class of 1970, which was to 
bring guest educators and 
lecturers in the fields of history, 
economics, and government to 
Bradley; 

— a development and publicity 
committee, which would handle 
public relations for the lectures, 
and also would consider means to 
perpetuate the committee; 

— a large foundations 
committee, to contact 
foundations in an attempt to 
acquire funds, to seek the aid of a 
professional fund raising group “if 
feasible,” and to work with the 
professional group if one is hired. 

Tim and Betsy Althoff are in 
charge of the dinner committee, 
Bill Hasselbacher and Mike 
Libbee, lectures; Paul Herzog, 
development and publicity, and 
Baroni himself, large foundations. 


Baroni also said the original 
committee of congressional 
advisors still exists, and the 
executive committee will be 
trying to propagate it, also. “We’ll 
be recontacting these people, and 
also newly elected officials when 
they take office.” 

The newly created 
subcommittees will be opened up 
so people on campus can offer 
ideas or assistance, Baroni added. 

He said now the individual 
subcommittees will be establishing 
deadlines and starting to do the 
actual work. 

“I think people on the 
committee see now that if we 
don’t start now it’ll never get 
done, so let’s go do it.” 

“Some people had doubts a 
student-faculty committee could 
raise the funds for this type or 
project, so that’s why we’re 
looking into the idea of the 
professional fund raising group.”

Students to get more ink

“Not enough is going out on 
the students. The Office of 
Information Services is unable to 
handle releases on everything,” 
Super said. 

Reasons he cited for this 
include lack of money, shortage 
of staff and uncooperative 
newspapers. 


“We’re going to take away the 
ifs and reasons why,” Super said. 
He stressed the new group will 
supplement the work of 
Information Services, directed by 
Sam Wagner, not duplicate it. 

The eight or nine current 
volunteer staff members will each 
serve as an information 
coordinator to an assigned 
area-for example, fraternities, 
dormitories or special interest 
clubs. “However,” Super 
emphasized, “the office will be 
geared toward individual students, 
not one system. 

\ “Everyone likes to see his 
nkme in print,” Super said, “and 
it pleases parents, who are often 
still paying for the student’s 
education. It also puts the name 
of Bradley in front of people in a 
favorable light without costing 
any money. This should help in 
recruiting people for Bradley.” 

The current objective is to 
obtain some results with the $30 
allocated the group by Senate for 
stationery and postage. 

“As of right now we’ll go 
through election results and other 
activites, such as the (Lambda 
Chi) pajama queen and the 
cheerleaders. In the future we 
hope to do longer features on 
people meriting real attention,” 
Super said. 


The Senate voted the 
allocation of the $30 with the 
understanding that no more funds 
be solicited from Senate, so 
other sources of money are 
currently being sought, Super 
said. The group hopes to become 
a part of SABRC’s budget next 
year. 

“What we need right now is 
more people,” Super said. ‘The 
more people we have, the more 
information on students we can 
get.” 

In the more distant future, 
Super hopes the office can 
become a consulting and 
researching group for the campus.

A committee to re-evaluate the 
Student Activities Budget Review 
Committee (SABRC) has been set 
up by Student Senate, according 
to Barb Bergman, All-school 
Secretary.

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Senate: no tuition hike

All-school Vice President Dick 
Bardoulas announced to Senate 
Monday that the feeling among 
administrators and the Board of 
Trustees is that tuition will 
probably remain unchanged for 
the 1972-73 school year.

Physicist tells how 
clocks proved E=mc 2

Dr. Joseph Hafele, a physicist 
who proved Einstein’s special 
theory of relativity, spoke at 
Bradley Oct. 27 on the 
experiment he performed that 
dispelled the so-called “clock 
paradox.” 

Hafele, now a research 
physicist at Caterpillar Tractor 
Company, attended Spalding and 
Woodruff high schools in Peoria. 
Upon graduation he worked as an 
apprentice at Caterpillar while 
attending night school at Bradley. 

After a brief tour of duty in 
the army, Hafele entered the 
University of Illinois, where he 
ultimately received his doctorate. 
When he conducted the 
experiement in 1971, he was a 
professor of physics at 
Washington University in St. 
Louis. 

In his talk, Hafele first outlined 
man’s u n der st anding —or 
misunderstanding—of the nature 
of time from St. Augustine’s 
Confessions to Isaac Newton’s 
Principia. 

In 1905, Hafele said, Albert 
Einstein postulated that the 
nature of time is not absolute and 
that the speed of an object affects 
the flow of time for that object. 
This is known as the special 
theory of relativity. 

Among other things, the 
special theory predicts the faster a 
clock travels, the slower it will 
keep time relative to a stationary 
clock. Unfortunately, until 
recently, the only way to test this 
hypothesis would have been to 
accelerate a clock close to the 
speed of light. 

Hafele reasoned that by taking 
a clock around the world, it 
would show a gain in time when 
flying from east to west and a loss 
in time when flying from west to 
east due to the earth’s rotation. 

To test this idea he obtained 
four cesium beam atomic clocks 
from the United States Naval 
Observatory and set off with an 
assistant, the four clocks and 
much additional equipment on a 
standard ‘round-the-world’ 
flight-in second class. 

After each flight in each 
direction, the clocks were

compared with a master clock at 
the Naval Observatory. Hafele’s 
theory predicted the clocks would 
lose 59 billionths of a second 
flying east and gain 273 billionths 
of a second flying west. The 
actual results were withing one 
percent of the predicted results. 

Hafele said he feels his 
experiment will have far-reaching 
effects since there is now definite 
proof of one part of Einstein’s 
special theory of relativity. 

This dispels the old notion of a 
paradox in explaining that clocks, 
both biological and mechanical, 
slow down when accelerated. 

Moreover, Hafele said his 
experiment provides an 
explanation that requires no 
ponderous mathematical formulas 
or abstract logic.

Choice point is a personal 
growth experience with special 
emphasis on the process of 
decision-making. Students are 
faced with innumerable decisions 
during their years in the 
university, and many decisions 
have lifelong implications. 

The value base of Choicepoint 
is that a personal decision should 
involve careful consideration of 
realistic knowledge about the self 
and interaction with others in an 
environment. 

Knowledge of self involves 
awareness of both personal and 
interpersonal traits. Personal traits 
include needs, interests, values, 
goals, attitudes and information; 
interpersonal traits are the 
characteristic ways of responding 
in situations involving one or 
more other persons. 

Realistic knowledge of the 
environment involves accurate 
perception (including awareness 
of personal bias in perceiving) of 
the environment and an 
understanding of the 
consequences a situation will 
render the responding person. It 
also includes knowing the 
environmental forces acting upon 
the individual. 

No matter what the object of 
decision, such as sex, alcohol, 
drugs, etc., the individual must 
examine his own needs, attitudes 
and knowledge. He must also 
understand his interpersonal needs 
and relate them to his decision. 

Finally he must consider his 
environmental press, i.e. family 
and peer influence, societal norms 
and laws, living conditions and a 
degree of stress and tension. 

Through various personal and 
interpersonal exercises and group 
discussion, Choicepoint seeks to

Reagan rally 
reactions 

It is a rare occasion I feel 
compelled to sit down and write 
my impressions of an event, but 
the one of last week has qualified 
as one. 

It was the political rally for the 
Republican ticket that presented 
Rep. Robert Michel and Gov. 
Ronald Reagan as keynote 
speakers. My reactions take two 
forms, one academic and the 
other political. 

My first reaction was one of 
total surprise, for here was an 
event read about in a number of 
books that I felt had passed with 
the times of machine politics, as 
illustrated in The Last Hurrah. 


Before us was an enthusiastic, 
almost orgasmic, crowd of about 
2600 people of varying ages. The 
ritual was one of pledging 
allegiance to the traditional 
symbols of America-God and 
Flag. Incorporated was a 
youthful glee club decked out, 
not coincidentally in shades of 
red, white and blue-except for an 
occasional non-conformist in 
yellow. 

The master of ceremonies tried 
to whip up emotions for a warm 
welcome and succeeded 
somewhat. Then came speakers 
starting with our “objective” 
school president. 

Then came Rep. Michel who 
went on to make the people think 
he is the busiest man on earth and 
decided to bless them with his 
glorious presence. Then came his 
self-proclaimed, instrumental 
action in persuading Nixon to run 
for the Presidency—that was the 
start of all the following 
absurdities. 

After his priming spiel came 
that chief actor of 
California-Ronald Reagan. His 
speech for the most part was 
inoffensive in that he presented 
the Republican side of the ’72 
campaign of half-truths.

The fate of the country

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Foreign Policy - Sen. McGovern calls for a movement away from 
anti-Communism as the sole basis of American foreign policy. He advocates 
subjecting all U. S. weapons systems to the scrutiny of a hard-line strategic 
analysis, which could result in a military budget cut of aa much as $30 
billion over the next three years, but he recognizes the need to retain all 
military tools which are essential to American defense. He urges less 
emphasis on arms and alliances and more on negotiations and arms control. 

In favor of continuing arms aid to Israel, McGovern has long been a leader 
in the fight to provide more economic and military support to the country in 
order to keep the balance of power in the Middle East. 

The Economy — Pledging as his highest priority a balanced, 
full-employment economy, McGovern has said repeatedly that he will make 
every effort to provide a job for every able-bodied American who wants to 
work in this country. To help in reaching this goal, he proposes an 
“alternative economic policy,” which includes the creation of one million 
productive public service jobs and an investment of $10 billion by the 
federal government into contracts with private industry directed toward 
improving our cities and restoring our environment. 

Tax Reform — All unfair corporate and individual tax preferences would 
be removed, says McGovern. He feels it is necessary to close tax loopholes 
for the rich including favored treatment of capital gains and oil-depletion 
allowance, and supports a tax policy based on ability to pay. He supports the 
Mills Revenue Sharing bill which would insure state and local government a 
fair share of the total tax dollar. 


Foreign Policy — The Nixon Doctrine calls for America to provide a 
nuclear shield for allies and any other nation considered vital to U. S. 
security, and to provide military and economic aid, but not manpower, to 
ally nations threatened with conventional warfare. The doctrine also states 
the necessity for a willingness to negotiate, in the hope of opening lines of 
communication with such countries as the People’s Republic of China and 
the Soviet Union. 

Finally, the doctrine emphasizes the importance of U. S. military strength 
in its capacity as guardian of the peace, and encourages further improvement 
of existing military programs and the development of new systems. 

Four more years 

Any reduction of troops in Europe must be bilateral. 

He favors further support of Israel. 

The Economy — Although he concedes that unemployment remains a 
problem, Nixon says that inflation is now being cut, and will continue to be 
cut through his active economic policy, which initiated the Phase II wage 
and price controls. Nixon states his ultimate goal as full employment 
without inflation or war and a conversion from a war-time to a peace-time 
economy with a minimum of disruption. 

He seeks the authority to limit federal spending to $250 billion per year. 

Tax Reform - Nixon favors a policy of revenue sharing, whereby federal 
funds would be given to local governments in order to make possible a cut in 
local property taxes. Initially intended to help elderly home owners with 
annual incomes of under $3,000, revenue sharing may eventually cost $16 
billion per year and pay 50% of all property taxes. 



The Environment — Citing the end of this decade as a reasonable goal for 
the ending of air and water pollution, McGovern supports providing Highway 
Trust Fund money for public mass transportation to ease the traffic 
problems in our larger cities. He opposes destructive methods of strip mining 
and would issue an executive order protecting otherwise unprotected areas 
of our national forests. 


Come Home, America 



The Environment - Nixon cites the establishment of the Council on 
Environmental Quality and the Environmental Protection Agency during his 
administration as evidence of his stand against pollution. 

Propoasls for future consideration include a tax on sulfur emissions into 
the air and legislation to control the disposal of toxic wastes and sediment 
from earth-moving activities. He also advocates legislation for the federal 
protection of endangered wildlife species. He has supported expansion of the 
National Parks System and points to the fact that, since January, 1969, over 
650,000 acres of land have been added to the National Parks System. 

Crime - Supporting prison reform and rehabilitation of prisoners, Nixon 
also promises an accelerated drive against organized crime and illicit drug 
trafficking. 

Although he feels that it is a right of responsible citizens to own and use 
firearms for such legitimate purposes as hunting, target-shooting and 
self-defense, he pledges an attempt to prevent criminal access to all weapons. 

Welfare Nixon believes that reform in the present welfare system 
should be along the lines of strengthened work requirements, more aid to 
working poor and older Americans, as well as an extension of job training 
programs, employment and child care. He favors a requirement that would 
force able persons to register for and accept work. 

Amnesty - Nixon opposes amnesty for draft evaders and deserters. His 
position echoes the sentiment that those who have evaded military service 
have committed a crime, and their action should not go unpunished. 


Crime — McGovern favors an improvement in prison conditions and 
better methods of prisoner rehabilitation, and proposes an end to preventive 
detention, expanded wire-tapping, excessive bail, and no-knock searches. He 
supports stricter control and enforcement of the sale and possession of hand 
guns without encroaching on the rights of sportsmen, and opposes the 
registration of long guns. A Policeman’s Bill of Rights which he proposes 
would provide for federally subsidized higher education for policemen, and 
offer more incentives for young men to undertake careers in law 
enforcement. 

Welfare — Programs under the McGovern national insurance program, 
which is offered as an alternative to the present welfare system, would 
include guaranteed job opportunities for all Americans who are able to work, 
expanded social security coverage for the aged, blind, and disabled, and an 
adequate income for those outside Social Security who are unable to work. 
He calls decent health care the most basic right of every American. 

Amnesty McGovern claims that he would follow the precedent set by 
past presidents, after a period of war, concerning draft evaders and deserters. 
Amnesty, he said, would be granted to those who have refused to participate 
in the Vietnam conflict on the grounds of conscience, but he adds that 
desertion must continue to be treated as a war crime that cannot be 
pardoned.

Nixon will be re-elected next 
week if the polls are accurate, Dr. 
William Hall, chairman of the 
political science department, 
stated. “But I don’t think it will 
be by the margin the polls have 
indicated.” 

Hall, who last year predicted 
Henry “Scoop” Jackson 
(D-Wash.) would take the 
democratic nomination for

President unless Muskie showed 
extremely strong popularity in 
Florida, served as a Republican 
congressman in the Kansas House 
of Representatives for one term. 

“I think probably, barring 
something unusual, the margin 
will be about 55 to 45 per cent, 
which is a landslide, but not what 
the polls have suggested,” Hall 
said. 


The most recent Gallup poll 
indicates Nixon is leading 
McGovern by 59 to 36 per cent; a 
23 point margin. 

“I think a lot of Democrats 
have returned to the fold,” Hall 
said. “If not to vote for 
McGovern, it seems the 
enthusiasm for Nixon has died.” 

As far as McGovern’s 
campaign, in Hall’s opinion, the 
resignation of Sen. Tom Eagleton 
ended what chances McGovern 
did have. 

“So much of what has 
happened since relates to the 
Eagleton affair,” Hall said. ‘The 
Gallup polls have shown that by a 
three to one margin, people think 
Nixon is the most believable of 
the two candidates,” he 
continued. “Believability is not 


one of the characteristics usually 
connected with Nixon.” 

Hall said McGovern had not 
again reached the level of 
popularity he claimed at the time 
preceding Eagleton’s resignation. 

“McGovern should have left 
him on the ticket,” Hall said. 
‘The Republicans never could 
have said a word (about 
Eagleton’s psychiatric treatment), 


or a backlash would have resulted. 

“I like to think McGovern and 
the press misjudged the American 
people. I don’t know if the 
American public would have 


reacted negatively or not. Of 
course, though, we have the 
advantage of hindsight.” 

In Illinois contests, Hall said 
there is “no question” that Percy 
will take Pucinski in the 
Senatorial race. 

“Basically, Percy has managed 
to make a very broad appeal. He’s 
encompassed dissatisfied 
Democrats, and has a ‘good public 
servant’ image.” 

In the gubernatorial election, 


“it’s only fair to tell you I’ve been 
doing some work for Ogilvie. I 
think Ogilvie will squeak out a 
narrow victory, but I can’t 
rationally tell you why I think 
that way,” Hall said. 

“His campaign is geared toward 
acquainting the public with the 
accomplishments of his 
administration, and it’s beginning 
to catch on,” he continued. 

“Walker has a problem with 


McGovern whether he wants it or 
not. Ogilvie’s using the Rockefeller 
approach, the game plan that was 
successful in ’66 and ’70.” 

Contenders for 1976 are 
already being considered. 
“Agnew, of course, is a possible 
contender,” Hall said. “He’s got a 
new image; he’s become a smooth 
person who can cope with 
hecklers.” 

There’s also Percy, who Hall 
considers very likely to be a 


prominent contender for the 
Republican nomination. Ogilvie 
could be a vice presidential 
possibility of he wins the 
governor’s seat this year, Hall said. 

In the Democratic ranks, “I 
don’t know what shape the 
Democrats will be in after this 
election. If McGovern loses, I can 
see a lot of in-house fighting,” 
Hall said. ‘The ‘old party 
members’, labor and various 
factions will be fighting for 
control of the party. “It could be 
bloodshed,” Hall said. 

Possible candidates in the 
party, according to Hall, might 
include Harold Hughes of Iowa, 
Birch Bayh of Indiana and John 
Lindsey. “Humphrey is too old, I 
think he’s seen his last national 
contest,” Hall said. “Muskie’s a

Voters this election year will 
be voting against one candidate 
rather than for another, according 
to Bill O’Connell, political 
reporter and columnist for The 
Journal Star in Peoria. 

“It’s an unusual year, probably 
the most negative campaign I’ve 
ever seen,” said O’Connell, who 
has covered the political scene for 
20 years. 

“Nobody really loves Richard 
Nixon, he’s not the type of person 
you can warm-up to. Yet 
McGovern, who should be just the 
opposite, hasn’t been able to 
generate the support he should be 
generating.” 

O’Connell said he felt Edmund 
Muskie or Hubert Humphrey 
would probably have given Nixon 
more of a race than McGovern, 
whom O’Connell said will 
probably carry only four of the 
50 states. ‘This seems to be the 
year in which the democrats had 
the issues but didn’t have the 
candidates.” 

The key to the presidential 
office is to work the big states, 
O’Connell said. He considered it a 
“fallacy of American politics” 
that there is no national election 
for a president, but rather 50 state 
elections. “If you carry those 
states which have a lot of electoral 
votes you’ve got a good chance of 


getting the majority needed to 
win.” 

O’Connell added, ‘The only 
thing that’ll make it close this 
time is if McGovern manages to 
carry some big states. 

“Illinois I don’t think he can 
carry.” 

O’Connell considered Nixon’s 
campaign this year much better 
structured than the ’68 campaign, 
calling it “a J. Walter Thompson 
election,” after the advertising 
agency of the same name. 

“This time it’s better for Nixon 
not to campaign,” said O’Connell. 
“For example, in 1970 he went 
out to drum up votes for the 
republican congressional 
candidates and lost more than he 
gained.” 

If he goes out this year, it’ll be 
an attempt to increase his 
majority, particularly in the youth 
category, which O’Connell set as 
ages 18-24. 

In his ’68 campaign for 
election Nixon, with his unity 
plea, hushed the more vocal critics 
of long-haired kids, and asked 
everyone to remain “cool and 
rational.” 

O’Connell added, “Then this 
weekend he goes out proves by his 
strong stand on amnesty that he 
himself is one of the most 
irrational persons in the world.” 

It is because of deviations from 


the structured campaign, 
according to O’Connell, “the 
Nixon majority is shrinking in the 
last days of the campaign.” 

O’Connell thinks McGovern’s 
downfall was dropping Sen. 
Thomas Eagleton (D-Mo.) as his 
running-mate.

“When he pitched Eagleton,” 
O’Connell surmised, “people said, 
‘well he’s just another politician’ 
and dismissed him. After we 
spend millions of dollars to fight 
mental health, McGovern has a 
chance to show the people what 
kind of man he is and he didn’t 
have the courage to keep him on 
the ticket.” 

O’Connell said he didn’t think 
Chicago Mayor Richard Daley and 
incumbent Illinois Gov. Richard 
Ogilvie had made a “deal” in this 
election. 

Speculation by the media 


throughout the state said Daley 
would not be backing democratic 
candidates as strongly in ’72, and 
return Ogilvie had assured the 
mayor funds for the proposed 
loop subway system, the 
crosstown expressway, and other 
Chicago-area projects. 

This just isn’t true, O’Connell 
believes, “because Daley is 
working harder than ever in 
Chicago and down state.” 

He added, “The mayor is a 
very proud man, and he probably 
rather enjoys this campaign. This 
is the last chance, or maybe the 
first chance, Daley has had to 
work with liberals and blend their 
efforts with those of the regular 
democratic organization.” 

Though the mayor doesn’t care 
for McGovern or democratic 
gubernatorial nominee Daniel 
Walker, O’Connell said Daley 
must have his precinct captains 
pushing for them along with 
candidates for lower offices. 

“Daley knows he can’t dump 
the top of the ticket and still 
carry Chicago-area candidates,” 
O’Connell said, and added that 
lesser state offices, like that of 
state’s attorney, are more 
important to Daley than the 
governorship. 

“In 1956 Ben Adamowski ran 
for state’s attorney as a republican 
and won, and all the democrats 
had was four years of 
investigations.” 

Concerning the Illinois 
governorship race, he said the 
problem with democrat Walker is 
that he peaked in the primary. 
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llinois needs a period of stability in 
f to establish a climate for economic 
fh.

“Percy wants to out-poll Nixon 
in Illinois in ’72,” O’Connell 
asserted. ‘There is no doubt at all 
he’s going to be a presidential 
candidate in 1976.”

For those persons who don’t 
like the Republicans or the 
Democrats this year, there is 
another party to consider-the 
Communist Party. 

After years of court battles, 
the Communist Party of Illinois 
will be able to list its candidates 
on the Illinois ballot Nov. 7. 

The national ticket, led by Gus 
Hall for President and Jarvis 
Tyner for vice president, has 
accused President Nixon of 
planning re-escalation of the 
Vietnam war once he is re-elected. 

The Communist ticket calls for 
the withdrawal of all troops from 
Southeast Asia, the closing of the 
Pentagon and the cancellation of 
the military budget in order to 
“spend the $120 billion on the 
peoples’ needs,” Hall states. 

Hall also said that he, as 
President, “will prosecute every 
member of the National Security 
Council since the Eisenhower 
Administration as war criminals.” 

In Illinois, the Communist 
candidate for Illinois attorney 
general, Linda Appelhans, 25, said 
“the major criminals are not in 
prisons but are officials in 
government who promote racism 
and defend the rights of big 
business.” 

Appelhans said her first act, if 


elected, would be to prosecute 
those officials “known for being 
corrupt. And if I thought it was 
possible. President Nixon would 
be the first person I would 
prosecute.” 

Appelhans, a high school 
graduate with no law background, 
said, ‘The main thrust of the 
Communist Party is directed 
against Nixon. This doesn’t mean 
we support McGovern, though. 
Both candidates represent the 
interests of big business.” 

Appelhans is one of several 
candidates running on the Nov. 7 
ballot in Illinois. 

Other candidates running 
include Arnold F. Becchetti, 
candidate for United States 
Senator. “I will fight for $5 an 
hour minimum wage, 30-hour 
work week for 40 hours pay and 
close tax loopholes for the rich,” 
Becchetti said. 

The candidate for the 
Lieutenant Governor, Theordore 
Pearson, is running on the 
platform that “no family earning 
less than $15,000 shall pay taxes 
in Illinois” if he is elected. 

The gubernatorial candidate, 
Ishmael Flory, promises that “not 
another son of Illinois shall be 
dragged away to die in a filthy, 
imperial war.”

As Nov. 7 draws near, I think it 
necessary to define the issues and 
personalities in the race for 
United States senator in Illinois. 

We have, on the one hand, 
incumbent Sen. Charles H. Percy, 
seeking his second term in the 
Senate, running on a reputation of 
balanced pragmatism and 
idealism. His opponent is Rep. 
Roman Pucinski. 

I will attempt to point out why 
Chuck Percy deserves re-election 
without equivocation. 

. Percy’s excellent record has 
earned him wide bipartisan 
support from Republicans, 
Democrats and independents. This 
is illustrated by the endorsements 
the senator has received from the 
Independent Voters of Illinois and 
from every major newspaper in 
the State. 

Chuck Percy is one of the new 
generation of political leaders who 
have the heart and courage to face 
the problems of our age squarely. 
His Washington record of peace 
and his defense of civil liberties, 
while many politicians have laid 
these two issues aside, has more 
than justified my appraisal of this 
man. 

In contrast, Roman Pucinski 
has strong ties to the Democratic 
machine in Chicago and I fear his 
first allegiance would lie with 
Mayor Richard Daley. There is a 
wide difference between 
representing a Northwest side 
constituency and representing 
Illinoi’s 11 million people. 

Let’s look at the record, issue 
by issue. Chuck Percy has been an 
outspoken critic of the war in 
Vietnam and had voted for the 
iatfield-McGovern amendment to 


withdraw all U.S. forces from 
Indo-China by Dec. 31, 1971, if 
arrangements for the release of 
P.O.W.’s were made. 

Percy voted for the 
Cooper-Church amendment to 
allow for-further funds for U.S. 
forces in Indo-China to be used 
only for the purpose of 
withdrawal. He is also a 
co-sponsor of legislation for an 
all-volunteer army. 

Pucinski, on the other hand, 
recently only has changed his

hawkish stance on the war. He did 
so only after President Nixon had 
already announced the withdrawal 
of about half of the troops former 
President Johnson had sent to 
Vietnam. 

It is probably not a 
coincidence that just prior to this 
change on Pucinski’s part a Gallup 
poll was released indicating that 
73 per cent of the American 
people supported Congressional 
action to withdraw troops. 
Pucinski has said he is now against 
the war, but anyone who changes 
his stand so quickly must be 
viewed with skepticism. 

Sen. Percy has supported every 
major piece of civil rights 
legislation since being elected to 


office: voting rights, equal 
employment opportunities, legal 
service, job training, housing, 
school desegration and economic 
opportunity. 

Roman Pucinski frequently 
tells his audiences that he has “an 
impeccable civil rights record.” 
There was once a day in the era of 
Northern indignation over 
Southern recalcitrance when the 
Congressman could describe his 
record in those terms. 

In 1972, however, it is hardly 
an accurate representation. Ralph 
Nader, in his already 
widely-respected report, cites 
Pucinski’s “increasingly 
conservative position on civil 
rights, which has moved from a 
straight Northern liberal approach 
during the early 1960’s to a 
hard-line, anti-busing position 
today.” 

When the milestone Federal 
Housing legislation was passed in 
1968, Pucinski opposed the bill. 
He has in the past supported 
amendments to eliminate open 
housing provisions in federal 
legislation. 

Chuck Percy is no tool of any 
special interest; neither Mayor 
Daley nor President Nixon dictate 
his vote. Witness his opposition to 
Haynes worth and Carswell, ABM 
and SST, all despite heavy White 
House pressure. 

Pucinski voted for the 
Lockheed loan and refused to 
support a bill which would have 
stopped the anti-ballistic missle 
system. 

One cannot agree with 
Pucinski’s position that Percy is 
no more than a spokesman for big 
business. Pucinski takes a strong 
labor position but Percy has labor 


support, too. He is endorsed by 
the United Auto Workers, Retail 
Clerks District Council No. 1, the 
United Transportation Council 
and the Illinois Education 
Association. The latter cited 
Percy’s support of negotiation 
rights for public employees. 

The aged and the poor both 
have been special considerations 
in Percy legislation. The senator 
received the National Council of 
Senior Citizens’ Award of Merit 
which read in part, ‘The nation’s 
elderly have no more zealous 
advocate in Congress than Sen. 
Charles H. Percy.” 

Percy has been a champion of 
the consumer. He is a co-sponsor 
of a bill to create a new Consumer 
Protection Agency, although 
businessmen and the Nixon 
administration opposed the bill. 

Ralph Nader said in his 
newspaper column, ‘The Percy 
bill would help millions of

Pucinski a more responsible, reliable worker

Roman Pucinski is one of the 
hardest-working, and most 
effective members of Congress. 

A member of the U.S. Congress 
since 1958, Pucinski is a member 
of the House Committee on 
Education and Labor, the 
Veterans Affairs Committee, and 


is chairman of the Sub-committee 
on General Education. 

Pucinski is a champion of 
education, having sponsored or 
co-sponsored almost every major 
education bill enacted into law 
during the last decade. 

While Pucinski doesn’t have the 


image his opponent Charles Percy 
has maintained, Pucinski far 
outshines Percy in his 
responsibility to his constituents. 

Percy has managed to compile 
an impressive record on various 
issues, claiming he is “his own 
man.” He voted against the ABM, 
against the nomination of 
Carswell, against the SST. Percy 
voted for the Cooper-Church 
anti-war amendment and for the 
18 year old vote. 

He appears to be among the 
most influential members of the 
Senate. But despite his progressive 
record, why has he not used this 
influence to promote legislation? 
Why is there no Percy-Church 
antiwar amendment, nor a Percy 
sponsored tax reform bill, nor a 
Percy sponsored education bill? 

Percy’s image is clear. He’s a 
moderate liberal, meaning he is 
liberal enough to maintain the 
support of one element of his 
party, but not too liberal to 
offend the more conservative 
Republicans. 

Percy is also moderately 
independent—to an audience of 
students he will emphasize his 
so-called independence from the 
President, pointing out his 
occasional votes that have been in 
Lcontradiction with the President. 
But, to an audience of 
conservatives, he will stress his 
loyalty to the President and his 
support of administration 
legislation. 

Pucinski, while backed by 


Daley’s machine, has been more 
consistent in his stands than 
Percy. 

Although an initial supporter 
of the war, as was Percy, Pucinski 
now opposes it. He has worked 
continuously on aid to the elderly 
and consumer legislation.

According to one IVI spokesman, 
this is because of his stand on the 
war and because he is not “a one 
issue candidate.” 

“He has been at the forefront 
of campaigns for welfare reform, 
civil liberties, women’s rights, 
benefits for Vietnam veterans,” he 
said. “The IVI feels McGovern is a 
man of honesty, high intelligence 
and intense moral purpose.” 

Along with McGovern, IVI 
supports Charles Percy “because 


he has consistently taken the right 
stands on issues in the face of 
strenuous pressures,” and 
supports Daniel Walker for 
governor “because of his stands 


on state aid for public education, 
consumer protection legislation, 
women’s rights, election law 
reforms, etc.” 

In the race for the U.S. 


Congressional seat from the 18th 
district, IVI feels both Republican 
Robert Michel and Democrat 
Stephen Nordvall are qualified 
and thus is endorsing neither

Canvassing key to persuading voters

In his paper and pencil, the 
political canvasser has the key to 
one of the most powerful 
weapons known to man-the 
power of persuasion. 

A canvass takes a lot of people, 
a lot of time and involves lots of 
work, but politicians more and 


Secondly, the canvass helps 
identify those people who might 
be undecided. Campaign workers 
then begin the process of 
enlightening them to the different 
positions taken by the candidates. 
The phone canvass, which is 
not a face-to-face confrontation 
with the voter, is where the

“What do you think of Nixon for 
President?” 

“What you want is for the 
voter to listen to you as much as 
possible. You do not want to 
alienate him in any way,” Klain 
said. 

Gene Pokorny, state 
Democratic campaign director, 
feels personal letters are an 
important part of the campaign. 

“After you’ve canvassed 
someone, you send them a 
personal letter thanking them for 
talking with the representative for 
George McGovern,” Klain said. 

According to Pokorny, this 
method was very successful in the 
Wisconsin primary. “It’s all part 
of a long process,” Klain said. 
“These letters are sent to all of 
those people who support the 
candidate and those that are 
undecided.” 

Not to be confused with the 
canvass is the political poll. The 
canvasses and the polls usually 
parallel each other, but there is 


one main difference. 

“In our canvasses, we use the 
up-to-date voter registration lists,” 
Klain said. “The people who take 
the polls had to have used the old 
lists because the new ones weren’t 
available until about a week ago. 

“Another thing we have found 
in recent canvassing that hasn’t 
been registered in the polls is that 
there is quite a big Republican, 
middle-class backlash that has 
come out of the recent peace 
proposals made by Nixon,” he 
added. 

“Currently, our canvasses in 
Peoria show that 47 per cent of 
the voters are for Nixon, 26 
percent for McGovern, and a large 
31 per cent are undecided. This 
however does not include the 
predominantly black wards of 
Peoria which are probably 90 per 
cent for McGovern,” Klain said. 
‘This is where we will concentrate 
our efforts on election day, 
making sure all these people 
vote.” 


more seem to consider it worth 
the effort. 

There are two types: the foot 
canvass and the phone canvass. 
The foot canvass is by far the 
more effective, but it takes longer 
and involves more volunteers to 
reach a given amount of people. 

‘The people accept you much 
more easily if they can confront 
you face to face,” explained Dan 
Klain, a worker for the 
Democratic party. “I think many 
people feel the phone call is an 
intrusion that interrupts whatever 
they might have been doing at the 
time.” 

The purpose of the political 
canvass is two-fold. First, it helps 
the campaign workers identify 
those voters who might vote for 
their candidate and also gives 
them an indication of the 
candidate’s strength. 

“On election day,” Klain 
explained, “we will call up all the 
people who indicated that they 
might vote Democratic and make 
sure they get out to vote. We 
arrange rides for them and even 
babysitters.” 


volunteer worker can receive the 
most abuse. 

“Many times people use you 
for a whipping post,” Klain said. 
“If something went wrong that 
day, say the dinner burned, or 
they got out of the wrong side of 
the bed, they’ll take it out on the 
canvasser. 

“The only thing you can do 
then,” Klain added, “is bear it and 
back down gracefully. The last 
thing you want to do is alienate 
anyone. The canvasser is merely 
another connection between the 
candidate and the voter. You 
always have to keep that in 
mind.” 

After the canvasses have been 
conducted, they must be related 
to the campaign. 

“During the canvass you have 
to find out what issues the people 
are concerned with,” Klain 
explained. “For instance, you 
can ask them, ‘If you were 
President what issue would you 
solve first?’ 

Sometimes it’s easier to hit 
them softly with the issues instead 
of coming right out and saying, 


candidate. 

In addition, IVI endorse! 
William Scott for attorne) 
general, Edmund Kucharski foi 
secretary of state and Deal 
Barringer for controller. For state 
representatives of the 46tl 
district, IVI endorses Robert Daj 
and Fred Schraeder. 

“These candidates,” Lipinsk 
explained, “are chosen by ar 
executive committee elected bj 
the IVI members.” The 
committee interviews thl 
candidates, presents them wit!? 
questionnaires to fill out and ther 
polls the members for their views, 

“The questionnaire,” she 
added, “is rather extensive and 
deals with current controversies 
such as civil rights, the war, taxes 
and the economy as well as major 
issues that IVI is involved with.” 

According to Lipinski, there 
was a very strong pull within the 
committee towards McGovern and 
Percy. “Walker and Barringer are 
preferred,” she added, “although 
the committee felt there wasn’t 
that much of a difference between 
them and their opponents.” 

IVI has 2,500 members 
statewide and 43 in the local 
chapter. It has been active locally 
since 1968. According to Lipinski, 
IVI has been involved in Illinois 
Bell’s recent attempt to raise 
rates, and the rating of legislators 
in Springfield. It has been 
lobbying for election reform and 
has been working on several voter 
registration drives. 

As far as the general opinion in 
Peoria is concerned, Lipinski feels, 
“The Peoria people in general are 
very much for Nixon and also 
very pro Walker, but they are 
against Kucharski.”

Slaughterhouse Five is 
fascinating, baffling cinema. 

Paul Monash’s film of Kurt 
Vonnegut Jr.’s best seller is a 
mesmerizing assemblage of 
ambiguous vignettes depicting the 
life and/or lives of one Billy 
Pilgram, an almost characterless 
man apparently lost in time. 

Billy’s life is told in repeated 
flashbacks, or, are they flash 
forwards? Or are they neither? 
The confusing effect is somewhat 
like Nietzsche’s elaborate theory 
of deterministic mechanism. 

We first encounter Billy as he is

captured by the Nazi forces 
during World War Two. In a series 
of marvelously stark war scenes 
we witness repeated 
confrontations between Billy and 
a man obsessed with the idea that 
Billy killed his friend. 

From a Nazi prison camp, he is 
taken to the “safe” city of 
Dresden where he is one of the 
few fortunate survivors of the 
subsequent fire bombing. 

The film works on one level as 
a rambling, enlightening and 
scrutinizing collage of war time 
experiences. But on another level, 
while apparently at the same 
time, another story is 
simultaneously depicted through 
simplistic crosscutting. 

An associational link is made 
between a war experience and an 
event in Billy’s “present” or later 
life: his subsequent marriage, his 
visionary close call with death in 
an airplane accident, his juvenile 
delinquent son and his wife’s 
elaborate death in a melodramatic 
Cadillac race to the hospital. 


Uniting the t wo stories is a 
cinematic, sexual finale right out 
of Stanley Kubrick’s 2001: A 
Space Odyssey in which we learn 
that Billy Pilgram’s life, or “lives,” 
is somehow endless. The events he 
endured during the war, with his 
family, et. al. will reoccur again 
and again. 

Such is the only explanation I 
can muster for the film’s (and 
novel’s?) use/misuse of time. And 
yet, despite the ambiguity and 
rather ineffective and pretentious 
sci-fi ending, Slaughterhouse Five 
is an intriguing film, original in

concept without tricky editing 
and slick, meddlesome 
photography. 

Having ne\er read Vonnegut’s 
novel, I can oriy guess at the 
film’s success as a visual 
translation. Michael Geller’s 
intelligent screenplay offers 
several stunning scenes which, 
when considered individually, 
attain a certain brilliance the film 
as a whole never quite reaches. 


Director George Roy Hill of 
Hawaii and Thoroughly Modern 
Millie fame must be credited for 
maintaining a suitably episodic 
pace, no small accomplishment 
considering the awkward time 
transitions the film’s numerous 
scenes must bridge. 

Hill’s amazingly subtle, 
unaffected direction and superb 
cast helps-a great deal in sorting 
out the tricky jumps in time, 
particularly Michael Sach’s blank, 
expressionless, war-time Billy 


beautifully contrasted against his 
quiet, peaceful, older Billy. Ron 
Liebman is also quite good as the 
man who insists upon torturing 
Billy during the prolonged Nazi 
seizure. 

Slaughterhouse Five is itself, a 
near miss, a film daring in its 
intent but falling significantly 
short of its complex goals.

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Runners finish ninth in state; 
Schoof: ‘We have to run better’

“We just didn’t run well.” 

That was about the only 
explanation Bradley cross-country 
coach Jake Schoof and Bradley 
runners themselves could give for 
the Braves’ showing at the fifth 
annual Illinois Intercollegiate 
meet at DeKalb last Saturday. 

Bradley ended up ninth in the 
13 team event that was virtually 
owned by Southern Illinois. 

SIU, led by individual runner 
John St. John, rudely grabbed the 
first four places and totaled a low 
score of 18 team points, an almost 
unbelievable feat for a meet of 
that size. 

Illinois State came in second, a 
distant 71 points off Southern’s 
pace. Six more teams tallied lower 
point totals than Bradley’s 165, 
and the Braves lost their Illinois 
private school “crown” to 
sixth-place North Central (150) 
and seventh-place Augustana 
(178). 

Top Bradley finisher in the 
field of 90 runners was, as 
expected, sophomore Jim 
Winfield. He finished in 34th 
place. 

Seniors John Armstrong and 
Mel Diab were in 42nd and 59th 
places. Tom Campbell and A1 
Smith completed the list of 
high-scoring Braves in 69th and 
71st places respectively. 

Armstrong turned in a strong 
individual effort in 14th as a 
junior in last , year’s state meet. 
The four-year Bradley veteran said 
he thinks a combination of “not 
running well” and stronger state 
competition this year contributed 
to both his and the team’s drop. 

Host Northern Illinois, a 
dual-meet victim of Bradley’s 
earlier this season, out-pointed the 
Braves by 26 Saturday for eighth 
place. Tail-end Aurora (368) was 
the only team Bradley 
out-distanced by a decisive 
margin. Loyola (271), 
Illinois-Chicago (278), and 
SIU-Edwardsville (279) were close 
on the Braves’ heels for tenth, 
eleventh and twelfth. 

“I was disappointed,” admitted 


Bradley coach Schoof. “We 
simply ran a poor race.” 

Schoof said he had expected 
the large schools such as SIU and 
Illinois to take the first five or six 
places. His predictions in that 
respect came true, but as it turned 
out Bradley wasn’t even close to 
North Central and Augustana. 


Bradley ends a long season of 
wearing paths through grassy 
fields by hosting the Missouri 
Valley Conference meet. The 
five-mile event begins at 1:00 with 
the start and finish in front of the 
Newman Golf Course clubhouse 
off Nebraska Ave. 

Concerning the strength of 
Bradley’s opposition, Schoof said, 
“Wichita State is potentially as 
good as SIU, but after it the 
competition will definitely be 
weaker than the Illinois 
Intercollegiate meet. Almost 
anybody, including us, has a 
chance for second place in the 


Valley. 

“Naturally, running on our 
home course could be an 
advantage, and the weather here 
might be cooler than some of 
the other schools are used to,” 
said Schoof, with a hint of 
optimism. 

Coach Schoof is certain of only 


one thing concerning tomorrow’s 
big finale: “We will definitely 
have to run better than we did last 
Saturday.”

Also returning is individual 
champion Leon Garcia from New 
Mexico State and eighth place 
finisher Chuck Cassell from 
Drake. 

Schoof said it could boil down 
to a battle between a young 
improving North Texas State 
squad which returns two of its top 
five runners after a fourth place 
finish last year, and Bradley, 
which returns three of its top five 
finishers from last year’s fifth 
place MVC finishers. Included in 
the Bradley team is Jim Winfield 
(22nd last year) and John 
Armstrong (26th last year). 

‘The home course will be a 
definite advantage for us,” added 
Schoof. ‘Three of Bradley’s 
runners could be in the top ten.”

four-mile course. Bradley has also 
made a slight change in its course 
for the MVC meet.

Thirc 
place finisher Memphis State 
returns two of five and its othei 
three entrants are freshmen, 
North Texas was fourth, and 
Bradley was fifth. 

Scoring in cross-country has 
the low team total win. The team 
score is determined by adding the 
places of the first five finishers 
from each team. First place is 
worth one point, second two 
points, etc. 

Each team may enter seven 
runners in the Missouri Valley 
meet, but only the first five 
finishers count in the scoring. 
Tulsa and St. Louis are the only 
MVC, schools that do not field 
cross-country teams. 

This will mark the first time 
since the MVC has held 
championships in 1947 that 
Bradley has hosted the event.

The Bradley Security Force has 
been found ineffective and the 
immediate resignation of Director 
Curley Johnson has been 
recommended to the 
administration by the Student 
Senate ad hoc investigation 
committee on Bradley Security. 
The committee, commissioned 
j by All-school President Tim 
I Engen Oct. 1, was a result of “the 
, frustrations expressed by several 
security officers earlier this year,” 
according to the report released to 
the public today (see box for 
security’s recommendations.) 

The report was completed Nov. 
1, but release was delayed in order 
to give the administration time to 
read and comment on the report. 

Areas investigated by the 
committee include: 

— investigation and 
definition of present staff 
inadequacies: 

-determination of the use 
of traffic ticket revenues and 


presumed ticketing 
irregularities; 

—determination of the 
powers and limitations of 
Bradley security with 
student-university problems 
as well as with non-student 
university problems and 
— evaluation of past 
security procedures and 
practices with Bradley staff 
and students. 

The Director 

“The major inefficiencies of 
the Bradley University Security 
Force can be directly traced to 
the present director of security, 
Curley Johnson,” the report 
states. 

Since Security is under the 
jurisdiction and supervision of Dr. 
Richard M. Trumpe, vice 
president for student services and 
Johnson’s immediate superior, the 
committee also found fault with 
Trumpe for “failing to maintain 
the efficiency of the force.” 

Johnson was criticized by the 
committee for his lack of 


responsibility, his ineffectiveness 
“in creating an efficient, cohesive 
security force,” and his poor 
rapport with the Peoria and 
university communities. 

In general, the committee 
found Johnson’s conduct in areas 
of responsibility as “somewhat 
inadequate.” The report noted the 
inoperability of official security 
equipment and Johnson’s failure 
to respond to money-saving 
proposals such as Bradley gas 
pumps and ownership of security 
cars. 

Johnson was also criticized for 
“a rather lax policy in the 
handling of security reports.” The 
situation of “no theft reports 
being sent to the Peoria Police 
Department until just three weeks 
ago when the policy mysteriously 
changed,” was cited as an example 
of this laxity. 

The committee concluded that 
Johnson’s position on campus 
traffic ticketing was “nebulous.” 
In testimony, an officer pointed 
out that “no ticketing was to take 


place during the recent traffic 
survey. Johnson also ‘requested’ 
that officers not ticket in the 
Geisert Parking lot, a lot being 
used for the benefit of local 
business,” according to testimony. 

Apparent discrepancies in 
voiding traffic tickets also 
surfaced in the committee’s 
investigation. 

The committee was also 
concerned with “Johnson’s 
response to new and innovative 
programs of campus security such 
as training, funding concepts and 
security-student rapport 
programs.” 

The committee concluded that 
“stagnancy emanates from the 
present office of Bradley’s 
security director.” 

The report states, “At the 
present time the major problem 
on Bradley’s campus is the 
non-student element, especially 
from the black community.” 

Among recent events studied 
by the committee and included in 
the testimony were a Geisert Hall 


fight and the extortion attempt 
(see Oct. 27 issue of the Scout). 
Running through the testimony is 
an undercurrent of criticism 
leveled at Johnson and the 
security force in their handling of 
these situations. 

One such example concerned 
the Geisert Hall fight. According 
to a staff member’s testimony, 
“Security was very prompt in 
answering the call. There was a lot 
of confusion. They did not handle 
the situation correctly at all. 
Instead of isolating and separating 
us and trying to straighten the 
situation out, they did it in front 
of other students. The situation 
got completely out of hand and it 
led to physical violence (between 
security and the other party).” 

The following is a staff 
member’s reaction to the security 
meeting following the Geisert Hall 
extortion incident: “That meeting 
accomplished only one thing and 
that was to bring Peoria Police 
into the situation. I think it was a

Security report released 
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Court, SBR In conflict?

On Oct. 22, Bradley’s Supreme 
Court found Harper Hall resident 
Andrew Silverman guilty of 
“passive” possession of marijuana. 

Silverman was placed on 
disciplinary probation. 

According to Associate 
Supreme Court Justice Dennis 
Holland, Frank Freeman, head 
resident of Harper Hall and several 
resident advisors found 
Silverman’s roommate smoking 
marijuana in the room Sept. 22. 
They informed the roommate of 
his rights and asked to search the 
room. 

“They were given permission 
to search it,” Holland said, 
“although Silverman at that tiipe 
was not present. A waterpipe 
containing marijuana was found in 
Silverman’s closet before he 
returned. When he arrived, 
Silverman admitted ownership but 
this was before he was informed 
of his rights.” 

The roommate, Holland 
explained, was charged with the 
use of marijuana and went before 
Mike Banks, assistant dean of 
men. 

Silverman was charged with 
“passive” possession, but argued 
that the search was illegal because 
he, the defendant, was not there 
at the time and was not informed 
of his rights prior to his admission 
of possession, Holland said. 

“Due to this controversy,” he 
added, “the case came before the 
Supreme Court. 

“The court concluded that the 
search was valid and legal because 
the roommate did give 
permission,” Holland said. “We 
also concluded that the defendant 


was adequately informed of his 
rights. We did refuse, however, to 
consider the testimony of Frank 
Freeman concerning the 
defendant’s admission of 
possession because this was prior 
to his being informed of his 
rights.” 

But according to Chip Colletti, 
defense attorney for the Supreme 
Court, “Instead of just throwing 


out the head resident’s testimony, 
the entire case should have been 
thrown out,” Colletti said. ‘The 
Student Bill of Rights was 
violated when the defendant was 
not given his rights immediately,” 
he added. 

Frank Gabell, defense attorney 
for Silverman, is in the process of 
appealing the case according to 
Holland.

Urge absentee voters 
to mail-in late ballots 


Bradley students who received 
their ballots too late to 
return them in time to be counted 
in the Nov. 7 election are being 
urged to send them in anyway. 

Many ballots were mailed too 
late by the Cook County Clerk, 
according to Jack Marco, political 
action coordinator for Citizens for 
Mikva. “Students should have 
gotten ballots two or three weeks 
ago. We have to find some way to 
handle the problem since the old 
system doesn’t work.” 

Marco cited the new 
18-year-old voters as the reason 
behind the backup in getting 
ballots out to voters. 

Although votes received by the 
county clerk after election day 
would not normally count, if 
court action is taken, a recount 
might result which would include 
the late ballots, Marco said. 

This recount could change the 
election results, Marco added. As 
of Monday, some 8500 absentee 
ballots had already been returned 
in the 10th district alone, where 
Abner Mikva is running for U.S. 
House of Representatives. 

‘‘We’ll support the 
investigation no matter who wins 
the election,” Marco said. 

Terri Esrig, local coordinator 
for Mikva, said the problem of 
late ballots was a common 
problem for people from all over 
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the country who were voting in 
the suburban Cook County 
election districts. She urged 
students from the area to contact 
her if they requested a ballot but 
did not receive it.

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Editorial 

Silence no help 

Alter a month of contending with rumors, unverified 
reports, suspicion and a growing feeling that Bradley has a 
very serious problem, Senate’s ad hoc security investigation 
committee has finally released its report. 

It is almost anti-climatic. 

The report itself tells us little that many us did not already 
know. The wording of the report is vague, almost as if the 
committee was afraid of stepping on toes if it said all it knew. 

Charges were made, often with little evidence to back 
them up. It would seem that if the committee is suggesting 
the resignation of Director Curley Johnson, it would give 
definite reasons for doing so. But the charges against Johnson 
are vague and nebulous. The committee asks that its findings 
be viewed as factual information, but facts are scarce in this 
an many sections of the report. 

The committee deals briefly with the area of theft on 
campus. The statement is made, “the theft rate on Bradley’s 
campus is one of the highest in the city over a limited area.” 
No figures are given to substantiate this statement, nor does 
the committee involve itself with actual statistics of the 
number of items stolen and recovered on campus. One 
recommendation is given: “a more prompt method is 
needed.” And more prompt method of what? 

The report’s consistently vague statements bring more 
confusion than do concrete statements. Further confusion 
regarding security is not needed. 

However, even though the security report is vague, it 
points to the fact that something is very wrong at Bradley. 

Something is wrong when a student committee must take 
the initiative in investigating and making recommendations to 
improve a university function. 

Something is also wrong when two weeks after Senate 
commissions an investigating committee, a university 
advisory committee on security is formed. 

Something is wrong when this advisory committee, headed 
by the Director of Security, is charged with reviewing a 
report which requests the resignation of that same director. 

Something is wrong when administrators and the director 
of security had not read the report in full, three days after 
they had received it. 

And something is wrong when administrators supervising 
the operations of security will not comment on the report. 
Do such statements as “Campus security is a global type 
thing, encompassing all areas of the university,” give definite 
reassurance that actions will be taken to remedy present 
security inefficiencies? 

Vagueness, silence on the part of administrators, the 
formation of another ad hoc committee, do not provide.any 
reassurance to the students that their welfare is being 
protected at Bradley. Action, not talk, is needed. 

The Scout feels that a knowledgable, impartial person, not 
a member of the university, should thoroughly examine 
security and recommend improvements. Meanwhile, perhaps 
it would be advisable for students to take some measures to 
protect themselves, as they did two years ago when a campus 
escort service was established 
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I would like to commend the 
individuals in this 
university-faculty, students and 
administrators-who have taken 
the initiative to bring about 
“change” in this institution. 

But I mourn the fact that this 
evolving concept of “change” at 
Bradley is witnessed in isolated 
areas and that “change” is not 
inherent throughout this 
somewhat outdated institution of 
higher learning. 

The potential of education is 
boundless and we at Braldey are 
restricted by the rather severe 
bounds of parochialism. For 
example, how many departments 
offer courses that provide 
meaningful, practical education to 
students not enrolled as majors in 
that particular department? 

Students throughout the entire 
university are forced to fulfill 
group requirements by taking 
various courses in which they have 
no interest or, possibly, no ability. 

The least the university could 
do to help us, the students, to 
profit from a more meaningful 
education in these ivy walls is to 
make these “requirements” more 
stomachable, more educational 
and more delectable in our diet of 
rather stagnant education. 

Few departments have taken 
the initiative to encourage 
non-major participation in courses 
offered by individual 
departments. I cite the physics 
department’s “citizen’s science” 
courses as a step in the right 
direction. 

Students enrolled in these 
on-hour tidbits of practical 
physics have the opportunity to 
complete their group 
requirements and obtain practical, 
useful knowledge. 

The construction department 
in the College of Engineering and 
Technology offers non-major 
avenues for thought on the 


pressing issues of urbanization. 
And the newly-initiated liberal 
arts and sciences major allows 
students to mold their own 
education after the pattern these 
students and their advisors select. 

These are three distinct 
examples of independent thinking 
at Bradley, three examples of how 
students have the opportunity to 
actually learn something in their 
four years here. But how can 
anyone participate in these 
meager attempts at broadening 
Bradley’s education if they don’t 
even know about them? 

Bradley, you are at fault for 
not promoting a stimulating 
environment in which students 
and faculty, as well as 
administrators, can actually see a 
return on their investment of 
time, money and energies. 

Why waste all that?

Now We Are

Probably the most important part of 
healthy living is to be here, now. Many 
hours of our time are wasted on fond 
remembrances of the past, or daydreaming 
of the future. “Remember the time we 
stayed up and . . .” “If someone would give 
me a million . ..” are both common 
expressions in the language. 

Being here, now, means to be authentic, 
real, honest about feelings. This is no easy 
talk because quite often we experience 
unpleasant or “bad” feelings of hate 
loneliness, fear, anxiety and others. 

These unpleasant feelings usually stem 
from us being unable to satisfy our needs. 
Since needs are a basic construct to human 
behavior, it will be a good foundation to 
build the series on. 

A need can be defined as an internal 
force which organizes action to achieve a 
goal. The more important the goal, the 
stronger the force. Abraham Maslow 
proposes six degrees of need priority which 
lead to psychological health. You must 
satisfy the primary needs before moving on 
to higher objectives. 

Maslow’s list in order of growth consists 
of physiological needs, safety needs, 
belongingness needs, love needs, self esteem 
needs and self-actualization. 

Each person has his own need system 
with some needs being stronger at times 
than others. The problem humans must 
confront is how to satisfy needs without 
injury to others and society. Two 
illustrations of this problem include the 
increasing number of rapes each year and 
the many problems young people 
encounter finding out about birth control 
methods. 

Thus, it is important to realize what 
causes bad feelings, the periodic anxiety 
and frustration, and what forces people 
into unnatural behavior—the problem of 
satisfying needs. 

One of the best solutions I have found is 
offered by William Glasser. He suggests two 
things to help us satisfy our needs. First, 
we must be involved with at least one other 
person and second, that person or persons 
must be in touch with reality and be able 
to satisfy his own needs. 

The key is to fulfill your needs in a 
responsible way, that is, to do so in a way 
that does not deprive others of the ability 
to do so themselves. 

Traditional church has always been a 
stalwart in society to keep tight rules on 
satisfying needs. Man is pushed into a 
nonhuman existence or the pit of hell. 
Physical love has always been frowned on 
by church elders. 

Much more likely is the possibility that 
“the kingdom of God” is widened as man 
celebrates his humanness. At times it really 
hurts to participate and observe what is 
going on. At other times the joy of 
brotherhood overwhelm our being. 

But the religious message for today’s 
man is “Be Here and Now.” To live this 
kind of life, one must be able to tune into 
his need system and learn positive ways to 
deal with it.

frustrating meeting for anyone 
that was there because nothing 
was accomplished and those same 
people were allowed to come back 
on campus the next night.” 

A dean also commented on the 
same meeting: “I was frightened 
by the attitude of two of the 
officers, not Curley in this case. I 
had some difference in opinion 
with Curley too, but the attitude 
of these two gentlemen in 
particular that were in attendance 
at the meeting really scared me. 
I just feel that Curley does not 
communicate well-he talks in 
circles.” 

Another area of concern with 
which the committee dealt was 
Johnson’s ineffectiveness in 
creating an efficient security 
force. 

According to the report, “All 
security personnel indicated to 
this committee that the handling 
of problems and the creating of 
new policies was accomplished by 
individual initiative. Any area 
which required action by Director 


Johnson fell on deaf ears.” 

Concerning Johnson’s 
relationship with students, the 
report states: “It should not be 


document the so-called rapport 
Director Johnson has with 
students, it is seen by this 
committee more in terms of

In regard to this issue, one staff 
member testified, “Last year I was 
dissatisfied with Mr. Johnson

The report continued,

One of the allegations leveled 
at Johnson was “that he found it 
convenient to consistently sleep 
on the job at Bradley students’ 
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sleeping in my room. He was also 
sleeping with other residents on 
my floor in their rooms. The 
reason I finally asked him to stop 
this practice is because he almost 
shot me in the process. 

“I was down eating lunch and 
he came up to me and asked if he 
could sleep in my room. So I said 
sure. I gave him my key and about 
20 minutes later I went up to my 
room, unlocked the door, went in, 
and he’s sitting there getting ready 
to pull his gun. 

“I was sorta startled and so was 
he. He said he was dreaming that 
someone was robbing his house 
and when I walked in I woke him 
up and he was about to draw his 
gun to protect himself in his 
dream. In fact, he told me that.” 

In light of these findings, the 
committee recommends the 
“immediate resignation of 
Director Johnson.” 

Powers and Limitations 

The powers and limitations of 
the security staff are not defined, 
according to the report. At the 
present time, all that is available 
are 29 “over-generalized, highly 
discretionary, ambiguous duties of 
a security officer as seen by 
Director Johnson and distributed 
on a mimeographed sheet of 
paper,” the report stated. 

Security officers, according to 
Engen, carry this sheet on their 
clipboards. The list includes daily 
custodial duties, with minimal 
attention given to reporting 
policy. 

As an example of its present 


ambiguity, the list states in ruli 
28, “check on speeders,” althougl 
this does not specifically statd 
that officers are authorized toj 
ticket moving violations. 

Johnson finished the list withj 
“any questions on the above listed! 
duties, please feel free to talk with! 
me on an individual basis. The! 
office door is open.” 

The committee noted there are 
no specifically detailed job 
descriptions or copies of a basic 
operations manual available to 
Bradley security officers, as there 
are at other universities. 

The report also cited the lack 
of a formal, written agreement 
between Bradley Security Force) 
and the Peoria Police Department! 
regarding campus jurisdiction. 

Although the Peoria Polic{ 
Department does commission 
Bradley security officers with 
“full police powers” on campus, 
(this was contradicted later in the 
report) the report also states 
security officers receive 
“absolutely no training in 
comparison to the Peoria police.” 

Therefore, the committee 
recommended Bradley security 
compile an operations manual 
complete with job descriptions, 
enlisting the aid of Peoria Police 
and other university securi 
forces.^ 

The comm i ttee also 
recommended formal adoption of 
a written agreement with the 
Peoria police regarding campus 
jurisdiction.

Staff Inadequacies 
Lack of training security 
officers and current hiring 
practices were cited as major 
inadequacies where lie “the most 
significant source of problems,” 
according to the report. 

Present hiring procedures were 
criticized by the committee for 
failure to include a formal 
application, to require lie detector 
tests such as those required by 
city, county and state police 
departments, or to require any 
type of weapons training. 

To date, hiring practices 
consist of an interview with 
Johnson, acquisition of a “limited 
commission” from the Peoria 
Police Department, receiving the 
uniform, pistol and Bradley badge 
and limited on-the-job training for 
approximately three days to a 
week, the report stated. 

Another problem mentioned

was the inefficient utilization and 
distribution of the current staff of 
13 security officers on campus. 

In light of these shortcomings, 
the committee recommended the 
adoption of uniform hiring 
practices, complete with 
standardized application forms, lie 
detector tests, personal references 
and a prerequisite of basic police 
training. 

Also recommended was a 
continuing training program with 
emphasis on weapons handling. 
Reallocation of security force 
personnel to major campus 
trouble spots was advocated. 

Equipment 

The committee recognized the 
“obvious state of extreme 


report, only one out of the force’s 
six portable radios is in working 
order. 

Car radios reportedly are also 
in disrepair and “can’t be relied 
on to work to meet the demands 
of a police department,” the 
report stated. It added that 
minimal attention had been given 
to the department’s lack of first 
aid equipment and training. 

Money for improvement, the 
committee said, could possibly be 
obtained from state and federal 
government programs to aid law 
enforcement agencies. 

Recommendations for 
improving security’s cars centered 
around purchasing the cars and 
using Bradley facilities and 
students for maintenance. 

The report recommended “the

disrepair” and the expense of 
purchasing and maintaining 
present security cars and radios. 

The committee saw security 
maintaining two leased Fords as 
an unnecessary expense: “Both 
patrol cars are leased to the 
department, but this includes only 
license, no insurance, no 
maintenance contract, and no 
tires beyond the original set.” 

Inadequacies of the security 
cars included lack of 
identification on the doors of at 
least one of the cars, tires “worn 
to the point where the 
department is in violation of the 
federal minimum tire safety 
standards,” dented car-bodies and 
engines which fail frequently. 

Security communications, the 
report states, “is probably where 
the Bradley Department is lacking 
the most.” The lack of working 
portable radios was seen as an 
inadequacy for the security staff. 
Currently, according to the 


type of cars be more suited to the 
type of work performed.” They 
advocated “purchase of two 
Plymouth Valiants, having 
six-cycle low compression engines 
and a resale value of 50 to 70 per 
cent of their original cost.” 

To curb car and radio 
maintenance costs, the report 
suggested studying the possibility 
of having qualified students in 
electrical engineering and the 
“auto engine” department make 
necessary repairs. 

Finally, they suggested 
evaluating communications 
training of security personnel, the 
possibility of a tie-in between 
mobile units of the Peoria police 
and security and a tie-in with the 
Illinois State Police Emergency 
Radio Network. 

Inclusion of first aid training in 
personnel training was also urged, 
along with equipping each car 
with a first aid kit and a Scot 
Oxygen pack. 
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Traffic 

The committee points to 
favoritism and unexplainable 
ticket exemptions for traffic 
violators on campus as an 
inconsistent practice of security. 

The report noted that a 
random check of violations 
uncovered 127 traffic tickets 
voided through September 1972. 
(The report did not state when 
the random check began.) 

Reasons for cancellation 
included: 31—no apparent 
justification; -30—faculty 
violations; 12—students involved 
had bought parking decals but had 
not placed them on the rear 
windows of their cars; 1-the 
violator was a “good student.” 

The practice of “flexible and 
discretionary” ticketing was 
substained in the testimony. A 
former security officer testified 
that all campus ticketing stopped 
during a recent campus traffic 
investigation. 

Charging that security is unable 
to issue “moving violation 
tickets” the committee report 
states that “Presently, a violator 
who may run a stop sign or race 
through campus grounds cannot 
receive any type of ticket that can 
be cpllected or that can penalize 
the violator.” 

The committee recommended 
the enforcement of ticketing 
regulations without the present 
favoritism, advocating that the 
Security Advisory force monthly 
review all traffic ticket cases and 
voided tickets. 

Finally, the committee 
recommended the security force 
be empowered to issue tickets for 
moving violations. 

Dormitory Problems, Theft 

According to the report, the 
problem experienced by 
dormitory staff members with 
campus security is one of 
procedure. No set standards of 
action exist; the only policy 
followed is one of “traditional 
procedure.” 

The committee found, first of 
all, that the security force does 
hot know of the extent of their 
authority in the dormitories. The 
staff members of the dormitories

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security growth reflection of changing needs

In the last 16 years, the 
Bradley security force has grown 
from a three-man crew of night 
watchmen to a 13-man operation. 

Curley Johnson, present 
director of security, took formal 
charge of the security department 
May 1, 1970. 

Before being hired as Bradley’s 
security director, Johnson had 
worked as a juvenile parole agent 
in Chicago and was employed 
part-time with the Chicago Youth 
Center Street Program, an 
organization dealing with gang 
problems. 

Johnson, Bradley’s fourth 
director of security, returned to 
his alma mater upon his 
appointment. He had been a 
member of the Bradley basketball 
team which won the National 
Invitational Tournament in 1957. 

He became director of security 
at a turbulent time in Bradley 
history. Four days after Johnson 
was in office the death of four 
students at Kent State touched 
off a two day distrubance on 
campus. 


In a two week period following 
the Kent State tragedy, five arson 
attempts were made on university 
property. 

“He was hired about four or 
five days before the Kent State 
disorders,” recalled Dean of Men 
Edward King, who was the 
temporary chief of security before 
Johnson’s appointment. “He 
really hung in there and did a fine 
job.” 

In the fall of 1969, before 
Johnson’s appointment, 81 black 
students took over the Student 
Center in a protest over a $300 
tuition hike. In the spring of 
1970, the war moratorium day 
was observed on campus by rallies 
and a march. 

Before Jan. 1956, the only 
security force on campus was a 
night watchmen crew, which 
patrolled the campus from 6 p.m. 
to 2 a.m., according to King. 

The three-man full-time staff 
under the direction of Gus Beach 
began arming itself after an 
incident involving Beach in the 
middle 1950’s. 

“Some guys tried to attack 
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him.” King said. “They were not 
college kids. They probably 
wanted his keys because he had 
keys to all the buildings. After 
that, he carried a gun.” 

At that time the watchmen had 
been part of the Plant Operations 
office. Tom Taylor, current 
director of purchasing, worked in 
that office at the time. 

“It was a fire patrol. Check 
that the doors are locked, watch 
out for fires - that sort of thing,” 
Taylor said. 

The first day-time patrol of the 
campus came when Russ Fuller 
was hired by Bradley on Jan. 9, 
1956. Fuller walked the campus 
and was primarily concerned with 
traffic and ticketing. 

With 22 years of service in the 
Peoria County Sheriff’s 
Department before coming to 
Bradley, Fuller was a one-man 
security force. 

In Aug. 1958, Fuller moved to 
head up the maintenance staff in 
the field house. 

Chester Stanley became the 
next director of security when he 
replaced Fuller. It was under 
Stanley’s tenure as chief that 
security first enalrged its staff. 

During the scholastic year 
1967-68 three new officers were 
hired and purchases involving a 
car, uniforms, and radio 
equipment were made. 

Stanley was relieved of his 
duties as director of security as a 
result of an incident involving the 
macing of one of three Black 
Panthers Sept. 23, 1969. 

According to a Scout article, 
the trio, none of whom were 
Bradley students, had been selling 
Black Panther newspapers on the 
corner of St. James and Elmwood. 
Stanley had approached the three 
and told them to stop selling the 
papers or leave because they were 
soliciting on private property 
without permission. 

Another security officer and a 
Peoria policewoman then arrived 
on the scene and placed the three, 
Edward McChriston, 20, Steve 
Hobbs, 17, and Mark Clark, 22, 
under arrest (Clark was later killed 
in a police raid in Chicago). 

Hobbs and Clark went 
peacefully, but McChriston, 
according to police reports, 
became “vulgar and abusive.” He 


attempted to run away but was 
maced by Stanley. 

Trespassing charges against the 
three were dropped but 
McChriston was charged with 
disorderly conduct and resisting 
arrest. 

As a result of the incident, 
Stanley was relieved of his duties 
and the then Bradley President 
Talman Van Arsdale announced 


three part-time switchboard 
operators are also on the security 
staff. 

Personnel matters rest entirely 
in the hands of the chief of 
security, one of 12 departments in 
the Office for Student Services. 

He (Johnson) is the director 
of security,” said Dr. Richard 
Trumpe, vice-president for 
student service “Ha hiw 
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that security officers would not 
wear guns or carry chemical mace 
on patrol during daylight hours. 

King was then appointed 
interim chief of security until a 
replacement could be found. Sgt. 
Herman Cornish of Peoria Police 
Department was appointed 
advisor to King. 

“After Mr. Stanley left, I was 
appointed as interim security 
chief and I employed the services 
of Herman Cornish,” said King. 
“He came to work with our 
security officers. He was the one 
who gave them pistol training and 
night stick training.” 

Soon after this, security 
became a department of the 
Office for Student Services, 
according to Taylor. 

The present security staff 
includes nine full-time officers 
who work a 40-hour-week and 
three part-time officers according 
to Johnson. Three full-time and 


fires his own people.” 

Johnson said most hiring is 
done through the chief of security 
of Illinois Central College (ICC). 
The starting salary for security 
officers is $5,184. 

“When there’s an opening,” 
said Johnson, “I call Don Frame 
at ICC and tell him that we have 
an opening. He usually sends some 
people over.” 

According to Johnson, the 
officers, when hired, are given a 
single sheet of paper listing their 
29 duties as security officer. 

“We don’t have an operations 
manual,” Johnson said. He added 
that he didn’t know whose j 
responsibility it was to make one 
but he said he is in the process of 
compiling one for the security 
staff.

BU campus security involves 

Peoria city police says chief

Peoria City Police have 
investigated campus disorders in 
the past , have ticketed 
illegally-parked cars on campus 
and, most recently , have been 
involved in a case of attempted 
extortion in a dormitory. 

To find out what jurisdiction 
city police have on the Bradley 
campus, and what their 
relationship is with the Bradley 
Security Force , the Scout spoke 
to City of Peoria Chief of Police 
Robert Latham. 

A “verbal agreement” exists 
between Peoria Police Chief 
Robert Latham and Bradley 
Security Director Curley Johnson 
that the city police will step in 
and handle any situation on the 
Bradley campus involving a 
“criminal act,” Latham said 
Monday. 

Latham added that even 
though Bradley is on private 
property, “it is still located within 
the city limits of Peoria, and city 
police are required to attend to 
any actions of a criminal nature in 
the city of Peoria.” 

The Peoria police are presently 
honoring calls for assistance from 
Bradley security, and also are 
receiving theft reports daily. 

He added the Peoria police had 
always had good cooperation 
from the Bradley Security Force. 

Latham, in describing the 
relationship between that city 
police and the Bradley Security 
Force, implied he might be 
directly involved in the 
consequences of the recently 
published Student Seante 
committee investigation of 
Bradley security. 

Latham stated, “The Bradley 
security police bear a special 
police commission from the

Johnson said he has gotten a 
number of complaints about dogs 
being both on campus and in 
classrooms. 


Peoria Police Department to give 
them their power for police 
functions.” \ 

Though hired and trained by 
Bradley, Latham said if an officer 
is lacking in the performance of 
his duties, “I do have the 
authority to withdraw his 
commission.” 

Latham said his authority 
would apply in cases where a 
“special policeman” was found 
guilty of an abnormal attitude for 
a policeman or of conduct 
unbecoming of an officer. 

All training requirements for 
the “special police commission” 
in an area like the Bradley 
Security Force are, however, 
“defined by guidelines set up by 
Bradley itself.” 

He added, “I have heard 
rumors of the investigation of the 
Bradley Security Force, but there 
are no problems with either the 
director or the security force that 
I am aware of.” 

Latham said because of these 
rumors he was “considering a call 
up there” to check on the 
situation. He said Dean Edward 
King was who he considered 
calling. 

Concerning security forces at 
other schools, Latham was most 
familiar with the security 
operations at the University of 
Michigan and Michigan State 
University. 

Michigan, Latham said, 
contracts with the city of Ann 
Arbor to secure its campus. Ann 
Arbor police handle all security 
functions. 

At Michigan State, security 
functions are assigned to students, 
generally over 21, Latham said, 
who are involved in police 
administration courses at the 
university.

“Most major colleges have 
trained personnel,” Latham 
noted, “and they themselves train 
their security personnel.” 

He added, “1 believe a 
well-trained security force would 
be an advantage to Bradley 
University, to the Peoria Police 
Department, and also to the 
Peoria community.” 


Johnson in particular, has come 
under attack from the report 
compiled by the ad hoc 
committee commissioned and 
headed by All-School President 
Tim Engen. 

Johnson said some of the 
accusations made in the report are 
true, “but they can be justified. 
One prime example is the charge 
that I have slept in students’ 
rooms. I have , slept in students’ 
rooms but it has not been on 
university time,” Johnson added. 

When asked about an incident 
contained in the report in which 
he alledgedly began to draw his gun 
after being awakened by a resident 
advisor entering his (the advisor’s) 
own room in a dormitory, Johnson 
replied, “I don’t recall thatincident 
happening.” 

Another.committee accusation 
concerning Johnson dealt with 
Johnson filling his personal car 
with gas at the security 
department’s expense. “I have 
gotten gas on the department’s 
account simply because I drive my 
car around for security purposes, 
attending meetings and 
conducting university business,” 
Johnson said. 

Johnson also denied there is 
any preferential treatment given 
to faculty and some students 
regarding ticketing procedures, 
one of the accusations made in 
the report. 

In general, Johnson said, 
security procedures have not 
changed since the ad hoc 


committee report’s release to the 
administration last Friday. 

Johnson said a security 
advisory committee was formed in 
October to evaluate and 
recommend changes in security 
procedures. The Senate ad hoc 
committee began its investigation 
Oct. 2. 

According to Johnson the idea 
of the advisory committee came 
from Dr. Richard Trumpe, vice 
president of student services and 
Johnson’s immediate superior. 

Johnson said he had not heard 
from the administration since the 
report was released to them but 
later admitted that he had talked 
to Trumpe Monday. “I don’t 
know whether he was negative or 
positive on the report,” Johnson 
said. 

Speaking about the 
investigation by the ad hoc 
committee, Johnson said “I really 
feel this is a serious situation. My 
main regret in the whole situation 
is that people didn’t come and 
talk to me about situations.” 

He noted that one of the 
security staff had “ruffled 
through my files.” He added that 
the material was of a 
“documentary nature,’’ 
specifically reports concerning 
inoperative communications 
equipment. 

“I have nothing to hide. If I 
had something to hide these 
records wouldn’t have been in the 
cabinet. They (staff) should have 
come to me,” Johnson said.

mendations had gone “through 
the proper channels.” 

Abegg, Engen said, would 
make no further comment. 

However, a university 
committee has already been 
formed to handle problems 
concerning the security force, 
according to Dr. Richard Trumpe, 


vice-president for student services. 

Trumpe said Monday that an 
advisory committee for the 
security department had been 
formed several weeks ago. The 
committee includes 
representatives of the Peoria 
police, fire, and park district 
police departments, along with 
members of the security force, 
and will be headed by Director of 
Security Curley Johnson. 

‘The advisory committee,” 
Trumpe said, “will include good 
on-campus inputs, a tie-in with 
the community, and will get 
professional inputs and 
interaction to keep security at 
Bradley University sharp.” 

Trumpe said he considers 
security at Bradley not merely the 
responsibility of the security 
force, but “a global type of 
thing,” which he said would 
include, along with security 
personnel, also buildings and 
grounds personnel, staff members, 
and students. 

“We plan to have the advisory 
committee meet,” said Trumpe, 
“and have everybody give his 
views on the report, including the 
director of security as well as the 
the students involved in the 
investigation. They (the 
committee) will then report to 
me.” 

Trumpe added, “Both Tim 
Engen and Curley Johnson said 
they are willing to go along with 
this idea.” 


inform his resident advisor or 
head resident immediately. 

A no ther communication 
problem concerns the security 
dispatcher (operator), the report 
said. The dispatcher, according to 
the report, should take clear 
messages and deal with them 
immediately. 

In regard to the problem of 
theft on the Bradley campus, the 
report stated that the theft rate 
on Bradley’s campus is “one of 
the highest in the city over a 
limited area.” 

In view of these findings, the 
committee recommends all 
security officers be introduced to 
incoming freshman at orientation 
and to all staff members at the 
training sessions each semester. At 
this time an explanation of the 
security officers’ duties and 
authority should be included. 

Other recommendations 
include training dispatchers to 
take all messages with the degree 
of seriousness and immediacy 
intended by the caller and 
informing students of ways they 
can aid the security force. 

Finally the committee 
recommended that dormitory 
lobbies be periodically patrolled 
by campus security to secure 
residents from non-student 
harrassment.

Children’s theatre need not 
bore drowsy parents to distraction 
and must not ignore the 
perception of intelligent children. 

Happily Tom Joyce’s polished 
little production of Pegora the 
Witch never insults a child’s 
maturing sense of humor or 
sedates his accompanying 
guardian. 

Carol Lynn Wright’s script is 
shrewdly written for today’s 
television oriented audience, and 
thank God, it is not heavy, sugary 
confection with a tacked on moral 
befitting a Biblical parable. 

Pegora is light, frothy, and at 
times, just plain silly. But there is 
skill in the writing, a sophisticated 
awareness of today’s discerning 
media-conscious child. Wright and 
Joyce, have taken a fairy tale and 
cleverly dressed it with the 
modern idiom. The dialogue is 
laced with contemporary 
references and stylized 
colloquialisms. 

It is the sort of work that begs 
for a fastpaced, campy treatment, 
and this Joyce has done with great 
aplomb. 


Joyce has wisely employed a 
combination of the cliched and 
the original. Maribeth 
Monterastelli’s “Mother 
Martacloy” is a stark and 
predictable head witch, as every 
child would expect and want her 
to be.

New Mexico State finished 19-6 last year and returns four 
starters, including 7-0 Roland “Tree” Grant and guard John 
Williamson who averaged 27.1 in his sophomore year. 
Forwards will be big with 6-6, 6-7, and 6-8 players vying for 
starting spots. The Aggies have sufficient size, strength, and 
ability to unseat Memphis State. 

The Tigers from Memphis have two all-Valley players back 
from last season’s 21-7 squad. The leading scorer in the 
conference, guard Larry Finch (25.9), has front-line support 
with 6-9 forward Ronnie Robinson (15.8 points, 12.3 
rebounds). Three talented junior college transfers, all over 
6-7, will compete with a highly-talented group of freshmen 
for the other starting spots. 

St. Louis has three starters returning, including 6-8 Harry 
Rogers (18.7), the Billikens’ leading scorer, who is versatile 
enough to play every position well. Four talented 
sophomores from last year’s frosh team (15-0, and ranked 
eighth nationally) should provide immediate help and depth. 

Bradley will need to rely on its traditionally strong 
defense led by a surplus of quality guards and the “secretary 
of defense” Seymour Reed (6-6 and Sophomore-of-the-Year 
in the MVC last season). If sophomore forward Mark Dohner 
(6-9 and a 24.4 point average as a freshman) can make up for 
some of the scoring lost through graduation, the Braves could 
be a long shot for a top spot. A nack of playing well against 
strong opponents has brought victories against odds in the 
past and will be an important asset if the 72-73 squad can 
continue the trend. 

Drake has eight lettermen returning, including four 
starters, making an improvement on a 7-19 record a distinct 
possibility. 

Wichita State finds one starter back and will try to 
develop five JuCo transfers into major college players. If 
early season goes well the Shockers may be a big factor 
before the race is over.

Wichita State and A1 Walker 
ran away with team and individual 
titles, and host Bradley took 
fourth pl^ce in the season-ending 
Missouri Valley Conference 
Cross-country Championships at 
Newman Golf Course last 
Saturday. 

Runner-up North Texas State 
(78 points) and third-place Drake 
(81) turned down Bradley’s 87 
point bid in a tight three-way 
schuffle for second. 

Wichita romped to its second 
straight MVC title, collecting a 


13th places. Schoof said Wichita is 
“ . . certainly one of the best 
teams in the country. I can’t help 
but predict that Wichita will finish 
among the top ten in the NCAA 
finals.” 

North Texas took second 
mainly as a result of Chuck 
Mork’s third and the seventh place 
of Don Everett.

Jim Winfield led Bradley with 
10th place, running his career 
personal best of 25:54 for the five 
miles. Schoof said he could recall 
no other Bradley MVC top-tenner 
since Rod Collins’ individual title 
in 1965. 

Seniors Mel Diab and John 
Armstrong were 14th and 16th in 
their last appearances as BU 
harriers. 

A1 Smith (21st) and Tom 
Campbell (26th) held up the last 
two-fifths of Bradley’s scoring 
quintet in the field of eight teams 
and 47 runners, while Tony 
Brocato and Bob Marich finished 
safely out of the scoring column. 

Wichita mopped up the team 
title with 1st, 4th, 5th, 6th and 


Schoof, “and I noticed that North 
Texas was improving in every 
meet.

City police chief offers advice

The Bradley Security Force 
will be receiving suggestions for 
improvement and also training 
help in several areas from the 
Peoria city police department, 
said Dr. Richard M. Trumpe, 



from the city police, in firearms 
qualifications “to meet the 
standards for certification for 
special police,” Trumpe said. 

In conjunction with the police 
lieutenant in charge of officer 
training, security men will also go 
on patrol in Peoria with recent 
graduates of the city police 
training program. 

Concerning the need for an 
operations manual for the security 
force, Trumpe said Director 
Curley Johnson at this time has in 
his possession manuals of other 
university and special police 
forces. 

Trumpe said the development 
of an operations manual was a top 
priority, and added “we will be 
getting something in print as soon 
as possible.” 

Trumpe also said he had 
inspected security department 
equipment such as patrol cars and 


two-way radios and found them 
to be “in the highest state 
possible” and “better than what 
the report said.” 

A patrol car did break down 
over the weekend, however 
Trumpe considered this an 
“unfortunate” coincidence. 

He added that both of the 
university’s security cars were 
under repair at service 


departments in the area, and as a 
result security personnel used 
their own vehicles on patrol at 
times in the past week. 

“We’ll do whatever we have to 
do to get the job done,” Trumpe 
said. 

Asked why the university 
hadn’t acted sooner in an 
investigation of the competency 
of the security force, Trumpe 


replied that inefficiency or 
incompetency in the department 
had not been brought to his 
attention. 

“There wasn’t any hint of 
these things (referring to the 
Student Senate investigation)going 
on,” Trumpe said. “It wasn’t until 
the later part of the summer that I 
began hearing rumors, and began 
checking into them.”

Justice discussion unresolved

Student Senate defeated a 
motion Monday that would have 
apened the appointment of 
Student Supreme Court Chief 
Justice to students other than 
former justices.

The defeat, however, prompted 
a new motion which calls for the 
eligibility of court attorneys, as 
well as justices and persons 
outside the court if the 
necessity arises. 

The original motion, presented 
to Senate by Junior Sen. Ian 
Malatesta, stated the position of 
chief justice should no longer be 
restricted to those students who 
have served in the court for at 
least one semester. 


Malatesta contended the choice 
should not be limited, especially if 
a student outside the court is 
more qualified for the job than a 
present justice. Junior Sen. Chip 
Colletti added that there should 
be somewhere else to turn if the 
caliber of justices is not high 
enough to merit one of them 
becoming chief justice. 

Opponents of the original 
motion argued that a person 
outside the court could not have 
the experience necessary to 
become chief justice, and that 
there is the possibility that future 
appointments could be influenced 
by politicking rather than by 
consideration of the competency 
of the individuals involved. 

i his motion, which would have 
required a change in the school’s 
constitution, was defeated, but 
Colletti presented a second 
version that would expand 
consideration to include attorneys 
as well as justices. 

The new motion, automatically 
tabled for one week, would 
further provide for applications to 
be submitted from students 
outside the court in the extreme 
case that no attorneys or justices 
return to the court. Consideration 
of the new motion is expected to 
begin at next Monday’s Senate 
meeting. 

Soph. Sen. Tom Orr 
announced that he would be 
unable to leave for Springfield 
until after Thanksgiving to check 


into the Association of Illinois 
Student Governments, (AISG), 
and the possibility of Bradley 
joining the organization. 

AISG is being considered by 
Senate to fill the void created 
when Bradley pulled out of 
the National Student Association.

council has yet to decide how 
many signatures need be on a 


petition to get a candidate’s name 
on the ballot. Petitions are due 
Dec. 16. 

In a phone conversation 
Wednesday, Liddell said that 
among other things, he would 
hope to stop the congestion on 
West Main St., provide equal and 
effective city services throughout 
Peoria, and work for a strong 
ordinance to fight poor housing 
conditions, particularly in the 
Bradley area, which are caused by 
irresponsible absentee landlords. 

Liddell, a father of four, has 
taught at Bradley since 1964. He 
holds a bachelor’s degree from St. 
Vincent College in Pennsylvania, 
and a master’s and doctorate in 
philosophy from the University of 
Michigan. 

A recent supporter of Sen. 
George McGovern, Liddell ran for 
the Peoria County Board in 1967 
but was defeated. 

Liddell said that neither Ardis 
nor 3rd Ward Aid. Ralph Metts 
has declared his candidacy for the 
2nd Ward seat. 
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People tired of liberalism 


People have come back to 
sanity by re-electing President 
Nixon, according to Dr. Alfred 
Katz, associate professor of 
political science. 

“If it was a close race 
McGovern could have blamed it 
on a specific case such as the 
Eagleton affair,” Katz said about 
the landslide loss which he 
considers comparable to Barry 
Goldwater’s defeat in 1964. 

Katz cited several reasons for 
McGovern’s defeat. “The 
Democrats’ best case was the 
economy, but McGovern 
emphasized defense and the war 
in Vietnam. He retracted his 
economic policy and the Eagleton 
affair showed his indecisiveness.” 

Many votes for Nixon were 
votes against McGovern, according 
to Katz. With McGovern’s 
nomination, the Democratic party 
was taken over by the extreme 
left movement. ‘The party 
became the party of the blacks, 
the women’s liberation movement 
and the youth. After the reforms 
were brought in, the party was no 
longer open,” Katz said. 

Staff on trial 

Seventeen members of the 
Bradley dorm staff were tried 
before the Student Supreme 
Court for forging identification in 
a closed session Nov. 5. 

The students range from 
assistant resident advisors to 
assistant head residents, according 
to Jean Dover, Supreme Court 
liaison officer. 

Normally, when students are 
charged they have the choice of 
being tried before the dean of 
men, the dean of women, the 
Supreme Court, or the University 
Court. 

In this case, however, Dean of 
Men Edward King declined his 
option for the case. “I choose to 
step down because of my 
relationship with the students,” 
he said. 

When asked the nature of this 
relationship, King said, “I can’t 
comment on that relationship 
with the students; it would 
involve releasing their names.”

of liberalism, indicates why Nixon 
carried the country so heavily. 
“People are tired of liberalism, 
tired of crime and tired of racial 
conflicts,” he said. 

Katz also commented on the 
Dan Walker victory in Illinois. “I 
think Walker’s victory was tragic. 
It gives national prominence to a 
man who does not deserve it. 
Walker is a populist who stands 
for nothing and that is why he 
confused the people into voting 
for him,” Katz said. 

Katz considers Walker’s 
campaign unethical. “In the 
beginning, he was against the 
system and at the end he was 
playing ball with Daley.” 

He thinks Walker will be an 
efficient governor but will not get 
much done because' of the 
Republican legislature.

Prof says own interests key for blacks

Blacks in the United States 
need to organize around their own 
interests' Ron Daniels, first 
chairman of Freedom, Inc., told a 
sparse Field House audience. 

Daniels spoke as part of 
Bradley’s continuing Lecture-Arts 
series. 

A professor at Youngstown 
University and a Pan-African 
Nationalist, Daniels analyzed the 
recent elections and requested 
blacks to do some “soul 
searching” in the aftermath of 
Richard Nixon’s re-election. 

He pointed out that, obviously, 
the people who re-elected the 
President didn’t care about what 
the Watergate incident or the 
wheat deal bargaining said about 
the attitudes of this country. 

How then, Daniels asked, can 
they care about the black 
situation in the United States.? 

Blacks must get over the 
romantic notions they have about 
freedom and come to the reality, 
that there is no freedom in 
disunity, said Daniels. 

Most whites, Daniels 
continued, don’t have equal 
opportunity, so how can blacks? 
The “guarantee of the free 
enterprise system’’ is the 


perpetuation of the triangle of 
elitism, with the power structure 
determining the role of blacks to 
coincide with the best interests of 
the elite. 

Daniels said the “first reality” 
for blacks, is th^t those in power 
will try to protect their vested 
interests, especially the financial. 
He noted the social Darwinism of 
the Carnegie years as one example 
of this. 


interrupted economic patterns, 
especially in the South. 

Integration was “bad for 
business,” and blacks had no 
access to the financial means of 
getting a piece of the action. 

Politically blacks are asking the 
same questions in 1972 that they 
were asking in 1872, stated 
Daniels. One of the goals of a 
recent convention in Gary, Ind., 
was the formation of an

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Disorganization cannot 
compete with such forces, he said. 
When a system is trying to 
perpetuate certain myths, blacks 
are often times not in the best 
interest. 

Dr. King was effective, said 
Daniels, not so much because he 
“disturbed” the morality of the 
country, but because he 


independent political interest, a 
black political agenda. 

The NAACP, the Urban 
League, et. al. do not represent all 
blacks, he said, but if all come 
together the result would be 
approximately equal to a “black 
general will.”

interests are they can proceed to 
bargain with the power structure 
and gain the respect of those they 
need to bargain with. 

Gary has started to build a 
community, said Daniels, an 
organization that would make 
blacks producers as well as 
consumers, give them a chance to 
directly affect their own destiny 
by controlling some of the 
business, and help them protect 
their own interests. 

Daniels spoke of change, not in 
the sense of violence but in the 
sense of creation—the creation of a 
political and economic instrument 
for black people with black 
interests. 

In programs such as housing 
projects, Daniels felt blacks do 
not realize how much they are 
getting because the building and 
operations of these projects are 
going to contractors outside the 
black community who are making 
huge profits. 

If a project is designed to help 
blacks, blacks should help in the 
building and administration, 
Daniels said. 

He added blacks must be 
“coldly scientific” when dealing 
with the power structure. 

When the president says a little 
unemployment helps cool-off a 
hot economy, it is the blacks on 
the bottom who make up the 
little unemployment, Daniels said. 

“The ballgame,” Daniels said, 
“is not about integration or 
segregation, but about group 
interest.” 

Daniels told black students in 
the audience to stay in school, 
earn the degree, but take their 
education back to the black 
community and continue to learn 
about the community. 

Blacks, he said, must learn to 
compete in a world where 
negotiation and protection of 
group interests mean everything.

Election aftermath leaves most 
campuses in a state of apathy 


The campus mood across the 
country following the Nov. 7 
Presidential election ranged from 
that of “intense depression” to 
feeling “pretty happy” at 
President Richard Nixon’s 61% 
victory over Senator George 
McGovern. 

In a random survey of 15 
colleges and universities from 
various sections of the United 
States, the general campus 
reaction was summed as being 
“apathetic.” 

“It’s a rather dull campus,” 
said a student from Eastern 
Montana College in Billings, “dull, 
dead and apathetic. Everybody 
was rather confused. They didn’t 
know who to vote for. A typical 
response 1 got was ‘Oh, boy. We 
have two nothings to vote for.” 

“No one cares,” said a student 
from Western Illinois University in 
Macomb, where Nixon defeated 
McGovern by less than 100 votes. 
Although voter registration drives 
had been extensive at that 
campus, less than a quarter of the 
student population had registered 
to vote. 

“Student government spent a 
lot of time and effort in this 
campaign,” continued the 
student, “but it didn’t work. This 
school is nowhere. I only see 
about 2,000 of the students here, 
out of 14,000. The rest of them 
all go home on the weekends.” 

A poll taken last year at Wright 
State University in Dayton, Ohio 
showed 76% of the student body 
were against Nixon. Reaction to 
the election, however, was “so 
what.” 

“Students here are more 
interested in their midterms and 
finals. They know the war is 
slowing down and they don’t 
want to risk it, if the peace talks 
come through.” 

Students at the University of 
Alaska in Fairbanks voted three to 
two for McGovern, but because of 
the state’s distance from the rest 
of the United States, said a 
student there, “most of us are not 
as involved in national poliitics.” 

“It’s very hard to get anything 
going here. People just sign 
petitions. Drugs and student 
government are the main issues.” 


Some people, he said, are 
accelerating their plans to 
emigrate to Canada. A solution 
for others was “the U.S. can do 
what it wants, we’ll just go into 
the woods.” 

Although 85% of the student 
body at American University in 
Washington, D.C. voted for 
McGovern, most of them 
expected that he would lose. 
“Everybody knew it was coming.” 

“Apathy is what got Nixon 
elected that’s it,” said a student, 
disregarding the high voter 
turnout at his school. 

‘The explanation is deeper 
than just apathy,” noted a 
University of California student in 
Berkeley. “We didn’t have much 
hope. It was obvious Nixon was 
going to win, and we accepted the 
outcome before it happened.” 

“Students would say, ‘I’m 
gonna vote and then Fm gonna 
get wasted’.” 

About 300 people in Berkeley 
demonstrated and attempted to 
crash Telegraph Avenue, but 
according to one observer, “they 
were just going through the 
motions. It was as dispirited a riot 
as the election campaign.” 

More interest was generated in 
the local elections in Berkeley 
than in the national elections. 
Proposition M, which would have 
required a 50% majority for any 
candidate to run in a regular 
election, was defeated. Plans are 
now being made for the April 
elections where radicals hope to 
win the city council. 

Two thousand marched 
through the streets of Madison, 
Wisconsin in a two day 
demonstration which erupted 
election night. Fourteen 
demonstrators were arrested. 
McGovern had lost Wisconsin by a 
nine point difference, but won 
82% of the student vote at the 
University of Wisconsin. 

“The major realization,” said a 
student there, “is that frustration 
doesn’t mean anything. We have 
four more years of work to do.” 

In Massachusetts, the only 
state that McGovern won, 
sense of “overwhelming and 
unique pride in being a member of 
the Commonwealth” has emerged 


among the majority of the 
students in that state. 

A speech by Ralph Nader at 
the University of Massachusetts in 
Boston received a great deal of 
response when he said, 
“Massachusetts is a political oasis 
for the nation.” 

In Buffalo, New York, which 
along with New York City carried 
the McGovern vote, a defense 
project building was bombed at 
the State University of New York 
at Buffalo. In a letter sent to the 
student newspaper, a group 
signing themselves “Venceremos” 
claimed responsibility for the 
bombing. 

Some college campuses, 
however, did not express 
disappointment in the election 
results. Some students felt that if 
McGovern were elected, the 
country “would have been 
worse.” 

A student at the South Dakota 
School of Mines and Technology 
in Rapid City commented that, 
“McGovern scared me to death. I 
was going to move to Australia if 
he got elected.” 

“Most people are glad here,” 
he continued, “McGovern’s 
welfare program turned off 
people. I just couldn’t be any 
happier that he lost. He was just a 
fantastic talker with no rational 
ideas. He found out what the kids 
wanted to hear, and then he’d say 
it.” 

In a phone survey at Iowa 
State University in Ames, 
McGovern won the student vote 
by 52%. However, when students 
were asked whose war policy they 
preferred, they came out one 
point more for Nixon. 

Again the campus mood at 
Iowa State was termed as being 
apathetic. “Less than ten people 
were active in the McGovern for 
President organization,” said a 
student there. 

Nixon won 75% of the student 
vote at John Brown University in 
Siloam Springs, Arkansas. Said 
one student there, “The campus is 
pretty conservative. The majority 
were happy Nixon won. I can’t 
say I was for Nixon-I guess I 
think a little more.”

criticized 

I awoke last Friday morning 
prepared to face an average day of 
classes. As I was walking down the 
hall toward the elevator someone 
shouted to me “Hey Andy, did 
you see your name in the Scout?” 

Much to my chagrin 1 looked 
at the paper, and lo and behold, 
there was my name under the 
heading of “Court, SBR in 
Conflict?” You may be asking 
yourself “why is he so upset 
about seeing his name in the 
paper?" Well, I’ll explain it as 
simply as possible.

session, the press is free to sit in 
and report the proceedings to the 
student body. 

Andrew Silverman chose to 
have his trial heard in an open 
session. 

The Scout chose not to attend. 

I began this letter by suggesting 
that Andrew Silverman was dealt 
a serious injustice, and I am 
prepared to support that 
suggestion now. 

1 will begin by pointing out the 
fact that the Scout has had a long 
history of remaining absent from 
court proceedings, and 
consequently cannot possibly 
report what goes on there with an 
significant degree of authenticy. 

Such remarkable insight on the 
part of your reporters is highly 
commendable, but also highly 
questionable. It seems your paper 
has completely discarded the 
age-old principle of “first-hand 
reporting”. 

Secondly, I am of the

made by Andrew Silverman in 
regards to not having his name 
published in connection with the 
case.

Since your paper has decided 
not to consider the interests of 
the defendants, I can no longer 
allow a case to be heard in an 
open session. This means that the 
students attending this school will 
not know in the least of what the 
court is doing or what its 
opinions are on any issue that 
may be raised. 

The interests of the defendant 
must be protected, and since your 
paper has taken it upon itself to 
print anything it damn well 
pleases, then it is you who are to 
blame for keeping the student 
body uninformed and separated 
from the court and how it is 
operating.

One of the basic concepts of a “Here I 
am - Now We Are” life style is awareness. 
Modern behavioral science literature, 
religious books and people just living are all 
concerned with awareness. Their reason for 
such emphasis is that man is such a 
well-equipped mammal that he should 
therefore use all the resources he has been 
given. Today we will examine some of the 
thoughts on awareness. 

William Schutz starts off his book Joy 
with “After many years of being all but 
ignored, the importance of 
body-functioning to emotional states" is 
becoming recognized more widely and 
applied to growth-producing situations.”

Explaining, planning, 
guessing, imagining are of this type. 

Awareness then involves a total human 
being. Often we think of man as having a 
brain, one part, and a body, second part. A 
dichotomy of this kind is not an accurate 
description of man. 

Theory is nice, but is there a way to put 
this in practice? Yes! More and more 
alternatives are being offered to tune in, 
keep in touch, etc. 

— Drugs. Despite the problems of 
unknown contents, legality, etc., many 
students find drugs expand their 
consciousness. Most of this awareness 
happens in the third zone of awareness - 
fantasy activity. It is a weighty risk! 

-Sex. This is probably one of the few 
instances during which man is totally 
“turned on” or fully aware. Most of this 
activity is in zones one and two. 

-Studying. However “down” one feels 
about studying, it is an increase of 
awareness - zone three. 

—Athletics - Active participation 
heightens awareness of zone one. 

This list is endless as one examines the 
motions we go through each day. But it is 
not what we go through but how we go 
through life that provides the difference. 
Just existing, waiting for each day to end, 
does not provide the joy that exists in life. 
You must be able to free up, explore, 
experiment, experience, to be fully alive. 
Awareness really is an attitude of living, a 
life style. 

So if you ever experience someone 
hard -nosed, a sorehead, a heart break, a stiff 
upper lip, a starry -eyed young lady, a 
spine-tingling adventure or have to get 
something off your chest, just relax, keep 
in touch and enjoy.

New drug leaves “nude bodies everywhere

“There were nude bodies 
everywhere, squirming to get off 
of a large throw rug and into their 
clothes.” 

The setting of a new 
pornographic movie? No—the 
police report of a raid on a 
methaqualone party, America’s 
aphrodisiac drug kick that is 
spreading fast. 

Called “The Love Drug” by 
users because of its reported 
loosening of inhibitions, police 
first started noticing large scale 
methaqualone abuse about six 
months ago. 

“We began finding those little 
white tablets,” said one narcotics 
agent, “along with the regular 
assortment of pot and pills. It sent 
us running for our copy of the 
Physicians ’ Desk Reference (a 
book containing data and pictures 
of all prescription medicines) to 
find out what everybody was 
using.” 

Made under the trade name 
Parest, SOPOR, and Quaalude, 
methaqualone is a non-barbiturate 
sedative given to patients who 
have trouble sleeping. Unlike most 
other "downs,” methaqualone is 
not physically addictive, but it 
can cause psychological 


dependency. 

Illegal users of the drug claim it 
causes drunkenness, slurring of 
words and loss of muscle control. 
But perhaps the best-liked effect 
and definitely the reason most 
give for its growing popularity is 
its enhancement of the sex drive. 

Orgies among users are not 
uncommon and the racy drug is in 
great demand with the “swinger” 
groups of young, married couples. 
One Atlanta doctor prescribed 
methaqualone for co-ed patients, 
visiting them after office hours 
when he knew their libido would 
at at its height. And many 
arrested recently for sex crimes 
have been found to be under the 
influence of the drug. 

“It makes you float right into 
an affair,” said a dental assistant 
who uses no other drugs except 
marijuana. “I have to watch who I 
take it with as it makes you more 
susceptible.” 

“You desire sex more,” a 
pretty, 21-year-old stewardess 
explained. “But it’s not like these 
old jokes about ‘Spanish Fly.’ 
You don’t hop in bed with the 
first person you see. If you are 
with a guy that appeals to you, it 
is more likely to happen, that’s 
all,” 

It is methaqualone’s use as a 
love potion that has officials 
worried. “This drug is not a

harmless placebo to be used at 
every campus mixer,” said Dr. 
David C. Smith, a Florida 
physician specializing in the 
treatment of drug problems. “It is 
a powerful central nervous system 
depressant that can cause internal 
bleeding and other horrors in 
overdose quantities. The fact that 
it has reported aphrodisiac 
qualities makes it all the more 
attractive to drug abusers, hence 
more dangerous.” 

Even such an unlikely crusader 
as Jerry Rubin has taken up the 
banner against methaqualone. 
During the recent demonstrations 
at Miami Beach’s political 
conventions, Rubin and his 
Yippies organized an 
‘‘Anti-Downers and 
Anti-Quaalude March” to protest 
against the increased use of these 
dangerous drugs. 

“I don’t care what the effects 
are, they are death,” said Rubin, 
clad in a red bathing suit for an 
outdoor press conference 
announcing the street action. And 
with Miami Beach Mayor Chuck 
Hall looking over his shoulder in 
approval, Rubin complained that 
“the government is shoving these 
Quaaludes down our throats to 
keep our minds sedated.” 

Despite Rubin’s explanation, 
methaqualone is spreading 
because there is money to be 
made selling the drug illegally and 
people want to buy it. One dealer 
on a southern campus picks up a 
tax-free $500 a week making five 
sales of 1000 pills each. “I could 
sell five times that amount if I 
could get them,” she said, adding, 
“that’s how much people want 
them.” 

The illegal pills and capsules 
come from the factories of some 
of the nation’s largest 
pharmaceutical manufacturers. 
Unlike barbiturates, no increased 
security precautions accompany 
the production of methaqualone, 
which is made by six companies in

varying forms. 

“Parest provides help for 
thousands of people without the 
danger of taking a barbiturate,” 
said a spokesman for Parke, Davis 
& Co., which manufactures 
the capsule sold in differing 
strengths. “We realize some of our 
drugs are finding their way into 
illegal markets and we are trying 
to do all we can to prevent it.” 

As of now, an arrest for 
methaqualone abuse is classified 
as “possession of a restricted drug 
without a prescription,” a minor 
charge in most areas. But Federal 
Food and Drug Administration 
officials are pressing Congress to 
pass firmer legislation against the 
drug. Within a year, narcotics 
agents hope to have such new 
laws. 


that all records are kept 
confidential from both parents 
and the health center here. 

“We don’t even find out if the 
patient had it or not. They are 
sent to either the health 
department or a private 
physician.” 

Literature concerning V.D. is 
available at the health center. “We 
are happy to see the literature go 
so fast,” she added. “At least then 
we know it’s helping.” 

Hasslebacher warned 
students that “if you think you 
have any of the symptoms at all, 
act immediately.” The Peoria 
Health Department is located at 
2126 Sheridan Road. A physician 
is available strictly for V.D. cases 
Monday—Friday from 1 p.m.—4 
p.m.

Swim coach: ‘I look 
to a winning season’ 


Replacing the graduated Robb 
Sellinger, Bradley record holder in 
seven events last year, will be the 
biggest task facing swimming 
coach Jim Spink as he leads his 16 
man squad into the 1972-73 
season. 

The Aqua-Braves will travel to 
South Bend, Ind., for the Notre 
Dame Relays in the season opener 
Dec. 1. In the dual meet opener, 
the team will travel to Northern 
Illinois at DeKalb Dec. 8. 

One of those expected to fill 
the void created by the loss of 
Sellinger is junior butterfly 
distanceman, Dave Mullins. He 
finished second in total points to 
Sellinger last season and holds 
three school records. 

Senior captain Frank Gentile 
also returns for another campaign. 
Gentile, who finished third in 
points last season, holds two 
school records in the backstroke. 

Sophomore Rob Loomis is a 
returning freestyler and has two 
relay team records to his credit. 
Two divers, Jim Sartori, a senior, 
and junior Kim Brokaw, with 
senior Chuck Iverson round out 
the returning corps. 

Spink will also have eight 
freshmen to work with this 
season. Two, Ed Siggelko and 
John Evers, were singled out as 
fine prospects. 

Referring to Evers, a breast 
stroker from Menomonee Falls, 
Wis., Spink said, “I expect John 
to break the school (breast stroke) 
record the first time he swims.” 

Bradley does not compete in 
the Missouri Valley Conference in 
swimming because as of yet; the 
sport is not fielded by the 
required number of five schools. 
Spink added that he expected 
swimming to be a Valley sport by 
next season. 

Looking to the schedule, Spink 
said, “It is tough to face what 


with the state schools always 
being tough because they do 
bigger recruiting and get more aid. 
But I look to have at least a 
winning season. 

“We have a few holes in the 
lineup and we are trying to find 
people to fill them now. Right 
now, we are lacking a freestyler to 
replace Sellinger. His loss will 
definitely be felt.”

Who do you know that has 
earned a karate black belt in 
Japan, spent a four and a half year 
hitch in the Navy, studied in 
Aberdeen, Scotland, and Tokyo 
Japan, is an electronics technician, 
a medical technician, metal lather, 
and plays a pretty mean game of 
tennis to boot? 

If this doesn’t sound like 
anybody you know, you are not 
acquainted with the Bradley 
Karate Club instructor, Dennis 
Hill. A former Bradley student, 
Hill splits his time between 
teaching karate and working on 
charcoal and oil paintings which 
he sells to support himself. 

Club members receive 
instruction six days a week for 
two to three hours a day. There 
are 20 men and 10 women in the 
club. The men learn karate while 
the women learn judo and 
aikide—methods of self-defense. 

The organization is always 
open to put on demonstrations 
for school organizations—it did 
two last semester. Bruce Ulrich, a 
brown belt, is the captain and 
Dave Thomas is the “most 
advanced member” of the club. 

Hill’s main goal as instructor is 
“to establish karate at Bradley, 
get it well-founded and keep it 
stable,” because of plans to return 
to Japan sometime next year. 


“I will guarantee that when I 
leave a Japanese black belt will 
come here to take over the 
program,” said Hill. “I know of 
several that would jump at the 
chance to come here.” 

A psychology major, Hill plans 
to enroll at Bradley again next 
semester. He studied psychology 
previously at the Royal Dundee 
Liff Mental Hospital in Scotland 
then at Sophia University in 
Tokyo. 

He received his black belt in 
December 1968 in Tokyo. The 
reception climaxed two years of 
study in which Hill said, “I lived 
day in and day out for karate.” 

While learning in Japan, Hill’s 
instructor was Master Iwaki whose 
teacher was Master Otsuka the 
founder of the Wado-Kai 
organization or style. Wado-Kai, 
which can be translated into “way 
of harmony,” is one of the four 
major styles in Japan. It is 
acknowledged to be the most 
practical style. 

“The value of a rank in karate 
is determined by the integrity of 
the style,” explained Hill. “Many 
karate schools in the U.S. tend 
to vary greatly in their 
long term value to the student.” 

Japanese karate is karate in its 
purest form. Here karate is taught 
as a sport. In Japan it is taught as

Bradley’s soccer Braves closed 
out the fall portion of their season 
with a 5-0 victory over 
Northwestern in a a game played 
at Meinen Field Saturday 
afternoon.

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Junior-varsity substitutes 
for frosh as second team

Bradley’s n ewly-established 
junior-varsity basketball team 
opens its first season Nov. 25 
under coach Chuck Buescher. 

“Most of the other schools 
across the country are going to 
the J V-and-varsity schedule 
instead of frosh-and-varsity since 


the NCAA declared freshmen 
eligible,” explained Buescher^ 
“and the JV schedule is the right 
system for Bradley at this time.” 

Buescher, last year’s assistant 
varsity coach, said that as far as he 
could recall Bradley has not 
fielded a junior varsity team since 
the early 1950’s. 


The JV squad consists of a 
backbone of eight players, plus 
four or five members of the 
varsity 16. 

‘The names and number of 
players from the varsity playing 
JV will probably change from 
time to time,” said Buescher. “It 
will depend on who is playing well 
for the varsity at a given time.” 

The eight members who will 
play for Buescher for most or all 
of the season are freshmen Tony 
Calanca, Randy Hamilton, Ed 
Miksis, sophomores Carl 
McDonald, John Carroll, Paul 
Zander, Roger Coulter, and senior 
player-manager Marv Bausman. 

BU cagers are allowed to 
appear in 26 games each season. 
“We have a 15 game schedule,” 
said Buescher, “so a player could 
play the whole season with us and 
still appear in 11 varsity games.” 

The JV coach said he expects 
an outstanding schedule in his 
first campaign. The toughest 
opponents are the JV squads of 
Southern Illinois, Louisville, 
Illinois State, Purdue, Iowa State 
(all are road games except the 
Iowa State contest) and 
home-and-away foes Drake and 
St. Louis. 

Bradley’s Papooses host the 
Quincy JV Nov. 25 at the 
usual 5:50 starting time as a 
preliminary contest to the varsity 
opener against Wabash College.

As the first official tip-off 
approaches, some differences in 
the sport of college basketball for 
1972-73 are apparent. 

The changes have occurred

“I can really notice a 
difference in student attitude 
now, as compared to when I 
played here,” said first-year 
assistant coach Joe Allen, an 
All-American at Bradley in 1968. 

“It used to be that the interest

Maybe I’ve just been a sports hack too long. But while 
working on a couple of controversial non-sport stories, I 
found myself almost unable to cope with the ‘different’ 
terminology that comes from the university’s hierarchy.

SCOUT: Care to be more specific? 

Frompou: No, just that we can do a better job and every 
effort is being made, by all our staff, to see that we do so by 
going through the proper channels. 

SCOUT: Do you think Bradley received fair treatment by 
the officials? 

Frompou: No, I do not. I think there were glaring 
inconsistencies in the way the refs handled the game. 


SCOUT: Care to be more specific? 

Frompou: Not at the present time. 

SCOUT: What do you think of Bradley’s chances of 
winning its next game? 

Frompou: No comment. 

SCOUT: Where do you think the greatest improvement on 
the team can be made? 

Frompou: No comment. 

SCOUT: Do apples grow on trees? Does the rain fall? Isa 
pig’s ass pork? 

Frompou: No comment, no comment, no comment. 

SCOUT: Are you sure you’re leveling with me? 

Frompou: I have nothing to hide. 

SCOUT: I guess that just about wraps it up for me. Do 
you have any final remarks? 

Frompou: I think you better be careful how you handle 
this story. If you overplay the importance of all this and 
word gets out that Bradley basketball is going to have a losing 
season, alumni contributions might fall. 

And if Bradley suffers a financial setback from 
contributers, the university as we know it could be ruined. 
Now you wouldn’t want to be responsible for the death and 
destruction of Bradley. Would you? 

SCOUT: Certainly not. 

Frompou: In that case, what I’m going to say to you now 
is strictly off the record. I think we have a definite problem 
here with no simple solution. What action is taken in the 
weeks to come will be of no critical importance. 

SCOUT: What can you say about this problem on the 
record? 

Frompou: No comment.

What's going on? 

Does anyone really know what is going on with security? 

It doesn’t seem that way. 

Why has Vice President Richard M. Trumpe assumed the 
position of Acting Director of Security when his own ability 
as supervisor of security has come under question from both 
the ad hoc committee report and the Black Student Alliance? 

And why has Trumpe assumed this position when he is 
responsible for nine other departments? Does he have the 
time to direct this department and still adequately supervise 
the other areas of student services? 

What is going on? 

Is there an ulterior motive behind the formation of the 
Senate ad hoc investigation committee on security? Were 
there racial overtones in the report? Was the report’s function 
to improve security or to attack an individual? 

What is going on? 

Can a student organization hope to offer “objective 
insights” when spokesmen call people “racist,” or “fascist” or 
“lackey surrogate”? 

What is going on? 

Who are representatives of student organizations on the 
Security Advisory Committee? No one seems to know. Seven 
people have given the Scout different names for the Student 
Senate representatives. And four members of the Black 
Student Alliance attended the Committee meeting in which 
they were given two seats. 

What is going on? 

Are the Security Advisory Committee meetings open to 
everyone but the press? 

What is going on? 

Why, when a man’s job is being terminated, was he not 
given the traditional courtesy of two weeks notice, or at least 
a two weeks severance pay in lieu of the notice? And why is 
there no reason for not giving him two weeks notice except 
that his termination date falls at the end of the month? 

What is going on? 

What happens to the student in this mess? Can he feel that 
his personal security is being adequately provided for or does 
he continue to be misinformed by conflicting statements and 
rumor? 

Who loses while security undergoes an uncertain 
adjustment? The administration loses through negative 
publicity given to the university and in the loss of valuable 
time taken in trying to solve this situation. 

The Security force loses. They bear the brunt of 
misinformation and confusion in the suspicion generated 
among all segments of the university. They have to contend 
with the possibility of four different directors in a limited 
amount of time. 

The student loses. He becomes distrustful of the capability 
of the security force and administration in the handling of 
any difficult situation. And his personal welfare is 
endangered when confusion leaves security operating at a less 
than efficient degree - and the entire community knows it.

administration and the Student 
Senate ad hoc security 
investigating committee which 
recommended Johnson’s 
immediate resignation. 

In the statement, Johnson also 
said he had contacted the 
NAACP, the Urban League and 
Rev. Jesse Jackson of Operation 
Push to aid him in keeping his job. 

“At this point, the charges 
made against me in the ad hoc 
report have yet to be proven. Dr. 
Trumpe acted upon the ad hoc 
report which led to my immediate 
discharge as director of security 
on Nov. 30, 1972,” the statement 
said. 

After the firing of Johnson as 
director, Trumpe announced that 
he will assume temporary 
directorship of the security force 
until an interim director can be 
found. Johnson said he does not 
feel that Trumpe is capable of 
handling the job as director of 
security. 

“I feel he is not knowledgable 
of all the things that have 
occurred out of the security office 
other than reports which he has 
received from officers on duty. He 
also has not personally seen things 
that I have seen or know things 
that I know,” he said. 

The whole matter of security 
had not been handled property, 
Johnson said. Tim Engen, 
all-school president, who 
commissioned the ad hoc 
committee which made public its 


report Nov. 10, had released the 
report “to the newspapers long 
before I had time to defend 
myself,” he said. 

According to Johnson, the 
matter of security efficiency 
“should have been handled on an 
internal (university) level rather 
than a public basis. It should have 
stayed within the university.” 

Johnson said he was 
notified Monday morning by 
letter that Trumpe would also 
chair the Security Advisory 
Committee. Johnson added that 
Trumpe personally handed him 
the letter dated Nov. 22. 

Johnson had formerly been 
chairman of the advisory 
committee which was 
commissioned by Trumpe two 
weeks after the senate ad hoc 
security investigation committee 
was formed. 

Informed that two blacks had 
been appointed to the advisory 
committee by Trumpe on 
Monday, Johnson said, “I hope he 
knows what he’s doing. I hope 
he’s made the right decision. I feel 
this way. Black students should be 
involved in the decisions of this 
university.” 

Johnson said the advisory 
committee, which is charged with 
finding a new director of security, 
will have to raise the pay of the 
director to $17,000 to attract a 
capable man. 

“I would recommend that the 
man should come out of the 
Michigan State Police School,” 
Johnson said. He said he had no 


specific person in mind, but that 
the person “should be highly 
trained in police security or safety 
work.” 

Johnson added, “I don’t think 
that it would be a detriment if he 
(a new director) is white.” 

Speaking of his own 
relationship with the security 
staff, Johnson alleged that one 
member of the security staff “is 
trying to get himself or someone 
else in my position.” 

“I should have fired him a long 
time ago,” Johnson said of the 
staff member. 

He added he believed one staff 
member had rifled files in the 
security office and was disloyal to 
the security force. 

“When you have a member of 
the staff giving out information 
against me and the department, 
this person should be dismissed,” 
Johnson said. 

According to Johnson, his own 
dismissal was not necessary. 
“Corrections could have been 
made without firing me. None of 
my peers (other directors), to my 
knowledge, feel that I should have 
been fired. They may have 
thought that corrections needed 
to have been made, though,” 
Johnson said. 

“I will have to find other 
employement somewhat 
comparable to my present salary 
for my standard of living,” 
Johnson said. 

“I was obligated to Bradley but 
apparently Bradley was not 
obligated to me,” he said.

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Trumpe fires Johnson

Bradley Security Director 
Curley Johnson has been fired, it 
was announced. 

Johnson, who took formal 
charge of the security force on 
May 1, 1970, was informed the 
afternoon of Nov. 20, that he was 
to be relieved of his duties, 
according to Richard M. Trumpe, 
vice-president for student services, 
and Johnson’s immediate 
superior. 

“He was given the opportunity 
to resign,” Trumpe said, “and he 
chose not to.” 

A statement released by the 
university public relations office 
said: 

‘‘Following extensive 
investigation into the proficiency 
of Bradley University’s Security 


Office, Dr. Richard Trumpe, 
vice-president ofr student services 
for the university, has terminated 
the services of the Director of 
Security effective the end of 
November.” 

Trumpe said Monday he 
reached the decision to terminate 
Johnson’s employ “after a 
weekend of interviewing his staff, 
individually consulting each one, 
starting at 8 a.m. and going right 
through to 1:30 p.m. solid, to see 
how they felt. I thought that very 
important.” 

Trumpe added that the material 
published in the security report of 
the Student Senate ad hoc 
committee was not considered in 
his decision. “I kept that out of it, 
separate and out of my 
investigation.” 


Advisory committee meets, selects Trumpe 


Dr. Richard M. Trumpe, 
vice-president for student services, 
will assume the position of acting 
director of security at Bradley 
after present-Director Johnson’s 
term in office expires Nov. 30, it 
was learned. 

Trumpe said he will serve in 
that capacity “until such a time as 
I can make other arrangements.” 

The Security Advisory 
Committee met for the first time 
Monday evening. According to the 
report to Senate by Jeff 
Greenfield, one of the Senate 
representatives, the choosing of 
an acting director was one of the 
main topics. 

Greenfield said Trumpe had 
decided to accept the acting 



formulate goals of the security 
office. 

Originally organized in October 
to consist of 10 persons, a 
committee of 14 persons attended 
Monday’s meeting, Greenfield 
said. 

Trumpe said before the 
meeting Monday that two black 
students were added to the 
advisory group “because some of 
the black students are concerned 


about security being able to deal 
with some of the problems they 
see.” 

Four blacks attended the 
meeting, however, but they were 
allowed only two votes, 
Greenfield said. 

The committee also includes: 

Chester Zebell, faculty 
representative, Chief William 
Scudder, of the Peoria District 
Police, Captain Thomas Barber 


and Sgt. Herman Cornish of the 
Peoria city police, Tim Wendle 
and Jeffrey Greenfield, Student 
Senate representatives, Elmer 
Strum of the Peoria Fire 
department and Charles 
Chamberlain, Bradley director of 
personnel. 

Also, Dean of Men King, Dean 
of Women Camille Primm, E. J. 
Ritter, and Eldon Shields, of the 
Bradley counseling center. 


The ad hoc committee’s report 
had recommended the resignation 
of Director Johnson because “the 
major inefficiencies of the Bradley 
University Security Force can be 
directly traced to the present 
director,” the report said. 

Asked when he began 
investigating the security office, 
Trumpe said, “I was doing it, both 
prior to and while the report was 
being presented.” 

The decision to fire Johnson 
was “strictly as a case of 
administrative abilities,” Trumpe 
stated. 

There was “no reason,” 
Trumpe said, for Johnson not 
being given more than a 10-day 
notice of his dismissal. Trumpe 
said the only criteria behind the 
Nov. 30 termination date was 
because it was “the end of the 
month.” 

Commenting on what he 
envisions for the security force in 
the future, Trumpe said the 
Security Advisory Committee 
would play a large role in 
establishing the direction the 
university would take. 

Trumpe said the committee 
would be looking into the 
qualifications for a successor to 
Johnson, and wouldn’t omit the 
possibility of the university 
contracting with a private security 
agency.

directorship only after Dean of 
Men Edward King and Mike 
Banks, King’s assistant, had been 
nominated and had refused the 
post. 

Trumpe also assumed the 
chairmanship of the committee, 
replacing Johnson. 

Greenfield said the committee, 
as a main objective, “will be 
looking for either an interim 
director or a permanent director 
for the security force.” There is 
also a possibility of the university 
contracting with a private security 
agency in the place of the 
university force. 

The advisory committee also 
had decided future meetings will 
be open, except for segments 
which might “go into matters 
concerning individual security 
personnel,” Greenfield said. It was 
also decided to continue as a 
standing committee in the future 
to deal with policy matters and 
future personnel changes to

Student Senate’s ad hoc 
committee to investigate Bradley 
Security was not a racist body, 
nor was the report issued by that 
committee a racist report, 
according to Tim Engen, 
all-school president. 

Engen, who said he has 
received “a few notes, phone calls 
and letters,” from people claiming 
racism in the security report, said 
of the report; “it’s not racial at 
all.” 

“When you deal with 
somebody’s leadership ability 
administrative ability and 
inactivity, there’s nothing racial to 
be discussed,” he explained. 

Engen was a member of the 
investigation committee 
commissioned by the Senate 
which recommended the 
“immediate resignation” of 
Security Director Curley Johnson. 

Among the nine members of 
the ad hoc committee was Black 
Senator Cedric Hurst, Engen said. 

“At no time did we, nor I 
understand did he (Hurst), feel 
there was an attempt to be 
racially unjust to anyone. The 
committee in consensus agreed 
that we were in the midjst of a 
very constructive effort,” he said. 

Charges that the report was 
racially biased came from some 
members of the Black Student 
Alliance (BSA), Engen said. He 
said the basis of the black 
students’ complaints was “in my 
interpretation that they had no 
input into the decision (to fire 
Director Johnson), and that the 
decision was based solely on a 
white racist report.” 

Dr. Richard M. Trumpe, vice 
president for student services, last 
week appointed two black 
students to the Security Advisory 
Committee set up by his office. 


“I see their appointment as an 
appeasement,” Engen said. “I see 
no reason why there shouldn’t be 
input by the black community 
but I don’t necessarily think it 
should be done by appointing 
token members to sit on the 
Security Advisory Committee,” 
he continued. 

“It would seem to bring about 
the possibility that the first 
requirement of the new director 
or an interim director would be 
that he is black, and I think that’s 
automatically limiting the field of 
possible security directors,” he 
said. “I don’t think we need that 
limitation.” 

Engen said he agreed with the 
black students’ complaint 
concerning the handling of 
Johnson’s firing. “We do have 
something in common with the 
blacks, and that’s the unfortunate 
handling of this problem by the 
university and specifically by Dr. 
Trumpe,” he said. 

“It was obvious to us that it was 
not handled clearly. The crisis, if 
you will, the problem, has not yet 
been faced head on but rather 
indirectly with such comments as 
‘no comment’ or Ve’re working 
on it’ or ‘the Security Advisory 
Committee is taking care of it.’” 

In response to a statement 
from Trumpe that the ad hoc 
committee’s report was kept out 
of his decision to fire Johnson, 
Engen said “I think that’s bogus. 

“I think the report itself 
prompted the immediate action 
that we wanted and had a lot to 
do with the eventual firing of 
Director Johnson,” he said. “It 
laid out in proper perspective 
what the problems were.” 

Problems that arose on campus 
while the ad hoc committee’s 
investigation was underway 
indicated a need to change the 


direction of security, Engen said. 

“I can’t buy the fact that our 
report had nothing to do with it. 
Although Dr. Trumpe did conduct 
his own subsequent investigation 


supervised security in the past 
that he has a limited knowledge of 
security and limited knowledge of 
the problems that have developed 
on campus.

by talking to the security men and 
members of the student services 
staff, I think that was merely on 
the basis of the face value of our 
report. I think the report was the 
essence of the whole drive,” 
Engen continued. 

Engen said he felt there had 
been some action taken on 
security problems such as the 
allocation of men in certain spots 
on campus, and training programs 
discussed with the Peoria Police 
Chief. He also mentioned that 
work on an operations manual has 
been started. 

He said, however, he did not 
feel the appointment of Trumpe 
as acting interim director of 
security was a wise decision. 

“It’s obvious by the way he’s 


him as a qualified person to head 
the security force while waiting 
for a new director. I think if you 
talk to some of the security men 
the force, they’ll echo that.” 

With the firing of Director 
Johnson, Engen said the 
committee would not halt its 
efforts to improve security. “I 
think we must continue to press 
for major reforms and only after 
most of the reforms are 
implemented can we say we’ve got 
a security force that can protect 
the students. 

“If I have to parade around to 
administrators day by day, every 
day, to make sure some of the 
these reforms have taken place, 
I’m going to continue to do it,” 
Engen said. 
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No black participation claim Banks, BSA

A lack of participation by 
blacks in the preparation of the 
security investigation report was a 
major point of criticism voiced by 
three Black Student Alliance 
(BSA) spokesmen and assistant to 
the Dean of Men, Mike Banks. 

The remarks of Banks and the 
BSA spokesmen—Art Rose, 
Benjamin Ghess, and Carl 
Bowens— were in response to 
questions dealing with the firing 
of Security Director Curley 
Johnson. 

“I don’t think I had an 
opportunity to participate in the 
full scope of the investigation that 
took place,” said Banks who is 
BSA’s advisor. “I’ve not received a 
copy of Mr. Engen’s report (the 
ad hoc security investigation 
report commissioned by Student 
Senate President Tim Engen).” 

“When you talk about Mr. 
Johnson’s performance,” Banks 
added, “I would prefer to look at 
the performance of the security 
department in total and I don’t 
think that an adequate 
investigation as yet has taken 
place into evaluating that whole 
process.” 

The BSA representatives 
criticized the absence of blacks or 
BSA participants on the 
committee. Nine students were on 
that security investigation 
committee including black Sen. 
Cedric Hurst. 

“A lot of issues that evolved 
from Curley’s firing had a lot to 
do with the black students and 
the black people of Peoria,” Ghess 
said. “So BSA should be involved 
in the decisions that involves 
black students and black people 
on this campus.” 

“We (black people) were the 
main point of contention, the 
main source of the problem,” Rose

“Curley’s immediate supervisor 
was Mr. Trumpe (Dr. Richard 
Trumpe, vice president for 
student services),” Rose pointed 
out. “And it would seem to me 
some of the blame should go there 
also. Curley was-not given any 
guidelines, and (his) powers were 
not defined, so therefore he did

not know in what capacity he 
should act. 

“So in a sense, most of the 
blame should go to Mr. Trumpe,” 
he said.

BSA presented what was 
described by Rose as a 
“statement” to Bradley President 
Martin Abegg at his office 
Monday afternoon and Tuesday 
morning. The statement included 
seven BSA grievances and 
concluded that “. . . the BSA will 
not passively yield to any 
decisions of the Student Senate 
..} unless they (BSA) are actively 
consulted prior to the making of 
decisions.” 

BSA was granted two seats on 
the Security Advisory Committee 
set up by Trumpe shortly after 
BSA’s Tuesday morning meeting 
with Abegg. 

“Dr. Trumpe was instrumental, 
that was his decision (to grant 
BSA two seats) . . . and I 
participated in the discussion that 
precipitated the decision,” Banks 
said. 

Abegg was also a participant in 
that discussion, according to 
Banks. 

“The rationale was that there 
seemed to be some indication that 
the black students and members 
of the black community were 
creating some unique kinds of 
problems for security on this

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Dormitory rates to be standardized at $275 
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Beginning in August, the price 
for living in any Bradley 
dormitory will be $275 per 
semester. 

The standardized rates result in 
a $15 per semester reduction in 
cost of board air-conditioned 
dorms, and a $50 increase for 
unairconditioned dorm rooms. 
Presently, Geisert, Williams and 
Harper Halls charge $290 per 
semester, while Heitz, Sisson and 
University and Wyckoff Halls cost 
S225. 


Ken Goldin, director of 
housing, explained the change in 
rates was due to an increase in 
operating expenses for the dorm 
and a subsequent higher cost of 
living. 

“At one time, we estimated a 
$60 thousand deficit in the fiscal 
year for housing,” Goldin said. 
Wages for housekeepers, 
electricians, plumbers, and 
cafeteria workers, as well as an 
increase in telephone and utility 


fees necessitated the dorm rate 
change, he explained. 

“Under one rate, simplification 
is important,” Goldin said. 
Residents unhappy in one 
dormitory will be able to move 
easily to another, with no change 
in price, Goldin said. 

Another reason for equal rates 
in all dorms is to “encourage 
upperclassmen to move back in to 
the dorms,” he said. “With a $30 
yearly drop, some might decide to 
stay with us.” 
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The $50 per semester jump in 
unairconditioned dorms makes up 
for the decrease in airconditioned 
dorm rates. ‘The rates would have 
gone up $40 anyway,” Goldin said. 
“If the student can come up with 
$10 more per semester, he can live 
in any dorm he wants to choose,” 
he continued. Goldin said 
air-conditioned dorm board would 
have cost more than $300 per 
semester if standardized rates had 
not been effected. 

“We expect that all sophomores, 
juniors and seniors who want to 
live in dorms will be able to get 
into air-conditioned ones,” he 
said. Seniors will have first choice 
of rooms, followed by juniors and 
then sophomores. The first day 
for signing up for rooms will be 
Feb. 1, 1973, he added. 

Entering freshmen will occupy 
the unair-conditioned dorms. 
Goldin acknowledged that 


students would probably have to 
live in unair-conditioned dorms 
for one year, but said he thought 
three years of air-conditioned 
dorms at the same price 
outweighed one year of 
unair-conditioned rooms.

1 would 
say that we could have a much 
better security force with better 
training and direction,” he said. 

Cornish was asked if he 
thought his appointment was in 
any way related to the alleged 
racial implications surroundings 
Johnson’s dismissal. 

“I hope not. As far as I am 
concerned, I would not want this 
position if it was a thing to 
suppress or hold down problems 
because of a racial situation.”

Present Bradley dorm residents 
can be accommodated in the 
air-conditioned dorms, Goldin 
said. In total, more students will 
have a rate decrease than a rate 
increase, since the three 
air-conditioned dorms can 
accommodate more residents. 

Goldin said with the rate 
change, dorm rates would 
probably not be raised for another 
two to four years. 

Other cost saving measures 
effected by housing include 
opening . the Williams Hall east 
cafeteria between 12a.m.and4a.m. 
on weekends as a short-order 
restaurant serving coffee, 
sandwiches and breakfast food. 
This is scheduled to open the first 
weekend of second semester. 

Housing is hoping to rent more 
unoccupied rooms left vacant 
after first semester, as well as 
having more conventions stay at 
Bradley. Goldin is also considering 
renting rooms to small businesses 
such as laundry services to provide 
income to Bradley. 


2 students arrested 
in dorm incident 


Peoria Police Sergeant Herman Cornish accepted the duties of Interim Director of Security 
for the second time in three years. He had also served in this capacity in the fall of 1969. 
Cornish , a 17-year veteran of the city force , took a compensatory leave of absence to accept 
the temporary position.

A 17-year veteran of the Peoria 
Police Department, Cornish, 39, 
took a compensatory leave from 
the police force “until such time 
as a new director is found.” He 
added that he felt a new director 
would be found within a month. 

Trumpe, who appointed 
Cornish, said he “is a highly 
qualified man who knows the 
campus, the staff and Peoria.” 

Asked if he would take the 
permanent directorship if it was 
offered to him, Cornish said, “No, 
1 have three years left before I 
retire. Anyway, Bradley can’t 
afford me right now. If 1 were 
retired, though, I would consider 


Cornish served as advisor to 
Dean of Men Edward King in the 
fall of 1969 after the dismissal of 
then Security Chief Chester 
Stanley. He was later interim 
director during the student 
takeover of the Student Center in 
October of that year. 

According to Cornish, there 
has been a laxity of the rules on 
campus in the three years since he 
was last interim director. “I think 
this has created some problems, 
like the outsiders on campus and 
problems from some of the 
students,” Cornish said. 

But Cornish said he does not 
plan to change the operations of 
the security force while he is 
interim director. “I don’t think 
that for the short time that I am 


is the lack of direction given to 
the security officers. “Nobody 
knows what his job is. There have 
been few things written down. I 
don’t think that at this time there 
has been any job description 
drawn up for the director and 
here again I think it is a 
communication problem.” 

He added that it would be 
necessary for the Security 
Advisory Committee to “sit down 
and figure what direction we want 
security to take and then decide 
what guidelines we want to draw 
up for the security program.”

Two Bradley students were 
arrested by Peoria police officers 
Sunday night, charged with 
obstructing a peace officer and 
resisting arrest, when they 
reacted to the questioning of a 
purse-snatching suspect by 
Bradley security men. 

McFarland “Tony” Bragg and 
Gregory Adams were released on 
their own recognizance to Michael 
Banks, assistant to the dean of 
men at 6:30 p.m. Monday. 

A preliminary hearing was held 
Tuesday and, according to Bragg, 
the arresting officers said the 
defendants had “shoved and 
pushed” the Peoria officers. 

The incident occurred when 
Bradley security men questioned a 
Bradley senior who fit the 
description of an alleged purse 
snatcher. 

According to Interim Security 
Director Herman Cornish, the 
report filed by Bradley security 
men said no one actually saw the 


purse being taken. An unescorted 
male was noticed on the 
dormitory floor at the time, and it 
was the description of this man 
which led to the questioning of 
the senior. 

Cornish said a man “fitting the 
description” was seen again in 
Williams Hall by Bradley security 
guards, and was detained for 
questioning in the lobby. 

The Peoria police backed up 
Bradley security personnel, 
Cornish said, but he wasn’t sure if 
they had been called or were just 
nearby. 

“While the security officer was 
checking the one man’s story, two 
others, Bragg and Adams, wanted 
to know what was going on,” 
Cornish said. Meanwhile about 50 
people had gathered in the. 
Williams hall lobby. 

“The man’s story did check 
out,” Cornish said, “and he was 
no longer detained. After the 
suspect was released Bragg and 
Adams evidently got into it with 
the city police.” 
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Evaluation under ASCC

The feasibility of creating a 
university-wide method for 
evaluation of teachers is currently 
being considered by a

sub-committee of the Academic 
Standards and Curriculum 
Committee (ASSC), according to 
Paul Arney, assistant professor of 
business administration. 

All-school Vice President Dick 


Bardoulas proposed the idea of a 
standardized student evaluation to 
grade faculty and serve as a 
vehicle for communication to 
ASCC on Nov. 7. The study was 
then assigned to Faculty and 
Academic Standards, a 
sub-committee of ASSC, 
composed of two students, seven 
faculty members and chaired by 
Arney. 

“It is the feeling, of the 
committee that some sort of 
evaluation could be beneficial,” 
Arney said. 

Various evaluation tools are 
being examined, including 
commercial evaluation programs 
and surveys currently in use by 
various departments of the 
university. Arney said his task.is 
to contact each department head 
and determine the department’s 
feelings on course evaluation and 
possibly obtaining a copy if an 
evaluation form is currently being 
used. 

Although Arney admits there 
might be certain problems with 
standardization since each course 
has different characteristics, 


certain questions could be equally 
valid in all departments. Examples 
cited by Arney include whether 
the goals of the course were 
stated, if these were reached, the 
student s opinion of an instructor’s 
fairness and whether office hours 
were kept consistently. 

It would give an opportunity 
for students to be heard and could 
serve as input for the 
administration,” he explained. 

‘The committee’s results could 
range from a philosophical paper 
containing recommendations to a 
complete spelling out of 
evaluation procedure, including 
the actual form, or any alternative 
between these two extremes,” 
Arney said. 

Whatever the recommendations 
of the committee, the report will 
return to ASCC for approval 
before release by Dr. George 
Ferguson, vice president for 
academic affairs. 

When asked when the system, 
if approved, might be instituted* 
Arney replied, “Hopefully by the 
end of next semester. But this I 
can’t say.” ^

The report was compiled by 
the Student Senate sub-committee 
on dormitory cafeteria food 
program evaluation and analysis, a 
sub-committee of the Senate 
Campus Affairs and Activities 
Committee, which Baroni chairs. 

Recommendations presented 
to Canteen officials included 
effectuation of minor repairs, 
more home-based cooking, better 
meat, less canned food, fewer 
company recipes, fresher foods 
including fruits and vegetables, 
less instant food, less starch and 
more nutritious foods,” Baroni 
said. 

“When we confronted Canteen 
corporation and the 
administration Tuesday, we 
operated under the following 
premise: mass production, 
granted, is not home-cooking; 
however, it can be produced with 
more quality,” Baroni said. 

R e commendations presented 
by Baroni were based on surveys 


of cafeteria patrons taken at the’ 
end ot last year and the beginning 
of this semester. The committee 
conducted both written and oral 
surveys. 


' The survey taken this year 
indicated 13 per cent of the 
students surveyed found the food 
to be good, 28 per cent marked 
fair, 44 per cent marked poor and 
15 per cent marked inedible. 

Baroni said negotiations were 
underway concerning such areas 
as food purchasing, food quality, 
employee attitude, food 
preparation and presentation, 
elimination of instant and 
prepared foods, atmosphere 
improvement and contract 
agreements. 

‘The committee agreed that 
we do have programs and that 
those programs must be worked 
on immediately,” Baroni 
concluded.

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By Bob Zyskowski 
Meeting Monday for the 
second time, the univer¬ 
sity-commissioned Security 
Advisory Committee worked at 
setting minimum requirements for 
the director of security, according 
to a report to Student Senate by 
Jeff Greenfield, Senate 
representative. 

He also reported several 
changes in the committee’s 
membership. 

Although specifics are not 
available as the Scout goes to 
print, the advisory committee has 
agreed upon minimum standards 
it would require of a new director, 
Greenfield said. 

The requirements decided 
upon were in the areas of age, 
previous experience in security 
and safety work, previous 
training, college degree, city 
commission check and other 
necessary tests. 

The make-up of the committee 
itself is changing, however, 
Greenfield said, as one member 
resigned, two more resource 
persons were added, and the 
seating of a non-student member 
of the Black Student Alliance 
(BSA) was questioned. 

Student Center Director E.J. 
Ritter resigned from the 
committee after missing the first 
two meetings because of his 
involvement in preparations for 
Student Center Board’s week-long 
Madrigal Dinner. 


New members, added by 
consensus of the committee, are 
William Stalker, the head of 
security for Caterpillar Tractor 
Company plants in the state of 
Illinois and Henry Sahlin, director 
of security for the Peoria Civil 
Defense Bureau. 

Stalker, Greenfield said, brings 
30 years of experience in the field 
to the committee. 

According to Greenfield, one 
committee member “did his 
homework” and discovered that 
one of the BSA representatives on 
the committee was not a student, 
and therefore not eligible to 
participate. 

Art Rose, a Bradley graduate 
now working in the Peoria area, 
was the only BSA representative 
at Monday’s meeting and it was 
his. e 1 igiblity which was 
questioned. 

Black students had asked to 
participate in the hiring of a new 
director after Curley Johnson had 
been fired. At that time BSA was 
granted two seats on the advisory 
committee. 

Committee Chairman Dr. 
Richard M. Trumpe said Tuesday 
that he would “stick by President 
Abegg’s agreement that the 
representative of BSA will be a 
student.” 

Greenfield reported that Rose 
asked to remain on the committee 
as a “community representative.”

Student Senate voted 23-12 
Monday to retain the position of 
black senator over objections that 
the seat meant unfair 
representation for the black 
segment of the student body. 

Soph. Sen. Ken Behr, who 
sought the removal of the seat, 
said he was convinced by an Oct. 
27 editorial in the Scout and by 
persons he had talked with that 
many students were against the 
over-representation of any group 
at Bradley. 

Behr noted that at the present 
time most students are given 
representation only by class and 
locality, while black students are 
given an extra, senator, and thus 
more representation. 

“Representation,” he said, 
“should be constant and equal for 
all students, and the principle of 
one man-one vote and equality 
of opportunity for election should 
be followed in a democratically - 
oriented organization.” 

The majority opinfon of Senate 
was that passage of the motion 
calling for removal of the black 


seat would not be a positive 
action for the good of the school 
as a whole and might cause 
friction in a Senate that some 
senators have already begun to 
call “stagnant.” 

Junior Sen. Chip Colletti 
conceded the validity of Behr’s 
argument, but said, “Senate has 
been positive up to now; we have 
got quite a bit accomplished in 
my estimation, and I would hate 
to see this Senate create conflicts 
that would last from now to 
April. 

In other action, Senate agreed 
that a commission should be 
established to seriously review the 
Bill of Rights and determine 
whether change is necessary. 

It was pointed out that there is 
a possibility that the Bill of Rights 
may have to be entirely rewritten 
to meet future needs and avoid 
areas of conflict caused by a lack 
of clarity in the present Bill. 

Senate has finally agreed upon 
a method of choosing a Chief 
Justice for the student Supreme 
Court, agreeable to most senators. 
The compromise states that if less 


than two justices apply for the 
position, the Student Senate 
President may choose from those 
applying for the position of 
justice.

Here I Am - Now We Are

Living with a Here I Am - Now We Are 
philosophy is not an easy way of life. You 
must believe in yourself, be able to look at 
feedback objectively, and accept other 
people.

These feelings are daily reinforced in the 
youngster by statements like “Why are you 
always so bad?” or “Why can’t you be like 
your older sister?,” etc. 

There are two other life statements that 
can grow out of this original one early in 
life. I’m Not OK - You’re Not OK comes 
from the childhood experiences of little 
caring and affection. The person later in 
life is likely to be apathetic and generally 
very bored. 

The second position a child can slip into 
is I’m OK - You’re Not OK. This is a child 
who is left alone, beaten, who learns to 
take care of himself. This person grows up 
often to be a criminal or a 
revolutionary - “me against the world.” 

These three life statements are all 
formed from the environment. There are 
learnings one picks up from relationships 
one has with others. The fourth position, 

I m OK - You’re OK, is affected by outside 
events but is a conscious verbal desicion 
one makes to change one’s life style. 


But how does one clean out the baggage 
or early programming that limits our 
existence? First of all, we must want to 
change-either we hurt a lot, are bored with 
our lives, or it has come to our attention 
we can change - but first of all, we must 
want to change. 

If we accept change and want to grow 
and expand our horizons, life becomes a 
flow of interaction, feedback and reality 
testing. 

Reality testing is that process , of 
examining old data and updating it to how 
you perceive the world now. Feedback is a 
here-and-now mirror provided by others on 
how you come across. Interaction is the 
web of life that provides for our daily 
needs. 

Thus, I m OK - You’re OK is a real way 
of living within the reach of all, if we want 
it. . . 

Peace unto you over the break.

closes 

The Coffee Ground Inn will be 
under new management next 
semester. The director of housing 
and his assistant will assume full 
responsibility for the facility in 
accordance with a unanimous vote 
of the Coffeehouse committee. 

It has become apparent this 
semester that students are no 
longer willing to volunteer their 
time in order to keep the place 
open. In order to run the 
coffeehouse to serve the best 
interests and comfort of those 
who do come, we need a staff of 
no less than nine people each 
weekend night to serve functions 
such as: security guard, waitress, 
popcorn popper, peanut server, 
entertainment coordinator, and so 
on. 

We have tried on several 
different occasions to recruit this 
necessary staff from the dorms 
but have received little response. 

The present committee is made 
up of nine full-time students who 
have, this semester, volunteered 
their time to the coffeehouse. The 
work demanded by the 
coffeehouse of these nine people 
without the support of the dorm 
residents- has proven too 
time-consuming.

Credibility 

questioned 

It is with great dismay that I 
read the article on my interview in 
the Nov. 17 issue of the Scout 
concerning the 1972 presidential 
election. 

Needless to say, I was upset by 
the tone of the article portraying 
me as an extremist and 
misrepresenting many of my 
statements. 

Also, the article contains too 
many value judgments which I did 
not make. I never used such terms 
as “People are tired of liberalism,” 
or “People have come back to 
sanity.” These statements were 
put in by the individual who 


wrote the article. 

To make my stand clear let me 
emphasize that I have been a 
life-long Democrat and a strong 
supporter of Hubert Humphrey, a 
point which I made in the 
interview but was not included in 
the article. 

While I support President 
Nixon’s foreign policy, especially 
his efforts to bring about closer 
relations with the USSR and 
Communist China, and his 
handling of Vietnam, I am no 
admirer of the President, nor have 
I been one. 

In fact, I am critical of his 
domestic policies, those regarding 
the economy, civil rights, and his 
approach to the Supreme Court. 
In this election, I supported 
President Nixon as the lesser of 
two evils. 

In the course of the interview, 
I stated that McGovern’s landslide 
defeat could be partially 
attributed to his poor showing 
among traditional Democrats, e.g., 
workers, ethnics, etc. He was 
considered by many of them to be 
on the left of the Democratic 
Party and the candidate of the 
blacks, youth and women 
liberationists. 

Many Democrats had the 
feeling that the party was not 
open to all shades of political 
opinion. I have never referred to 
McGovern as the candidate of the 
extreme left, nor do I believe that 
he is one. This too was included 
by the person who wrote this 
article. 

In response to a question as to 
why McGovern did not do much 
better, I stated that he presented a 
poor image. Many voters 
perceived him to be indecisive and 
weak. Furthermore, his stands on 
Vietnam, defense, economy, 
ammnesty and busing did not 
the support among the majority 
of the electorate. 

Although the gist of my 
remarks regarding Governor-elect 
Walker were correct, some of the 
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terminology used needs to be 
corrected. I did not refer to 
Walker’s election and emergence 
as a national figure as “tragic” but 
rather as unfortunate. Nor did I 
say that he “stood for nothing.” I 
merely pointed out that his 
campaign was confusing and 
lacked concrete proposals.

For people with problems 

Rap Line aids community

“Basically, the job of Rap Line 
is to give people a better 
understanding of themselves,” 
according to Andrew Silverman, 
director of public relations. 

“Most of the problems deal 
with people who want 
information - dating problems, 
school problems, or just people 
who are lonely and want to talk. 
Also, less frequently, you get a 
drug call, or a suicide call,” 
Silverman said. 

“I think that we are very 
effective. If someone calls up, 
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basically our job is to help that 
person find a solution, or to help 
straighten things out in their own 
minds,” he continued. “If the 
person has the solution, then it 
(Rap Line) just helps bring it out. 

According to Silverman, Rap 
Line operates 24 hours a day, 
seven days a week. Approximately 
35 persons volunteer their services 
for about ten hours a week. 

Rap Line, which is in its third 
year of operation and averages 
about 15 calls a day, receive most 
of its calls between the hours of 
8-12 p.m. “I believe about 50% of 
our calls come from the campus, 
while the other half come from 
off-campus.” Silverman said. 

“Some high school kids call, 
some are in their 30’s or 40’s, but 
the majority fall between the ages 
of 16-25. But there is always 


someone there. We offer them 
solutions and help them 
understand what their problems 
are,” he added. 

Silverman went on to explain 
that there are always operators on 
hand to take telephone calls. 
Every operator went through a 
training session where they 
learned about general 
information. Then, they had to 
take simulated phone calls 
order to work for Rap Line. 

Rap Line works with the 
Counseling Center and refers 
certain people to such places as 
the Counseling Center or Planne 
Parenthood. 

The Rap Line number, which is 
674-6011, will operate, according 
to Silverman, “as long ais people 
have problems.”

The uncovering of a 2 l A 
million-yearrold skull proves that 
the ‘cradle of mankind’ is Africa, 
archeologist Richard Leakey 
claims, and a Bradley 
anthropology professor agrees 
with him. 

Leakey found the skull in 
August in a desert east of Kenya’s 
Lake Rudolf. Dr. Catherine 
Ricciardelli, a member of the 
sociology department, said she 
essentially agreed with Leakey’s 
statement that his “findings 
convinced him that man walked 
from Africa out to all other 
continents.” 

Ricciardelli said, “For the past 
20 years, Africa has provided us 
with the best possible evidence 
that it is the cradle of mankind.” 

One concept of evolution 
states that man evolved from an 
ape-like creature named 
Australopithecus. Ricciardelli said 
Leakey’s find does not demand a 
new theory, but if verified, would 
force a readjustment in the 


Australopithecus concept. 

‘This means that man’s direct 
ancestors are older,” Ricciardelli 
said. “It pushes back the time of 
evolution.” 

Ricciardelli said Leakey’s find 
is very significant, but needs more 
investigation. She said there are 
several doubts about the 
discovery, one of which is the 
skull itself. 

Leakey found a very 
fragmented skull, and some 
authorities have questioned the 
way he has reconstructed it, with 
a rounded top of the skull, a small 
brow ridge and a high forehead — 
all characteristics of homo sapien 
man. 

“Since Leakey has found only 
one skull, it is possible that it 
could be a variation of an 
A u s t r a 1 o pi thecus,” Ricciardelli 

Although it will take further 
investigation, if Leakey’s 
discovery is found to be a homo 
sapien, it will be the earliest 
evidence of a form leading to 
modern man.

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Poor casting seen in ‘Middle of the Night*

Three years ago, Dr. Collins 
Bell selected The Lion in Winter 
and proceeded to cast himself as 
as Henry, the largest male role, 
and a Peoria housewife—in no way 
connected with Bradley 
University-as his Eleanor. 

The casting methods induced a 
departmental controversy which 
significantly challenged the 
policies and goals of the 
speech/theater department, then 
housed in Neumiller Chapel. 

Students were justifiably angry 
with Bell for choosing a play as 
his personal vehicle and they 
protested vehemently against his 
failure to utilize theater majors in 
the two meatiest roles. 

In the aftermath of the furor, 
with the acquisition of the 
Carousel Playhouse and a new 
theater policy, indeed philosophy, 
stressing total involvement for all 
students enrolled in theater, one 
would assume such play selection 
and casting tactics would be 
seriously questioned and 
subsequently halted. It seems they 
were not. 

Chayefsky’s Middle of the 
Night is Bell’s present vehicle and 
apparently there was little or no 
protest from the Playhouse 
Company members. There should 
be. 

The only major male role, that 
of a middle-aged widower, is being 
played by Dr. Bell. No other 
actor, I’m told, was considered for 
the role thus signifying that the 
play, or at least the principal male 
role, was intentionally selected for 
Dr. Bell himself. 

In an educational theatre in 
which experience and practical 
application of concepts and 
techniques should be the foremost 
goal for involving all interested 


students, the selection of a 
particular play for a particular 
faculty member who is also the 
director ; is deplorable. Such a 
practice directly contradicts the 
theater company’s ideals and 
lowers their standards. 

One might assume that a 
production would have some 
extraordinary merit having been 
tailored to the “talents” of a 
particular “actor.” Well, the 
saddest thing about Middle of the 
Night is the rather mediocre 
quality of the production itself. 

Aside from the selection and 
casting, the direction, acting, stage 
design, music and costumes are 
amazingly poor. The rather 
cliched and hackneyed play which 
dwells persistently but rather 
ambiguously on male menopause 
and misunderstood youth 
symbolically brought together in a 
cross-generation romance, never, 
in its present production, 
convinced me that these people 
are real. 


The acting, with two or three 
exceptions, is wooden, and devoid 
of any realism or emotional 
depth. In the most crucial role, 
that of the sensitive, ignored 
heroine repeatedly rejected by her 
wolfish husband, Liz Onak is a 
dry-eyed, whining, 
monochromatic mannequin who 
apparently has been directed to 
sob incessantly sans tears. Her 
distraught histrionics run the 
limited gamut from hand-wringing 
to teeth-gnashing with very little 
in between. 

To be honest, however, the 
fault does not lie entirely with 
Miss Onak. This is, within my 
memory, her first major role at 
Bradley and Bell has so 
mishandled her character’s 
subtleties that her performance 
seems exclusively controlled by 
superimposed quirky mannerisms. 
She deserves better guidance. 

Nonnie Sloan and Lance 
Wiener, capable actors both, are 


merely adequate as the daughter 
and son-in-law and could have 
been infinitely better in the hands 
of a more painstaking director. 

Norma Schwied, Bell’s 
matriarchial sister, has apparently 
been coached to the play as a 
broad Ruth Gordon 
impersonation with Lee Grant 
overtones. It’s badly in need of 
toning down. 

The best performance of the 
evening is Nancy Harlan as Miss 
Onak’s down-trodden mother. 
Miss Harlan’s grasp of the part is 
sensitive, well-timed and 
ruthful, based on many strong 
decisions. She is the only major 
character capable of transcending 
the maudlin level of the script and 
faulty direction. 

In brief moments, Dot O’Brian 
and Lana Blakey make the most 
of some satisfying comedy bits, 


and Bob Lucas seems perfectly 
cast and resourceful as the 
obnoxious husband. 

And what of Bell himself? At 
the performance I saw he began 
rather well but soon fell into an 
overdone and predictable dialect 
pattern. In terms of sheer energy, 
his inconsistency was damaging to 
the interpretation. 

At times he is quite convincing, 
rather like a low-key Willy 
Loman, but at others he resorts to 
strange underplaying, ironic in 
contrast to Schwied et. al ., and 
comes on like a sympathetic priest 
trapped in a confessional. 

Perhaps the overall slopiness of 
the pacing and character interplay 
is due to the director’s proximity 
to the production. It’s terribly 
difficult, I’ve heard, to direct a 
production when you’re always 
stationed securely at center stage.

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UCLA makes ‘believers’ 


out of basketball Braves

“Blessed are they that have not 
seen, and yet believed.” 

And just as St. Thomas 
doubted in the New Testament, 
many college basketball teams 
across the country have doubted 
the infallibility of UCLA. 

But that number was lessened 
after last week’s visit to the West 
Coast. 

Bradley prepared for the 
Friday game with optimism 
tempered by reality. But even 
though the Braves had their hearts 
set on an upset, it soon became 
obvious that the Bruins were not 
about to play the role of Cupid. 

UCLA sprinted to a 12-3 lead 
halfway through the first half 
despite Bradley’s slow down 
tactics, increased the margin to 
28-10 at intermission, and then 
went on to a 73-38 win. 

The victory equaled UCLA’s 
longest previous winning streak of 
47. Saturday an 8148 verdict was 
rendered against the University of 
Pacific and the Bruins marched on 
towards the all-time mark of 
60-straight established when the 
University of San Francisco was 
led by Bill Russell. 

If seeing is believing, the 
oft-repeated statement “UCLA is 
the best college basketball team

credibility. 

The ball-control offense 
employed by Bradley coach Joe 
Stowell was designed to “give 
ourselves a chance. We thought if 
we could stay within 10 points 
with 10 minutes to go, we'd have 
a chance at the end. 

“There is no way you can 
come out here and run and shoot 
with ’em. You’ve got to try and 
do something else. 

“I think if any team is going to 
beat UCLA this year, they’re 
going to have to do something a 
little bit different-to try and 
make ’em play a different style of 
ball, and to try to get Bill Walton 
away from the basket,” Stowell 
said.

When students return for registration after Christmas 
vacation, the basketball Braves will have just passed the 
half-way mark of their 26 game season. Eight games will be 
played over Christmas including two conference home games. 

And to put it bluntly, students are going to miss half the 
season. 

“Students add a lot of enthusiasm at the games,” said 
Athletic Director Charles Orsborn. “At least the coach and 
the team feel this way.” 

The spring sports also have a scheduling dilemma. The 
second semester final exam period (May 10-16) marks the 
end of the school year which is about the time spring sports 
(baseball, track, golf, and tennis) are in full swing. 

“It used to be the only month we could count on for good 
weather was May,” added Orsborn. “Now when exams start 
in early May, the athletics can’t compete.” 

At the root of all this is Bradley’s academic calendar 
which was revised two years ago. The school year was moved 
up three weeks so students wouldn’t return after Christmas 
to face two or three weeks of classes before exams. 

What happens instead is that Easter break becomes the big 
vacation before finals (seven class days before spring semester 
finals). 

“Students and teachers will also be faced with the longest 
stretch of uninterrupted classes (13 weeks next semester) in 
Bradley history,” said Sports Information Director Jim 
Dynan, who has an idea that would eliminate the problem. 

The plan calls for schools to go on the tri-mester calendar 
- dividing the year into three equal academic periods. Under 
Dynan’s system, the summer tri-mester would operate at full 
capacity utilizing a school’s resources to their fullest 
potential all the year-round. 

“Business and government are crying for college 
graduates,” Dynan said. “Now you can supply them with 
college graduates in quicker time.” 

Students who attend school all year could graduate in 
three years if they don’t miss any tri-mesters. Teachers would 
stagger vacations to get one tri-mester off every four 
tri-mesters. 

Spring sports would compete during, the summer session. 
This would eliminate the advantage southern schools enjoy 
because of fair weather in late winter and early spring. 

“I think it’s a good idea,” Dynan added, “but it’s going to 
have to be worked out through the academic side.”

P.E. complex hits snag

The proposed physical 
education complex for Bradley 
has hit another snag, hindering 
plans for construction. 

The federal government, while 
it has established the program for 
funding such facilities, has not as 
yet allocated any money for the 
actual construction. 

Bradley President Martin G. 
Abegg told the Scout Tuesday, “If 
we can believe some of the 
publicity coming out of 
Washington, D.C., and Nixon’s 
efforts to reduce expenditures, 
this is probably one of the 
programs that will not be 
funded.” 

The Title I program of the Aid 
to Higher Education Act has 
been funded in the past, Abegg 
said, but the government has not 
funded the program for this year. 

“The maximum amount of 
money we could receive from the 
federal government is 50 per cent 
of the cost of the building,” 
Abegg said. But, because the 
money is channeled through the 
state, Illinois restrictions may 
reduce the amount to a maximum 
of $500,000. 

“If that comes to pass, we 
would have the alternative of 
borrowing the remaining funds 
through another federal 
program,” Abegg explained. 

Under this program, the loan 
would come from the State of 
Illinois Facilities Commission, and 
the federal government would 
' guarantee the loan payments as 
well as paying any interest above 
three percent. 

President Abegg said the 
possibility of funding through a 
foundation grant was being 
explored, “but I don’t know if we 
have any good prospects at this 
time.” 


The proposed $3 million P.E. 
complex is to be located between 
Morgan Hall and Holmes Hall on 
Glen wood Avenue. Presently this 
area includes a parking lot and a 
section of Laura Avenue on which 
the city has agreed to allow 
construction. 

Under the present plans for the 
P.E. facility, university owned 
buildings located on Maplewood 
Avenue would be torn down for 
parking. 

Among those buildings are the 
psychology annex, the placement 
center, the International Students’ 
Center and several residential 
houses. 

“With the exception of two or 
three houses and the Chi Omega 
sorority and Sigma Chi fraternity 
houses, the university owns all of 
that property,” Abegg said. 
Offices to be removed would have 
to be relocated, possibly in the 
dormitories. 

If money from the government 
does not come through, Abegg 
said the university would consider 
the possibilities of not completing 
the P.E. complex as is now 
planned. 

“We could leave off the office 
space, or leave off the swimming 


pool, but both of those ideas 
would be self-defeating,” he said. 
He also mentioned the option of 
not developing other space in the 
building until funds were 
available. 

“We could reconsider what we 
presently have and possibly 
remodel Hewitt Hall,” he said, 
“but that could be almost as 
expensive. This has never before 
been an alternative, but it may be 
now,” he added. 

“Until we get some definitive 
word from the government, I can 
give no final word on the P.E. 
complex, even if we do get funds, 
we won’t be able to say what will 
happen until we know how much 
money we will receive.”

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Financial crisis confronts Scout

The Bradley Scout faces a 
second semester financial crisis 
due to a backlog of unpaid 
advertising accounts, reduced 
university appropriations, and a 
1971-72 deficit. 

The most noticeable effect of' 
the present deficit will probably 
be a limitation on the number of 
pages alloted for future issues 


according to Prof. Henry Baker, 
Scout business advisor. 

In a Jan. 17 meeting between 
the business and editorial staffs of 
the Scout, Baker said the current 
situation could be traced to the

Administrators tell 
state of university

Funds for a new speech and 
hearing building are being sought 
from the Olin Foundation, 
Bradley Chancellor Talman Van 
Arsdale revealed during the State 
of the University address at 
Monday’s Student Senate 
meeting. Van Arsdale said, “We 
are helping the Olin Foundation 
to think about it—in a somewhat 
unrelenting manner.” 

Vice president for Student 
Services Richard Trumpe, Vice 
president of Academic Affairs 
George Ferguson and Chancellor 
Van Arsdale spoke to the Senate 
and other interested students 
briefly on their areas of authority 
and then opened the floor for 
questions. 

All-school President Tim Engen 
described the reason for the 
meeting as a partial solution to 
the problem that administrators 
are often “not held accountable 
because they don’t appear in 
public too often.” 

The possibility of lowering 
academic standards in order to 
increase enrollment was also 
discussed. Dr. Ferguson stated, 
“We are not changing our 
admissions policy—we are not 
lowering our admissions 
standards. Statistically it looks as 


if quality is being dropped, that is, 
we’re having fewer dismissed 
students.” The reasons Ferguson 
cited for this include allowing 
students to repeat courses they 
have failed and moving the final 
drop date to nearly the end of the 
semester. 

Chancellor Van Arsdale 
defined his position as one whose 
“major emphasis is no 
fund-raising.” He reported that 
this year “we have increased the 
number of donors” as well as the 
amount of conations. “We are 
only $5000 away from the 
amount that we budgeted to bring 
in.” In connection with this he 
also discussed the future of the 
proposed P.E. complex. 

A center for the performing 
arts is another major proposal 
under current consideration, Van 
Arsdale reported. ‘There has been 
conversation, but not on a very 
official basis.” Engin said the 
Board of Trustees authorized a 
discussion of the possibility of 
future location of a fine arts 
center here. 

Other topics of discussion 
included the selection of a new 
security director, various housing 
reductions and a consortium of 
nearby universities

1971-72 academic year, when the 
paper incurred a $6,000 debt. 

Of that total, $4,000 was paid 
by using profits from the student 
yearbook, the Anaga. The 
remaining $2,000 debt was 
inherited by this year’s Scout 
staff, and, according to Baker, 
“We started off having to use part 
of our income from this fall in 
order to pay off that debt from 
last year.” 

Adding to the problem. Baker 
said, is the fact that “the 
university appropriations 
supporting the staff have been in 
decreasing amounts each .year. 

“Up until this year the annual 


per year). 

“In the past, when we 
calculated whether a profit was 
made on a particular issue we did 
not include salaries because the 
university covered that expense,” 
he said, “but this wasn’t true this 
year, so we have to include 
salaries as an added expense.” 

Baker and Scout business 
manager Glenn Baldwin agreed 
that the most immediate problem 
is $4,600 in unpaid advertising 
accounts left over from previous 
semesters. Of this total, $600 is 
said to be uncollectable because 
the firms involved have gone out 
of business. Therefore, the total 


collectable accounts amount to 
about $4,000. This money would 
be used to pay for $3,800 in 
second semester salaries which 
were distributed during 
registration. 

A $4,700 publishing bill from 
the fall semester can be paid with 
the collection of only a few more 
outstanding accounts, Baker said. 
The Scout has $3,500 in accounts 
and received an additional $1,100 
from advertising accounts over the 
semester break. 

But, Baker said, “in order to 
cover the salary expense which is 
going to be charged against the 
Swords Hall account, I need to 
collect every single penny that’s 
outstanding in our accounts 
receivable and I need it now. 

‘The only other alternative I 
have is to go to the university and 
ask for some additional support or 
help at least on a temporary basis, 
until we can get this accounts 
receivable picture cleared up.” 

He further stressed limiting 
newspaper supplies to emergency 
items only, at least for the next 
month, and mentioned the recent 
disappearance of two Scout 
cameras which will eventually 
have to be replaced. 

The deficit will further 
necessitate restrictions on the 
kind and size of newspaper to be 
printed each week. Colored 
magazine supplements will 
probably be discontinued in favor 
of either weekly series or special, 
self-supporting issues. Baldwin 
said that publication, for a time, 
would probably be limited to no 
more than 12 pages per issue. 

A suggestion was made 
concerning the possibility of 
increasing Scout advertising rates 
to help cope with the deficit. 

Ad rates, which are $2.05 per 
column inch, were considered 
fairly inexpensive by Baldwin and 
he said the Scout may find it

Library extends Sunday hours

The hours of Bradley’s 
Cullom-Davis library have been 
extended Sunday evenings until 
11 p.m. due to the requests of “a 
good many students,” according 
to Director Robert M. Lightfoot 
Jr. 

The library will no longer be 
open on Friday evenings. “We 
didn’t feel we could afford to 
keep it open all the hours,” 
Lightfoot said. “It stands to 
reason, students are going to want 
to study more on Sunday than on 
Friday.” 


Instead of closing at 10 p.m. 
on Sunday, the library will 
observe the same hours as it does 
Monday through Thursday. The 
top and ground floors will close at 
11 p.m. and the main floor at 
midnight. 

Library privileges have also 
been extended to Bradley alumni. 

For a $10 annualfee,they will be 
entitled to the same privileges and 
responsibilities as students. The 
program is aimed at maintaining 
the goodwill of alumni, while 
allowing them to contribute to 
the growth of the library. 


Illinois SDX chapters 
urge newsman’s privilege

The Bradley chapter of Sigma 
Delta Chi (SDX), professional 
journalistic society, was one of six 
Illinois chapters that last week 
joined together in a statewide 
campaign for absolute shield laws 
for newsmen. 

According to Joel Schatz, 
statewide coordinator for the 
University of Illinois in 
Champaign, the effort centers 
around securing the newsman’s 
right to gather news without 
threat of imprisonment if he does 
not reveal his source of 
information. 

The campaign began with 
letters, endorsed by the six 
chapters, sent to state legislators, 
congressmen, senators and Gov. 
Dan Walker. 

In Illinois, newsmen are 
currently working under a 
source-protection law, according 
to the report of the 1972 Sigma 
Delta Chi Advancement of 
Freedom of Information 
Committee. 

Under the law, the court has 
the right to order a newsman to 
reveal his sources only after it 
proves the “public interest” must 
be protected. All other sources of 
information for the court must be 
exhausted, the report states. 

The report goes on to say the 
reporter has the right to appeal 
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674-7650 


the court’s disclosure order and 
that he may protect his sources 
during the appeal process. 

The New Jersey legislature 
recently passed an absolute shield 
law leaving newsmen unhindered 
in the gathering of information. 

David Fields, Bradley chapter 
SDX secretary-treasurer, said the 
“drive can be effective if the 
legislators realize how important 
the gathering of information is for 
the public. But I don’t think 
anything will happen until some 
kind of crisis occurs. Just having 
five newsmen being jailed is not 
enough to get most of these 
legislators into action.” 


Both plans will be attempted 
on a one-year basis depending on 
an evaluation during the 1973-74 
academic year. 

Inter-library loans can now be 
obtained by undergraduates, 
previously impossible under the 
terms of the National Inter-library 
Loan Code. 

Students may borrow books 
from the State Library, the 
University of Illinois Library, the 
Chicago Public Library, and the 
Southern Illinois (Carbondale) 
Library. 

Loans must go through the 
Bradley library. 

“We are trying to give the most 
possible service to the students for 
the money available,” Lightfoot 
said. “We may shift back to the 
original hours if the students wish. 
I can guarantee — we aren’t going 
to suit everyone.”

enforcement programs at the 
junior and senior college level to 
draw applicants. 

The committee also has 

developed a list of minimum 
personal qualifications for a 
prospective director. 

The nine-point qualification 
sheet states the director must have 
a two-year degree in police science 
or its equivalent, three years 
experience, preferably 
administrative, with some form of 
police or security program 

experience. 

The criteria also calls for 
leadership ability, competency 
and ability to fulfill the duties of 
the position of director. 

During the search for a new 
director, some improvements have 
been made in security, according 
to Herman Cornish, interim 
security director. 

Cornish said there were no 


dormitory break-ins during 
semester break. This was mainly 
due, Cornish said, to the new 
policy of chaining and hasping all 
dormitory doors during holidays 
and breaks. 

‘The security records are also 
being gone over right now. And 
we are updating our reports and 
the way we make up the reports,” 
Cornish said. 

Cornish added that one officer 
was dismissed Jan. 3. According 
to Trumpe, the dismissal was part 
of a “housecleaning” in the 
security department. He would 
not reveal the reason for the 
dismissal. Another officer quit 
because of a conflict in jobs. 

Cornish said changes will 
continue to be made in the way 
security is run. “The only way I 
can see to overcome some of the 
problems that we had before I 
came up here is to implement 
changes,” Cornish said.

necessary to raise them. 

As for reinstating liquor 
advertising, Baker pointed out 
that the Board of Trustees has 
specifically forbidden the paper to 
carry any liquor ads except beer 
advertising. Research is underway 
to determine how much income 
was received from firms 
advertising hard liquor when such 
ads were run in the Scout. The 
next step would be to present the 
Board with this information in an 
attempt to influence a policy 
change. 

In reference to the liquor 
advertising problem, Baker 
pointed out the possiblity of the 
Scout “going completely 
independent and becoming a 
self-supporting operation without 


any university support 
whatsoever.” 

Such action would leave 
advertising decisions entirely up 
to the staff. He said there are a 
number of school papers 
throughout the country that are 
taking this approach and the trend 
seems to be going in this 
direction. 

For the present, Baker 
emphasized the importance of the 
news and business staffs working 
together to solve the financial 
problems. 

“I would ask you to cooperate 
very closely on each issue as to 
the number of pages and make 
sure our advertising and our 
planned income are going to 
support that particular issue,” he 
said.

Junior Jeff Robbins assumed 
the chair of the recreation 
committee vacated by Olszak.

All of the new board members 
have worked on ^committes of 
SCB previously, Olszak said.

‘The program allows students 
to add to their present knowledge 
and invites professional and 
non-professional people to 
continue their education once 
they are out of school,” Albanito 
said. 

The largest category of 
recently revamped courses 
includes Business, Engineering and 
Technical Courses. 

The classes range from 
management and executive 
refresher courses to selecting 
securities on Wall Street. 

One particular course prepares 
students for the professional 
engineers examination and 
another trains prospective 


secretaries to qualify as certified 
professional secretaries. 

“Continuing education means 
keeping pace with the rate of 
cultural change, also,” Albanito 
explained. 

Some courses offered in the 
cultural area are Controversial 
Writers of Our Time, Astronomers 
and Astrologers, and Photography 
for Beginners. 

Another section entitled Public 
Affairs includes a class called 
Homemaker to Breadwinner. 

‘This course is geared toward 
women who wish to enter or 
re-enter the job market,” said 
Albanito. Other courses offered in 
this section deal with ecology, 
urban affairs and consumer 
concerns. 

“We want to show that Bradley 
is a quality institution of 
flexibility and innovation,” 
explained Albanito. “Continuing 


Education at Bradley helps meet 
the challenge of a spiraling growth 
in Knowledge.

University of Wisconsin at 
Green Bay helped Bradley along 
to a 66-60 victory in Robertson 
Memorial Field House Wednesday 
as three Wisconsin starters 
collected four fouls midway 
through the second half. Two of 
them, 6-8 Tom Jones and 6-9 Jim 
Bradney, fouled out before the 
game’s end. 

Seymour Reed and Jim 
Caruthers led Bradley with 17 and 
16 points respectively. Caruthers, 
who had twisted his ankle, will be 
able to play tomorrow against 
Drake in Des Moines. 

The win was the ninth against 
seven losses for Bradley. The 
Braves also have a 2-4 conference 
mark. 

After the devastating loss to 
U.C.L.A the Braves returned 
home and were stunned by 
Wisconsin-Milwaukee 74-72. This 
was the first time a college 
division team had beaten the 
Braves at home in more than a 
decade. 

Bradley then breezed to four 
straight, relatively easy victories. 
Western Illinois fell 73-63 and 
Tennessee Tech 100-83 as 
Seymour Reed scored a total of 
61 points in the two games. 
Eleven players broke into the 
scoring column in each of the 
next two games. The Braves 


trounced Emporia State 108-77 
and Northeast Louisiana 108-76. 

After Christmas the Braves 
traveled to North Carolina for the 
Charlotte Invitational 
Tournament with Cincinnati, St. 
Bonaventure, and the host team, 
Davidson. In the first game against 
Cincy, Stowell’s Braves fell behind 
by as much as 34 points and 
appeared ready to be blown from 
the court. In the second half, 
however, the Braves whittled 
away at the lead and at the end 
the score was a 83-76 loss for 
Bradley. 

In the consolation game the 
Braves held off St. Bonaventure 
79-77. Davidson won the 
tournament and Bradley’s 
freshman guard Jim Caruthers led 
the tournament in scoring with 44 
points and was selected to the 
all-tournament team. 

The new year brought the start 
of Bradley’s Missouri Valley slate. 
The Braves started off with four 
straight losses — two at home to 
Tulsa 82-73 and to highly touted 
Memphis State 74-72; and two on 
the road to West Texas State 
104-101 in overtime and 63-59 to 
New Mexico State. 

The students returned to 
school last week and so did the 
Braves. Six players scored in 
double figures for the Braves as 
Bradley snapped its losing string 


with an 86-82 Valley win over 
Wichita State. Freshman center 
Greg Smith scored 19 points two 
nights later as the Braves made it 
two in a row with a 87-74 
decision over North Texas. 

Coach Joe Stowell cited youth 
and lack of experience along with 
rebounding as the major problems 
this year. 

“Many times this year we are 
playing five underclassmen 
including three first-year varsity 
players in Caruthers, Greg Smith, 
and Mark Dohner,” he said. “As a 
result we make mistakes but I 
think the spirit and hustle of this 
team can be seen in the fact that 
we have been blown out of only 
one game this year (U.C.L.A.).” 

Stowell doesn’t expect the 
road to get any easier listing seven 
remaining games with four of the 
Valley’s best teams, Louisville, 
Drake, Memphis State, and St.' 
Louis as very tough.

Q. The Braves seem to get off to slow starts in 
many games and come back well later. In the 
Charlotte Classic against Cincinnati you were 
down 54-20 at one point and lost by seven which 
I was a pretty good comeback. 

A. It’s better than a pretty good comeback, it’s 
almost an impossible comeback, really. Cincinnati 
played exceptionally well in the first half of the 
ball game and we couldn’t do anything right. 

Now, unless a team has some character when 
you get behind by 30 in the first half, you figure 
you’re going to get beat by 45 to 50 points. They 
played their first team the first 15 minutes of the 
second half too, and we made our comeback at 
that time. It’s much easier to roll over and die in a 
situation like that than it is to make a comeback. 

This is what you feel your team has got to be 
able to do every time out, yet few teams can. Our 
kids earned the respect of the people out there not 
only for that but then coming back the next night 
against a good St. Bonaventure team and taking it 
right down to the wire and winning the ball game 
in the clutch. 

Q. Two years ago Bradley had a nationally 
ranked undefeated freshman team. What do you 
think the chances of those freshmen becoming the 
nucleus of maybe the best team in recent Bradley 
history? 

A. I think it’s very poor. This is not being 
derogatory towards those freshmen, it’s just a fact 
The big reason for that is two-fold. 

The players our freshmen played against the 
year they were undefeated; very few of these kids 
are going on to excell on the varsity level. In other 
words, you’re not seeing these same players on 
Drake s freshman team because Drake has gone 
out to get the junior college kids. They didn’t play 
against Cleo Kilgore or the other guard Langston. 

Now they are playing against junior colleges 
such as Lincoln Land or Lincoln. This is just a fact. 

That team was not a big team. The biggest kid 
we had was Seymour Reed at 6-6. I’ve had a lot of 
experience in coaching freshman teams and when 
you play on the varsity level you’re playing against 
the outstanding j.c. kid. So it’s just an entirely 
different ball game really. 

Q. Reed has had his knee noticably taped up. 
How bad is his knee injury? 


A. He s had more or less a chronic kneef 
problem. It does bother him some but not to the! 
extent that he can t play. So when you have an 
injury that you’re playing with, you’ve just got to 
forget about it and play as hard as you can. That’s 
what Seymour is trying to do. But he has had 
numerous injuries, none of which really should 
keep him from playing. 

Q. Freshman Jim Carruthers is doing quite well 
on the varsity. He’s one of the top ten scorers in 
the MVC. Is he getting any special instructions to 
do a lot of shooting? 

A. Well, not really. Jim is a good shot and he 
recognizes he is a good shooter and consequently 
he looks to score.

In a speech before 
approximately 400 Bradley 
faculty, administrators and 
professional help, President 
Martin G. Abegg Friday 
announced faculty reductions and 
the retention of present salaries 
for next year. 

In addition, Abegg announced 
that full-time faculty members 
currently on a lOH-month 
contract will be given nine-month 
contracts beginning this fall. 
Separate contracts will be issued 
for the summer school of 1974. 

The second phase of reducing 
operation expenditures through 
1976 concerns the reduction of 
faculty. Abegg told the Scout last 
week that there would be 
approximately 12 to 15 faculty 
members cut at the end of this 
year. But most of the reductions 
in faculty would come through 
retirements and the normal 
attrition rate, he said. In addition 
to these reductions, Abegg will 
clear all new appointments and 
replacements in personnel. 

The reduction of expenditures 
is part of a three-fold plan to 
“develop financial stability. 


“Plans for reduction of 
operating expenses must evolve, 
keeping foremost in our mind the 
strengthening of our educational 
program,” he said. 

“We are rapidly approaching 
the level of enrollment we had in 
1 964. A study of the 
administration at that time 
indicates that we are overstaffed,” 
Abegg told the Scout, referring to 
non-faculty personnel. 

He said there have been 
workshops conducted over the 
past three months with the basic 
theme of “quality education with 
financial stability.” In addition to 
reducing expenditures, Abegg said 
the workshops have concerned 
themselves with the problems of 
stabilizing enrollments and 
increasing outside giving. He said 
both of the latter problems are 
currently being dealt with to 
improve conditions. 

Abegg said Bradley’s financial 
troubles are not unusual among 
the smaller private universities. 

“I am sure it is apparent to all 
of you that the enrollment ‘booms’ 
of the 60’s are gone; and as we 
look forward to the 70’s we face 
some serious problems in 


attracting students to this 
university,” he told the audience. 

Looking ahead to the 1974-75 
and 1975-76 budget years, 
“additional reductions in 
administrative, faculty, and 
support positions will be 
necessary,” Abegg announced. 

Other future terms of 
employment announced were: 

— alternate assignments will be 
made to those faculty members 
under contract for summer 
teaching where teaching 
assignments do not develop; 

full-time faculty will receive 
first consideration in offers of 
summer employment, with the 
greatest number of faculty 
receiving summer part-time 
assignments as possible; 

— determination of all summer 
employment will be made by 
department chairmen or directors 
with the concurrence of the dean 
and the vice president for 
academic affairs; 

— contracts for administrative 
and professional staff will be 
issued March 1, 1973;

Federal grants face sharp cuts

Federal grants to Bradley 
students may be severely cut 
beginning the 1973-74 academic 
year. 

According to Tom Cromwell, 
director of Financial Aid, 
congressional funding for a 
proposed Basic Educational 
Opportunity Grant (BEOG) 
would mean scrapping the present 
grant system. The new grant 
program would result in a sizable 
reduction in the amount of 
money given to students here and 
make more borrowing necessary. 

All-school President Tim 
Engen, who, along with Cromwell 
attended a meeting of Illinois 
financial aid directors at ISU 
Monday, believes the impact of 
luch a change would be hard felt. 

“Where a student can currently 
feceive a $1600 maximum federal 
grant from the Supplementary 
Educational Opportunity Grant 
(SE0G), the most he could get 
from the BEOG would be 
400-500. After that he would 
leed loans to pay for the rest of 
his educational costs. 

‘The basic reason for the cut is 
that the government is looking to 
give grants to some schools, such 
as business and trade schools, 
fhich had never received this kind 
)f aid before,” Engen explained. 
“Even though Congress is 
ipected to fund the BEOG for as 
luch as the SEOG, there is an 
iffect similar to spreading peanut 
Hitter on a slice of bread with 
aspect to the grants,” he said. 


“Like the peanut butter, the 
grants become thinner as they are 
spread over a larger area. 
Although more people would get 
the money, the individual 
amounts wouldbe less,” Engen said. 

According to Cromwell, 
“federal preoccupation with the 
BEOG has silenced all other 
funding talk for the established 
programs. 

“If the BEOG is 
implemented,” he said, “then 
increasing numbers of students are 
going to be required to use the 
Guaranteed Loan Program.” 

For Illinois, the Guaranteed 
Loan Program, based on need, 
consists of loans amounting to at 
most $1,000 per freshman 
student, $1,500 per sophomore, 
and $2,500 per junior/senior 
student each year. A student may 
borrow up to $10,000 with seven 
per cent interest. 

Cromwell and Engen agreed 
that an added emphasis on 
borrowing is not what they would 
like to see in the future of 
Bradley. 

Another problem created by 
the seeming state of limbo that 
exists between the SEOG and 
BEOG is the effect that this 
uncertainty has on prospective BU 
students. “It’s not only present 
students who are wondering about 
the grant situation, but also 
upcoming freshmen and transfer 
students,” Engen said. 

“In the past, at this time of the 
year, a new student could 
estimate the cost of enrolling 
here, knowing the amount of 


scholarship and grant money he 
could expect. But with the 
problems of trying to decide 
whether programs should be 
changed and the time needed to 


estimated 1,200 students needing 
an estimated $1,400,000 in 
federal funds. “We of the financial 
aid community already consider 
this a crisis situation,” said

told the Scout. 

Baroni stressed that Senate still 
has enough money in its accounts 
(approximately $150) to pay for 
outstanding bills, and that there is 
no immediate problem of a 
financial crisis. But he added, 
“Any big Senate undertakings will 
probably be impossible, and 
maybe even usual Senate 
activities, such as the spring 
election, could suffer if we cannot 
come up with some extra 
money.” 

According to Baroni, the 
problem can be traced to a $4,500 
budget allotted Senate for the 
1972-73 academic year after 
$5,600 was requested. “When the 
Student Activities Budget Review 
Committee (SABRC) reviewed 
Senate’s needs, all they had to go 
on were past performances,” 
Baroni said, “but this year’s 
Senate has been far more active 
than in previous years.” 

“Senate Public Relations Week, 
the printing of the Legal Rights 
Bulletins and other activities have 
cost more than anybody 
expected, and this hasn’t left us 
with much to work , with second 
semester.” 

Presently, Baroni said, Senate 
is looking into ways of getting 
more money from Bradley 
or outside the university. 
Although Senate is hoping for an 
outright university grant, loans are 
also being considered as well as 
the possibility of borrowing on 
next year’s SABRC budget. 


fund the BEOG if it is accepted, it 
is hard to be certain about 
anything.” 

At Bradley for 1972-73 an 
estimated 950 students on federal 
aid will use $847,844 in federal 
funds. Both statistics are expected 
to increase for 1973-74 with an 


Cromwell. 

Although the financial aid 
community does approve the 
concept of BEOG, Cromwell said 
that it strongly suggests that more 
research be done in order to 
benefit the national financial aid 
program for 1973-74.

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Search for LAS 
dean continuing

Dr. B.J. Mathis, chairman of 
the Bradley biology department, 
has been selected as the new 
chairman of the committee to 
nominate a new dean for the 
College of Liberal Arts and 
Sciences (LAS). 

Mathis was selected to replace 
the former chairman of the 
committee, Dr. H. John Sathoff, 
chairman of Bradley’s physics 
department, who resigned from 
the committee after his name was

placed in nomination for the 
position of dean of LAS. 

Nominations are still being 
accepted for the position. Dr. 
Lester Brune, chairman of the 
history department, is also being 
considered for the position, as are 
five or six other present Bradley 
faculty members, according to Dr. 
Dennis Mclnerny, assistant 
professor of English and secretary 
of the search committee. 

“We have looked at some 300 
outside candidates,” Mclnerny 
said. “The committee is at the 
juncture now where it wants to 
emphasize or focus upon inside 
people but I think it’s quite 
accurate to say that there are 
many outside people who are still 
in the running.” 

The committee has already 
twice made recommendations of 
candidates from outside Bradley 


to Dr. George Ferguson, vice 
president of academic affairs, who 
makes the final selection, but in 
both cases negotiations broke 
down, forcing the committee to 
begin its search again. 

After the second failure to 
secure a new dean, the committee 
thought that “given its lack of 
success in coming up with an 
outside candidate, perhaps it 
would be advisable to begin 
looking inside,” Mclnerny said. 
He emphasized that “we never 
precluded inside candidates right 
from the outset of the search. But 
all of the people who were 
nominated were contacted by the 
committee and asked if they 
wanted to be considered as serious 
candidates and they all turned us 
down. But just last week we 
decided to take a fresh look at the 
whole business of inside 
candidates and go back and see if 
maybe an insider would not be 
the best bet.” 

Dr. Laurence Norton, who has 
been serving for the last year as 
acting dean, was not considered, 
Mclnerny said, because Norton 
was considering retiring when he 
was asked to stay on and serve as 
acting dean, which he did as a 
favor to the university. 

General qualifications, for the 
dean, according to Mclnerny, 
include a Ph.D. in a field 
represented within the College of 
Liberal Arts and Sciences, 
ad ministrative experience, 
recognition as a scholar and 
proven ability as a teacher. 
However, the committee is in the 
process of re-evaluating some of 
these criteria. 

“In my personal opinion,” 
Mclnerny said, “we do not want a 
person who will just kind of not 
rock the boat. I think Bradley is 
at the stage of its development 
right now that if it’s going to 
move forward, it would be 
absolutely suicidal to have a 
person who would just hold on or 
keep the boat from rocking. We 
need to rock the boat, otherwise 
we’re never going to get back in 
the mainstream and get back on 
course.”

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Senate studies activity fee increase

An activities fee amounting to 
approximately $21 perstudent(one 
per cent of the student’s tuition) 
was proposed at Monday’s Senate 
meeting by All-school Treasurer 
John Baroni. 

The money would be used in 
addition to Student Activities 
Budget Review Committee 
(SABRC) funding to sponsor 
more frequent activities at a 
reduced cost and to provide more 
money for activities presently 
funded by the SABRC. These 
include the Anaga, Scout, Student 
Center Board, Lecture Arts, 
Senate and other campus 
organizations and activities. 

“Activities at Bradley leave a 
lot to be desired,” Baroni said. 


The motion was tabled and 
sent to the Campus Affairs and 
Activities Committee for further 
study.

All but evening 
classes will be cancelled. 

A similar interim was held 
second semester last year, but not 
scheduled first semester this year 
since the calendar was already set. 
The interim was passed at the Jan. 
25 University Senate meeting. 

The up-coming financial crisis 
college students may have to face 
was discussed by All-school 
President Tim Engen. He 
explained that due to federal 
government budget cuts,

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Admissions goal to increase enrollment

Tuition increase and shortage 
of incoming freshmen have been 
blamed for Bradley’s enrollment 
drop of 500 over the past three 
years, according to Phil Super of 
the Admissions Office. 

Super blamed the tuition 
increase and “various other 
factors on campus,” for half the 
loss. 

“Colleges all over are facing the 
same problem, Super explained. 
‘There are less students to 
recruit.” 

In 1951, 64 per cent of college 
students were enrolled in private 


institutions and 36 per cent in 
public. As of 1972, there were 
only 27 per cent in private and 73 
per cent in public. 

Despite the shortage of 
students going to private schools, 
Bradley’s Admission Office has 
continued striving to maintain and 
increase the number of incoming 
freshmen. 

The Admissions Office has five 
counselors whose primary job is to 
recruit students. They visit high 
schools and attend college nights 
to make students aware and 
interested in Bradley. 

Super attributes the high 


overall scholastic quality of this 
year’s freshman class to the 
“highly qualified counseling 
staff.” 

Three-quarters of the freshmen 
admitted in the fall of 1972 were 
in the top half of their graduating 
class, he said. ‘There were, 
however, a lot of questionable 
students admitted,” he added. 

Super cited one instance where 
a student was admitted with a 
score of nine on the ACT test. 
“He had, however, a B average in 
his high school classes and has 
maintained a three point grade 
average at Bradley.” 


BSS, Inc. to reopen in altered form

Bradley Students Services, Inc., 
(BSS), a co-op bookstore once run 
by the students and backed by 
Senate, may be revived. 

The corporation has been 
“dead” for almost a year, but 
under the direction of Chip 
Colletti, an altered BSS may again 
be formed. 

The store would no longer be 
called BSS, and would in no way 
be in conflict with Bradley’s 
Bookstore, as it was before, Jr. 
Sen. Colletti said. 

Plans are now underway for a 
feasibility study of the co-op, 
with the help of the business 
department. The co-op “will be 
academically oriented,” Colletti 
explained, with possible course 
credit given to student directors. 


Colletti said four business 
students had expressed interest in 
operating the store and marketing 
students were conducting a survey 
to determine what items the store 
could successfully sell. 

Possible goods include 
fraternity sportswear, records and 
tapes and some sporting 
equipment. Dave Sonnen, a 
graduate marketing student, is 
examining the product market, 
and Joe Palumbo, a business 
major, is handling the 
management aspects of the 
corporation, Colletti said. 

Although Student Senate 
would own the corporation, “we 
don’t want this to become a 
political issue,” Colletti said. “It’s 
for the students and the business 
department, with all profits going 
back into the store,” he added. 

Colletti is hopeful the store 


could be located on campus, 
rather than in its former location 
at the corner of Bradley Avenue 
and University Street. He 
mentioned the Students’ Office, 
next to Heitz Hall as a possible 
site, with the cafeteria in Williams 
Hall or the basement of another 
dormitory also under 
consideration. 

“With the Students’ Office or a 
dorm location, we wouldn’t have 
to pay rent,” Colletti said. “We 
could also have campus Security, 
so rip-offs wouldn’t be such a 
problem.” 

“We are definitely putting the 
store up,” Colletti said. He 
expects to have almost all plans 
complete by the March 1 state 
deadline. “We should be open no 
later than Oct. 1, 1973,” he 
said. 


High school seniors who have 
expressed an interest in Bradley 
are sent personal invitations to 
spend a weekend on campus. 
Room accommodations, 
appointments with faculty 
members & administrators and a 
social calendar are set up for the 
visitors. 

“We really cater to these 
students,” Super said. ‘This 
program is working our 
tremendously to our advantage.” 

Tours for prospective students 
are directed by students guides. 
“The college student 
representative gives a believable 
and personal touch,” he said. 
“Seventy per cent of the kids 
visiting the campus on tours come 
to Bradley.” 

Last summer Super directed a 
pre-college orientation for high 
school students between their 
junior and senior years. The 
purpose of this program was to 
educate the prospective students 
about college life-Bradley’s in 
particular. 

Forty-six of the 55 students 
attending the orientation have 
applied to Bradley for the fall 
session of 1973. For the $1,500 
spent on the session, $87,000 was 
raised in tuition, Super claimed. 

The Admissions Office also 
proposed the need for a program 
director in the dormitories in an 
effort to keep students happy 
with their life at Bradley. This 
director would be a student to 
organize the social, educational, 
cultural and recreational activities. 


Another effort to retain and 
increase enrollment has been the 
organization of the Bradley 
Student Senate Office of Public 
Relations. Incorporated last year, 
this group of students has 
concentrated on sending press 
releases to the local newspapers 
about Bradley students.

“People like to see their name 
in print. It also makes high school 
students relate to Bradley.

The student public relations 
office hasn’t really gotten off the 
ground yet, Super said. “Senate 
would only subsidize us $35. So 
far, only three students have 
shown an active interest. The 
group would like to organize a 
constitution, but how can we with 
only three people in the 
organization?”

In the first article we briefly developed a 
theory that life can be divided into three 
sections; Here I Am - personal awareness 
and functioning, Here I Am With You - 
focus on groups.

This is to live a life 
of patterned responses, playing roles over 
and over. We call these patterned responses 
character. The more of a character we are, 
the more predictable we are and the less 
spontaneous. Frederick S. Peris in Gestalt 
Therapy Verbatim, believes that the need 
for security is the reason for the 
toughening of roles as we get older. It is a 
fear to be authentic, a fear of taking risks, a 
fear to stand on our own two feet. 

There are various tasks we do to 
actualize our potential and grow. However 
much of our behavior is garbage put to be 
picked up by other people. It has been 
estimated that most people live at only five 
to 15 per cent of their potential. The 
reason is we’re not growing, we’re molding 
and folding to what we should be instead 
of what we are. 

Despite what has been ground into you 
for years by “educational institutions”, 
growth and learning are not repetition.

Pioneer sociology professor 
authors Negro ‘First Facts’

A book about firsts, when 
written by an author who himself 
is somewhat of a pioneer, assumes 
an air of importance. 

Dr. Romeo B. Garrett,

chairman of Bradley’s sociology 
department, was the first black to 
earn a master’s degree from 
Bradley University. 

Garrett was also the first black 
' professor at Bradley—and the only 
one for 22 years. 

Honored at a testimonial 
dinner last October for his 25 
years of service, Garrett has 
recently written his third book, 
and coincidentally, it’s the first of 
its kind. 

The chronological work is 
titled Famous First Facts About 
Negroes, and has been published by 
Arno Press.

said. “I thought this would be a 
good idea for Negroes—and that I 
might be able to make a 
contribution with this book.” 

The professor spent three years 
compiling the needed facts from 
various reference books and then 
waited quite awhile before 
publication. 

“It always takes the publisher a 
long time. It’s harder to get a 
book published than it is to write 
it,” Garrett noted. 

Born in Natchez, Miss., the 
grandson of slaves, Garrett 
worked his way through school. 
He said he was asked to teach 
after receiving his master’s degree. 

“Some were fearful,” Garrett 
recalled. “No one thought a Negro 
would be accepted, but they did 
try me. 

“Today the black professor is 
incorporated in white as well as 
black schools. The black professor 
is in almost all major universities. 

“People are becoming more 
tolerant, and black students are 
becoming better trained. Even in a 
Southern university his role is 
enhanced and his future is 
bright.” 


About his book now available 
at bookstores, Garrett said he 
would like to see it spread. 

“I thought it was a worthwhile 
effort, although I don’t expect the 
book will have a major effect on 
society,” Garrett said. “I just 
wanted to give out and 
disseminate the facts. The hope is 
knowledge will produce action.” 


in urban affairs,” Snider said. “We 
hope to underline, explain, and 
explore some of the issues, and 
hopefully also to answer some 
questions people have by bringing 
together knowledgable people to 
talk about different topics.”

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Campus tours flexible for BU visitors

If you’re interested in a 
prestigous, minimum-paying but 
fun job right here on the Bradley 
campus, apply for the rather 
unique position of tour guide. 

According to Ginnie Rassi, 
admissions counselor, Bradley 
now employs five tour guides to 
conduct tours for groups ranging 
from grade-schoolers to senior 
citizens. 

‘Tours are open to visitors or 
anyone in the Peoria area without 
charge,” Rassi explained. 

The standard tour includes a 
look inside the library, Bradley 
Hall, Olin Hall and a visit to a 
dorm. The other buildings are 
pointed out during the walk. An 
average tour lasts about 45 
minutes. 

“This tour, however, is flexible 
depending upon the size, age 
group and interests of each 
particular group,” Rassi said. 
“When a group of grade-schoolers 
interested in music came, for 
instance, the guide concentrated 


most of the tour in that building. 
We alter the tours to fit the needs 
of the group.” 

Tour guides must have good, 
outgoing personalities and be able 
to present themselves well, Rassi 
said. They must also be neat in 
appearance and be in close touch 
with changes on campus. 

“The job does pay the 
minimum,” Rassi explained, “but 
the guides work only one hour 
each day and I always have a 
waiting list of applicants.” 

The guides are trained by Phil 
Super and then accompany other 
guides on tours in order to get a 
variety of ideas. According to 
Rassi, freshmen or sophomores 
are preferred for touring because 
“they know the campus but are 
still young enough to 
communicate well with high 
school students. It’s really a lot 
more than just touring.” 

“Peopie ask some fairly 
interesting questions,” said Jacie 
Levy, a senior who has guided for 
two years. “I get a lot of 


questions about the drug situation 
here, visitation in the dorms and 
social life. 

“A father once asked me if his 
daughter would have any trouble 


meeting a boy and marrying 
within her first year. I get a lot of 
questions concerning the 
percentage of blacks or Jews on 
campus and the boy-girl ratio. 


“I think the counselors in 
admissions are fantastic,” Levy 
added. “Most are young and that’s 
good because they’re the ones 
who sit down and talk to the

Canteen Corp. extends hot breakfast hours

Major concessions and changes 
in the preparation and service of 
dormitory food will be made this 
semester by the Canteen 
Corporation as a result of the 
Senate dorm food survey and 
subsequent negotiations between 
representatives of Canteen and 
Bradley, according to All-school 
Treasurer John Baroni. 

One of the biggest changes will 
be instituted Feb. 2 when hot 
breakfast hours will be extended, 
beginning at 7 a.m. on weekdays 
and continuing until 10:30 a.m. 
replacing the continental 
breakfast which presently begins 
at 8:30 a.m. On Saturday and 
Sunday hot breakfast will be 
served from 8 a.m.-10:30 a.m. 

“We first confronted them 
(Canteen) with questions about 
the quality of the food and they 


demonstrated to us that the 
quality is good. The problem is 
the preparation,” Baroni said. 
“We’ve tried to start repairing 
these things. Our repairs are minor 
but they add up. It’s hard to get 
home cooking.” 

Changes in serving methods, 
Baroni said, include warming of 
plates for hot food, smaller 
amounts of both hot and cold 
foods brought from the kitchen at 
one time to keep them at their 
proper temperatures, blotting of 
foods that tend to be greasy, more 
fresh fruit which will also now be 
washed and standardization of 
equipment such as the eventual 
installation of punch and malt 
machines in all cafeterias. 

One of the problems Baroni 
found most often cited on the 
food surveys was the 
unfriendliness of the cafeteria

Members of the committee will 
include students, faculty, and 
administration, as well as 
members of the bookstore staff. 

The committee, which Engen 
said will also look into the 
possibility of improving the 
bookstore in order to better meet 
student needs (such as selling back 
books at the end of a semester), 
could be commissioned in the 
next two or three weeks. 

“It’s all set to go,” said Engen. 
“President Abegg only has to 
announce it.” 


staff. He said the personnel have 
been “instructed to be nice” and 
that “the student comes first and 
complaints are to be taken 
seriously.” 

Complaints are to be taken to 
the manager of the cafeteria, the 
Williams’ housing office or to 
Baroni. Baroni said, “We need 
constant input for upgrading 
quality.” 

Consistency of the food will be 
inspected daily by Canteen 
management personnel. More 
attention will also be given to 
inspection of the equipment for 
cleanliness. 

Leftovers this semester should 
not be as much of a problem, 
according to Baroni, due to the 
periodic checking of the average 
number of people served at each 
meal. When leftovers are served, 
they will be a third entree. They 
will also not be served more than 
one day after originally being 
prepared. 

Other possible changes that 
will be discussed at the February 
meeting include institution of a 
Sunday brunch, additions to the 
menu that are suggested by 
students, changes in the 
environment of certain cafeterias, 
separation of room and board 
payments, allowing students to 
borrow utensils from the cafeteria 


to cut down on theft, a better 
system of transfer of students to 
various cafeterias and possible 
analysis of the food by a student 
from the Bradley home economics 
department. 

“Student input is what we 
need to improve quality. Without 
it things will become stagnant or 
even go back down,” Baroni said.

New IBM computer in operation at Holmes

A new computer is now in 
operation at the Bradley 
University Computer Center. 

The IBM 370 (model 135) is “a 
better computer for about the 
same price as the one we had 
before,” according to Marian 
Frobish, manager of the computer 
center. 

“It has the latest IBM 
technology and is faster. It is good 
experience for the students who 
operate it because it contains the 
most up-to-date equipment,” she 


added. 

The computer is 25 to 30 per 
cent faster in doing computations. 
The printer is twice as fast as the 
IBM 360 (model 40) which the 
center was using previously. 

It now prints 1,100 lines per 
minute and contains a larger 
storage ability within it and more 
disk storage, Frobish said. 

It is hoped that because of the 
speed of the new computer, the 
backup which occurs toward the 
end of the semester from students’ 
programs will be relieved. 


The computer center was also 
trying to anticipate future needs 
by getting a larger computer. 

“While enrollments in other 
departments seem to be staying 
the same or decreasing, the 
enrollment in computer science 
classes is increasing,” Frobish said. 

The computer is used primarily 
for student and faculty programs. 
Programs are also run for the 
administration and for industry. 

One of the IBM 370’s big 
elling points, according to 
Frobish, is that it requires no 


reprogramming. Any program 
which will run on the IBM 360 
will run on the IBM 370 with 
little or no modification. 

“When the IBM 360 came out, 
a lot of reprogramming was 
required. The operating system in 
the IBM 370 is the same as the 
IBM 360,” Frobish said. 

“Although the IBM 370 and 
IBM 360 are basically comparable 
in price and ability, the inside 
circuits are completely different,” 
N Frobish added. 

The IBM 370 needs electricity 


at all times. When the computer is 
turned off at night, it loses its 
memory, this is called fast core. 

In the morning an IMPL disk, 
which contains all that the 
machine is capable of doing, is run 
through the computer. The IBM 
360 did not lose its memory when 
shut off. 

All work on the computer is 
done by students. About 30 or 40 
students who work at the center, 
most of whom have had at least 
two computer science courses, 
were individually trained in 
running the new computer.

Films studied as art forms in new course 


A new course this semester 
dealing with an intensive study in 
film history, criticism and 
aesthetics will be taught by 
Joseph Daccurso, assistant 
professor of art in charge of film 
studies.

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Second ward candidates express views

“I’m just wondering,” cracked 
one candidate for the second ward 
aldermanic seat, “who the 
unfortunate person is who’s going 
to win this election.” 

With the multitude of 
problems in the remapped district 
which includes Bradley, it’s a 
wonder that seven candidates are 
running in the Feb. 13 primary. 

The top two vote-getters in the 
primary will have a run-off for the 
city council spot in the April 3 
election. 

Drs. Brendan Liddell and John 
Kenny, Bradley associate 
professors, are among the 
candidates, as are incumbent 
Third Ward Aid. Ralph Metts, Dr. 
James B. Stafford, William H. 
Snyder, Phillip Koeppel and R. 
James Bateman. 

Metts, a councilman for the 
past eight years, feels the 
remapped ward has “more 
problems than the other four 
combined. 

“We have something like 70 


per cent of the taverns, 85 per 
cent of the crime, 55 per cent of 
the blacks, 95 per cent of the 
urban renewal.” 

Bordered by Western Avenue, 
the Illinois River and MacArthur 
Highway on the south side, and 
by Interstate 74 and Bradley Park 
on the bluff, the district is 
“entirely too much area for one 
man to represent,” Metts said. 

Metts said he felt housing and 
crime were the two most pressing 
issues in the ward. 

“I think if we passed an 
ordinance to license absentee 
owners we’d be able to control 
ordinances better,” Metts said. 

“I have for years often 
requested walking patrolmen in 
high crime areas,” Metts offered 
as a solution to the crime 
problem. 

Garbage removal is another 
problem Metts spoke of. ‘The 
city should take back its contract 
and do its own garbage work. The 
contractor doesn’t care, he 
adheres to the contract to make 


pickups once a week. Either that 
or in the next contract make sure 
we put in what we want him to do 
and how often.” 

Metts said he is opposed to the 
Citizens For Representative 
Government (CFRG). “We don’t 
need three parties.” 

He also thinks city hall should 
be remodeled, (“It’ll last another 
100 years”), is in favor of a civic 
center (“a wonderful idea”) and 
would like to see a combination 
police and fire department 
headquarters (“to save the 
taxpayers a little money”). 

William Snyder, of 1202 W. 
College, is a retired American Oil 
Co. accountant who is “very 
disgusted with the way the city 
council has been for the last four 
years.” 

Snyder, 64 (“a young 64, 
too”), if elected, hopes to 
improve the conditions of Peoria’s 
streets, make more efficient use of 
city services and give homeowners 
some tax relief. 

‘‘There should be some

property tax relief,” Snyder said. 
“Now if a man fixes up his 
property they assess him twice as 
much. 

“Instead of increasing taxes we 
should get by with what we 
have—scale expenditures to 
revenue.” 

Snyder, who said he leans 
toward the GOP politically, would 
also be very much in favor of 
improving the downtown 
shopping district with the 
addition of a civic auditorium for 
the fine arts. 

He would prefer private 
interests to join the city in urban 
renewal projects. “Get the area 
there cleaned up and get some 
building done,” Snyder said. 

Snyder looks for revenue 
sharing to be used for capital 
improvements, the urban renewal 
projects and to depreciate taxes. 

Dr. James B. Stafford, of 217 
W. Second, is a black optometrist 
and former city council member, 
having served a two-year term 10 
years ago. 

Stafford said he’d like to 
return to the council particularly 
to help deal with the problem of 
urban renewal, a problem he sees 
as important to second ward 
residents on the bluff as it is to 
those on the south side. 

“I happen to live in the urban 
renewal area, I happen to be black 
and blacks are the ones involved 
in the urban renewal area, so we 


should have something to say 
about it. 

“I feel if I’m elected to the city 
council,” Stafford added, 
“because of my council 
experience and because of the 
experience I have as a member of 
the Peoria Urban Renewal 
Advisory Committee (PURAC), I 
can bridge the gap between the 
area residents and the rest of the 
councilmen.” 

Stafford, who has served on 
the Peoria Council of Economic 
Opportunity, the Tri-County 
Human Relations Commission and 
the board of directors of the 
YMCA, was chairman of PURAC’s 
relocation committee. 

As for rollback zoning and the 
problems it brings, Stafford 
suggested there be no more 
rezoning until comprehensive 
plans are drawn for large areas. 

Stafford said revenue-sharing 
monies should definitely not be 
used for refunding taxes. 

“We’ve got first of all to take al 
look at various groups which! 
could qualify for funds and rattf 
them according to needs. Decide 
who needs it the most, and whal 
would do the most for the 
community at-large.” 

Stafford said the maiif 
stumbling block towards progres 
is self-pride and involvement in 
things going on in the city.

Seymour Reed, Bradley’s star 
forward, believes that the team’s 
9-8 season record and 2-5 
conference mark is not the 
result of occasional poor shooting, 
lack of rebounding or defensive 
lapses.

“Also we can’t seem to avoid 
the one flat spot a game when we 
can’t do anything right. We don’t 
have anyone to pick us up when 
we get down.” 

Reed felt that this was one of 
the most obvious differences 
between this year’s team and last 
year’s more successful crew. 

“Everyone talks about us 
missing the scoring of Schultz and 
Simmons this year, but we miss 
them as leaders even more. 
Simmons particularly could pick 
us up when we got down,” said 
last year’s Missouri Valley 
Conference Sophomore of the 
Year. 

Reed twice set personal career 
scoring highs for a single contest 
in games earlier this year but his 
scoring has fallen off sharply in 
recent games. 

“I’m shooting some less now 
than earlier,” he said, “but mostly 
I have just lost some confidence in 
my shooting because I haven’t 
been shooting well.” 

Being last season’s Sophomore 
of the Year in the Valley does not 
create any extra pressure for him.

The EBA serves as a minor league for 
the professional ranks and Simmons is playing under 
agreement with the NBA Philadelphia 76ers. . . 

So much for predicting the Missouri Valley Conference 


title winner. Prior to yesterday’s league games my choice for 
the cellar, Tulsa, is on top with a 5-0 mark. Memphis State, 
picked by the coaches to finish first, is tied with the Golden 
Hurricanes also at 5-0. In the meantime, my selection of 
New Mexico State as the champion appeared doomed when 
the Aggies could do no better than 6-6 in pre-conference 
play. Then the NCAA declared juniors John Williamson and 
Roland Grant ineligible for the rest of their college careers 
because of recruiting violations. Both would have been 
candidates for all-conference honors. NMS is 1-3 in the 
MVC. .. 

A conversation with UCLA coach John Wooden after his 
Bruins handled Loyola in the Chicago Stadium last week 
revealed another form of his players’ dedication. 

“You’d be surprised,” he said, “but the day we left LA we 
planned to leave at 8:45 in the morning.

Drake hands Braves 70-59 loss

“We got on a slick pole and 
couldn’t climb up it,” said 
Howard Stacey, the head 
basketball coach at Drake. But he 
was speaking of last year’s young 
team and its 7-19 record. 

The Bulldogs have since 
learned to bite and hang on as 
they made Bradley their 12th 
victim in 17 games by a 70-59 
margin in Des Moines, Iowa, 
Saturday. 

“We felt we had a real good 
team effort tonight as we did 
Thursday at Cincinnati,” Stacey 
said. Cincinnati fell 74-72; the 
Bearcats were 83-76 winners over 
the Braves in the Charlotte 
Tournament a month ago. 

“We have a team togetherness 
this season we didn’t have last 
year and I think its making a lot 
of difference,” Stacey explained. 
He’s in his second year at Drake 
after serving as an assistant at 
Louisville for five years. 

The Bulldogs shot well (56 per 


cent on 29 of 52 shots) and 
pounded the defensive boards (30 
rebounds) as Bradley failed to do 
either in dropping its fifth 
Missouri Valley Conference game 
against two wins. The Braves 
managed only 26 rebounds, led by 
Seymour Reed’s 10, compared to 
Drake’s total of 44. 

Bradley’s first-half field goal 
shooting of 33 per cent improved 
slightly to 40 per cent for the 
game, but the deficit went from 
15 points at intermission to 24 
with seven minutes remaining in 
the contest. 

As freshman Jim Caruthers and 
his 16 point average sat on the 
sidelines with torn ligaments in his 
right foot, Reed picked up some 
of the scoring slack with 21 
points, but only Dave Klobucher 
(12) joined him in double figures. 

Meanwhile Drake had four 
players with 13 points or better 
and recorded 18 assists. 

Caruthers, his foot in a cast, 
also missed the game last night 


with Louisville and will sit out the 
Memphis State game tomorrow. 
Optimistic reports call for his 
return to action in time for the St.

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City plans four lanes for University Street

Bradley’s Carousel Playhouse 
and Avanti’s Restaurant may be 
demolished in 1974 if proposed 
plans to widen University Street 
are followed through. 

Plans call for widening the 
thoroughfare into four lanes from

Interstate 74 to Bradley Avenue, 
and connecting the street to 
MacArthur Highway. 

The plans, proposed in 1970 to 
be undertaken over a five-year 
period, are divided into three 
phases: 1) the widening of 
University Street from Armstrong 
to Main Streets; 2) from Main to 
Bradley Avenue, and 3) from 
Bradley Avenue to MacArthur 


Highway. 

Construction has not begun on 
any phase as of yet. 

President Martin G. Abegg said 
he understood that the only 
section currently being 
contemplated by the city was that 
between 1-74 and Main Street. 

A new location would be found 
for the Carousel if the plans are 
implemented, Abegg said. He 
added that the plans would not 
affect Williams and Geisert Halls, 
which border University Street. 

Dr. Neal Claussen, head of the 
speech and theater arts 
department, said he had known of 
the widening plans for some time 
but said, “Never has the 
understanding been that the 
widening would begin before our 
lease runs out.” 

The Carousel’s lease with 
Richard LaHood currently runs 
through the spring of 1975. 
Claussen said the Committee for 
the Performing Arts would be 
looking for another facility if the 
current lease would not be 
continued past 1975. 

Claussen also said, “Vice 
President (Joseph F.) Mele knows 
of no firm plans by the city to 
widen University Street next year. 
They may have these things on 
paper but they also may be 
running behind time,” he 
continued. 

“Maybe it’s still in the planning 
stages. If the decision has been 


made by the city they could 
condemn the building (under 
public right of way statutes),” he 
said. 

Other university holdings 
affected besides the Carousel, 
according to Abegg, would be 
property between College and 


Underhill Streets on University 
Street. 

The land had originally been 
purchased by Bradley, Abegg 
explained, with the intention of 
building a dormitory there. 
“When we heard about these plans 
for University Street, the ideas for 


think that we could open up St. 
James Street to make a wider and 
more impressive entrance way to 
Bradley.” 

According to Aid. James Ardis 
Jr. (R-5), other city plans include 
a couplet modification of Main 
and Russell Streets. 
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the property were abandoned.”

Senate passes vacation change

Wayne Levy, 
sponsor of the motion, said the 
rescheduling would allow Jewish 
students to celebrate Passover 
with their families, would 
coincide with spring vacation for 
Peoria School District 150 and 
would leave two weeks after 
vacation in order to prepare for 
finals. He also pointed out that no 
other school with a schedule 
similar to Bradley’s has spring 
vacation as late as the one 
currently scheduled. 

Three applicants were 
nominated by All-school President 
Tim Engen to fill vacancies on the 
Supreme Court. The nominees, 
? rank Gabell, Jane McCahill and 
Rich Scott, will be interviewed 
and their appointment voted on 
ly Senate. 

A motion to place the proposal 
for a $21 activities fee as a 
referendum question on the 
March 7 Senate election ballot 
was tabled for one week. The 
proposal would require a 
two-thirds majority of those 
roting to be passed. 


The money would be used, 
according to All-school Treasurer 
John Baroni, “for increased 
frequency and higher quality 
activities at Bradley University. 

“I would hope this (proposal) 
would be of enough interest to 
make people come out and vote 
on it,” Baroni said during the 
discussion of the motion. 

Soph. Sen. Jaki Samuelson, 
chairman of the Communications 
Committee, reported that senators 
will be visiting dormitory floor 
meetings to explain the impending 
cutbacks in financial aid for 
students. Petitions urging the 
funding of already established 
federal aid programs will also be 
circulated for students to sign, 
then forwarded by Senate to 
congressmen. 

A detailed treasurer’s report of 
Senate finances was also presented 
by Baroni. He then listed several 
alternatives for obtaining funds in 
order to finish the current year. 
Among his proposals were a 
request for a grant from the 
university, a forwarding of the 
money budgeted for next year’s 
Senate by Vice President of 
Business Affairs Joseph Mele and 
a search outside the University for 
financial aid. Major discussion on 
the report was postponed. 

Petitions for offices to be 
voted on at the March 7 election 
will be available Feb. 12 at the 
Student Center control desk, 


Election Chairman Rick Andrulis 
announced. These petitions will 
be due Feb. 26. A schedule of 
candidate debates will be released 
in the near future, Andrulis said. 

U.S. Congressman Bob 
Anderson, Republican from 
Rockford, will speak Feb. 20 at 2 
p.m. in the Student Center 


Ballroom, Baroni announced. 
Anderson’s appearance will be 
sponsored by the Dirksen 
Memorial Chair of American 
Government. 

Bradley President Dr. Martin 
Abegg has been scheduled to 
address Senate on-Feb. 26, Engen 
also announced. 


“Russell Street,” Ardis said, 
“mostly an alley now, would be 
made into a one-way street going 
east to join Hamilton Street to the 
river. Main Street would be 
one-way going west.” 

Ardis said construction of the 
plan for Russell Street was to 
begin before that for University 
Street, but because of opposition 
from home owners in the 
area, from the park district, and 
because of the expense involved, 
proposed plans were delayed until 
University Street is widened. 

The widening of University 
Street is a cooperative effort 
between the city and the state 
under the Traffic Operation 
Program for Increased Capacity 
and Safety (TOPICS), to improve 
the traffic flow through the city. 


Engen won't seek re-election

In a prepared speech before the 
Student Senate Monday, 
All-school President Tim Engen 
announced that he will not seek

re-election in the March school 
elections. 

Engen cited declining grades, 
lack of time for school work and a 
recent appointment to a national 
education commission as the 


reasons for not running. 

“I can honestly say that I am 
not disappointed with the 
progress of this body nor my role 
in that development,” he said. 

Engen said he felt the present 
Student Senate had “laid the 
fundamental groundwork for a 
bright future here.” 

But Engen said later in the 
speech that “In the next few 
months, this campus is going to be 
in turmoil. The possibility of 
tuition hikes, faculty and program 
reductions and a growing paranoia 
about the future of this place 
(Bradley) will create an 
atmosphere of fear and 
disenchantment.” 

He said Senate is the only 
means to maintain confidence and 
understanding when “the 
confidence of others breaks 
down. 

“In many but not all respects 
we have become more responsive 
to the student body and in general 


more aware of the real problems 
of the institution.” 

Engen said he believed the 
Senate “has a record of 
achievement that would justify a 
re-election attempt on my part. 
And in many ways it is tempting.” 

Asked about the way he ran 
Senate and the feeling on the part 
of some that he was a “dictator,” 
Engen replied, “I don’t think it’s a 
matter of being a dictator. I was 
very anxious to become enthused 
- and to get others enthused. 
There were a few key people 
helping out consistently. There 
was the opportunity for others to 
get involved, but if they didn’t get 
involved then we couldn’t wait for 
them,” Engen said. 

Asked if he is grooming a 
successor to take his place next 
year, Engen replied, “I have not 
been. And I’m not supporting 
anyone right now. I will support 
anyone who has my set of goals 
and values though.”

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‘London flu’

Have your friends been 
complaining to you about that 
persistent cough you’ve had for 
the past two weeks? 

Have you had the chills lately? 

Or have you experienced the 
aches and pains of what started 
out like one of the many strains 
of the “flu,” only to find that 
your ears, throat and chest are 
throbbing with the worst cold 
you’ve ever had? 

Don’t feel bad, because you’re 
not alone in your 
once-a-year-college cold. The 
Student Health Center has been 
4 overflowing with students bearing 
these symptoms. 

Aching muscles, a headache 
and a fever mark what has become 
commonly known as the London 
flu. 

“At least three-fourths of our 
patients have been here for the 
flu,” said Betty Hasselbacher, a 
nurse at the Bradley Student 
Health Center. 

Hasselbacher said a sizable 
number of students with these 
symptoms have been frequenting 
the Health Center since the first 
day of classes. 

That was Jan. 1 8. 

This is Feb. 9. 

But the flu bug persists. Of the 
136 students who visited the 
Health Center on Monday, 
Hasselbacher said most came in 
with symptoms of the flu. 

On Tuesday, the Health Center 
reported 97 cases, most of them 
involving flu symptoms. 


Eileen Wade, a Bradley nursing 
student working at the Health 
Center, said about 100 cases a day 
have occupied the Health Center’s 
two doctors, Dr. Eugene Sullivan 
and Dr. R. C. Dunseth. 

In an effort to ward off the 
despicable germ, Hasselbacher 
sent notices, “General Directions 
for Colds,” to Housing Director 
Ken Goldin. The signs are posted 
on dorm bulletin boards and in 
dorm elevators. 

While the news media has 
reported that George Williams 
College in Downers Grove has 
closed because of an outbreak of 
the flu, Bradley remains open. 

Hasselbacher explained that 
she could not see the logic of 
spreading the germs when 
students would use public 
transportation to leave school. 

We have had no 
complications,” she said. “We’ve 
even sent some students for chest 
x-rays and they’re all negative.” 

Hasselbacher stressed the 
importance of drinking fluids 
while the “flu bug” lurks on 
campus, saying that much of the 
body’s water weight is consumed 
in the heavier breathing and 
increased perspiration of a person 
suffering with these symptoms. 

She explained that liquids help 
the cold and flu-sufferer to rid his 
respiratory passages of the mucus 
that has settled there. 

She recommended drinking 10 
eight-ounce glasses of liquids per 
day and eating as much fruit and 
vegetables as possible.

Lecture Arts then contacted a 
New York booking agency, who 
said The Hollies, an English rock 
group, were available for the Feb. 
2 concert. 

According to Applegate, the 
agent aggreed to a concert, and 
negotiations were verbalized on 
the phone. “He told us to go 
ahead and promote it,” she said. 

Meanwhile, in New York, the 
Hollies’ agent was trying to set up 
concerts in Chicago for the dates 
surrounding Feb. 2. 

“Wednesday, Jan. 31, we got a 
call from New York,” Applegate 
said.

You live here too 

City primaries may not seem as important or as exciting as 
national elections. 

Certainly they don’t cause the stir that a vice presidential 
candidate visiting Peoria causes, nor do they attract the 
crowds at campaign speeches, but they are equally vital to 
the Bradley community. 

For four years, a Bradley student is part of Peoria. He 
spends his money here, makes friends here, uses the facilities 
Peoria offers, drives on the streets, walks through the town 
after dark, complains about the lack of culture in “this 
overgrown farm town” and possibly obtains a job here. 

City elections offer one of the few times a Bradley student 
can exercise his rights as a citizen of Peoria. 

Bradley students who have registered to vote in Peoria 
have already made their decision as a citizen of this town. 

They have indicated a concern about Peoria, concern 
enough to say “I want to vote here.” 

That concern should carry through, not only for major 
state offices from this district, also for local campaigns, local 
elections and local government. 

In the upcoming primary elections, slated for Feb. 13, 
Bradley students living on or near campus can cast votes for 
five major city offices: mayor, three at-large alderman and a 
councilman from the second district. Two school board 
positions are up for election, as well as city and township 
offices. 

Five important city positions-enough to elect a majority 
of the Peoria City Council. With the reapportioned districts, 
five people may determine the progress of urban renewal, the 
condition of the city streets, the construction of a civic 
auditorium for cultural events, the use of Peoria’s revenue 
sharing money. 

Students have been given the right to vote in their college 
community. It’s up to them to use it. 


Change vacation 


Senate has passed a motion advocating moving the present 
spring vacation date up one week. 

The logic involved in this motion is easily understandable. 
Having spring vacation one week earlier would give the 
Jewish students an opportunity to spend Passover with their 
families, as well as allowing Christian students time with their 
families during Easter.

Here I Am-Now We Are

Feedback to most people means the static we 
hear on the radio. It interferes with us hearing 
what we want to hear. Today the word feedback is 
picking up a new connotation from the social 
sciences.

In this article we’re going to 
narrow the focus on verbalizing feedback to 
another person. 

Many times I’ve really been angry at people 
who wanted to give me feedback. It was perceived 
as static instead of feedback. The person who gave 
it to me seemed on an ego trip or was telling me 
how to live my life. 

In most instances I think the giver really meant 
well. However, the message they intended to give 
me either got fouled up in their giving or in my 
receiving. Thus the care and concern they wanted 
to express didn’t end up that way at all. 

I have found that with people I don’t know 
well, I don’t care enough to take the time and give 
good feedback. In those cases I think it’s best just 
to shut our mouths. There are many times when 
feedback is helpful and seems necessary. Some 
examples are the roommate who enjoys the stereo 
at 2:30 a.m., a steady date whom you enjoy a lot 
or your best friend who talks with others about all 
your problems. How can you best get your 
message across to these people? 

First of all, I’d like to suggest that feedback 
comes from an attitude of caring and trust. To just 
let someone know how you feel usually brings on 
an argument. Nothing is heard or done. 

Secondly, I share feedback when I have strong 
enough feelings or data to tell the person precisely 
what I’m feeling. This helps the other person 
understand what you have to say to him. 

The following are suggestions in giving 
feedback: 

-It should be descriptive rather than evaluative. 

By describing one’s own feelings, it leaves the 
individual free to use it as he sees fit; 

-It is specific rather than general; 

-It takes in account the needs of both the 
receiver and the giver; 

-It is well-timed. In general, feedback is most 
useful at the earliest opportunity after the given 
behavior; 

-It is checked to ensure clear communication. 

Feedback, then, comes from a need to share 
with others how they come across. It is most 
useful to both parties when it is shared in an 
atmosphere of trust and caring. To hold feedback 
in is to frustrate a need within yourself and also to 
cheat another person of valuable information on 
how he comes across.

vacation 

An increasing number of 
students and faculty are disturbed 
over the calendar for this 
semester. It is disturbing that the 
administration didn’t have the 
perception to see the numerous 
inequities in the calendar when it 
was proposed and adopted. I 
don’t believe it is too late for the 
administration to act and correct 
the inequities in the calendar. 

I believe the spring vacation 
should begin at 6 p.m. April 13 
and continue for 10 days, as the 
present calendar allows, with 
classes commencing at 8 a.m. 
April 24 for the following 
reasons: 

-This would allow the Jewish 
students and faculty to celebrate 
the holiday of Passover, which 
begins April 16, with their 
families. I believe there are 
enough Jewish students and 
faculty to warrant this change out 
of respect to their religious 
beliefs. 

-This would make our vacation 
coincide with the vacation of 


Peoria School District 150 and 
thereby allow the faculty and 
staff to enjoy their vacation with 
their families. 

-If this change is effectuated, 
we would then have two weeks of 
classes remaining after vacation, 
which would be more beneficial 
to an orderly learning process. It 
would also cut the number of 
class weeks until vacation. This is 
necessary because it is a strain on 
both faculty and students to be in 
class for 13 straight weeks. 

-No other school with the 
same style of semester schedules 
has their vaction as late as ours. 
Ideally, the spring vacation should 
be in March without regard to 
religious holidays, and divide the 
semester in half (as is done in 
most schools). Our vacation was 
obviously planned to coincide ' 
with Easter Sunday. As long as we 
are considering religious holidays 
in scheduling, we should include 
the holidays celebrated by other 
religious groups, especially when 
the dates are within a week of 
each other. 

It is my hope that some action 
is taken as soon as possible to 
effectuate this kind of change.

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Informality aids free university

What is Bradley University’s 
first and only successful, 
unorganized organization? 

Free university, of course. 

Chip Colletti, junior class 
senator and chairman of free 
university, has taken the past 
. mistakes of the organization and 
has applied them conversely to 
form a very loose, easy-going 
system. 

Bradley attempted to establish 
free university on the campus two 
years ago but proved unsuccessful. 
“It was just the way it was set up. 
It wasn’t really a failure,” 
explained Colletti. 

Students were obliged to 
register at the Activities Fair. 
Many signed up on paper but 
never came. “People don’t like to 
obligate themselves, especially 
students because there’s so much 
to do. 

Colletti said he thought part of 
the problem was* the selection of 
50 over-generalized courses. 
Inevitably, too many popular 
subjects were tabulated with lack 
of instructors to teach them, 
Colletti said. 

With the experience of the past 
in front of him, Colletti realized 
the informality that was needed 
to make such a program 
successful. “Ours isn’t very 
organized, ours is really loose. It’s 
actually a framework to set up 
individual classes. Each class is its 
own free university,” he 
explained. 

All that Colletti and his staff of 
four or five freshman girls do is 
decide on the courses and set up 
the seminars. “From these girls, 
from Senate, and the people on 
campus, I find out what is popular 
and what people are interested 
in.” 

Free university classes are then 
advertised, and those individuals 
wishing to attend may do so. 
There exists no registering 
procedures, no fees, no 
homework, no anything. “We 
don’t want to be known as 
courses or school; it’s just like a 
whole different attitude, like 
seminars,” Colletti said. 

The seminar is usually held in 
the Student Center which gives a 
semi-intellectual atmosphere of 


not formal classroom, yet not of a 
dorm basement either. “Students 
decide when the next class will be. 
It’s totally up to them and that’s 
why we think it’s the only one 
that has worked here so far at 
Bradley,” he added. 

Student and community 
interest has been high ranging 
from 15 to as many as 85 students 
per course. Though, “it’s not 
really important,” as no harm is 
done or money wasted if only two 
or three people attend, he said. 

Colletti admitted jokingly that 
Bradley’s free university could 
never compare with Stanford’s 
Southern California Free School 
of 3,000-4,000 participants. But, 
“for a small campus, I think it can 
always exist if people would use a 
lot looser way of doing it. 

“Hopefully, some of the 
courses will continue through and 
by April or May we’ll have nine to 
10 courses. Then it’ll be more of 
a Free University,” he said. 

Presently, Colletti’s main 
objectives are to get the 
credibility up and expand free 


university to a one-to-two-courses- 
a-week plan next year; simply 
enlarge it but not tighten it. 
Generally speaking, though, “I 
think it’s dying down now, 
nationally,” Colletti said. “Kids 
just don’t have the time for it.” 

Courses that were offered last 
semester were on marriage, drugs, 
witchcraft, and photography. 
Sometime within the next two 
weeks, free university will present 
an Income Tax course for those 
students who feel April 15th isn’t 
far enough away. 

Future plans include tentative 
courses on camping tips with a 
possible trip, and mayorial and 
aldermanic debates for, Peoria 
elections. To add variety in the 
unique curriculum, every week 
free university doesn’t have a 
course scheduled, a popular 
Bradley instructor will speak on 
any favored topic with an 
informal coffee discussion 
following. 

These proposed courses are 
subject to change in relation to 
time, length, and availibility of 
instructors.

Pre-sophomore orientation instituted

Beginning this spring, Bradley 
will be offering a pre-sophomore 
orientation program to interested 
freshman students. 

Ray Zarvell, director of 
orientation, said the program will 
try to provide academic 
advisement, counseling and other 
needed assistance to students 
prior to their second year at 
college. 

“The main purpose of a 
pr e-sophomore orientation 
program is to get a student 
with his faculty advisor and help 
him to consider or reconsider his 
educational and vocational goals,” 
Zarvell said. 

“In the past, once a student 
finished his first year at Bradley, 
he was left relatively alone to sink 
or swim, depending on how he 
adjusted to his college 
surroundings,” he said. 

“But we are convinced now 
that some problems arise during a 


person’s freshman year that could 
not have been foreseen at 
freshman orientation—problems 
such as difficulties in adjusting to 
classes or being integrated into the 
social life on campus. This is why 
we feel the need for some system 
of orientation to bridge the gap 
between the student’s first two 
years here,” he added. 

According to Zarvell, the new 
orientation program is not 
required and is probably not 
needed by a great many freshman 
students. But, he urged, “those 
persons who feel they have any 
problems that need working on or 
just looking at, should attend.” 

Letters will be sent to all 


members of the freshman class 
around the third week of April 
telling them about registering for 
pre-sophomore orientation, 
explaining what services are to be 


offered and including a schedule 
telling when and where meetings 
will be held with faculty advisors, 
counselors and/or student 
counselor aides.

The Civil Aeronautics Board 
(CAB) announced on Dec. 7 that 
“youth standby, youth 
reservation and family fares are 
unjustly discriminatory and that 
family and youth reservation fares 
are also unreasonable.” 

This was the result of CAB’s 
Domestic Passenger - Fare 
Investigation which may result in 
the end of youth and family 
discounts. The board has deferred 
cancellation of these fares pending 
further hearings. 

To combat this possible 
discontinuation, the Coalition to 
Retain Air Discount Fares 
(CRADF) has been set up through 
the sponsorship of the National 
Student Lobby and the 
Continental Marketing Corp. 

The purpose of this

Lehrman, president of 
Continental Marketing Corp., a 
youth fare sales concern, will be 
“to alert every traveler effected, 
advise them that they may lose 
from 25 to 30 percent of their air 
fare reductions if they don’t act 
now and to provide them with a 
vehicle to express their views so 
that they will be heard.” 

Over $300 million is spent 
annually by young people on 
youth fare tickets. Each year over 
one million youth fare cards are 
purchased by young people who 
believe they are entitled to its 
benefits until age 22. If the fare is 
abolished, these privileges will be 
cancelled. 

CRADF is designed as a 
clearing house for student 
responses. Letters sent to their 
office will be systematically 
sorted according to congressional 
district, counted to measure 
response and then forwarded to 
the proper congressman. 

National Student Lobby 
leaders will then visit members of 
the House and Senate Commerce. 
Committees in an effort to get at 
least one Republican and one 
Democratic sponsor for necessary 
legislation from each committee. 

They will then work with staffs 
of the committee, airline 
representatives, senior citizens and 
other groups interested in 
preserving the discount fares. 

On Feb. 28, a National Student 
Lobby conference is planned. At 
that time, the delegates will visit 
their own legislators and urge 


them toward positive and fina 
action in retaining these fares. 

In January 1968, CAE 
examiner Arthur S. Present rulec 
that discount fares limited tc 
persons 12-21 years old were 
“unjustly discriminatory” because 
age alone isn’t a valid distinctior 
between passengers. 

Shortly therafter, Preseni 1 
received such a large amount of 
mail from college students, and 
their expression of opinion was sc 
overwhelming that CAB rulec 
airline youth fare discounts dc 
not unjustly discriminate againsi 
adults.

Dr. Valeri Lapidus, a Russian 
Jew who recently emigrated from 
the Soviet Union to Israel, termed 
his release “a gift” as he spoke to 
more than 70 people Monday in 
the Student Center Ballroom. 

Lapidus, currently teaching at 
the Technion in Haifa, Israel, 
explained the Jewish communities 
of the past no longer exist. Small 
circles of Russian Jews exist, but 
ties in these groups are weak. 

‘The situation,” Lapidus said, 
“is very, very bad. 

“Jews are a scapegoat for the 


oppressive Soviet government. 
Nobody knows why or how the 
USSR permits someone to leave. 
You are not allowed to take 
anything. 

“It is very difficult to leave,” 
Lapidus said. “One has to ask his 
manager at work for special 
reference papers. Then a meeting 
is called of the entire factory 
where you work and you are put 
on stage where anyone can ask 
any questions they want, 
including comments as to your 
loyalty or whether you are a spy 
or traitor.

Lapidus, 42, said his 
51-year-old brother also wished to 
leave the country but was too old 
to go through the ordeal required 
to even have a chance to leave. 

Along with the problems 
involved in leaving the Soviet 
Union, Lapidus also noted the 
two-fold problems of jobs and 
housing which face immigrants to 
Israel. 

In 1972, 32,000 Russian Jews, 
most well educated, immigrated 
to an Israel faced with a limited 
job market, Lapidus said. 

He added, “Every immigrant 
also needs to wait about a year for 
housing. Until then they stay 
wherever they can. 

“Jews are being used as money 
and goods in connection with 
trade agreements,” Lapidus said.

If Bradley’s basketball team 
has a key to success this year it 
would have to be freshman guard 
Jim Caruthers. 

Two weeks ago the Braves were 
9-7, had a three game winning 
streak, and were playing 
respectable-to-good basketball. 

Then in the closing minutes of 
a game against Wisconsin-Green 
Bay, Caruthers strained ligaments 
in his ankle. Since then the Braves 
have lost three games by a total of 
43 points. 

Caruthers is Bradley’s leading 
scorer, averaging over 16 points a 
game. More importantly, most of 
his scoring was from long range - 
virtually the only true outside 
threat Bradley possesses. 

This would seem like a lot of 
pressure for a freshman to be 
confronted with but Jim says it 
doesn’t bother him. 

“I have always been a very 
confident player. My high school 
coach, Craig Hall, was very 
important to me because he 
always instilled a lot of 
confidence in me. 

“Now I think Coach Joe 
Stowell and the other players all 
have confidence in me and I don’t 


think of myself as a freshman on 
the court. I only think of myself 
as a ballplayer.” 

Caruthers, an all-state selection 
for Sumner High in Kansas City, 
Kan., last year, said he wasn’t 
particularly surprised to be 
starting as a freshman. 

“Coach Stowell told me when 
he recruited me that he would 
need scoring and I have always 
considered myself a shooter so I 
felt I had a pretty good chance to 
start.” 

There are aspects of his game 
that need to be polished. 

“I definitely need more work 
on my ball-handling if I am going 
to be a real good guard. Also you 
can never play too good defense 
so I think I need more work there 
too.” 

Jim is very disappointed with 
the season so far, particularly the 
four Missouri Valley losses right 
after Christmas, but is optimistic 
about the future. 

“We are a very young team 
playing five underclassmen many 
times, and although I don’t think 
this should be used as an excuse, I 
think it has created some 
problems. 

“We have seven games left and 


we look upon them as seven 
games we can win and set the 
stage for next year when we 
should really be tough.” 

What about the contribution of 
Jim Caruthers the rest of the 
year? 

“I am definitely ready to 
play,” he said Tuesday, after only 
two days of practice. 

“I know I’m not at full 
strength yet but I think I can help 
the team and I want to play.”

making “32” famous on the Hilltop and shares playing time 
with Denver’s All-Star guards, Warren Jabali and Ralph 
Simpson. They play nearly equal amounts but the roles are 
different. 

“My job is usually to play defense or pass,” Smith said. 
“But even that depends on the particular game or team we’re 
playing. Some games I’ll start and if not, I’ll get in with about 
three minutes left in the first quarter, then start the second 
half and play most of it. After this many games, things start 
to form a pattern.” 

Against Memphis that night the Rockets struggled, 
eventually winning 104-99. Memphis has the worst record in 
the league and Denver is fifth best. 

“It’s hard to get up for every game when you play 84 
regular season games and 10 pre-season. But that’s one of the 
things that has to be done regardless,” Smith said. 

Drafted after high school by the Chicago White Sox, he 
decided on an education which was later interrupted by 
two-years in the Army. Denver drafted him in the fourth 
round and he chose the round ball filled with air over the 
smaller one covered with horsehide. 

“I think every now and then about the choice I made,” he 
said. “But with all the minor leagues and other factors 
involved, the chances of making it in baseball are about 1 in 
50.” 

Smith has the physical attributes that would enable him to 
fill the qualifications of a football running back-185 pounds 
of muscle molded to a 6-1 frame. Such characteristics serve 
him well in the “non-contact” sport of basketball. 

“I enjoy the physical aspect of the game,” he said. “But as 
a rookie I didn t have a ‘license’ and officials and players tend 
to overlook rookies when it comes to being fouled.” 

Denver coach Alex Hannum speaks well of his young 
guard: “Al’s been in kind of a shooting slump lately, but he 
still gets the job done when he has to. He’s a pressure 
ballplayer and we look to him in tight situations.” 

“Smitty” was one of 11 from the field Sunday night, 
however he hit four of five from the free throw line and 
recorded seven assists. 

He’s had off-nights shooting before, but people who 
attended when he played in Robertson Memorial Field House 
will tell you that it was worth the price of the ticket just to 
see him take the inbounds pass, dribble nonchalantly up 
court. . .

Memphis State showed Bradley 
for the second time why it is first 
in the Missouri Valley and 
Louisville demonstrated why it is 
a contender on a recent Braves 
road trip. 

Louisville lost its top six 
players through graduation last 
year after winning the Missouri 
Valley title and finishing fourth in 
the NCAA Tournament. And with 
a starting lineup composed of two 
sophomores and three juniors, the 
young squad was picked to finish 
in the lower echelons of the MVC 
this season. 

But the Cardinals ripped 
Bradley 91-74 Thursday and St. 
Louis 88-49 Saturday to move 
into third place in the league with 
a 5-3 mark. Prior to last night’s 
game with Memphis State, 
Louisville had compiled a 15-6 
seasonal record and is assured of 
its 29th consecutive winning 
season, the longest such streak in 
college basketball. 

Coach Denny Crum was an 
assistant to John Wooden at 
UCLA for three years before 
taking the Louisville job last 
season. And his squad is able to 
zone press in a manner similar to 
and almost as effective as the 
Bruins. 


It was the press that helped 
Bradley fall from a seven-point 
halftime deficit to 16 points 
behind five minutes later. And it 
was the Braves’ inability to shoot 
and rebound that kept them out 
of reach. Bradley hit 43 per cent 
from the field while Louisville 
made 51 per cent.

When basketball coach Joe Stowell reaches up to put his 
a ™ around the sh °ulder of that 7-1 high school 
All-American center everybody at Bradley is waiting for and 
starts whispering sweet nothings in his ear, consider this The 
moment Stowell says, “Young man, I’ll give you a full 
scholarship to come to Bradley,” he is promising a big hunk 
oi money. 

When University of Illinois basketball coach Harv Schmidt 
does the same thing, he’s not promising as much. Tuition at 
Illinois is $496 a year. Bradley tuition is $2,100. 

Bradley, in terms of granting scholarships, is at a definite 
disadvantage as are other private schools when it comes to 
recruiting. For the money Bradley spends on one scholarship 
ot tuition, Illinois can grant four. 

• ^ ° th ? r St3te schoo,s ’ students are complaining too much 
is allotted to athletics out of student fees. Two separate 
student groups at Illinois State and Northern Illinois have 
approached their Board of Regents (both schools have the 
same board) suggesting this money from student fees be 
reduced. Currently at Northern, money budgeted from 

SfT/ 66 ! f ^cTT th u athletlc department amounts to about 
$28 student. ISU charges a $33 fee for athletic activity fee. 

In the spring of 1971, a referendum at Northern to reduce 
this funding was defeated by a 4-1 margin. Three years ago 
Illinois State students voted to assess themselves $10 increase 
to improve the quality of their athletics. 

At Bradley, money budgeted from student fees for the 
athletic budgets amounts to $5 a student according to figures 
from the controller’s office. (It should be pointed out that 
unlike Northern or ISU.' Bradley has no football program.) 
Payment of this activity fee entitles students to free 
admission to all athletic contests. 

I’m not about to suggest we should raise the money 
students pay as an athletics fee. Tuition is pretty steep as it 
is. 

But many times people don’t realize what it is to fund 
intercollegiate athletics at a private school. 

The higher tuition puts a higher price tag on scholarships. 
And when you consider the student activity fees, $33 times 
18,000 ISU students goes a lot farther than $5 times 4 300 
Bradley students. 


Reed led all scorers with 18 
points, Dohner followed with 13 
and guards Doug Shank and Dave 
Klobucher added 12 apiece.

Associate philosophy professor 
Brendan Liddell, also a second 
ward candidate, was sixth in the 
district with 106 votes. 

Bateman, a project manager for 
Caterpillar Tractor Co., is also vice 
president and chairman of the 
board of Bradley’s national 
alumni association. 

Six candidates were chosen to 
seek the three spots for at-large 
alderman in April. 

Warren G. Reynolds, a Bradley 
alum and chairman of the 75th 
Anniversary Founder’s Day 
committee, led all at-large 
candidates with 9,889 votes, and 
was followed by incumbent third 
ward alderman Thomas Dunne 
(8,039), Margaret Lennarson 
(7,765), Franklin Renner (7,552), 
Louis Carr, incumbent ninth ward 
alderman (6,986), and Arnold 
Miller (6,208). 

In voting which was not a 
primary, School District 150 
voters re-elected Dr. Leo E. 
Sullivan to another five-year term 
on the school board. 

Dr. Edward P. Glover was also 


elected to the District 150 board, 
defeating third place imcumbent 
board president Mary McDade, 
14,514 to 12,392. 

Voter turn-out was relatively 
light in the 40th precinct, the area 
which includes the Bradley 
dormitories, most of the 
fraternity and sorority houses, 
and many off-campus students 
listed as registered voters. 

Only 254 ballots were cast in 
the precinct, less than 20 per cent 
of the more than 1,200 voters. 

Better than 42 per cent of the 
total number of registered voters 
city-wide in Peoria did vote, in 
what was considered a very good 
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turnout for a primary election. 

Wednesday Bateman attributed 
his surviving out of the primary to 
having “turned out my neighbors 
to vote for me.” 

The four top runners in the 
second ward all disclosed their 
campaign contributors and 
expenditures, and Bateman 
pointed out that the order in 
which each candidate finished was 
exactly the order in which the 
candidates spent campaign funds.

Speaking before an audience of 
about 400 persons at Robertson 
Memorial Field House Tuesday 
night Sen. Birch Bayh of Indiana 
said, “If we do lose our freedom 
in this country, we are going to 
lose it voluntarily.” 

The Democratic Senator 
continued, “We’ll lose our 
freedom a word at a time, a 
sentence at a time, a law at a time, 
a Supreme Court appointment at 
a time. Slowly but surely, through 
our own volition, we’ll give up our 
freedoms inch by inch by inch. 
We’ll suddenly awaken, we won’t 
realize that we’ve voluntarily 
given up these freedoms and we’ll 
look around and find that we have 
a far different system than we 
had.” 

Bayh, the sponsor of the 
“Saturday Night Special” bill that 


presidents, class senators, black 
senator, greek senator, University 
Hall senator and CAAB.

was passed last summer 
controlling the manufacture 
sale of small handguns, said the 
gun control bill was the most 
controversial issue in the entire 
nation. 

Earlier in the evening Bayh 
taped a Channel 47 “Urban 
Issues” program on which he 
discussed the gun control bill. He 
said guns without a sporting 


function should not even be 
manufactured. 

Bayh explained that there 
exists a struggle between President 
Nixon and Congress over control 
of the federal budget, saying, “I 
feel very strongly that these 
efforts that the President has 
made to impound funds and by 
executive order to cancel 
programs that have been inacted 
by Congress and signed into law 
by former Presidents is really a 
direct confrontation with 
constitutional reality. President 


Nixon is not the first President to 
get involved with impounding 
funds, but I don’t know any 
President who has gone as far as 
he has gone to just outright cancel 
programs.” 

Among the topics which Bayh 
expressed concern over was the 
newsman’s privilege and the 
erosion of free speech. “The 
newsman’s privilege we’re talking 


about is a privilege that has been 
given traditionally to a newsman 
who was given information about 
certain activities by a third party. 
When you say to a newsman ‘You 
have no privilege’, in my 
judgment, you don’t catch even 
one criminal because if you take 
away that privilege one of two 
things is going to happen. First, 
the third party is not going to tell 
the news because he knows that 
his identity will be disclosed. Asa 
result, the newsman is unable to 
let the rest of us know what’s 


happening. Secondly, even if the 
third party does tell the newsman, 
the newsman probably is not 
going to disclose it for fear that he 
is going to be brought before a 
grand jury, and the source 
disclosed and his ability to get 
additional information is 
destroyed. As a result, the public 
is not informed and when the 
public isn’t informed, in my 
judgment, the country suffers.” 

After his speech, Bayh held a 
question-answer session during 
which he said, “that he opposes 
the President’s cuts on higher 
education as well as primary and 
secondary education. 

Also during the 
question-answer session, Bayh 
discussed pollution, cuts in the 
defense budget, the Watergate 
affair, and juvenile delinquency.

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$21 fee move withdrawn

The motion to institute a $21 
student activities fee was 
withdrawn by All-school 
Treasurer John Baroni “for an 
indefinite time period” at 
Monday’s Senate meeting. 

Baroni said he planned to 
“re-evaluate the plan in terms of 
how it would affect student 
activities in general,” since the 
business office had told him that 
if an activities fee were charged, 
the Student Activities Budget 
Review Committee (SABRC) 
allotment might be cancelled. 

“We would, in effect, be raising 
tuition. It might be easier to push 
an increase in the percentage of 
tuition activities received from the 
administration, rather than getting 
the money from the students with 
a supplemental activities fee,” 
Baroni said. 

Senate passed unanimously a 
motion proposed by All-school 
Vice President Dick Bardoulas to 
increase the powers of the office 
of vice president. 

“It will put the vice president 


in charge of Senate and 
appointments. The president will 
be in charge of the executive 
branch and will have time to set 
up more ad hoc investigations and 
to get what Senate legislates 
done,” Bardoulas said. 

The change will take effect 
after the March 7 all-school 
elections. 

Also passed was a motion by 
Elections Chairman Rick Andrulis 
to allocate $40 of Senate’s funds 
to pay students to advertise the 
all-school elections. Students will 
be hired to wear “sandwich” signs 
March 7 bearing a reminder to 
vote. A stipulation was added to 
the motion stating that no student 
involved in campaigning for any 
candidate will be hired. 

In other Senate action, the 
nominations of Frank Gabell, 
Jane McCahill and Rich Scott for 
Supreme Court justices were 
approved. 

Commuter Sen. Kevin Tilton 
announced that the

Lovelace cafe may get facelift

If dormitory enrollments for 
the fall semester reach the 
optimistic estimate set earlier this 
year by Housing Director Ken 
Goldin, the “ghetto” cafeteria 
may be in line for a facelift. 

Lovelace Hall cafeteria, located 
in the oldest dorm presently 
offering food service (and thus the 
“ghetto” nickname), will be 
remodeled over the summer if the 
number of dorm residents 
estimated for fall 1973 is as high 
as Goldin has predicted.

Although hampered by a 
registration practice which limits 
its enrollment and halted from 
expanding into a full-fledged 
college as was proposed and 
denied last spring, the Scholars 
Program for Bradley honor 
students still exists. 

Exists quite well, too, 
according to Dr. William Steiner, 
Scholars’ Program director. 

“We think we have a very good 
colloquium,” Steiner said of the 
weekly meeting which includes a 
guest lecture with a discussion 
following. “Students are very 
interested in it.” 

The number of students 
enrolled in the voluntary, 
non-credit program varies from 
semester to semester, Steiner said, 
with between 33 and 38 students 
currently involved. 

“We’re practically non-existent 
in terms of freshmen. When they 
changed the manner of registering 
freshmen and moved it to the 
departments, we lost our main 
avenue of recruiting. 

“In the past when the 
counseling bureau did the 
advising, whenever they would 
find an eligible freshman, they 
would refer him to us. 

“But now the departments 
don’t tell the students about us.” 


Enrollment figures by 
year-in-school indicate the recent 
drop-off. Of the 33 consistent 
colloquium participants, there are 
10 seniors, 10 juniors, 10 
sophomores and three freshmen. 

“Unless the university changes 
its attitude, we’ll just keep on 
with the Scholars’ Program as a 
colloquium.” Steiner noted. 

“I am fairly content to 
continue it at this level until the 
university decides what it wants 
to do. At this moment I don’t 
think the university knows what it 
wants. 

“We feel that it is the 
university’s turn to make their 
move; we made ours.” 

Future colloquium lectures will 
include speakers on love, truancy, 
palm reading and handwriting 
analysis.

Big stars; 
big money 

Considering all the trouble Bradley had trying to keep a 
backup group for the Mason Proffit concert, one might get 
the impression that nobody really wants to play here. 

Not true, but it sure looked that way, what with Steely 
Dan and The Hollies both finding ways to play elsewhere, 
and leaving us to settle for Peorian Dan Fogelberg. 

There are two problems really, and you might guess that 
the first one is money. 

For instance, reports tell us that Neil Diamond’s agent 
sent feelers to various colleges in the Midwest to gauge 
interest for a concert by the blues rock singer. Would Bradley 
book Diamond? You betcha. 

One phone call later, it was the same old story, 
agent had come up with more than 20 places that could 
guarantee him a gross of $50,000. 

Even if Bradley sold out the Field House at $7 a seat, it 
couldn’t make 50 grand, so the Diamond offer went by the 
wayside. 

And so it goes with The Moody Blues , with Three Dog 
Night, with Chicago, with Carole King, with Grand Funk, 
with The Who, with Santana and with all those other big 
groups Bradleyites are clamoring for. 

For seniors, here long enough to remember the concept 
season of 1969-70, when Bradley hosted such stars as The 
Fifth Dimension, Blood, Sweat and Tears and Chicago, times 
have changed. 

Rock concerts spell profit for worthy groups and prices 
have soared in three years. A $10,000 group in ’69 is 
a $40 or $50 thousand group today. 

Along with soaring prices have come enormous concert 
halls with the latest in acoustics, staging, lighting, and 
capacity. 

Sure Three Dog Night is going to come to the Field House 
and give a concert to an empty basketball court while the 
audience of 5,000 cranes to see more than the amplifiers. 

It’s only 90 miles further to the University of Illinois for a 
concert three times the size with twice the money with 
acoustics and seating much better than Bradley’s “hanger” 
ISU offers better facilities than Bradley can, and Chicago and 
St. Louis are convenient stopping points. 

Okay, so we can’t change BU’s facilities right now. But the 
second problem can be changed. 

The second problem is with the audience, and Bradley 
isn’t the only one hurting there. 

Richie Havens drew only 3,000 people to the Field House 
last spring and SCB and Lecture Arts shared a $3,500 loss. 

From Northern Illinois University’s Northern Star comes 
word that Ravinia Festival will no longer schedule rock 
concerts. Ravinia, a beautifully landscaped park with 
pavillion and picnic area, a great place to listen to music, is 
located just north of Chicago in Highland Park. 

The damage incurred from audiences who used alcohol 
and drugs during concerts was blamed; trouble Bradley also 
last year and this year. 

The University of Detroit has dropped its concert series 
this semester for the same reasons-lack of attendance and 
the drug and alcohol problem. 

Bradley seems to have found the answer. Schedule acts 
like Peter Nero and The Carpenters and you won’t have any 
problems with the drinking/drug crowd because 
mild-mannered Peoria people and adults will make up most 
of the audience. 

So its a dilemma. Either the groups a majority of college 
students would like to hear have priced themselves out of our 
range, or the rock audiences cause more trouble than it’s 
worth. 

Now if someone can only discover a group that’s cheap 
enough for Bradley to afford, popular enough to draw a 
decent-sized crowd and good enough to keep the kids 
clapping so much they won’t have time to pickup their 
bottles or light their joints.. . .

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CLEP: college credit earned at lower cost

The College Level Examination 
Program (CLEP) has been an 
established organization at 
Bradley for close to a year, yet 
many students don’t realize its 
existence and function. 

“CLEP offers a testing service 
which grants college credit to 
those who possess unusual 
academic achievement,” said Dr. 
Donald M. Albanito, dean of the 
College of Continuing Education. 

CLEP can benefit those 
students who want credit for 
knowledge they acquired 
independently, or those who have 
dropped out of college and seek 
readmission at the proper level. 

The program also aids students 
who need college credit for career 
advancement, and transfer 
students from the U. S. or abroad 
whose transcripts are inadequate 
or can’t be readily evaluated on 
the American system. 

Students or anyone else 
wishing to participate in CLEP 
can earn up to 60 semester credits 
if they score on the 40th 
percentile or higher. 


Thirty semester credits can be 
awarded in each of the two areas, 
general and subject. 

General examinations 
consisting of English composition, 
humanities, math, natural

sciences, and social sciences assess 
the student’s knowledge of 
fundamental facts and concepts in 
the given area. 


Subject examinations are 
similar to final exams. 

At Bradley, three semester 
hours can be gained in the subject 
areas of business with seven 
categories, natural sciences with 
three, medical technology with 
four, social sciences with six, 
mathematics with five, and 
education with four. 

In passing these tests, Bradley 
readily grants credit for the 124 
hours needed to graduate. 

Only the department in which 
a student is a major can decide 
whether CLEP credit can be 
applied to group or degree 
requirements, however. 

For this reason, students 
planning to take CLEP are urged 
to see their faculty adviser to 
establish exactly how these tests 
can fulfill their own particular 
requirements. 

The individual departments 
also decide whether they are 
willing to grant junior-senior 
credit through CLEP. In essence 


the exams are geared toward the 
equivalency of knowledge in the 
first two years of college. 

Most of the subject categories a 
student can gain credit for are 
basic introductory courses. 

Dr. A. Wayne McGaughey, 
chairman of the mathematics 
department expressed the opinion 
that most of the general exams in 
the math area were too easy, 
based on high school achievement. 
The fact that an examinee need 
only score a 40 per cent to pass 
McGaughey felt was too low. 

Math categories an individual 
can gain credit for are college 
algebra, college algebra-trigonom¬ 
etry, introductory calculus, 
statistics and trigonometry. 

CLEP exams cost $15 in each 
general area and two or more $25. 
The subject area exams are $15 
each. 

Bradley does lose tuition on 
such students but gains in other 
areas. The program encourages 
bright students to attend Bradley, 


and that raises the academic 
standards and adds three years of 
tuition. 

“It produces less boredom for 
students in lower level classes and 
allows teachers of these classes to 
concentrate their efforts on 
students who need the 
knowledge,” Albanito explained. 

“You must have a specific kind 
of information to pass a subject 
exam, but there is no set of 
recommended texts. For the 
general exams, you must- have a 
broad background in the areas 
tested,” Albanito stated. 

The CLEP tests are given every 
third Thursday of the month for 
general exams, and every third | 
Friday of the month for subject 
exams.

Four casts in 'Four Seasons' wise decision

With the exceptions of William 
Gibson’s Two for the Seesaw and 
Jan De Hartog’s The Fourposter, 
the successful two-character 
drama is something of a rarity in 
the American theater. 

Theatrically, the dramatist is 
severely limited, if not 
handicapped, in attempting to 
sustain an entire evening with

Such is the case with Arnold 
Wesker’s The Four Seasons 
currently on view at the Carousel. 
Wesker’s quadriparite exercise 
detailing the complexities in the 
development and disintegration of 
love between man and woman is, 
at all times, interesting for the 
actors portraying Adam and 
Beatrice, but often hard going for 
the audience. 

Much of the first quarter of the 
play is tedious, and the drama 
takes seemingly forever to 
progress past Adam’s lengthy 
opening monologue. The primary 
problem is Wesker’s 
pseudo-classical dialogue - heavy, 
rhetorical, devoid of any 
colloquial speech and at times, so 
unnecessarily cryptic that the play 
grinds to a halt while locked in 
the grip of ambiguity. The 
relatively few “clear” passages, 
particularly in the more effective 
second half, are welcome indeed. 

And yet The Four Seasons, 
lacking plot and often employing 
contrived, quasi-poetry in place of 
human speech, has a valid place in 
the Carousel’s season. 

Director Tom Joyce has wisely 
chosen not one but four separate 
couples to portray Adam and 
Beatrice during the run, creating a 
stimulating educational 
experience for those involved. At

St. Louis and Illinois State 
junior varsities became the 10th 
and 11th victims of the 
undefeated Bradley jayvees in 
basketball play last week. Illinois 
State, which had been 7-1 before 
Monday’s game, was highly 
touted, but fell 87-73 at Normal. 

In the 94-78 decision Feb. 8 
over the St. Louis Baby Billikens, 
the Papooses made winning look 
easy. Playing without injured 
junior guard Doug Pomatto, the 
jayvees moved out to an early lead 
behind the long-range aerials of 
Pomatto’s substitute Roger 
Coulter, John Carroll, as well 
as a ball-hawking man-to-man full 
court press. 

Coach Chuck Buescher 
described the game in which all 
five Bradley starters score in 
double figures as, “A good 
all-around 40-minute effort along 
with the best defense we’ve 
played all year. Potentially, along 
with Burlington, St. Louis is the 
best team we’ve played all year. 
We took ’em out of the game with 
out man-to-man defense.” 

Bradley high scorer was Tim 


Althoff who ripped up every St. 
Louis defender assigned to guard 
him and finished with 26 points. 
Coulter was next with 1 8 points, 
Hamilton poured in 17, Les added 
14 points and Carroll chipped in 
with a 13 point effort. 

At Normal Monday, a stacked 
ISU line-up which included varsity 
performers as Roger Powell, 
Clarence Weaver, Mike Bonczyk, 
and Rick Meeks couldn’t stop the 
inspired Papooses, and Bradley 
left Horton Fieldhouse with its 
eleventh victory in a row by an 
impressive 14 point margin. 

ISU gave the game to Bradley 
at the free throw line. The Braves 
made 21-24 free throws while the 
Redbirds connected on only three 
of six tosses. 

In the second half the Papooses 
started in the patented Bradley 
1-3-1 zone which completely 
bottled up the confused Redbirds. 
Behind Les’s floor generalship, 
Bradley built up a fifteen point 
lead at the 13:00 mark of the 
game when Roger Coulter broke 
in unmolested for an easy layup 
out of the stall offense. 

Powell, who was the leading 
scorer in Illinois at Joliet Central 


High last year, scored on threi 
straight long-range jumpers to cu | 
into the Bradley lead, but thi 
Papooses weren’t to be denied 
Les put on a devasting floor shoi I 
in scoring 18 second half point 
including eight of nine free throw 
in the last four minutes for a garni!

Road record falls to 1-9; 
Iowa, Wichita tip Braves

‘There’s no place like home.” 

That adage has probably been 
over used as much as any when it 
comes to describing sports and its 
home-court advantages.

The Braves have lost Five of 
their last six games, the lone 
victory coming in Robertson 
Memorial Field House in an 86-69 
thumpfng of St. Louis.

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Claims Congress guilty 

Power struggle not new

I The power struggle between Congress and the president is not 
something new , U.S. Rep. John B. Anderson told a Student 
Center audience Tuesday. Anderson , a Dirksen Chair speaker, 
said he was in favor of budget-cutting measures President 
Nixon is employing.

Presidential power has recently 
become a key public concern, 
particularly regarding budgetary 
matters and the Vietnam 
involvement. This issue of 
executive control is not new, 
however, according to U.S. Cong. 
John B. Anderson, Republican 
Representative from Rockford, 
Ill. 

Anderson, a Dirksen Chair of 
American Government guest 
lecturer, addressed 50 students 
and faculty Tuesday in the 
Student Center. 

His topic, “Congressional 
Relations at the Crossroads” dealt 
with the continuing struggle for 
power between Congress and 
the White House. 

“Constitutional crossroads 
somehow involves the choice 
between a strong president and a 
weak Congress. The days of 
Congressional dominance have 
long since passed,” he said. 

‘The fact remains that it’s 
Congress that has been guilty—of 
the weakening of its strength—and 
the erosion of its power.” 

Anderson, second ranking 
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member of the House Rules 
Committee, attributed this 
erosion of congressional power 
“mainly to disappointments in 
recent events.” 

He cited the war in Vietnam as 
one of the main contributing 
factors. “It (the war) is not an 
accident and it turned out to be 
one of the most decisive wars in 
the history of our country.” 

At a press conference earlier 
Tuesday morning, Anderson said 
he favored the Javits resolution 
before Congress. This would limit 
the circumstances where the 
president could send American 
forces abroad, while allowing the 
president a 30-day time period to 
report to Congress. 

“I believe very definitely in a 
war powers resolution, but not as 
any (form of) censure. 

Later he explained, “the 
president has to be given latitude 
on a day-to-day basis to 
implement foreign policy.” 

However, he advocated the 
formation of a joint congressional 
committee on foreign policy to 
facilitate communication between 
the White House and Capitol Hill 
on such matters. 

An de r son, third-ranking 
Republican in the House cited the 
handling of budget matters as 
another major cause of the 
erosion of congressional power. 

“We ought to be reforming our 
budgetary procedures (in 
Congress).” He recommended 
changing the fiscal year, which 
currently runs from July 1 to 


June 30, to correspond with the 
calendar year. 

The veteran congressman of 12 
years advocated an over-all 
budgetary ceiling, compelling 
Congress to attempt a balance of 
expenditures and revenues before 
any funds are appropriated. 

Commenting on the transfer of 
military funds to non-military 
programs, he said “the transition 
has been going on rather steadily 
for the past three or four years.” 

A ranking member on the Joint 
Committee on Atomic Energy, 
Anderson supported use of federal 
funds to aid local mass transit 
districts, “by allowing local 
governments the option to use 
federal money.” He explained the 
money would be distributed in 
the form of capital grants in the 
revenue sharing program. 

‘This was a program Volpe 
pushed while he was secretary of 
transportation,” Anderson said. 

He related the transportation 
problem to the current energy 
crisis when he stated, “About 25 
per cent of our energy is used for 
mass transit.” 

Anderson said the rebuilding in 
South Vietnam is an effort, “to 
try to wipe out a very bitter 
chapter in past relationships.” 

He added that he hoped for 
peace and reconciliation on the 
international scene and among 
what he termed “the waring 
branches of our federal 
government.” 


Faculty cuts: students to have their say

Will students be able to insure 
that good teachers aren’t lost by 
the wayside during the next three 
years as Bradley trims its faculty? 

Several department chairmen 
and deans, the people who will 
decide who is to stay and who is 
to go, say the students already 
have made some insurances to 
preserve the quality of education 
at Bradley. 

They pay the premium on that 
insurance policy at every 
registration. 

The College of Liberal Arts and 
Sciences (LAS) contains 
approximately 50 per cent of the 
faculty and about half of the total 
enrollment at the university. 

Dr. L. E. Norton, dean of the 
LAS college, said he expected that 
the school would take half of the 
faculty cuts. 

“In establishing priorities for 
determining faculty reductions, 
Norton explained, “we’re asking 
each department to examine itself 
very carefully in terms of present 
enrollment within the department 
and projected enrollment for the 
next two or three years.” 

Norton said student input in 
the decisions of faculty reductions 
comes primarily in enrollment 
statistics and evaluations. 

“Most instructors and 
departments over the last three 
years have had student evaluation 
made of instructors and courses,” 
he said. “Continued low 
enrollment in certain instructors’, 
classes might be an indication. It’s 
one of the many ingredients that 
we look at.” 


“If Mr. X’s sections fill up 
every semester,” Dr. Wayne 
McGaughey noted, “he’s probably 
doing a good job of teaching.” 

McGaughey, chairman of the 
mathematics department, said, “I 
can sit here at my desk and 
evaluate teachers by looking at 
enrollment in terms of registration

in courses with multiple sections. 

“Even with considerations for 
preferred time periods, over three 
or four years you get a pretty 
good idea of who the students 
think the good teachers are.” 

Dr. James Ballowe, head of the 
English department, commented, 
“If students consistently stay 
away from a teacher’s classes, 
that’s the best input.” 

The number of sections offered 
for a particular course and the 
frequency of offerings can aid in 
the decision to tighten up a 
department, Norton said. 


“Some courses can still meet 
the demand by being offered only 
one semester rather than both 
semesters. When enrollment was 
high, courses were offered every 
semester,” Norton said. “Now, 
they’re still offered every semester 
with only half the enrollrrent.” 

Norton said he depended on 
the recommendations of 
department chairmen, although 
ultimately, he makes the 
recommendations of faculty 
reductions. 

“We want the department 
chairmen to examine their 
departments just as much and just 
as thoroughly as they feel they 
can. They know some things that 
the rest of us don’t know,” he 
added. 

Many departments and 
individual teachers asked students 
to evaluate the teacher and the 
course near the end of the 
semester. 

The Dean of the College of 
Engineering and Technology, Dr. 
Peter Z. Bulkeley, feels the 
student evaluations of instructors 
plays an important role in helping 
him decide who the good teachers 
are. 

“We include and require 
substantial evidence of teaching 
criteria as we consider tenure, 
promotion and dismissal,” 
Bulkeley said. ‘The evidence is 
obtained directly from student 
evaluations of their teachers.” 

Evaluations by students can be 
misleading, however, and there is 
always the possibility of 
personality conflicts among other 
things. 

Bulkeley said he tended to 


trust the student. 

“I have reviewed more than 
300 evaluations in the past six 
months and I have observed no 
correlation between the student’s 
expressed expected grade and the 
objectivity of the course 
evaluation. 

“I believe if the students vote 
their grade rather than their head 
they’re missing an outstanding 
opportunity to help themselves.” 

Ballowe, head of the liberal 
arts discipline with the largest 
faculty, disagreed with the 
engineering dean. 

“I think it would be wrong to 
hold a popularity contest to 
dictate who’s to go,” Ballowe 


said. 

The English department does 
have students evaluate teachers, 
but the information is for the 
teacher’s own personal use. These 
are available to the department 
head “if the professor shows them 
to him,” Ballowe said. 

“It’s no guarantee that a 
person is going to be kept here, 
though.” 

McGaughey also expressed the 
concern that students might be 
less than objective in evaluating 
teachers who had given them 
poorer grades. 

He did, however, feel student 
evaluations might be of some help 
continued on page 3

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More funds needed 


Free U suspends courses

Free university will be 
postponed indefinitely due to 
“lack of funds for publicity,” Jr. 
Sen. Chip Colletti announced at 
Monday’s Senate meeting. 

“We’re going to try to get new 
funding for Free U publicity 
rather than tax the already 
depleted (Senate) budget,” 
Colletti said. 

He added that Free University 
will be suspended “until we get 
more money. If Senate comes up 
with more money, then we’ll ask 
for a requisition of funds. To last 
until May we need about $75.” 

When the program is 
reinstated, Colletti expressed the 
hope “to go the full effect and 
meet every week with 
intermediate coffee hours with 
instructors in between programs 
rather than the haphazard courses 
like one every four weeks.” 

All-school President Tim Engen 
expressed an optimistic viewpoint 
on the future of federal aid to 
education in his president’s report 
saying, “The financial aids thing 
looks good. 

“The situation has developed 
where if the Congress approves 


the Nixon budget for education, 
they will be defying the law.” 

Engen cited a clause in last 
year’s federal appropriations 
program which states that all 
programs have to be funded at the 
previous year’s level. 

He went on to say that 
according to his congressional 
source, the Congress is unwilling 
to take a step in defiance of the 
act. 

In other Senate reports, Jr. 
Sen. Barb Musielak reported the 
Senate tutorial service has been 
moved to the library^ and the 
names of available tutors are listed 
at the reserve desk. She added 
that the Senate test File is 
available at the same place. 

Engen reported a new director 
of Food Service has been named 
to replace Vic McKee, who has 
been out due to illness. The new 
director, Dave Berger, was 
formerly with the University of 
Illinois food service before 
accepting the position at Bradley. 

Senate unanimously passed a 
motion by All-school Vice 
President Dick Bardoulas to 
require all expenditures of under 
$25 to be approved by Senate 


Executive Council and all 
allocations in excess of $25 be 
approved by Senate prior to 
expenditure. A regular bi-monthly 
Financial report by the all-school 
treasurer is also required by the 
motion. 

Senior Sen. Wayne Levy placed 
as a motion a proposal to change 
the Student Senate constitution 
to permit only full and part-time 
students to run for all-school 
office. The change would delete 
the requirement that candidates 
be in good academic standing with 
the university. 

He also made a second motion 
to extend voting eligibility to full 
and part-time students attending 
Bradley. Both motions were 
tabled to Rules Committee. 

Levy also announced an 
Elections Committee meeting for 
all candidates running for office at 
5 p.m. Monday. 

Elections Committee has ruled 
All-school Vice Presidential 
candidate Ralph Rosen ineligible 
to run for all-school ofFice, Ralph, 
David Rosen’s running mate, is an 
English sheepdog. 

BU President Martin Abegg will 
address Senate next Monday.

A “rash” of German measles 
cases have been reported on 
campus. 

Harriet Robards, R.N., said 11 
cases of the German measles have 
been detected at the Health 
Center. 

German measles is a highly 
contagious disease, Robards said, 
characterized by swollen glands in 
the neck, a sore throat and red 
eyes, with a sudden rash appearing 
on the neck, chest, back and/or 
abdomen. 

“There’s really nothing to do,” 
Robards said of the itchy rash, 
“except stay in until the rash 
disappears.” Students should 
remain in isolation for Five to 
seven days. 

The disease is dangerous only 
during early pregnancy, Robards 
said. The disease, if contracted 


within the first three months, may 
lead to deformities in the child. 

As to the possibility of the 
disease spreading around campus, 
Robards said, “that depends on 
how much exposure these 
students have had before they 
were isolated.” She said the 
disease is contagious for 24 hours 
before the rash appears, as well as 
while the rash is present. 

Robards advised students who 
think they have contracted the 
disease to go to the Health Center 
to be certain their symptoms are 
German measles. 

Rumors of scarlet fever cases 
on campus have not been 
confirmed, Robards said. Students 
who were thought to have the 
fever were given throat cultures, 
all of whidh proved negative, she 
said.

to the teacher personally. 

“If 10 students would say the 
same thing about me on their 
evaluations, I as a teacher would 
have something to evaluate in my 
own thinking.” 

Dr. James E. Fussell, chairmain 
of the business administration and 
management department feels 
that student evaluations are taken 
into consideration in tenure, 
promotion and dismissal 
procedure, “not directly, but 
indirectly,” he said. 

“Our department is considering 
student evaluations near the end 
of the management major’s senior 
year,” Fussell said, “because he 
can be objective then and not 
have to worry about reprisals 
from teachers.” 

Ballowe said the English 
department would lose two 
faculty members this year. He said 
the formula these and any future 
cuts would be based on concerns 
the following: 

— the quality of teaching 
performance; 

— necessity to the English 
program, and 

— past history of professional 
involvement. 

“Very important is the value of 
the teacher in terms of the 
program within your discipline,” 
Ballowe said. 

“For instance, if we no longer 
taught Shakespeare, and we had a 
man who only taught 
Shakespeare, we’d be inclined to 
let him go.” 

McGaughey said the 


mathematics department would 
lose three members, two to 
retirement and a third to the 
computer science department. 

Fussell, who’s department has 


and the prestige a professor enjoys 
professionally in his own area of 
concern. 

“Also that he is a productive 
scholar developing himself in his

kept up its enrollment along with 
the rest of the business college 
(“and that’s quite an 
accomplishment”) said the 
management department is now 
concerned with improving the 
quality of the staff. 

The opinions of present faculty 
members “play an important part 
in deciding if an applicant 
becomes a member of the 
department,” Fussell said. 

“Hard evidenced criteria” will 
be used if faculty need be cut in 
the engineering and technology 
school, according to Bulkeley. 

“This includes a teacher’s 
observable scholarly productivity

field; the way he aggressively 
pursues the latest developments in 
his field and introduces them into 
the classroom; the way he is a 
leading educator. 

“This sort of thing you can 
document,” Bulkeley added, “and 
part of this documented evidence 
includes input from students.” 

In discussing faculty cuts, 
President Martin G. Abegg said 
the major areas affected by * 
enrollment declines were the 
service departments. 

“The ones that tend to be 
hardest hit are the all-university 
course requirements; English, 
Speech and Physical Education. 
The service areas are not only 
affected by the decrease in the 
number of majors, but also by 


decreases in other areas of the 
university,” Abegg explained. 

LAS is the major area as far 
as providing the service courses, 
Abegg said. The other colleges 
provide service courses, “but not’ 
nearly to the extent that LAS 
does.” 

In administrative areas, Abegg 
said decisions were being finalized 
at this time. 

“We’re, of course, looking at 
all areas of the administration at 
the present time to see where we 
might consolidate functions and 
get a better utilization of people. 
We’d like to combine the 
functions in such a way that we 
can effectively accomplish some 
reductions in the administrative 
and the professional staffs,” he 
said. 


Draft center needed after truce 


Peace Corps, VISTA reps 
coming to recruit volunteers 


Peace Corps and VISTA 
representatives will be recruiting 
students in the Student Center 
Monday and Tuesday and also at 
the Placement Office Tuesday. 
According to area recruiting 
manager Tom Fife, summer 
project goals still call for 70 civil 
engineers and 271 volunteers with 
business degrees or backgrounds. 

“Bradley has traditionally 
supplied volunteers for these two 
areas (civil engineering and 
business) for us,” Fife explained. 
“We try to recruit from the school 
what it produces the most of.” 

“That doesn’t mean that we 
aren’t looking for anything else 
while we’re here,” he added. “We 
need nurses, teachers with 
specialties in math, science, 
chemistry and physical education, 
social workers and many liberal 
arts graduates.” 

Fife emphasized that 
threatened budget cuts at the 
federal level will not affect Peace 
Corps and VISTA programs this 
year. There has been a steady 
increase in Peace Corps requests 
from the 57 countries now served 
by volunteers, and VISTA 


projects are getting into areas of 
care for the elderly - and other 
groups that weren’t attempted 
before. 

Volunteers must be at least 18 
years old and can be single or 
married but with no dependent 
children. Peace Corps service is for 
two years and VISTA for one 
year. Volunteers receive a living 
allowance and expenses including 
medical care and transportation.

Since the end of the Vietnam 
war and the military draft, one 
might naturally wonder if there is 
still room for a service such as 
Peoria’s Draft Information Center. 

And last week, draft counselor 
Daniel O’Connor moved his office 
from its campus location in the 
Newman Center on Bradley 
Avenue, to his home at 2031 W. 
7th St. in Peoria. 

This move does not signal the 
center’s demise, according to 
O’Connor. “The volume that 
we’re still getting just won’t allow 
us to close,” said O’Connor, the 
last remaining full-time counselor 
of the program, which at its peak, 
employed five such advisors. 

“We will continue to give 
counseling service, using my home 
as an office,” he said. 

O’Connor admitted that the 
number of young men seeking 
advice has been substantially 
reduced since the discontinuation 
of draft calls and the present flow 
“is not enough to justify having 
an office.” By contrast, 
counselors were “buried in work 
during 1971,” he said. 

O’Connor said he will continue 
to offer a program of counseling 
for those already in the military. 


More than one soldier, absent 
without leave (AWOL), has 
approached the counselors, he 
said. 

The center, which has no 
connection with either the federal 
government or the Selective 
Service System, will also continue 
to advise those seeking 
conscientious objector status. 
According to O’Connor, even 
after the end of the draft, there 
are still people who wish to be 
classified C.O. 

Aside from military counseling, 
O’Connor said he will “attempt to 
locate those Peoria draft dodgers 
now living in Canada and try to 
check their files from the draft 
board to see if some can legally 
return to the U.S. 

“We don’t know who these 


draft dodgers are, other than the 
ones already indicated,” he said. 

O’Connor explained that of an 
estimated 50 Peorians now in 
Canada, “25 to 50 per cent had 
applied for C.O. status before 
they split, but were turned down 
by their draft board. 

“In these cases, almost all 
would be able to return. Their 
chances of winning in court are 
extremely good, because of the 
fact that according to a recent 
Supreme Court ruling, a draft 
board has to give reasons for 
turning a C.O. applicant down.” 

Of course, O’Connor said, 
there may be many in Canada or 
other foreign countries who 
simply would not be interested in 
returning.

A need for Bradley 


In three months, the 1973-74 school year ends at Bradley. 
And it has been a year most of us would probably not wish 
to see again. 

In terms of the university, it’s been a year of problems. 
Enrollment for this year is down nearly 300 from last 
year, and predictions for 1973-74 school year are more 
dismal. Estimated enrollment projections were for 3 500 
students, compared to 4,300 full-time students this year. 
Rumors persist that Bradley will not even reach 3,500 students, 
in terms of student enrollment. 

Projections for a budget deficit of more than $600,000 
shocked many on campus. Bradley has thus far managed to 
overcome deficits by economizing even to the extent that we 
finished this past year in the black financially. But from all 
indications, this year we won’t fare so well. 

And now word comes of faculty and administrative 
cuts. Twenty faculty positions are to be eliminated for 

the 73-74 school year, mostly due to retirement, and normal 
atrrition. 

But an estimated 45 faculty positions are to be cut next 
year, and 10 more after that. A total of 75 positions will be 
eliminated within the space of three years. Granted 
estimated numbers are never final, but if the university is 

setting 75 as an approximate figure, the situation is pretty 
tense. 

Sure, private colleges all over the nation are facing 
inancial problems equally as serious, and even more serious 
than Bradley is. And state universities are having their problems 
with money, although as yet, publically financed institutions 
are in much better shape than private colleges. 

The problems begin to form a pattern and from this 
pattern comes one question: Is there any need for private 
colleges and universities in the United States? 

Independent institutions of higher learning blame their 
troubles on the decline of the post war baby boom, higher 
costs of operation, a tight economy which prevents people 
from paying the high tuition at private colleges. 

All these things are factors, but it’s a situation of the 
symptoms rather than the causes. Curing the symptoms never 
gets to the root of the problem. 

Our society is presently not accepting the over-educated 
products our universities are turning out. The trend is away 
from education toward training. Hence the emphasis on 
professional courses: engineering, business, nursing. 

Students no longer go to college to “learn,” they go to get 
a better job. But universities are still catering to the “get an 
education” philosophy, and turning out students that our 
society has no immediate need for. 

It’s obvious that if private universities are to fulfill a need 
and ever hope to regain their stability of the ’60’s, something 
must change. 

.. Tj 13 * cl ? 3nge has either got to come from the university 
itself, with an emphasis on preparation for employment 
rather than education. In that case, the university would 
make certain its graduates are trained for a specific job that 
has some use to society. 

Or the change must come from the students, who will no 
longer be able to look towards college as a means of getting a 

better job. They must say, “I want to learn,” and really mean 
it. 

It’s a time of change and survive, or stagnate and die. 
Simply cutting taculty positions in line with enrollment 
statistics and increasing recruitment drives are not the answers 
They solve symptoms, not problems. 

It is necessary for a complete re-evaluation of Bradley 
University and its role in education and job preparation It’s 
time to decide whether we want a Bradley University or a 
Bradley Vocational Tech.

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in Vietnam - a covert war?

WASHINGTON, D.C. ~ DNSI 
- The war in Indochina is far from 
over. General Thieu and the 
Pro visio nal Revolutionary 
Government (PRG) have made it 
clear that they will keep struggling 
for power in Saigon. And 
President Nixon’s euphemistic 
commitment to “maintaining the 
peace” after a ceasefire appears to 
presage continued U.S. 
intervention which could lead to a 
resumption of U.S. bombing and 
mining should Thieu be 
threatened. 

Pres. Nixon has a choice at this 
point. He can follow the example 
of the French after the 1954 
Geneva Settlement and withdraw 
from Indochina. Or he can 
emulate President Kennedy after 
the 1962 Geneva Accords on Laos 
and wage a covert war to keep a 
pro-American regime in power. 

All indications are that he 
intends to follow the Laotian 
model, pouring in billions of 
dollars to maintain General Thieu, 
through the use of CIA, Air 
America and military personnel 
masquerading as “civilian 
advisers.” These advisers would be 
on contract to U.S. corporations 
and the U.S. Agency for 
In ter national Development 
(USAID). 

The most concrete evidence of 
this impending shift to a covert 
war is the report that the number 
of U.S. “advisers” in Vietnam has 
already doubled from 5,000 to 
10,000. These men will not be 
schoolteachers. They will be 
military and paramilitary 


personnel wearing civilian clothes. 

If previous experience in Laos 
and Vietnam itself is any 
indication, these 10,000 men will 
carry out Presidential covert war 
in most or all of the following five 
areas: 

-The Phoenix program. The 
CIA-funded and directed Phoenix 
program executes Vietnamese 
accused of working for the 
National Liberation Front. Over 
40,000 Vietnamese were killed 
under Phoenix between August, 
1968, and mid-1971 alone, 
according to the Saigon Ministry 
of Information. An article 
published recently*by Ho Ngoc 
Nhouan, a Catholic member of 
the Saigon National Assembly, 
claims that the Phoenix program 
has been expanded in the past few 
months under a new name. 

-The prison system. CIA 
personnel, formally attached, to 


journalist Don Luce, a 12-year 
resident of South Vietnam. It is 
unlikely that Mr. Thieu will 
release the majority of his 
political prisoners, most of whom 
are non-aligned with the NLF but 
constitute a serious threat to his 
regime. 

-The police forces. General 
Thieu has stated that he intends 
to arrest or shoot on the spot 
anyone engaging in a wide variety 
of “pro-Communist” activities, 
from flying the wrong flag to 
“inciting riots.” These activities 
will presumably be carried out by 
Thieu’s 11 separate police units, 
composed of well over 100,000 
official and secret police, spies 
and informers. This police system 
is funded and directed by the CIA 
- again operating under the cover 
of the USAID “Public Safety” 
division. 

-The ARVN. If fighting breaks 



the “Public Safety” division of 
the USAID, also fund and advise 
the Thieu regime’s extensive 
prison system. Estimates of 
political prisoners held in these 
jails range from a low of 40,000 
to the 200,000 figure given by

Here I Am - Now We Are

Much of the frustration we experience 
as humans stems from our lack of 
understanding and comprehending what 
our brothers and sisters are trying to say to 
us. We live in a world of unbelievable 
communication devices that can record, 
play back, send our voice to the moon and 
connect us with just about anyone in the 
world. 

Despite our progress, so much of what 
we want to say never reaches the next 
person so he can totally understand. In this 
article I’d like to explore one area of 
communication-dialogue. 

A couple of weeks back in the first 
“Here I Am With You” article, we looked 
at feedback-information we give another 
person on how he comes across. Feedback 
is a specialized form of dialogue. 

I see dialogue as the sharing of feelings, 
ideas and interests with another person so 
that both persons grow and learn from the 
experience. For talking to become 
dialogue, both parties must respond and 
add to the conversation. 

There are some ways to make 
communication more rewarding and to cut 
some of the lines of misunderstanding. 
These can be divided into two groups: 
suggestions for the speaker and suggestions 
for the listener. 

The most important thing to remember 
when you’re talking is to know what you 
want to say. That might sound a bit 


obvious but a lot of people send pretty 
fouled up messages. They mix up feelings 
with opinions, opinions with facts and so 
on. 

Another common practice is not to 
speak for ourselves. We hide ourselves 
behind general cultural trends and human 
nature. Equally important, we seldom 
make either physical or eye contact with 
the person we are talking to. 

As for listening, I believe it is a lost art. 
We usually have our next line prepared and 
ready to go long before the other person 
has finished. Most hearing stops at the ears 
and not at the brain. Good listening 
requires you to first get the content of the 
message. What is so often lost is how the 
message was given and what it meant to the 
other person. Before responding, it is a 
good idea to check back with the person to 
make sure we understood what was said. 

To add one last thought, the best 
dialogue and the most exciting for me is 
when I’m free enough to be spontaneous in 
my sharing and to accept the spontaneity 
of someone else. Communication loses 
something when each party has planned 
and schemed what he has to say. I enjoy 
most the moments of free speech with 
close friends. 

Dialogue is and will be important in all 
levels of communication. The best place to 
begin is at home. May Ma Bell rest in peace.

ammunition. American Army 
officers, perhaps operating as 
military attaches of the U.S. 
Embassy, will continue to plan 
and direct troop movements and 
battles. 

-The Secret Army. In addition 
to controlling ARVN units 
through Vietnamese commanders, 
the U.S. also directly comrrands 
its own army of more than 30,000 
Montagnards and ethnic 
Cambodians in South Vietnam, 
part of a 100,000-man “secret 
army” stretching through Laos, 
Cambodia and Thailand The 
aftermath of a ceasefire will 
probably see an expansion of this 
army, as was the case following 
the 1962 Agreements in Laos. It 
will be commanded by U.S. 
Special Forces (Green Berets), 
who already have been flown into 
South Vietnam according to the 
January 15 Newsweek. They will 
dress in civilian clothing and be 


under the control of the CIA. 

In addition to these direct 
military and paramilitary tasks, 
covert war will demand more 
thousands of Americans to keep 
South Vietnam’s economy and 
society on a war footing. U.S. 
refugee advisers will continue to 
feed millions of refugees in camps 
should General Thieu continue to 
be reluctant to let them go home. 
Other Americans will manage the 
Vietnamese piaster, while others 
will continue to fund political 
parties, religious groups and 
communal associations which 
might otherwise turn against 
General Thieu. 

Covert warfare has been tried 
by the U.S. three times: in 
Vietnam after 1954, in Laos after 
1962 and in Cambodia after 1970. 
Each time it failed, and each time 
it led to the direct use of the U.S. 
Army and Air Force.

Although audio-visual is not 
the most talked-about service on 
campus, almost every department 
takes advantage of its facilities, 
according to Bobbie Rice, 
assistant director of A.V. 

“Most of our equipment is 
presently being used to the 
maximum,” Rice said. “For the 
number of employees and 
facilities that we have, A.V. is 
being used to capacity. We average 
35-40 jobs each day.” 

These jobs consist of 
delivering, operating and picking 
up equipment, she added. The 
equipment ranges anywhere from 
microfilm to record players to 
slide carousels. Some of the 
equipment includes a library of 
300 educational films, tapes of 
most major events at Bradley, 
video tapes, public address 
systems and an electronic stencil 
cutter. 

“All of these facilities are 
available for learning purposes to 
the various departments,” Rice 
said. “We’ll work with anybody 
and anything.”

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Summer school task force suggests changes

Summer school at Bradley can 
be expected to undergo a 
face-lifting, beginning with the ’73 
sessions, according to Dr. Donald 
M. Albanito, dean of summer 
school. 

Albanito, chairman of the 
| Summer School Task Force which 
met for five weeks last summer, 
said, “It will take some time but 
you will see a palpable difference 
this year. We hope to make the 
summer an enjoyable and 
worthwhile educational 
experience.” 

The committee, appointed by 
President Abegg,also included Dr. 
Peter Bulkeley, dean of the 
college of engineering and 
technology; Dr. Neal E. Claussen, 
chairman of the speech and 
theater arts department; Dr. 
Richard Trumpe, vice-president 
for student services; and Dr. Merle 
Kauffman, chairman of graduate 
study in the college of education. 

The committee’s report which 
“looked into every phase of the 
program,” was given to the deans 
of each of the nine schools at 
Bradley, according to Albanito. 

“The answer to summer school 
at Bradley University is not so 
much one of reducing expense as 
one of making Bradley an exciting 
place to be during the summer 
months,” the report said. 

The Task Force made 
recommendations in the following 
areas: 

HOUSING: The report 
suggested a reducation in the price 
for single occupancy of double 
rooms, reserving some floors for 
married couples or families, and 
using other floors on a “motel 
basis.” 

| Ken Goldin, director of 
housing, said students will be 
housed in Geisert Hall for both 
five-week sessions this summer. 
Double occupancy in a double 
room will run $75 per five week 
sessions and $95 for single 
occupancy, per session. No 
provision for board will be 
offered. 

Meals will be available “on a 
cash basis in the Student Center, 
seven days a week, three meals a 
day,” Goldin said. 

“We did not increase our 
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(room) rates this year,” Goldin 
said. 

COURSES: Consider the 
following eight areas for course 
enrichment: 

-special courses for qualified 
students not regularly enrolled, 
especially minority students; 

--enrichment programs for 
advanced students; 

-six-hour seminars to fulfill 
group requirements; 

--reading and study skills 
courses; 

-career and internship work 
programs; 

-leadership courses; 

-ecological studies; 

-foreign study programs. 

The Task Force did not list 
specific recommended courses. 

In an effort to encourage more 
innovative summer school course 
offerings, Albanito postponed the 
Dec. 1, 1972, deadline for 

summer school course proposals 
to Feb. 1, 1973. 

Both /be gg and Dr. George B. 
Ferguson, vice president for 
academic affairs, agreed with the 
Task Force’s recommendation for 
“great flexibility in courses, 
scheduling, format, and topic (as) 
an absolute requisite to Bradley’s 
developing a viable summer 
program.” 

FACULTY: The Task Force 
also recommended the change to 
the nine-month faculty contract, 
by stating the ten and one-half 
contract “had not provided 
incentive for many faculty for the 
development of excellence.”

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Albanito explained that 
teachers presently hired on a ten 
and one-half contract either teach 
or work on approved programs 


during the summer. 

“Under the new (nine-month) 
contract,” Albanito said, “faculty 
members who wish to teach 
during the 1974 summer sessions 
will have to compete to get course 
proposals approved. They will 
have to demonstrate that their 
course fulfills an educational 
need, and that it can draw 
students.” 

“We continue to offer the same 
courses summer after summer 
even though the students have 
indicated their lack of interest in 
them,” Albanito said. 

Of the 1,482 summer school 
classes offered over the past three 
years, 60% had less than five 
students enrolled, according to 
Albanito. He said the ninth-month 
contract should provide improved 
sumrrer school course offerings. 

The Task Force recommended 
deans and directors “take 
meticulous care” in approving 
summer course offerings. 

REGISTRATION: Use 
telephone registration, 
pre-registration within each 
college, simplified temporary 


admission for graduate students, 
more reasonable late registration, 
and reduction of restrictions on 
the number of hours a student can 
enroll in summer school. 

BUDGET: Establish summer 
budgets for Lecture Arts, Student 
Center Board, intramurals and 
dorm councils early enough to 
insure “a vigorous social life,” 
according to Albanito. 

BRADLEY STUDENTS should 
receive the summer school 
bulletin before spring break, 
according to Albanito. 

“We will soon be publicizing 
the new offerings,” he said. 

In the past, 5,000 copies of the 
summer school bulletins were 
printed each year. Albanito said 
now “there will be about 120,000 
more of them. The course offering 
list also will be published as a 
supplement to the Peoria Journal 
Star, reaching 99% of the families 
in the area, all arriving on Easter 
Sunday morning. 

The supplement is part of 
Albanito’s effort to increase the 
enrollment of Peoria-area 
residents.

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Sorority open rush extended, numbers down

In an effort to encourage more 
Bradley coeds to consider 
pledging a sorority, open rush has 
been extended through Feb. 26, 
according to Dean of Women 
Camille Primm. 

“This means that conceivably, if 
the women would get out and 
push a little bit harder, they might 
pick up a few more women,” she 
said. So far, 24 women have gone 
through rush this semester and 
eight have pledged houses. 

“However,” she added, “by the 
same token, this late in the year 
most students have made up their 
minds in terms of what their 
affiliation is going to be at least 
for this year. And so I’d like to 
see them concentrate their efforts 
on next year. 

“Several houses have expressed 
concern to me. Because they’re 
down in numbers they’re not 
going to be able to fill their 


houses which creates a problem in 
meeting the costs of the house.” 

She cited the cases of at least 
three houses which have expressed 
“serious concern” about closing, 
but she does not as yet see this as 
a problem for next year. 

One alternative to closing 
Primm mentioned was having 
houses accept social memberships 
or allowing non-members to live 
in the house and pay room and 
board without actually becoming 
affiliated with the house. 

“Panhellenic (Council) is going 
to have to come together and start 
emphasizing the Greek system on 
a Panhellenic basis rather than on 
an individual house basis. I think 
they’re going to have to evaluate 
their programs, make changes 
where necessary in order to 
attract students.” 

Primm attributed the drop in 
the number of girls who choose to 
pledge a sorority to several 


factors. “The residence halls, I 
think, provide more activities than 
they used to. Whether it’s true or 
not, I think some freshmen still 
have the idea that the sororities 
are extremely regulated, require 
certain behavior, which is not true 
necessarily at all.” 

Other reasons for the drop in 
membership she cited include 
relaxation of rules in residence 
halls and lack of knowledge as to 
what sororities actually do. 

“What l really think is that 
Panhellenic has got to get out and 
push the public relations business. 
If they want women to join their 
houses, they are going to have to 
make known what they stand for 
and what happens in those houses 
and what kinds of things a woman 
can benefit from by being a 
Greek, rather than living in a 
residence hall.” 

She admitted that finances 
might be a major deterent to a 


woman choosing the Greek life. “I 
think that a lot of women perhaps 
look at sororities as frosting on 
the cake, which we don’t 
necessarily need when you have to 
put the spending of your money 
on a priority basis. I have to say 
that probably if you analyzed it, 
sororities would be somewhat 
more expensive, but not 
prohibitively more expensive.” 

However, Primm does see a 
continuing place for Greeks at 
Bradley. “We attract the kind of 
student body who will support 


the Greek system. I wouldn’t see 
it folding. 

“My position is I’m not a 
Greek woman myself but I surej 
would like to see them at least 
hold their own if not strengthen 1 
themselves because I think they 
have a lot of good things to offer, 
I think generally the university 
supports the Greek system, unlike 
some other campuses, and I like; 
that. We are available and have a 
commitment to do whatever 
can to help the system.”

A few weeks ago Dan 
Fogelberg performed at the Field 
House and for many he stole the 
show. Well, if you liked his style, 
he has an album that is available, 
Home Free , which demonstrates 
his musical prowess. 

Home Free is a beautiful piece 
of music that has a distinct mood 
which reflects the personality of 
the artist. Whereas some albums 
have no direction, this album is 
the opposite. The album’s theme 
is love—romantic loves and love of 
life. 

The music successfully 
heightens this theme because of 
its outstanding production. The 
integration and arrangements of 
each instrument are carefully 
done to provide spirit and balance 
throughout the album.

Love You” and “More Than 
Ever” are livelier, upbeat tunes 
using the steel pedal. 

The album closes with “The 
River”, a very personal song.

Once Pete and Tillie’s marriage 
takes place, the movie develops 
into a melodrama that would put 
The Sins of Madelyn Claudet to 
shame. For a while the newlyweds 
are blissful. Pete finds a good job, 
they find a beautiful home and 
they have a wonderful son. Soon, 
though, things go awry. 

First, Pete contracts a roving 
eye for the ladies. Second, their 
son contracts a fatal disease and 
dies. Tillie cracks up, goes into a 
home and assumes her marriage is 
over. But then one day Pete shows 
up at the home and you know 
everything is going to be just 
dandy. 

Walter Matthau as Pete waltzes 
through this little number with an 
ease that borders on sloppiness. 
And as for his nude, piano-playing 
scene, well, let it suffice to say 
that America is not yet ready to 
see Walter Matthau’s sagging, 
unclothed body playing Rag. 
Later, however, as a frustrated, 
rejected husband, Matthau does a 
surprisingly fine and convincing 
job. 


Burnett does not come off 
quite so well in the dramatic 
scenes. Toward the middle of the 
show, knowing that her son is 
dying, Tillie comes out the back 
door, leans on the fence and starts 
cursing God and the Virgin Mary. 
Burnett’s grimacing, crying and 
emoting can only be termed 
embarrassing. 

Later, after her son has died, 
Tillie becomes involved in a 
free-for-all with her best friend, 
played by Geraldine Page. This 
scene is undoubtedly misplaced 
and in poor taste. Her young son 
has just died, and here we have 
Tillie hosing down, throwing 
garbage cans at and tearing the 
wig off her best friend. It is not 
for one minute believable and it is 
even less funny than it 
believable. 

Pete *n Tillie is not 
exceptional film in any respect. It 
is supposedly one of those 
tragi-comedies that is quite 
touching to everybody. The 
tragedy of this movie is clouded 
over with cliches and hokum. The 
comedy is often wry to the point 
of being dried up. And this film is 
not so much touching as it is 
touched - touched with 
melodrama and mediocrity.

Late last spring a Missouri Valley Conference committee 
ended its search for a new commissioner and hired Mickey 
Holmes, an assistant for eight years to the commissioner of 
the Big Eight. 

In eight months he has earned the praise of school officials 
throughout the league. Holmes was in Peoria recently and I 
talked with him about sports and the M VC. 

About his philosophies for the conference: 

“I try to be idealistic knowing that the athletic directors 
and coaches will always be there to make me more realistic. 

“Ideally all the conference schools would compete at a 
conference level in all sports. But with financial problems 
what they are I know that’s unrealistic. For example, it 
would take Bradley 10 years and 10 million dollars to 
become competitive in football. . . 

j| “Our conference has an old name (57 years) with young 
content (four new members in the past nine years) and we’re 
still experiencing growing pains.” 

, About his philosophy on sports as related to education: 

“We must never lose sight of the fact that we’re in the 
education business to produce good citizens. 

“It’s not our job to produce pro ballplayers, it never has 
been and it never will be. Only one of 30 college football 


players make it in the pros. The ratio is one of 47 for 
basketball and even fewer make it in baseball. 

“So we have to ask ourselves - what are we providing for 
these young men? Hopefully we’re providing motivation for a 
college degree. 

Bradley should be proud of its high percentage of 
athletes that graduate -- especially in basketball. It reflects 
very favorably.” 

About the NCAA and its bureaucratic tendencies: 

“If the NCAA were to cease today a new organization 
would be created to take its place. But one aspect about the 
NCAA is that there’s been a creeping; now a more loping 
tendency to centralization. Authority has been removed from 
conferences and individual institutions. I think the proposal 
for reorganization could have a positive effect with 
decentralization one of the more beneficial prospects. 

The regulations and limitations have developed to meet 
the needs as seen by the member schools. 

However, if 10 years ago the faculties and administrators 
had exhibited the same degree of interest in sports programs 
as they do today, we wouldn’t be discussing financial aid 
limitations, eligibility conflicts, and high cost. These 
problems could have been curbed before they became a wart 
on the bubble of higher education.” *

Memphis State, sparked by 
frontliners Larry Kenon and 
Ronnie Robinson and backcourt 
star Larry Finch, is solidly in the 
driver’s seat in the race for the 
Missouri Valley crown with a two 
game lead. Only three games 
remain on the Tigers’ MVC slate. 

Louisville and Tulsa are still in 
contention for the MVC title.

Joe Allen’s broad smile -- complete with mutton chop 
sideburns on a 6-7 frame - has been seen in a lot of high 
school gyms in and around Illinois lately. Bradley’s assistant 
basketball coach has been following talented high school 
players hoping to land a few ‘big ones’ for varsity coach Joe 
Stowell. 

“I have more time to 
recruit during the basketball 
season because I don’t have a 
team like coach Stowell with 
the varsity or coach (Chuck) 

Buescher with the junior 
varsity,” explained Allen, who 
is in his first year at the 
assistant basketball post. 

Allen’s duties also include 
scouting future opponents and 
coaching the varsity with 
Stowell. But when it comes to 
talking with high school 
players, what better person 
than a two time Helms 
All-American from Bradley 
could sell the basketball 
program for his alma mater? 

“You have to feel a kid out and try to find his needs,” 
Allen said of his recruiting efforts. “We stress the superior 
level of competition in the Missouri Valley Conference and 
tell prospects that there are usually four or five pro scouts at 
a Valley game. This appeals to a lot of them because they 
often tend to think of a professional career, no matter what 
their ability. 

“If a prospect is from Chicago, we’ll emphasize the 
exposure he’ll get by being near Chicago as opposing to going 
to school out West or East,” added Allen, who led Carver 
High School in Chicago to the Illinois State title in 1963. 

“His parents could come down on weekends and watch 
him play here. If he was going to school on the West Coast, 
for instance, his parents might see him play only two or three 
times. 

“In some cases, we can offer him the opportunity to play 
right away as a freshman,” said Allen, bringing to mind the 
examples of this year’s varsity freshman—Jim Caruthers and 
Greg Smith. 

With all the prep teams and players to choose from, you’d 
think narrowing the field down would be a problem. But the 
coaching staff has its sources. 

“First of all, we look for players who were good as 
juniors. We get letters from alumni very often, and also press 
information from various areas.” 

Allen will watch between seven and ten games a week. At 
tournaments, he might take in as many as eight games a day. 
So he’s done a lot of shopping and a lot of sweet talking to 
prospective players. 

“It’s still pretty early, but right now, unless the floor 
really falls out from under us, the recruiting picture looks 
really bright.” 

And if you happen to be cynical about this sort of thing, 
it should be pointed out that NCAA regulations prohibit the 
publicizing of future players until a letter of intent to enroll 
is signed. The earliest a letter can be signed is April 4. 

When you consider this this year’s varsity is 5-12 against 
university division teams, there is room for some new faces. 
Certainly, Joe Allen could be worth his weight in gold to the 
Bradley basketball program if he gets the kind of player that 
can fill the bill. 

The proof will be in the pudding. And the pudding for 
Stowell and Allen comes out of the cooler early in April. 


The Cardinals beat 
Southwestern Louisiana (88-84) 
and Kansas State (72-65) to 
advance to the semi-finals of the 
NCAA tournament in Los 
Angeles, Cal. Tourney winner 
UCLA turned back Louisville 
96-77 and North Carolina won the 
consolation game defeating the 
MVC champ 105-91. The leading 
scorer from that team, 6-3 guard 
Jim Price, averaged 21.0 points a 
game, was all-conference twice, 
and was selected a Helms 
All-American his senior year. 

Bradley could affect the race 
for the first division with victories 
over St. Louis and Drake. Should 
the Braves falter in their final 
contests they would have the 
worst record since the 1954-55 
edition which was 9-20. Before 
that 1954-55 season, one has to 
go back to 1935-36 to find a 
Bradley basketball team with such 
a dismal record.

Position eliminated

The resignation of Dr. Richard 
M. Trumpe, vice president for 
student services, had a direct 
correlation with Bradley 
University’s present financial 
troubles. 

Trumpe, who came to Bradley 
August, 1970, denied

All-school President Tim Engen’s 
remark at Monday’s Student 
Senate meeting that it was 
rumored the vice president had 
resigned as a direct result of the 
recent campus security probe. 

“1 recommended to Gerry 
' Abegg (President Martin G. 
Abegg) that in,my honest opinion 
Bradley University does not need, 
t nor can it afford, a vice president 
^ for student services at this time,” 
Trumpe told the Scout Tuesday. 

Trumpe said other than the 
reason he had given President 
\ Abegg, there were no major 
: factors behind his decision to 
; resign. 

Asked if problems with the 
security force had played a part in 
his decision, Trumpe responded, 
“Not in the least.” 

Trumpe, 39, said he made his 
decision to resign in January, 


prior to the beginning of second 
semester. 

Trumpe came to Bradley from 
the University of Iowa, where he 
served as Associate Dean of 
Students. At Bradley he was 
chosen to assume the then 
newly-created post of vice 
president for student services. 

The vice president for student 
services was charged with 
co-ordinating the activities of 10 
departments including the Dean 
of Men, Dean of Women, 
Counseling, Placement, Housing, 
Financial Aid, the Student Center, 
Health Services, Security and the 
Black Culture Center. 

The administrative position 
will not be filled when Trumpe’s 
contract expires Sept. 1. 

He said he hopes in the 
meantime to prepare the 
departments for the impending 
realignment under Joseph Mele, 
vice president for business affairs 
and Dr. George Ferguson, vice 
president for academic affairs. 

“Part of my recommendations 
to President Abegg is that each of 
the people heading up 
departments in student services 
are professional and to let them 


continue doing things well they 
can do well. We have a pretty high 
degree of service. 

“I do not anticipate a 
reduction in quality levels in 
student services,” Trumpe said, 
adding he also did not anticipate a 
reduction in the coming year of 
key student service staff. 


Trumpe told the Scout 
accomplishments he considered 
were achieved while he was at 
Bradley include bringing the 
Madrigal Dinners to the campus, 
liberalizing housing regulations, 
opening the field house to greater 
use, introducing the housing 
committee, liberalizing dorm 
drinking regulations, and insuring 
the administrative “open-door” 
policy.

U Senate defeats vacation move

At a special meeting Feb. 22, 
University Senate decided not to 
change the scheduling of spring 
vacation this year. Vacation will 
begin at 10 p.m. April 19 and end 


at 8 a.m. April 30 as was 
previously planned. 

The motion to change the 
school calendar, which was earlier 
passed by Student Senate, called 
for vacation to begin at 10 p.m. 
April 13 and end at 8 a.m. April 
24. 

Opposition to the newly 
proposed schedule was led by 
Charles Orsborn, chairman of the 
men’s P.E. department, Dr. Neal 
Claussen, speech and theater 
chairman, Dr. Allen Cannon, 
chairman of the School of Music,, 
and Dr. Paul Amey, professor of 
marketing. 

Orsborn said the change would 
make it necessary to reschedule 
spring sports during the period, 
and “undoubtedly it would mean 
the student participants would 
miss additional days of school.” 

Claussen noted that the 
Carousel Playhouse production of 
The Andersonville Trial will be 
running through April 15, two 
days into the proposed new 
period. 

“If the calendar is changed 
today,” Claussen said, “this is 
going to mean some pretty hasty

Tuition will not be raised next 
year Bradley President Martin G. 
Abegg told the Student Senate 
Monday. 

Unless Bradley receives state 
aid, however, next year’s deficit 
may reach SI million, he added. 
■ “Indications are that we will 
get it (state aid),” Abegg said. 
“Assuming we do, the deficit will 
be between $600,000 and 
$700,000.” 

Speaking about tuition 
increases, Abegg said, “I’m of the 
opinion that we have to look 
seriously at any proposed 
increases to see if we’re not losing 
more potential students.” For the 
future, he said he saw little if any 
increases and even the possibility 
of a decrease. 

“Unless tuition is reduced 
significantly,” Abegg explained, 
“it probably will have little affect 
on student enrollments.” 

Abegg spoke as part of a “State 
of the University” message 
sponsored by Senate. Vice 
presidents George Ferguson 
(Academic Affairs) and Richard 
Trumpe (Student Services) and 
Chancellor Talman Van Arsdale 
I. had previously addressed Senate 
j on the same topic. 

After talking briefly about 
[ future plans for the university, 
i : Abegg answered questions from 
I the students. 

“Last year’s enrollment drop 
put a temporary stop on all 
long-range planning,” Abegg said. 

“Existing programs must now 
be evaluated every year to see if 
we have met the goals we set 


will become standard procedure,” 
he added. 

The current enrollment 
projection for next year is 3,900 
students, Abegg said. 

“We’re looking this summer 
toward expanding and improving 
publications for prospective 
students. We’re also working with 
the alumni office to have them 
assist us with recruiting,” he 
explained. 

“We’re also getting information 
on reasons for not returning (from 
former students),” Abegg added. 
“They are generally financial.” 


When asked about lowering 
admissions standards to increase 
enrollment, Abegg said, “There 
aren’t that many students who 


apply here who are denied 
admission. 

“It has taken many years to 
develop the image Bradley holds,” 
Abegg continued. “I wouldn’t 
want to see that destroyed.” 

On the issue of faculty cuts, 
Abegg said, “We have established 
criteria in terms of faculty-student 
ratios.” Abegg said departments 
were asked to evaluate current 
programs to plan for the future, 
particularly in terms of faculty 
needs. The departments then 
offered their recommendations 
for consideration. 

Abegg said there is a possibility 
that tenured faculty may be 
included in reductions, but said 
“We’ll let the department heads 
decide.”

revisions, even if it’s at all 
possible, and we’re not convinced 
at this time that we can make 
those kinds of arrangements.” 

The Bradley Chorale tour and 
scheduled concerts by the School 
of Music also present a problem, 
Cannon said. 

“The annual Chorale tour is a 
recruiting tour that traditionally 
takes place during the Easter 
vacation so that the 50 students 
do not miss more than one or two 
days of school,” Cannon said.

In conjunction with faculty 
reductions, the positions of vice 
president for student services and 
dean of the graduate school will 
be eliminated next year, according 
to All-school President Tim 
Engen. 

As a result, Dr. Richard 
Trumpe, vice president for 
student services, and Dr. Wilbur 


Grimm, dean of the graduate 
school, will not return to Bradley 
next fall. According to a 
confidential source, Trumpe 
submitted a letter of resignation 
in January, Engen reported at 
Monday’s Senate meeting. 

Dr. Nicholas Nyaradi, director 
of the School of International 
Studies, will serve as a part-time 
faculty member next year, then 


will retire by the 1974-75 school 
year, also as a part of the faculty 
cuts. 

Dean of Men Edward King said 
the areas previously under 
Trumpe’s authority will be 
divided between Vice President 
for Academic Affairs George 
Ferguson and Vice President of 
Business Affairs Joseph Mele. “We 
don’t feel our day-to-day

operations will be affected,” King 
said. 

The student telephone 
directories may be the 
responsibility of a national 
distributer next year, according to 
All-school Treasurer John Baroni. 
After presenting a motion that 
Bradley sign a contract with 
Student Telephone Books, Inc., 
Baroni said, “This way there 
would be no worry about taking a 
loss if we can’t sell ads.”

urged to reapply for grants, 
although it is still possible that the 
amount of available aid will be 
reduced for 1973-74. 

Director of Financial Aid 
Thomas Cromwell said that 
applications for aid have been 
lower than usual, probably due to 


apprehension concerning the 
federal funding situation. 

‘‘We’ll need more 
applications,” Cromwell said, “in 
* order to respond to a need 
analysis commentary that will be 
mailed to Bradley next month.” 
Sent by the Department of Health 
Education and Welfare, the need 
analysis, according to Cromwell, 
will be used to project aid need 
for universities, and will help 
determine the amount of federal 
grant money Bradley will receive. 

Cromwell continues to oppose 
funding of the Basic Educational 
Opportunity Grant (BEOG), until 
such time when the new program 
would “provide better mechanics, 
and be better able to determine 
eligibility requirements and the 
method of aid distribution.” 

All-school President Tim 
Engen, a member of President 
Nixon’s Committee on Higher 
Education, told the Scout that 
“unless opposition to the BEOG 
in Congress increases, the program 
will probably be funded at 
one-half the amount of last year’s 
federal aid program. 

Both Engen and Cromwell 
emphasized that the Financial 
Aids office and Student Senate 


were continuing to urge students 
to write their congressmen in 
support of the already established 
aid programs - the Supplemental 
Educational Opportunity (SEOG), 
the National Student Defense 
Loan (NSDL) and the College 
Work-Study Program. 

“With these programs we can 
be assured of receiving an amount 
close to what we received last 
year,” Engen said. “But with the 
BEOG, if it is funded, we really 
have no way of knowing at this 
time what to expect.” 


Although this year’s directory 
returned a profit of $9, the two 
previous years’ directories lost 
money, Baroni explained. In the 
past, Senate has been responsible 
for soliciting advertisers to help 
pay the printing costs of the 
directory. 

If the contract is signed, the 
1973-74 directories will be 
furnished free of charge to BU 
students. The company will 
handle the preparation, design and 
printing, leaving only the 
distribution of the books to 
Senate. 

Baroni explained the 


corporation pays for the books by 
soliciting national advertising. 
Engen added, “It would be 
non-profit making for us. They | 
would get the benefit of the ! 
revenue.” 

The motion was tabled for two 
weeks to the Rules Committee. 

All full and part-time j 
undergraduate students attending

Morgan bomb threat hoax 


An anonymous male phoned 
security Wednesday and told staff 
member Jean Cromwell that a 
bomb was set to go off in Morgan 
Hall. 

The call came at 2:45 p.m., 
with another phone call following 
shortly after. Classes were cut 


short in Morgan and the building 
was cleared, according to Dr.

Price, Poe pernicious pair 
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Veteran villain Vincent Price 
wove captivating tales from Poe 
and Shakespeare for an attentive 
crowd of 1,500 at Robertson 
Memorial Field House Monday 
night. 

Price, a guest of the 
Lecture-Arts Series, reminisced 
over his long film career and the 
villains he portrayed, with his 
speech, “Villains Still Pursue.” 

“On opening night . . . when I 
came out to take my bow . . . the 
audience booed, I loved it.” he 
said, referring to his three-year 
run of “Angel Street.” 

Literature, as one of the arts, is 
a beautiful combination of good 
and evil, according to Price. 

“Some of the most beautiful 


things written about in our 
literature have been about evil as 
well as good. The perfect things in 
literature, let’s say, have been 
combinations of good and evil 
because that’s the essence of 
conflict; the essence of drama 
which is conflict.” 

The master of macabre 
revealed “the soul of a villain” 
with his rendition of poet Edgar 
Allen Poe’s “Alone.” 

“Revenge is the most single 
factor in villainy. People like you 
and me, who are hurt so deeply 
that their minds snap; seek 
revenge to hurt those who have 
hurt them.” 

While admitting acting is his 
“first love,” Price is also known as 



a gourmet, author and authority 
on art. 

Having served on the governing 
boards of several art museums and 
galleries, Price considers himself 
“visual-minded.” 

“I like pictures of things and 
sculpture. I like things people do 
with their hands,” he said. 

He said that television has not 
yet been able to convey the arts 
to the public. “It’s conveyed some 
good drama, but all the things it 
could do to educate people 
visually, it hasn’t.” 

This art authority can be seen 
on Channel 47’s “Urban Issues” 
television program tonight, ‘The 
Finer Things of Life,” at 9 p.m. 
Price taped the program Monday 
afternoon, along with a special 
public service advertisement for 
Channel 47, the Public

Candidates give views for Wed. election

The field of presidential 
candidates for the all-school 
elections was narrowed to two 
following the Senate Elections 
Committee candidates’ meeting 
Monday. 

Present at the meeting were 
junior Chip Colletti and 
sophomore John Fabecich, one of 
whom will be elected in 
Wednesday’s race. Voting will 
Jake place in the Student Center 
Ballroom from 8 a.m.-4 p.m. 
Other candidates who had taken 
out petitions were ruled ineligible 
to run for the office. 

Neither David Rosen nor Dave 
Zatlin had running mates for the 
office of vice president. According 
to recent Senate rulings, the 
offices of president and vice 
president will be on the same 
ticket, as in national elections, to 
facilitate relations between the 
executive officers of Senate. 

Bob Topal turned in a petition 
for the office, but was not present 
at the meeting and was 
disqualified. Mike Smith did not 
turn in a petition although he did 
take one out. 

Chip Colletti, presently junior 
class senator, said he likes what 
Senate has been doing this year. 
“Senate is no longer a political 
game,” Coletti stated. “There used 
to be a lot of fighting between 
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Senate members, but ever since 
September of 1972, we are more 
together. 

“I have been in Senate almost a 
year now and I like what we’ve 
accomplished so far,” he 
continued. “In this past year we 
have gained more respect from the 
administration and people seem to 
listen to what we have to say.” 

Colletti’s running mate is Barb 
Musielak, currently chairman of 
the Senate Academic Affairs 
Committee. 

Sophomore John Fabecich 
said, “I took a look at who was 
running, I took a look at the 
school budget and I took a look at 
the school in general so I decided 
to run myself. The school needs 
lots of help and I think I can give 
it to them.” 

Fabecich stressed the point 
that, if elected, he would 
“re-evaluate the school budget. I 
would set up a good fund-raising 
program so the university doesn’t 
have to raise tuition in the coming 
years. 

“My qualifications would be 
what I’ve done for the Wrestling 
Club. What I’ve accomplished in 
one year, most people would take 
five years to accomplish,” 
Fabecich continued. 

Colletti said he wants to follow 
up on Tim Engen’s ideas 
somewhat. “I want to grab 


opportunity that the 
administration has given ns,” 
Colletti said. “What I want to do 
now is make the Senate executive 
power a lot more powerful. I 
don’t want to be a dictator. If I 
have any serious decisions to 
make, I won’t be afraid to ask for 
help.” 

Colletti added, “I’ll look at the 
important problems here at 
Bradley and try to help the 
administration in any way 
possible.” 

Vice presidential candidate 
with Fabecich is Wayne Marx, a 
freshman. 

Four debates have been 
scheduled between the 
presidential candidates: 

Sunday: 3 p.m. AEPi house. 

8 p.m. Harper Hall lobby. 

Monday: 8 p.m. Williams Hall. 

Tuesday: 8 p.m. University 
Hall. 

Class debates are all scheduled 


at 7 p.m. Monday. 

Sophomore candidates will 
debate in Harper Hall, juniors in 
Heitz Hall and seniors in Williams 
Hall.

Do yourself a favor 


Students throughout the country are famous for 
complaining and then sitting back to wait for changes. 

Students at Bradley are no exception. 

Probably the most widely heard complaint during the 
hours of 11:15 a.m. to 1:30 p.m. and 4:30 to 6:30 p.m. is 
the condition (and it is a condition) of the food in the 
Bradley dorms. 

Ever hear of the age-old axiom, “Everyone complains 
about the weather, but no one does anything about it?” 

Has it ever occurred to you, the students, that you could 
do more about the abhorrent condition of the food than 
merely filling out questionnaires? 

You can. 

Appeasement is one of the most effective methods used to 
quiet social ills, and Bradley students have fallen into this 
trap with the greatest of ease and a minimum of effort. 

Wake up. You can do something to remedy this situation. 

Attempts to revise existing dorm contracts whereby 
students could purchase room accommodations and food 
separately have been tried, and failed. Why? Could it be a 
lack of organization? 

What’s to prevent the Student Senate, famous for 
recommending such important changes as moving Spring 
vacation up one week, to pass a resolution along the lines 
mentioned previously and not back down from 
administration pressures? 

Is it a coincidence that since those questionnaires were 
collected in December, nothing has been done to improve the 
quality of the food? 

In fact, the quality of the food has become increasingly 
worse since the second semester began. Where else could you 
get roast beef (in name only) three times in one week? 

Cafeteria officials are quick to point out that they don’t 
plan the menus; a female representative from the Home 
Economics department does. Does this phantom dietician 
also purchase the poorest grade meat she can find? Does she 
prepare it so that it is cold by the time it takes you to get 
from the dinner line to your seats? 

Let s take an opportunity to sit back and examine the 
consequences of a change in university policy. 

If the university were to make the present food plan 
optional to dorm residents, Canteen Corporation would 
probably raise its prices, because most of us would not 
purchase the plan. Or, maybe, they would even cancel its 
contract with the university and leave. 

Would that be so terrible? 

Canteen isn’t the only food service in the State of Illinois. 
Both Monmouth College and Western Illinois University use 
Saga as their food service, and the meals are excellent. 
They re even cooked and served properly. Prices are 
comparable to Canteen’s. 

Would you be willing to pay more money for the privilege 
of eating a well-balanced, properly-cooked meal? The next 
time you look at the mess on your dinner tray and ask 
yourselves, “How do they get away with this,” think a bit 
harder. The answer is obvious. 
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Wake up, seniors, to the March 
7 referendum that you probably 
know nothing about. On March 7, 
a referendum will decide the fate 
of the cap and gown. 

In last week’s Scout, Mr. 
Andrulis, representative (?) of the 
senior class announced in a short 
letter that seniors will vote on 
whether to retain the custom of 
wearing the cap and gown at 
graduation. 

Not only did Andrulis question 
the “unnecessary clinging to the 
past of caps and gowns”, but 
describes the graduation 
ceremony itself as a “needless 
restriction.” 

First, let’s explore the meaning 
of graduation. Graduation, 
according to Webster, is a 
ceremony of conferring degrees or 
diplomas, as at a college or school. 

On a more personal level, 
graduation marks the completion 
of four years of hard work, 
mental exhaustion, economic 
depletion, sacrifice and a hell of a 
lot of fun. Should the finale of 
four years end with the 
completion of your last final or 
should some formal recognition 
be given? 

Who is graduation for? Our 
opinion is that for most students, 
graduation would not be possible 
without financial support and 
encouragement from parents. 
Therefore, perhaps graduation is 
equally for the parents as well as 
the students. 

So, do we wear caps and gowns 
to “appease” the parents? We 
think wearing the cap and gown 
does “add to the seriousness” of 
the graduation ceremony and 
symbolizes scholarship, wisdom, 
maturity, honor, distinction and 
academic achievement. We want 
to wear the cap and gown not to 
appease our parents, but to 


uphold the dignity of the 
ceremony. 

Removing the cap and gown 
will not be an adequate solution 
to the “rather boring and stuffy 
graduation ceremony” for the 
service will require the same 
amount of time whether you are 
wearing a cap and gown or a pair 
of jeans. 

Since graduation is a privilege 
and a right, it is unfair to deny 
those students who uphold and 
recognize the symbolism behind 
the cap and gown from 
participating in such a service. 
Those who do not / feel the 
graduation ceremony is necessary 
need not attend for the 
administration will mail your 
diploma. 

This issue is a question that 
should not be decided by a 
referendum. However, if it is too 
late to stop the referendum, it is 
your responsibility to get out and 
vote for the rights and privileges 
you are entitled to. Help stop the 
referendum!

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Senate committees work behind scenes

£ “Where in the hell is senate?” 
Tim Engen asked in his campaign 
[for all-school President one year 
ago (Feb. 25, 1972). 

After a Public Relations Week 
the following September, a voter 
registration drive in October, a 
report on dorm food findings in 
December, and the publication of 
a Legal Rights Bulletin in January, 
| Engen Finally has an answer.

* ‘Tm glad to see the strides,” 
Jr. Sen. Barb Musielak said, 
reflecting on the accomplishments 
of Bradley Student Senate, “but I 
know that we could do so much 
; more. 

“Senate has come a long way 
inlhat it has gained respect in the 
[ eyes of the administration,” she 
k said, “but 1 would really like to 
see more participation by senators 
1 on the various committees, both 
on all-university committees and 
: on Senate committees.” 

Musielak heads the Academic 
Affairs Committee (AA), one of 
the four major Student 
Senate committees at Bradley. 
AA, along with the Campus 
Affairs and Activities Committee 
(CAA), Communications, and 
Rules Committee provide the 
most important channels through 
which changes are made and 
programs instituted in Senate. 

Academic Affairs 

“AA, with eight active 
members, is a committee that 
allows students to give their ideas 
for change, and then we try to go 
out and get these changes through 
the Student Senate, the University 
Senate, or just by working with 
faculty members on an individual 
basis,” Musielak explained. “We 
are an avenue for academic change 
: and innovation.” 

Two newly instituted programs 
by AA are a test file and tutorial 
service, both of which are 
available to students on the 
reference floor of the library. All 


the tests on reserve have been 
donated by professors. Not 
included are past tests of teachers 
who are against the test file. 

“It’s not something to help the 
students cheat or cram for exams, 
but rather an aid that shows a 
student what type of test a 
teacher gives,” Musielak said. 

“The tutorial service has been 
in the library only a week,” she 
continued. “It is a list of people 
recommended and OK’d by 
professors who teach in the same 
field these persons want to tutor 
in. If a student needs a tutor, he 
asks for a certain course and he is 
given a list of qualified persons to 
choose from and contact.” 

A course-teacher evaluation 
program, initially begun in AA, is 
now being studied by an 
all-university subcommittee 
outside Senate. Musielak said she 
hopes that evaluations could 
eventually be made available to 
the administration, faculty 
members and students. 

Campus Affairs and 
Activities 

All-school Treasurer John 
Baroni refers to CAA as a catch-all 
committee. “We can initiate a lot 
of things in CAA because 
everything in the university is 
either a campus affair or activity,” 
he said, “everything from voter 
registration to food services to the 
university bookstore to 
guaranteed tuition.” 



Baroni headed a drive to 
register students to vote in the 
Peoria area during September and 
October. 

“We started getting all the 
material together this summer,” 
Baroni said, “and we worked very 
closely with the League of Women 
Voters and, as it turned out, 
Bradley got one of the highest 
percentages of registered voters, 
for a school its size, of any school 
in the country.” 

The second major CAA 
program this year was the dorm 
food evaluation and analysis. 

“Canteen has been very 
cooperative,” Baroni said. ‘They

wanted to keep their contract 
with Bradley. Because we had so 
much evidence against them they 
were afraid and had nothing else 
to do but change.” 

As for the future of CAA as a 
part of Student Senate, Baroni 
said he would like to see it 
continue working in the food 
area, hopefully get into an 
evaluation of the health center 
and the university bookstore, and 
attempt to influence a leveling off 
in tuition. 

Communications 

Jaki Samuelson, head of 
Senate’s Communications 
Committee, sees Communications 
as “a projects committee that 
busies itself with publicizing 
Senate activities—making posters, 
distributing lists and rosters, etc.” 

An orientation booklet 
published by Communications 
during the summer was, according 
to Samuelson, “an explanation of 
Senate and the different 
governmental structures at 
Bradley to the incoming freshman 
class.” 

The orientation booklet was 
followed by publicity for Senate 
PR week and the publishing of 
such things as student rosters, and 
reference lists of such people as 
Supreme Court justices and 
senators. 

“The main thing, though,” 
Samuelson said, “that we have 
been doing this semester in 
Communications, and that has 
achieved more success than 
anything I’ve done all year, is the 
getting out of information on the 
financial aid crisis. We’ve set up 
meetings with the dorm floors; 
we’re canvassing, sending around 
petitions and trying to get the 
students themselves to write their 
congressmen. And, thus far, it has 
been really successful. 

“I think this is a case where 
students actually see that they’re 
going to be hurt if we don’t do 
something about it, so they’re 
willing to at least try.” 

Rules 

“Rules Committee is basically 
a procedural committee,” 
Chairman Chip Colletti explained. 
“We just try to make sure that the 


constitution remains 
constitutional and that any 
ammendments are constitutional. 
Unlike AA and CAA, nothing 
really goes into Rules; decisions 
come out of it. 

“We took some of the more 
controversial questions that come 


to Senate and rather than have a 
fight on the floor of Senate, we 
deliberated on them,” Colletti 
said. 

“We always give two opinions 
to Senate—first, we’ll give an 
opinion on whether or not the bill 
or action is constitutional, and 
then we’ll give our opinion on 
whether or not we recommend 
it.” 

Besides interpretations and 
recommendations, Rules puts out a 
Legal Rights Bulletin that has just 
recently been made available. “We 
had trouble getting it together, 
but now it’s very important 
that they know they have these 
rights.” 

As are most experienced 
senators, Colletti is impressed 
with this year’s Senate as 
compared to Senates of previous 
years, although he realizes that

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given the money, the support of 
more students, and 
harder-working Senate members, 
much more could be 
accomplished.

Salins said although the 
yearbook is currently a non-profit 
publication, some consideration is 
being taken towards making a 
profit from Anaga sales. 

WCBU (88.3-FM) has a more 
stable financial situation, 
according to station manager 
Frank Thomas. 

“Our financial situation is good 
right now,” Thomas said, “and 
we’re even thinking about buying 
some new equipment next year.” 

After being off the air for the 
fall semester 1971, when SABRC 
cut off financial support for the 
station, WCBU is now funded 
directly by the university. 
(SABRC did not fund WCBU in

1971 because the budget 
committee felt programming was 
not “in the interest” of a majority 


of students.) 

A conversion to stereophonic 
sound, however, from the present 
WCBU monophonic broadcast is 
not near, Thomas said, although 
plans are being made. 

“A conversion to stereo is a big 
change for a radio station. More 
power is needed and new 
equipment for stereo would have 
to be purchased. 

“If we were to convert to 
stereo, we would have to 
broadcast on a year-round basis,” 
Thomas added. Presently 
the station doesn’t broadcast 
during the summer or during 
semester breaks. 

“The changeover has to be a 
gradual thing because of the great 
expense,” Thomas said. “I’d give 
it at least two years before we do 
convert.”

The Cultural Affairs 
Committee will name the 
recipient of the Bradley Award 
for Professional Excellence in 
mid-March, according to Dr. John 
Pilgrim of the economics 
department. 

Pilgrim, chairman of the 
Bradley Award for- Professional 
Excellence Committee (a 
sub-committee of the Cultural 
A f f airs committee), explained 
that the award is to honor a 
Bradley instructor for his 
professional work. 

“There are some faculty at 
Bradley who have made some 
rather significant contributions to 
their field or discipline, and I 
think that it is appropriate that 
we recognize these contributions 
in some formal way.”

Multi-Media Institute planned

The Urban Affairs Institute 
will conduct an Arts Institute 
from June 25 - July 24 

to further the link between the 
university and the community. 
About 75 to 100 high school 
students from Illinois, Indiana, 
Missouri and Iowa will be invited 
to attend the Multi-Media 
institute. Sally Bauer, member of 
the School of Music and 
coordinator of the Multi-Media 
Arts Institute said that “as far as 
we know this is the only arts 
institute of its kind in the 
midwest. 

“The staff was chosen by 
persons who have full contracts 
with the university,” Bauer 
said. The university gave them the 
option to work for the institute 
instead of regular classes. 

On the staff will be Jim 
Ludwig and Tom Joyce teaching 
theatre; Edward Kaizer, Dean 
Howard, Michael Bates, and Sally 
Bauer teaching various music 
courses; Dow Mitchell and Jim 
Hanson will teach painting, 


etching, and ceramics. Caterpillar 
has donated the services of Len 
Swigert, an outstanding local 
photographer. George Chambers 
will teach a creative writing 
course. 

“Our institute is unique in that 
a student has the opportunity to 
pursue one area of study and at 
the same time experiment and be 
involved in other art forms,” Ms. 
Bauer said. The students will not 
receive grades or academic 
credit for the classes they attend. 
“We are not interested in giving 
grades. This is more involvement 
and experiemental. The student 
will come to work and they will 
be selected on the basis of their 
interest in one area.” 

The curriculum will include 
modern dance, video tape, 
creative writing and poetry, choir, 
composition of the moog 
synthesizer, acting, make-up and 
the technical production needed 
to produce a play. 

“The main grant that we have 
is from the Illinois Arts Council 


and we received $4400. $1500 of 
that amount will be used in visual 
arts scholarships. $2900 will be 
used to bring the Nancy Hauser 
Dance Company.” The dance 
company will teach modern dance 
to the students as well as give 
performances in Peoria, at the 
University of Illinois and at 
several places in the Central 
Illinois area.

The institute also has a grant to 
bring two midwestern poets to the 
Bradley campus one week each to 
work with the students. The poets 
will also give a double reading of 
their poetry during the end of 
June. 

To assist high school students 
from poorer backgrounds, the 
institute is contracting various 
civic groups for sponsorship. 


Pilgrim explained that the 
Professional Excellence Award is 
not intended to be an annual 
award. “Partially it is an 
experiment and partially it’s just a 
feeling that maybe no one in 
particular stands out as making a 
contribution one year.” 

According to Pilgrim, nominees 
were selected last fall through a 
letter circulated through the 
faculty asking for nominations. 

While there were originally 11 
nominees, Pilgrim would not 
comment as to how many still 
remain. 

Criteria for the award recipient 
include: 

-- The recipient should have 
made an original contribution to 
his field; 

- The individual’s contribution 
should have been exposed to 
critical appraisal by his 
professional peers through 
publication, exhibition and/or 
personal presentations; 

— The individual should show 
evidence that his creative activity 
has been prolonged and is 
ongoing. One indication of this 
would be a record of publications, 
presentations, performances or 
exhibitions spanning a period of 
time including the present or 
recent past; 

- The individual should be 
currently affiliated with Bradley 
and should have been affiliated 
for not less than four years. 
Moreover, some of the recipient’s 
work should have been done 
during his affiliation with Bradley. 

Currently, Pilgrim said that the 
committee is soliciting criticisms 
of the nominees from professional 
people outside of the university in 
the nominees’ fields.

Seniors decide to wear 
traditional caps, gowns 


When the strains of “Pomp and 
Circumstances” echo through the 
Field House on May 20, the Class 
of 1973 will be attired in the 
traditional caps and gowns. 

In a three-to-one vote, nearly 
250 seniors decided Wednesday to 
keep the graduation robes and 
mortar boards. 

In response to the question, 
“Do you favor wearing caps and 
gowns at graduation?” 187 
students said yes, while 59 voted 
negatively. 

Senior class president Richard 
Andrulis said he had talked to 
many seniors who “felt the 
graduation ceremony is itself a 
needless restriction and the idea 
of caps and gowns just seems like 
an unnecessary clinging to the 
past.” 

Proponents of wearing caps 
and gowns said they felt wearing 
the traditional garments added to 
the seriousness of the graduation 
ceremony and would uphold the 
“dignity of the ceremony.” 

Seniors are usually fitted for 


caps and gowns in April. A fee of

promises made concerning tuition 
stabilization, a campus performing 
arts center, food service 
evaluation, upgrading academic 
quality, student activities fund, 
and better Bradley-Peoria 
relations. 

“I also think it is very 
important that the new all-school 
officers set up a working rapport 
with the administration. Tim 
Engen definitely had it, but this is 
going to be a whole new set of 
people to become accustomed 
to,” Colletti said. 

Barb Musielak, the first woman 
to be Senate vice president in 
Bradley history, said her concern 
would “basically be to insure 
student membership on various 
faculty committees and to work 
for reapportionment of the 
Student Senate. I want to give 
students more say and fairer 
representation. 

“I think that all four of us have 
equal power. We’ve got a unity 
ticket and a leadership ticket.” 
she said. 

All-school Treasurer John 
Baroni said that in his second 
term he plans to conduct “a 
complete reorganization of the 
Student Activities Budget Review 
Committee (SABRC) as far as 
membership, the processes and 
the approval procedures. 

“I will also conduct a complete 
audit of all SABRC funded 
organizations to determine if 
budgets have been followed. If 
there is an excess in one 
organization then that excess will 
be used to cover other 
organizations in debt.” 

Secretary-elect Kevin Tilton 
said his main objective would be 
to “spend the first semester 
learning and supporting Chip and 
Barb.” 

Tilton, a freshman, said he 
would try to form a rent union 
organization of off-campus 
students to bargain with the 
landlords of off-campus housing. 


Within minutes of the final 
vote tabulation, three candidates 
called for recounts.

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Security director choice expected soon

“When was the last time you 
used the word ‘nigger’?” 

The question was one of 
several asked of candidates for the 
position of security director at 
Bradley. 

In searching for a successor to 
former director Curley Johnson, 
the university-formed Security 
Advisory Committee has been 
using a method of measuring 
candidates seldom used on a 
university campus. 

Students, faculty and 
community members are 
participating in the Committee’s 
search, necessitated after 
Johnson’s dismissal in November. 

But even before the committee 
questioned one of the eight 
aspirants invited for a personal 
interview, the candidate was 
already under scrutiny. 


“I wasn’t involved in the 
interview part,” Henry Sahlin 
noted. “My job was to 
pre-interview the men without 
them knowing it.” 

Sahlin, director of security for 
the Peoria Civil Defense Bureau, 
even went to the trouble of 
disguising himself as a student to 
occasionally avoid detection. 

“I would approach the man in 
the Student Center on an informal 
basis to see how well the man 
could communicate with people. 

“At times I would be sitting in 
one of the TV lounges before he 
arrived,” Sahlin said, “but 
occasionally I would walk in after 
he had.” 

Sahlin said most of the 
interviewees looked around the 
Student Center, and struck up 
conversations with the students 
present. 


“Usually they talked about 
Bradley basketball, about sports 
and about the campus. They never 
asked anything about the security 
situation or student problems. 

“I think most of the candidates 
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Henry Sahlin 

reacted about the same with the 
exception of one man. He was 
apprehensive, much more nervous 
than the others,” Sahlin noted, 
and said that this was one reaction 
he was supposed to notice. 

“I think my part, the 
pre-interview, was a minor 
function,” he said, “but it was an 
important one in the over-all 
process.” 

The pre-interview lasted 15 
minutes, then the candidates were 
tossed to the wolves. 

“Before the guy even had a 
chance to sit down sometimes, 
we’d hit him with our opening 
question,” student member Jeff 
Greenfield said of the questioning 
procedure known as the stress 
method. 

“ ‘Why do you want to start a 
police force on this campus?’ was 
our first question, then we’d go 
from there, asking the candidate 
what he thought of the use of 
guns, mace, billy clubs and things

like that by campus security 
personnel. 

“We hit them in rapid fire 
succession before the guys had a 
chance to think,” said Greenfield, 
a junior from Rockville Center, 
N.Y. 

Faculty representative Chet 
Zebell, director of the diagnostic 
center, said the “stress method” 
used was the same one the city of 
Peoria used in selecting present 
Police Chief Robert Latham and 
was suggested by Illinois Central 
College counselor Glenn 
Roberson. 

“It puts the men on the spot 
for 10 or 15 minutes,” Zebell 
said, “and we felt they would 
have to react on the spot in 
situations on campus which call 
for quick thinking.” 

Another stress question set up 
a practical hypothetical campus 
situation. 

“What would you do if during 
an outdoor movie on the quad 
you noticed some students 
smoking marijuana and drinking 
beer?” 

Greenfield said some of the

better respondents answered, “As 
long as they weren’t damaging 
property or bothering someone 
else, nothing,” but there were 
other answers. 

“One candidate said he would 
arrest the offenders on the spot. 
Another said he would take a 
camera and photograph the 
offenders for identification 
purposes, then send a list to the 
dean of students. 

“He was the real tough cop 
type,” Greenfield said, “and we 
voted him down as soon as he 
walked out of the room.” 

Greenfield said one response 
shocked him. “We asked one man 
if he ever used the word ‘nigger’, 
and he laughed and said ‘yes,

Three new programs have been 
initiated by the Alumni Relations 
Office in an effort to help 
alleviate some of Bradley’s 
financial difficulties.

Dr. Nicholas Nyardi, director 
of the School of International 
Studies, will remain at Bradley as 
a full-time faculty member for the 
1973-74 academic year, according 
to Bradley President Martin G. 
Abegg. 

- Nyardi further said he has no 
plans to retire by the 1974-75 
year, contrary to a story printed 
in the March 2 issue of the 
Bradley Scout. 

The information regarding 
Nyardi’s alleged retirement, 
announced at the Feb. 26 student 
senate meeting was earlier 
obtained by the Scout from an 
administrative source. 

Nyardi “has confirmed plans to 
serve the University in a reduced 
capacity next year in order to 
\ devote more time to his growing 
[ involvement with the U.S. 
Department of State,” according 
to a Feb. 23 letter released by the 
President’s office. 

The letter went on to state that 
Nyardi will “fulfill his teaching 
commitment and will continue to 
administer the School of 
International Studies.” 

“Because of the tremendous 
amount of work I have to do,” 
Nyardi explained, “I have asked 
that one of my three classes that I 
always teach during a semester - 
that I should not teach it during 
the next academic year. I will 
need my afternoons for my 


research work in connection with 
my government assignment.” 
Nyardi also said he is

confident, contrary to rumors 
predicting the phasing out of the 
School of International Studies, 
“that the School will continue to 
be an integrant part of the 
curriculum of Bradley 
University.” 

Dean of Bradley’s Graduate 


School, Dr. Wilbur Grimm, has 
announced that he will retire in 
August after 32 years at Bradley. 
The position of graduate school 
dean will be eliminated following 
his retirement as part of faculty 
reductions, and his responsibilities 
will be assumed by members of 
present faculty and staff. 

Before coming to Bradley, 
Grimm served as chairman of the 
Department of Natural Sciences at 
Lincoln Memorial University and 
taught at Ohio State and Miami 
University. 

Grimm, who succeeded Dr. 
Ray Lepley as Dean of the 
Graduate School in 1965, joined 
the Bradley faculty in 1941 as a 
professor of biology and chairman 
of the Biology Department. He 
has served as president of the 
Peoria Academy of Science, 
president of the Illinois 
Association of Junior Colleges, 
president of the Illinois State 
Academy of Science, and is listed 
in Who ’s Who in America among 
American Men of Science. 

He was an undergraduate 
student at the College of Wooster 
(Ohio), received his M.A. from 
Miami University and his Ph.D. 
from Ohio State University. 
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donations. 

“Adams Associates have shown 
us a new system,” said Frank 
Bussone, director of special 
programs. “It’s a more complex 
and deatiled program than we 
initially believed, but it’s 
organized and thorough. They’re 
very good to work with.” 

According to Bussone, the firm 
provides professional artists who 
design and layout the letters 
requesting donations. “There are 
three thorough mailings scheduled 
and the first should go out within 
a month,” he said. 

“I think the program has 
shown positive signs,” Bussone 
commented. “I think when the 
end of the fiscal year comes, we’ll 
be able to point with real pride to 
increased alumni contributions.” 

Another phase of the alumni 
fund-raising program is the special 
gifts drive. This program, geared 
toward more prominent alums, is 
headed by General J. R. 
Holzapple, class of 1938. 

“Our office mails letters to a 
selected group of alums 
requesting a minimum 
contribution of $100,” Upton 
explained. “We have already had a 
monetary response from these 
letters. 

“This money from alumni is, 
for the most part, unrestricted,” 
Upton added. “It goes into a 
general fund for the university 
unless otherwise indicated by the 
donor.” 

“In addition to extra dollars, 
our goal is to get more alumni 


re-interested in Bradley,” Bussone 
added. “We want participation on 
as high a level as possible.” 

Recently the alumni office has 
become involved with the 
recruiting efforts of the 
admissions office. 

“Last year the Alumni 
Association sent out 170 letters to

“In past years prospective 
students have been invited to 
receptions in Chicago, St. Louis 
and Rockford where alumni have 
helped out,” he added.

Equal rights 
a must lor all 

The Equal Rights Amendment, the 27th amendment to 
the U.S. Constitution, is facing failure. 

Passed by Congress a year ago, the ERA provides that 
“Equality of rights under the law shall not be denied or 
abridged by the United States or by arty State on account of 
sex.” 

A total of 38 states are needed to ratify the amendment 
into law. Right now, 28 states have ratified the amendment, 
and 11 have said no to the amendment. 

So there are 11 states left. 

Ten have got to say yes or the Equal Rights Amendment is 
doomed. 

Specifically, passage of the law would prevent state laws 
from placing restrictions on women with respect to hours 
of work, occupations, exclusion of women from state 
colleges and universities and equalization of scholarship 
requirements for both men and women, discrimination in 
employment by state and local governments, discrimination 
in pay scales for public school teachers, and a host of other 
laws that presently discriminate on the basis of sex. 

The need for the Equal Rights Amendment is evident. The 
only right women gained under the Suffrage Amendment was 
the right to vote - but their civil rights were not affected. 

The 14th amendment guaranteed “equal protection under 
the laws,” which would seemingly prevent sex discrimination, 
but not until 1971 did the Supreme Court invalidate a law 
discriminatory to women. The burden now is on women to 
prove that government action is “unreasonably” 
discriminatory. 

The ERA would provide that any sexually discriminatory 
action is illegal. 

Controversy over the bill seems to stem from two clauses; 
one making women eligible for the draft and another clause 
that would release men from their obligations to support a 
family. 

However, the truth is that women were always eligible 
for the draft, but under the 1967 Selective Service Act, only 
men had to register. The ERA would not require that all 
women serve in the military any more than all men must 
serve. Those who do not meet physical, mental or moral 
qualifications would be exempt, as men are. 

The fear that most women would be assigned to combat 
duty is unfounded. Only a meager one per cent of males 
eligible for the draft are assigned to combat units. Only those 
persons, men or women, who can meet the stringent 
requirements for combat duty would be assigned to such 
service. The ERA would only extend the draft law, or any 
subsequent law, equally to women. 

As for releasing men from financial support for families, 
matters concerning support and custody of the children 
would be determined according to the welfare of the 
children, without favoring either parent because of sex. 

Women are not second class citizens. Current laws 
discriminating against women must be revoked, and the 
Equal Rights Amendment will do so. 

Passage of the amendment is mandatory. Attitudes 
towards women cannot be changed without changing 
discriminatory laws.

Contribution from Lightfoot 
reduces LA financial loss 


When Gordon Lightfoot found 
out that Lecture Arts had lost 
between $1,200 and $1,800 on 
his concert Feb. 24, he decided to 
do something about it. 

He wrote out a $1,200 check 
to the University to make up for 
financial losses incurred by the 
Lecture Arts committee, sponsors 
of the Lightfoot concert. 

Lightfoot, a Canadian born 
folk-rock singer and composer, 
had contracted for a $7,000 fee 
for playing the concert, according 
to Bobbie Applegate, Student 
Center advisor. 

An estimated 2,200 tickets 
were sold, Applegate told the 
Scout, resulting in a gross of 
“slightly over $7,000,” she said. “I 
guess it was around $7,200.” 

With Lightfoot’s fee and 
expenses due to promotion costs, 
lighting and sound equipment, fire 
marshalls and policemen hired for 
the evening, Applegate said the 
estimated loss was $1,500. 
Light foot's contribution helped 


reduce the loss to $300. 

Applegate said she thought the 
reason for the small crowd at the 
concert was that “most people 
don’t really know who Gordon 
Lightfoot is.” 

Lecture Arts is currently 
attempting to negotiate a concert 
with hard-rock group, “Ten Years 
After” of Woodstock fame. If 
negotiations are finalized, the 
mid-week concert would take 
place sometime in early May.

Channel 47 (WTVP), Peoria’s 
public service television uses the 
word “public” for more than one 
reason. 

The two-year-old station 
housed in Jobst Hall not only, 
renders -public service 
programming, but its entire 
existence is based upon local 
support. 

Peoria, the first part of a 
month-long contribution drive, 
the station received “a little more 
than $20,000,” according to 
Elwin Basquin, 47 station 
manager. 

“We expect additional returns 
through the mail,” he continued, 
adding that most of the 
contributions had come through 
membership sales to the station. 

Basquin explained that money 
received through the sale of 
memberships were “more 
encouraging than cash given at the 
door. In future years, we can 
build upon that (membership), 
and it won’t be quite as difficult 
to get contributions.” 

One of the only two full time 
employees at Channel 47, Basquin 
said, “we have managed to raise 
enough funds from donations 
month-to-month to keep the 
station on the air.” 

“It’s unbelievable that we only 
have two full-time people, (the 
other is Basquin’s secretary) but 


we wouldn’t be able to stay on 
the air if we had to pay a regular 
staff.” 

The station’s inability to 
maintain a full-time staff naturally 
prevents it from offering the 
extensive local programming that 
Basquin said is needed. 

“We may have an opportunity 
this summer to apply for some 
grant funds that would enable us 
to purchase equipment necessary 
to do more local programming,” 
he said. 

Basquin said the type of 
programming that would be 
implemented would be similar to 
existing public affairs shows. 

“During February, we did a 
few local programs just to give the 
public an idea of the whole range 
of possible community 
programming,” Basquin said. 

“We did a couple of programs 
on the City Council candidates and 
three income tax clinics. And of 
course,” he continued, “we 
rebroadcast a couple of Bradley 


basketball games on a delayed 
basis. These were just samplings of 
what can be done.” 

Basquin said the station’s 
biggest problem, Financially, is the 
fact that . .being a fairly new 
station (since June of 1971), our 
base of support is pretty narrow. 
If we are going to develop into the 
kind of public station that was 
envisioned here as being effective 
in other communities, we need a 
broader base of financial support. 
We will have to have a higher level 
of operating income than we 
currently have,” he said.

ERA gets BU student support

Although ratification support 
for a proposed equal rights 
amendment to the U.S. 
Constitution is failing, Bradley 
students seem to be giving it their 
support. 

According to Annette Eckert, a 
campus leader of the 
pro-amendment movement, the 
response in the forrmof petitions 
has been very good. By 
Wednesday, the second day the 
petitions were put out for signing, 
more than 700 persons signed. 

She said the petitions would be 
presented at a legislators 
“brunch” in Springfield 
Wednesday. 

Although Eckert refused to 
concede that the Equal Rights 
Amendment was doomed in the 
ratification process that began 


around. Presently, 11 states, 
including Illinois, have rejected 
the "amendment while 28 have 
ratified it. It takes 38 states 
ratifying the proposed 
amendment to make it the 27th 
amendment. 

“The thing that irks me the 
most is that women do have 
certain advantages-divorce, draft. 
They have to realize that if they 
want to be declared equal before 
the law, then they have to accept 
equal responsibility,” Eckert 
said. 

She said the present trend with 
the 5th and 14th amendments in 
court cases favors the women. 

“But if the trend changes, then 
there should be something to 
strengthen the laws,” she 
commented about the amendment 
proposal. 


She said the main force behind 
the probable defeat of the 
amendment is centered on the 
anti-amendment movement that 
began near the end of 1972. 

“The anti-amendment 
movement wasn’t in full strength 
when the amendment went 
through Congress. But it’s at full 
strength now during the 
ratification process,” she said. 

“I think the main reason these 
people are against it is due to 
misunderstanding,” she said. 

She explained that the effects 
of the amendment on the draft 
would allow women to be drafted, 
but with the draft ended, this 
does not present much of an issue. 

“If it fails, I think our basic 
problem would be working for 
more funds, better 
communication.

their own undergraduate course to 
study. 

Students are free to choose a 
very general curriculum or to 
create their own major by 
combining courses, Skiff said. All 
university and College of Liberal 
Arts and Science requirements 
must be met, however. 

The advisory staff, consisting 
of Prof. Edward D. Bender of the 
met hematics department, Dr. 
David R. Pichaske of the English 
department, and Skiff help 
students plan their educational 
objectives and activities. 

The program offers both a B.A. 
and B.S. degree. The 21 LAS 
majors have interests varying from 
library science to professional 
interior decorating. 

“We want people who want 
our program,” Skiff said, “not

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departmental requirements.” 

Incoming freshmen are eligible 
for the program, as are freshmen 
with a 2.0 grade point average and 
students with less than 100 hours 
with a 2.13 GPA. A major must 
graduate with a 2.13 overall. 

Skiff said he is personally 
opposed to requiring students to 
take specific subjects. He reasons 
that students will learn best what 
interests them. 

• He went on to say most majors 
are “graduate school oriented. It 
depends what you are going to 
college for. Now students may 
decide if they want a general 
education.” 

Skiff cited a survey conducted 
at 115 colleges, universities and 
graduate schools across the 
country to determine if a LAS 
major was discriminated against in 
the job or graduate school market. 

The results showed a general 
acceptance of the students, Skiff 
reported. 

“We want people to know we 
exist, but we are not trying to 
recruit students from other 
departments,” he said. “The 
program is in the interest of 
students to facilitate their course 
of study.”

According to Commander Bill 
Stuart, “the book drive was 
national, with over 200 colleges 
and universities participating. It 
started the end of October and 
officially ended January 20.” 

In the intervening three 
months, Bradley itself collected 
about 2500 pounds of books and 
periodicals. After discarding the 
useless material, the remaining 
collection was flown to 
Wilkes-Barre. 

Most of the material sent were 
books dealing with science or 
mathematics, according to Stuart. 
“Most books collected came from 
teachers and professors. About 50 
people contributed and one 
person gave 1200 pounds of 
books and periodicals.”

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Purdue loss spoils streak; 


jayvees end 14-1 season

The Bradley junior varsity’s 
sweet, sweet season finished on a 
sour note as it fell 106-95 to the 
Purdue JV’s in a game played at 
West Lafayette, Ind., Saturday 
morning. 

The Papooses entered the 
Purdue contest with a 14-0 record 
after taking a hard-fought 82-73 
decision over the St. Louis JV’s in 
a game played March 1 at St. 
Louis’ Kiel Auditorium. 

The St. Louis game was a wild 
affair which saw the Baby Bills 
whistled for 27 personal fouls, 
both coaches received a technical 
foul, and two players disqualified 
for flagrant personal fouls. The 
Papooses were outshot from the 
field 46 percent to 41 percent and 
outrebounded 38-33, but made up 
for these deficits at the foul line 
where they hit 30 of 36 free 
throws, including 16 of 19 in the 
final 3:30 of the game. 

Roger Coulter, a sophomore 
guard who came on strong late in 
the season, led the way against St. 
Louis with 25 points and was 
followed in scoring by Tim 
Althoff who had 24. Althoff, the 
team’s tallest starter at 6-5, led 


Bradley in rebounds with seven. 
Tom Les, a 5-10 guard, had seven 
rebounds to go with 11 points and 
a game high 12 assists. Paul 
Zander came off the bench to 
score 10 points and grab six 
rebounds. 

The defeat administered by the 
hot-shooting, fast-breaking Purdue 
team, which ended its season with 
a 10-2 record, kept the young 
Boilermakers unbeaten on their 
Mackey Arena home court. 

.“Purdue was very well 
coached, well organized, and they 
shot very well,” said jayvee coach 
Chuck Buescher. “They’re not the 
most talented team we played all 
year, but you can’t take anything 
away from them. They’re a good 
team and they played well 
together - a lot like us I hope.” 

Saturday’s defeat could have 
been even more decisive, but the 
foul-plagued Papooses battled 
back from a 24-point deficit in 
the second half and were within 
eight points of the lead with 6:18 
to play. After a time-out, Purdue 
scored three straight buckets to 
kill the Bradley drive and take 
control for the rest of the game.

with 29 fouls in a game that saw 
the two teams combine for 68 
free throw attempts. Tom Les was 
the only Bradley player to foul 
out, but five other Braves ended 
the game with four personals 
each. 

The Bradley JV’s had a slight 
37-35 rebounding edge and got 
off 14 more shots than the young 
Boilers but Purdue hit 60 percent 
of their shots while the Papooses 
made a colder-than-usual 43 
percent.

The Kiel Auditorium 
scoreboard clock showed 6:47 
remaining in the March 1 game at 
St. Louis. 

Bradley had just tied the score 
at 67 on a layup by Doug Shank, 
the third deadlock since Seymour 
Reed’s basket had finally brought 
the Braves even with 11 minutes 
to play. 

Then with 6:31 left, Billiken 
guard Mark Frailey hit a 15-foot 
jumper, a minute later he made 
another, and with 4:20 to go he 
made a third—Frailey 6, Bradley 
0 . 

And so the player who, 
according to one doctor, 
shouldn’t have been playing, 
almost single-handedly 
extinguished Bradley’s hope of a 
.500 season. 

There were other factors 
leading to the 85-71 defeat—like 
being outshot from the field 56 
per cent to 47 per cent, 
outrebounded 42-48, and 
outscored 16-4 in the final six and 
a half minutes. 

The verdict rendered the 
Braves to 12-14 for the season and 
sentenced them to the worst 
record by a Hilltop basketball 


team since the 1954-55 squad' 
finished 9-20. 

Frailey, a 6-1 senior from 
Hillsboro, Ill., was told after his 
high school career that he had a 
heart condition which could prove 
fatal under strenuous exercise.

Two weeks ago, seniors Don Hogeboom and 
Jim Zimmermann received the biggest fanfare of 
their three year varsity careers at Bradley. It was 
because they were leaving. 

Both were introduced to the crowd at 
Bradley’s last home game of the season - the 
Homecoming contest against Drake Feb. 24 - 
along with the team’s two other seniors, junior 
college transfers Sam Allen and Jim Perryman. 

For the crowd, it was a rare look at Hogeboom 
and Zimmermann.

“We get in a game when it gets out of hand,” 
said Zimmermann reflecting on the season. “The 
team had to be either winning or losing by a lot 
for us to be playing.” 

Nevertheless Hogeboom and Zimmermann’s 
collegiate basketball careers at Bradley, one year 
starting on a freshman team that was 7-8 and three 
varsity years mostly on the bench, were not 
without their moments. 

“Aside from playing my freshman year, my 
biggest thrill was making the basket that set a 
fieldhouse record for most points (in Bradley’s 
127-66 win Feb. 27, 1971) against Chicago State,” 
recalled Zimmermann, former All-State guard 
from Lanphier High in Springfield. 

For Hogeboom, who came to Bradley from 
Annawan, it was “just beating the hell out of guys 
in practice. That’s what 1 liked the most. 

Understandably, they are not without some 
bitterness after having been used only sparingly for 
their varsity career. Hogeboom recalled a team 
meeting last ‘year at which Stowell called 


Zimmermann the best shooter on the team and 
himself the best rebounder, “But that doesn t 

mean much when you’re not playing.” 

“And when the team’s not doing well,” added 
Zimmermann, speaking about this year’s 12-14 
team, “I think we might have been able to play. 
The times we did get in, we didn’t do so bad.” 

Facilities was another point of criticism from 
the two. 

“When the junior varsity was at Purdue,” 
Hogeboom said, “they saw that Purdue had a big 
weight room with three big weight machines, some 
really nice basketball courts, and three trainers on 
duty all the time.” 

“When you come to Bradley, the weight room 
is the size of a closet. It’s so small, you almost 
don’t have enough room to lift the weights. The 
gym (in Hewitt Hall) is small and the fieldhouse is 
getting old. The pool is a joke.” 

Aside from disappointment in not having played 
much varsity ball, both of them spoke highly of 
coach Stowell and his enthusiasm. 

“Basketball is his life; he’s all basketball 365 
days a year,” remarked Zimmermann. “He’s 
always around to open the gym on Sunday and 
holidays. He is trying 100 per cent to better the 
team.” 

Hogeboom added, “Some of the teams in the 
Missouri Valley practice for one and a half hours 
and are done. Now, coach Stowell doesn’t believe 
in that. He would hold three hour practices and 
they were good and hard. 

“He just cared that much to stay late. And 
next year he’s going to make the practices even 
harder.” 

Honesty, in most professions, is considered a 
virtue. But when it comes to being a college 
basketball coach, it can be a liability because 
you’re not keeping up with the competition. 

“I know for a fact that Bradley has lost several 
(potential) players because they have gotten better 
offers at other schools,” said Zimmermann, 
speaking of the pitfalls of recruiting. “I can say for 
myself I have never gotten any illegal aid or know 
of anybody here who has.” 

Both consider their playing days over but plan 
to be coaches when they graduate. And sitting on 
the bench for a few years has tempered their 
philosophy toward coaching. As one of them put 
it, “I’m going to try and be interested in all my 
players as much as I can; the kind of coach a 
player would come to with his problems no matter 
how much he plays.”

discontinue his basketball 
pursuits. 

But after sitting out his 
freshman year, he had his health 
assessed by another physician and 
received the go-ahead to play. 

Frailey was on the court all 40 
minutes against Bradley and 
registered 12 points behind the 
game’s leading scorers, Jesse 
Leonard (26 points on 13 of 17) 
and Harry Rogers (21). 

Freshman Jim Caruthers led 
Bradley with 17 points; Reed and 
Mike Harrell scored 14 each. 

Braves’ head coach Joe 
Stowell talked of the losing record 
as he did of the losses on 14 
occasions throughout the season. 
“We’re not looking back. We’re 


looking ahead to what has to be 
done for next year. Sure it was a 
disappointing season. But when 
you look at some of the talent in 
this league and see where it 
finished, you realize how tough 
the competition is. 

“Drake and Wichita have some 
of the best personnel in the Valley 
and both finished the conference 
schedule below .500. It doesn’t do 
any good to look back and try 
and play the games over.” 

Bradley was 11-4 at home, 

I- 10 on the road (the victory 
against St. Bonaventure in the 
Charlotte Invitational) and 4-10 in 
the MVC for eighth place. 

Reed was the leading scorer 
with an average of 15.1 per game, 
followed by Caruthers 14.6, Mike 
Harrell and Greg Smith 9.0, Dave 
Klobucher 8.9, Mark Dohner 8.6, 
and Shank 7.6.

Dr. Richard Bjorklund, 
professor of biology, has been 
named Dean of the College of 
Liberal Arts and Sciences. 

Recipient of the 1972 Putnam 
Award for teaching excellence, 
Bjorklund was approved in a 
telephone poll by the Board of 
Trustees March 8, according to 
Dr. George Ferguson, vice 
president for academic affairs. 

Bjorklund will share 
responsibilities with Acting Dean 
Lawrence Norton until he 
becomes familiar with his duties, 
Ferguson said. He added that he 
expected Bjorklund to assume full 
responsibility within a month. 

A noted ornithologist > 
Bjorklund related his theory of 
education with biology. “The 
whole strategy of life is to meet 
change with change, not to resist 
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it,” Bjorklund said. “An 
unchanging position is only ideal 
if the environment is unchanged. 
And the environment sure is 
changing.” 

Bjorklund was one of four 
candidates selected for final 
consideration by the LAS Dean 
Search Committee. He was 
recommended for appointment by 
the committee and by Ferguson. 

“The hub of the university 
ought to be LAS if we’re going to 
have a university, and that is an 
if,” Bjorklund said. 

“My own position is that we’ve 
frittered away five years of leave 
time.. It was apparent to a small 
number in the university as early 
as 1968 that we were going to run 
into trouble if we didn’t begin to 
plan,” he continued. 

Bjorklund stressed planning as 
essential to the university’s 
survival, but added that 
alternatives were necessary for 
proper functioning. 

“One of the things I’ve learned 
in the last few years is to have 
alternatives and contingencies. 
One of the biggest problems in 
implementation in the university 
is that we come up with one grand 



Recommend tenure for music pair

Initially denied 
recommendation for tenure 
status, School of Music faculty 
members Dr. Harold Pottenger 
and Edward J. Kaizer were both 
granted recommendation 
Wednesday after their own appeal 
and a boycott of classes by music 
majors.

Cannon, director of the school of 
music, a second vote of the 
school’s tenured faculty was taken 
after a two-day meeting Monday 
and Tuesday, and it was after this 
vote he made his decision to 
recommend to Dr. George 
Ferguson, vice president for 
academic affairs, that both 
candidates be granted tenure. 

Approval by Ferguson, 
President Abegg and the Board of 
Trustees is now necessary to 
finalize the action. 

Cannon said tenure 


recommendations for Pottenger, 
the band director, and Kaizer, the 
chairman of the piano 
department, had been denied by 
vote of the tenured faculty March 
1 . 

Both candidates appealed the 
decision, however, and the 
school’s tenure advisory 
committee met March 8 with 
Pottenger and Kaizer present to 
consider the appeals. 

March 9, last Friday, Cannon 
received a petition signed by 88 
students and a letter indicating a 
boycott of classes would begin 
Friday and be lifted “only when 
serious and honest 
reconsideration” was given to the 
tenure recommendations. 

Cannon said music classes 
Friday and Monday were attended 
by about one-third of the 
students. 

“They asked for a 
reconsideration of the tenure 
decision March 9 but we had 
already been reconsidering the 
decision March 8,” Cannon said. 

“In answer we decided to have 
another meeting of the tenured 
faculty with student 
representatives present to get 
more input, more information.” 

Music majors Janice Klimala, 
Jerry Hadley and Ron Krause 
attended the meeting which began 
Monday afternoon and was 
continued Tuesday morning, 
closing with the second vote. 

Asked his opinion of the part 
the student representatives played 
in the reversal, Cannon replied, 
“They were were very effective. 

“Personally I applaud their 
interest,” the director added. “I 


don’t agree with the technique of 
boycott because they were only 
hurting themselves by missing 
classes. 

“They felt it was a wrong 
decision and they were very 
serious in their feelings. They felt 
that boycotting was the most 
effective way of telling us they 
were serious. 

“They were very mature, 
sincere, honest and open while 
sitting in on the discussion,” 
Cannon said, “and impressed the 


faculty very much.” 

Pottenger and Kaizer are the 
only non-tenured members of the 
music faculty, and a decision 
whether or not to extend tenure 
to them was necessary at this time 
because both are in their third 
probationary year at Bradley. 

The American Association of 
University Professors (AAUP) 
guideline is that tenure be decided 
upon following a seven-year 
probationary period.

plan for each thing. 

“Whoever makes the decision is 
faced with plus or zero,” he 
continued. “Yes is plus, no is 
zero. And what happens most of 
the time is that we’re in doubt, 
we’re timid, so we say no. And 
this is stagnation,” he said. 

Having a number of 
alternatives gives the person 
making the decisions an 
opportunity to select the best 
answer for the current situation, 
Bjorklund explained. 

Bjorklund said he planned to 
continue to teach while serving as 
dean. He also expressed a desire to 
serve in that capacity for a set 
term, allowing for an evaluation 
of his performance after that 
time. 

In discussing the need for 
Liberal Arts and Sciences, 
Bjorklund said, “As long as we 
have a democratic procedure, they 
(LAS majors) are going to have an 
impact as informed members of 
society. As long as the human 
condition is what it is, we have a 
compelling reason to have LAS. 

“I’m not going to give up on 
this,” he said.

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Music boycott has impact

A student boycott of classes 
Friday (March 9) and Monday 
(March 12) had a definite 
influence on the decision to 
finally recommend tenure for two 
Bradley Music teachers, according 
to both the students and teachers 
involved. 

Edward J. Kaizer, piano 
department chairman who was 
recommended for tenure Tuesday 
along with Bradley band director 
Dr. Harold Pottenger, said he 
felt the boycott forced the faculty 
to reconsider their reasons for 
voting against the 
recommendations on a first ballot 
March 1. 

“After the students initiated 
the boycott, the music faculty as 
a whole realized that maybe the 
students had a point,” Kaizer said. 


The plan to boycott was agreed 
upon March 8 and was 
coordinated by junior music 
majors, Ron Krause, Don Valente, 
and Janice Klimala. Students were 
contacted before classes Friday, 
and asked to support the boycott. 



“I don’t think anybody favors 
students missing classes or making 
impossible demands, but when 
they feel strongly about some sort 
of injustice, or think an error has 
been made, sometimes boycotting 
can be one way of showing 
disapproval.”

“Of 71 full-time music majors, 
only nine went to class Friday, 
and only seven Monday,” Valente 
said. “And of those people who 
did go, every one of them were 
behind our intent, they just didn’t 
agree with our method.”

Pottenger thanked the leaders 
of the boycott for their support 
and added “we had a fantastic 
amount of help from music 
majors and non-majors taking 
music classes, and just the 
overwhelming support of 
everybody. As far as the students 
are concerned, their behavior in 
this whole matter has been above 
reproach.”

Stewart received his Bachelor 
of Science degree from Bradley in 
1959.

“There are some faculty at Br 
adley who have made rather 
significant contributions in their 
Field and I think that we should 
recognize these contributions in 
some formal way,” Pilgrim said.

“However, the only way you 
can continue to be a good teacher 
is by doing research,” Pilgrim 
added.

“Whether or not they like us, 
whether or not they want

anything to do with us,” Colletti 
told Senate, “we are responsible 
for those 4,100 students now, 
3,900 next year-in fact they are 
our only responsibility.” 
r Colletti’s remarks followed a 
short farewell speech by outgoing 
All-school President Tim Engen 
and the installation of Senate 
officers and new senators at the 
regular weekly meeting. 

‘ “This school is in trouble, and 
each one of us now has to go out 
and do what Tim Engen did last 
year,” Colletti said. “Although a 
lot of you may not agree with 
everything he did, Tim did work 
for the students. Now everything 
we do this year had better be for 
the students of Bradley 
University.” 

Emphasizing that Senate has to 
get “psyched up” in order to 
work at its full capacity, Colletti 
also pointed to a changing 
relationship between Student 
Senate and the administration. 

[ f-“Since I was a freshman, it 
seems that the dichotomy has 
always been Senate vs. the 
administration, but that’s not the 
way it is anymore,” he said. “I 
think now it’s Senate and the 
administration vs. some vague 
thing I guess they call institutional 
stability, ans we’ve got to begin to 
help the administration any way 
we can.” 

“Granted, there’s going to be 
times when we have conflicts,” he 




said, “there are going to be things 
that they think are more 
important and things that we 
think are more important, so we’ll 
argue and compromise. But the 
one thing we’ve got to remember 
is that we share the same 
long-range goals.” 

Regular Senate business 
included an announcement that 
the student governments of 
Bradley and Illinois Central 
College (ICC) may work together 
to see about combining resources 
(Bradley’s facilities with ICC 
money) in order to provide more 
and better quality activities for 
the students of both schools. 

All-school Treasurer John 
Baroni presented a motion to 
Senate that would make the 
Student Activities Budget Review 
Committee (SABRC) directly 
accountable to Senate. “After the 
SABRC budget is approved by the 
committee, the budget will be 
presented to Student Senate,” 
Baroni explained. “The budget 
may then either be approved as it 
stands by a majority vote or 
rejected, in which case SABRC 
will reconvene to change the part 
of the budget in question by 


working with the organization 
that has appealed. 

“We want to bring the budget 
to Senate for approval so we can 
avoid the hassles with activities 
and organizations that we have 
had in the past,” he said, “and so 
that compromise and revision of 
the budget can be made with a 
minimum of trouble.” ‘ 

The motion was tabled to 
Rules Committee until next week.

“I think the biggest thing has 
to be challenging the efficiency of 
the University’s administration.”

Engen mentioned the recent 
and continuing challenge to the 
Canteen Food Corp. as another 
incidence of university 
accountability. 

Other areas of achievement for 
Senate, Engen said, were service 
orientation of Senate, improved 
relations with the Peoria 
community, and a legal and 
financial challenge to the 
University. 

“We built on old services and 
created new ones,” Engen said. “I 
would like to think that we 
increased the awareness among 
students of what Senate is doing.” 

Engen said he felt relations 
between Bradley and the Peoria 
community had improved, aided 
by his speaking tour to civic 
organizations. 

The former president cited the 
revision of dorm contracts as part 
of the legal challenge Senate had 
presented to the university.

Being a well-meaning person, I 
searched his column for some 


proposal to consider. There was 
none. In fact, he had stated in a 
previous paragraph that he had 
“nothing better to offer.” Let me, 
then, offer a partial solution to 
the indictment of the election 
system raised by Mr. Morris. 

The Student Senate should 
enact spending limitations on 
campaign expenditures. For each 
candidate, a $50 expenditure 
limitation should be imposed. For 
each presidential ticket, a limit of 
$125 should be imposed.

The Newman Foundation, 
campus Catholic center and 
residence for 17 male students 
and two Roman Catholic priests, 
will welcome female boarders 
next fall, according to Rev. 
Patrick Collins. 

Collins, who joined Rev. 
Thomas Kelly in the Bradley 
ministry last summer, explained 
the planned co-ed arrangement is 
part of an experiment in 
community living. 

“A more realistic community,” 
Collins said, “is one which 
includes both men and women.” 

Thirteen male and female 
students have been invited to live 
at Newman, 1203 W. Bradley, 
next year, and Collins said he will 
invite 13 more. 


“It’s an opportunity for 
religious and personal growth 
rather than just the social 
advantage of living and sharing 
together.” 

The co-ed change will be quite 
an alteration for the Newman 
Foundation, which at one time 
housed 47 male students. 

The idea of inviting residents is 
also new, as students formerly 
requested residence at Newman, 
rather than being asked. Several 
present residents have been 
invited to return. 

Collins said such an experiment 
has been working well at Boston 
University. 

He said he would require 
community members to attend a 
weekly meeting - “possibly a 


Baroni arrested on disorderly conduct charge 


A disturbance involving an 
alleged car accident resulted in the 
arrest of John Baroni, all-school 
treasurer, behind Sigma Nu 
fraternity, 1300 Fredonia, at 1:40 
a.m. Saturday. 

Baroni was accused of 
sides wiping the car of a 17-year 
old Peoria woman at the corner of 
University St. and Columbia 
Terrace. He was discussing the 
accident with two policemen, 
Officers Wayne Copeland and 
Terry Melloy, when the 
disturbance and arrest took place. 

According to a police report 
filed by Officer Copeland, a crowd 
of 15 to 20 students had gathered 


in a parking lot behind Sigma Nu 
“to see what all the commotion 
was about. . .When the arrested 
(Baroni) would not leave and 
continued to shout at these 
officers (Copeland and Melloy), 
more people started coming out 
of the (fraternity) house. . .and 
Baroni was handcuffed and 
arrested.” 

Policemen from five squad cars 
dispersed the crowd. The 
disorderly conduct complaint 
against Baroni, filed by Officer 
Copeland, stated that Baroni 
“used loud and abusive language.” 
Baroni, who was taken to County 
Jail after being booked, was freed

later that morning on $25 bond. 

“I don’t consider questioning 
as being disorderly,” Baroni said 
after the incident. “I was very 
polite in my questioning and very 
direct. 

“I was not abusive. I always 
said ‘please’, ‘thank-you’, and ‘yes 
sir’. I can see how the policemen 
could construe being overly polite, 
as being sarcastic.” 

Baroni added, “The question 
is, is being sarcastic disorderly 
conduct? I’m sure the witnesses 
very close to the questioning (by 
the policemen) will agree that I 
was not disorderly.” 

The woman, who was driving a 


red Ford Maverick, had claimed 
that Baroni had sideswiped her 
car. Baroni had called police 
earlier in the evening and claimed 
he had been run off the road by a 
dark green Plymouth at the same 
corner. Baroni asserted no contact 
had been made when he was run 
off the road. 

Baroni maintained there was 
no red paint on his car and no 
physical evidence whatsoever of 
any damage on his car. 

Baroni is scheduled to appear 
in court April 16 on disorderly 
conduct charge. 

No charges were filed for the 
alleged auto accident, Baroni said. 


dinner, film, discussion, Mass, 
maybe even a party” - as one 
example of the community’s 
activities. 

“From there on I think it 
would be up to the community to 
decide what direction it wants to 
go,” Collins said, “sort of evolve 
its own lifestyle. 

“Hopefully it would be a 
lifestyle not nearly as complex 
nor diverse as that of a Greek 
organization or a dormitory 
floor.”

Collins said since Newman was 
not an official university residence 
hall it did not need university 
sanction to initiate the 
experiment. 

However, Collins did seek and 
was granted permission from the 
dean of men and dean of women 
to invite sophomores. 

The request excuses 
sophomores from the university 
requirement of living in the 
dormitory, permission which is 
currently also granted to Greek 
organizations.

There are currently two 
tutoring programs operating on 
campus. One is sponsored by the 
Urban Affairs Institute and the 
other by Student Senate. 

Dr. Margaret Burke of the 
College of Education said the 
Institute’s tutoring program is 
just one phase of the Cooperative 
Community Counseling Project, 
which is a part of the Urban 
Affairs Institute.” 

According to Burke, the 
project works with students from 
two Peoria area high schools who 
have been suspended from regular 
classes for three or more days. 

“We offer them an intensive 
program in individual counseling, 
group counseling and tutoring,” 
she said. 

According to Burke, 50 
Bradley students serve as tutors 
who are paid $2 an hour through 
the federally-funded project. 
Duties consist of either tutoring, 
taking the student to lunch or 
accompanying him around 
campus. 

Burke explained that each 
suspended student from the two 
high schools is asked to 
participate in the program. If the 
student consents, his parents are 
contacted for their permission. 
Students, are picked up, brought 
to 814 Maplewood and taken 
back home during the three-day 
program. 

During each of the three days, 
the students receive individual 
counseling, group counseling from 
professional counselors and, if

they need it, tutoring. Sometimes, 
instead of tutoring a student who 
has no problems with his studies, 
to the counselor will substitute 
activities such as touring the 
campus or sitting in on a 
particular class. 

“It’s not just sitting down and 
reading a textbook together,” 
Burke commented. 

Burke said the program was 
started “to help those high school 
students who are at odds with 
current school policies. This 
program tries to help them learn a 
little more about themselves so 
they can get along and perform 
their social and academic roles 
with as much success as possible. 

“After the student goes back 
to his high school, we continue to 
work with him. We continue to 
provide service for him for as long 
as it seems beneficial,” she said. 


The second tutoring program, 
which was sponsored by Student 
Senate this past fall, consists of 
cards on file at the reserve desk of 
the library. Listed on these cards 
are the names of Bradley students 
or organizations who are willing 
to tutor either high school or 
college students. 

According to Jerri Maher, 
coordinator of the program, there 
has been difficulty in keeping the 
file updated and in getting tutors. 
She explained that changes are 
not made on the file when a 
student moves or changes his 
phone number. 

According to the file on reserve 
at the library, there are only 12 
individual tutors and a few 
tutorial societies or organizations. 
An individual desiring tutoring 
pays the tutor with fees ranging 
from free to $6 per hour.

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Helen Reddy , Mac Davis 
dynamic duo in concert

Seventeen variations of “I Am 
Woman” and a lot of folksy 
pickin’? Not^ quite. 

Helen Reddy sang her hit single 
but once, and Mac Davis used his 
wit more than his guitar to liven 
up a stoic Robertson Field House 
audience Saturday in an 
entertaining and successful 
concert evening. 

As different as the Boston 
Philharmonic and a regular on 
TV’s Hee Haw, both Reddy and 
Davis got their messages across to 
a largely teeny-bop and Peoria 
people crowd of 4,800. 

Never grabbing the mike and 
yanking it from its stand but 


approaching it calmly and 
professionally to sing, Reddy 
nonetheless kept full command. 

Her voice soft, almost 
whispering in Crosby and Stills’ 
“Our House” and “I Don’t Know 
How To Love Him,” boomed 
almost to a shout in “Travelin’ 
Band” and “Tulsa Turnaround,” 
and did it without losing any of 
the lady’s amazingly strong vocal 
quality. 

One of the native-Australian’s 
better numbers was Leon Russell’s 
“This Masquerade,” but her 
unexpected ability to sing the 
blues made Reddy’s 50-minute 
set. 

Accompanied more than 


adequately by the jazz piano of 
Dick Horn, Reddy sang tunes like 
“Come On, John,” “The Last 
Blues Song” and “Turn” which 
were outstanding. 

The latter, a number about 
returning home after having been 
away for a while, literally hit 
home with lyrics which asked 

. .when I go home, my heart 
like a stone, will they call me their 
own?” 

After being drawn to attention 
and concentrating while Reddy 
sang, the audience was brought 
back down to earth by Davis’ 
off-color humor and good-time 
music. 

Davis sang “Watching Scotty 
Grow,” which he wrote but 
Bobby Goldsboro made a hit, 
then commented, “My kid still 
thinks Bobby Goldsboro is his 
father.” 

Davis warmed up the 
now-relaxing crowd with a variety 
of songs he didn’t finish, “Dumb 
Song”, “Fall In Love With Your 
Wife,” and an audience-participa¬ 
tion session of poorboy music 
that wa^ funny although a bit 
dragged out. * 

“In The Ghetto,” “Daddy’s 
Little Man,” “Baby, Baby Don’t 
Get Hooked On Me” and “I 
Believe In Music,” songs which 
Davis has written, were all 
performed well. 

Of course the Field House had 
to get into the act. Davis 
remarked that the shine off the 
basketball court made him feel 
like he was working on ice in a 
hockey rink. 

The best example of the things 
Bradley’s wonderful facilities can 
do for a concert came after Davis’ 
lead-in to “Daddy’s Little Man.” 

Davis explained that he was 
among the many people who had 
come from a broken home and 
had expressed the hope that the 
number would help someone who 
was considering divorce. He had 
sung the first three bars of the hit 
when a service phone in the Field 
House rang twice. 

It could only happen at 
Bradley.

Bradley hockey Braves 
dropped their last two home ice 
appearances of the season in the 
First Annual Logan Invitational 
Hockey Tournament played in 
Peoria last weekend. 

The Braves opened the action 
on Saturday by dropping a 9-1 
decision to the Webster Stars, a 
semi-pro team from St. Louis. On 
Sunday morning, the Bradley 
team fell to another semi-pro 
team, the St. Louis Pepsi’s, in a 
game that had been tied 2-2 after 
regulation time. 

Bruce Nelson, assisted by Greg 
Adams, scored the lone Bradley 
goal Saturday at 10:24 as the 
Braves took an initial 1-0 lead 
over the Stars. 

However, Dave Bates scored on 
a rebound at 13:45 to knot the 
game up at 1-1. Webster scored 
twice in the second period while 
an apparent Bradley goal by 
Roger Ruthhart was nullified. 

Bates scored four more goals in 
the third period as the sluggish 
Bradley defense fell apart. 

The following day, the Braves 
lost the 4-3 heartbreaker to the 
St. Louis Pepsi’s. 

In a come-from-behind effort, 
the Braves tied the Pepsi’s 2-2 at 
11:26 of the third period when 
Paul Curran scored his second goal 
of the game. Bruce Becker and 
Greg Adams assisted on the play, 
sending the game into a five-man 
shootdown. 

Each team had five separate 
players take penalty shots on the 
opposing goal. The first two 
Pepsi’s, Dennis Pestka and Skip 
Hillman, scored against Bradley 
goalie Mike Romano while Tom 
Lind produced the only Brave 
goal. 

The Pepsi’s had taken an early 
2-0 lead but an unassisted goal off 
the stick of Curran at 8:27 pulled 


the Braves to within one 2-1 
entering that last period. 

Senior Bradley goalie Mike

A lot of you probably don’t know Wrestling 
Club President John Fabecich. His overwhelming 
defeat in the election for all-school president 
March 7 proved that. 

Or perhaps you knew him, his platform and 
that he was singularly responsible for reviving 
wrestling at Bradley after one year of lobbying, 
planning, and high financing, but decided he was 
not the person 
you would like 
to be your all- 
school pres¬ 
ident. 

No matter. 

The mandate 
you, the stu¬ 
dents, didn’t 
give him has not 
dampened his 
spirits. In fact, 
the political set - 
back only fuel¬ 
ed his desire to 
campaign. 

He has a new 
cause. It’s the 
immediate con¬ 
struction of the 
long-de layed John Fabecich 

physical education complex. 

“While campaigning, I began asking people how 
important a new P.E. complex would be to them,” 
said the sophomore civil engineering major from 
Chicago. 

“So I decided, why not take a poll? I asked the 
students if they were for building a P.E. complex 
and how much they would be willing to pay.” 

His straw poll conducted in the Student Center 
and at four dorms resulted in 73-10 plurality for 
the building, even if it meant a slight tuition hike 
to pay for yearly maintenance. (The proposed 
building will be three times larger than the present 
P.E. building, Hewitt Hall.) 

Fabecich drew up petitions March 8 
(Thursday), and began circulating them the 
following day hoping to get 3,000 student 
signatures to present to a meeting of the Building 
and Grounds Committee that would meet 
Monday. Students who signed the petition would 


be favoring a $20-a-semester increase in tuition to 
pay the maintenance cost if the building, with 
pool, would be constructed immediately. 

He was expecting a lot of help in canvassing, 
“but it’s the same old thing, if you want anything 
done, you have to do it yourself. 

“But I was surprised at the students’ response,” 
Fabecich said. “I thought women would be against 
it. But I’d say 29 out of 30 girls signed the petition 
while maybe only 19 out of 20 guys signed.” 

Fabecich presented the Building and Grounds 
Committee petitions with 558 names showing the 
P.E. complex and levy has some support, although 
the number of names fell short of his goal. 
(“Everyone went home for the weekend and the 
commuter students weren’t on campus.”) 

The next hurdle before a Board of Trustees 
meeting March 26 will be Tuesday’s Finance 
Committee meeting. Both committees will make 
recommendations to the board. 

If the Board of Trustees acts favorably on the 
P.E. complex proposal on the condition the 
students pay a $20 fee each semester for 
maintenance, a student referendum will be held 
for students to accept or reject the proposal and 
fee. 

“There’s no question that the facility is 
needed,” said Bradley President Dr. Martin Abegg, 
who has tentative plans and a model to submit to 
the Board of Trustees. 

“The question at this point is whether, in 
soliciting contributions from outside sources, we 
can justify a new building and whether announcing 
new construction will affect contributions from 
these sources.” 

According to Abegg, the Student Center was 
planned in much the same way in the late 1950’s 
when students voted to assess themselves a $10 fee 
for maintenance. 

The immediate construction of the P.E. 
complex all hinges on recommendations from the 
two committees and whether the Board of 
Trustees gives its okay which would set the stage 
for a student referendum. And a referendum 
would be the crucial test determing whether 
Fabecich’s assertion that students are behind the 
complex is true. 

So for Fabecich and other P.E. complex 
supporters, there is nothing to do but wait for the 
board to convene March 26 and cross their fingers.

Peorian recommended as Security Director

A 27-year-old graduate of 
Southern Illinois University, 
Carbondale, has been 
recommended for appointment as 
Security director. 

David A. Baer, a native 
Peorian, has been offered the 
post, vacated in December by the 
dismissal of former Security Chief 
Curley Johnson, according to Dr. 
Richard Trumpe, acting chairman 
of the Security Advisory 
Committee. 

The nomination of Baer is 
expected to be confirmed at 
Monday’s meeting of the 
University Board of Trustees. 

A graduate of Spalding 
Institute in Peoria, Baer, a 
bachelor, was selected from a field 
of some 35 applicants for the job, 
Trumpe told the Scout 
Wednesday. 

r “Dave’s a real comer,” Trumpe 
said. “He learns quickly, he relates 
well with a wide variety of people 
and he’s very professional.” 

| Trumpe said Baer’s being black 
was not a consideration during the 
committee’s selection process. 
“We just wanted to find the best 
man for the job.” 

After attending Southern for 
two years, Baer joined the U.S. 
Navy where he attained the rank 
of Chief Petty Officer Third Class. 
After a four year military stint, he 
returned to Southern and earned a 
bachelor of science degree in 
December 1972, with a major in 
the administration of justice and a 
minor in community service. 

Trumpe said the Security 
Advisory Committee met March 


“I don’t think we could have 
made a better choice,” Acting 
Director of Security Herman 
Cornish said. 

If the nomination is approved 
by the Board, it is anticipated that 
Baer will work with Cornish for 
the remainder of the month. 

Cornish will act on a back-up 
. basis and remain a member of the 
Security Advisory Committee, 
Trumpe said.

Trumpe would not reveal 
Baer’s salary, but said, “we had a 
salary range we could offer 
candidates. We offered what we 
felt was commensurate. It is very

He’s a highly qualified man,”

some outstanding 
recommendations.” 

Baer, who resides at 1416 
Broadway Ave., Peoria, could not 


be reached for comment as of 
press time. 

The Security Advisory 
Committee, formed in October 
1972, will remain an active 
committee to assist and offer 
suggestions to the Security 
Director. 


According to Trumpe, Baer’s 
qualifications for the post were 
based on his experience in the 
Navy, where he worked on the 
Shore Patrol and served as a 
Sergeant of Arms on the U.S.S. 
Franklin D. Roosevelt. 

“He did have a scholastic 
background in terms of recent 
study,” Trumpe added. 

“Another thing that impressed 
the committee was in the stress 
questioning, we found he was very 
much in tune with campus 
attitudes,” he continued. 


Trumpe said Baer submitted an 
application for the position, 
presumably following publication 
of the job vacancy. “We got the 
word out to security departments 
and law enforcement agencies. We 
had a wide range of applicants,” 
he said. 

Baer was given a job 
description of the security post 
when he applied for the job, and 
later received budgeting

English 300 requirement relaxed

Any 300 level advanced writing 
course can now be taken to meet 
a student’s all-university English 
requirement, University Senate 
decided Thursday, March 15. The 
only restriction is that the course 
must be approved by the 
department in which the student 
is majoring. 


Vice President for Academic 
Affairs, Dr. George Ferguson, who 
presented the motion to revise the 
current university catalog, said the 
change would “make the 
department requirement more 
flexible” by providing “a variety 
of writing experiences for the 
student to choose from, instead of 
just one 
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Spring vacation next year 
should come during the ninth 
week of the Spring semester, 
University Senate recommended 
March 15. 


A student ad hoc committee 
had previously attempted to 
change the vacation period for the 


The recommended change in 
the school calendar would make 
the vacation a stable period, next 
year beginning Friday afternoon, 
March 15, and ending Monday 
morning, March 25. 
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The motion, made by Dr. 
William M. Hammond of 
Electrical Engineering after a 
previous suggestion by Dr. Allen 
E. Cannon, director of the music 
school, must be approved by Dr. 
George B. Ferguson, vice 
president for academic affairs. 
President Martin G. Abegg, and by 
the university’s Board of Trustees

present school year, but the 
proposal, passed by Student 
Senate, was defeated by the 
University Senate after opposition 
by the Physical Education 
department, the Speech and 
Theatre Arts department, and the 
School of Music. 

The idea behind the University 
Senate’s recommendation is to 
break up the Spring semester 
more equally. The current 
calendar allows for the vacation to 
begin the Thursday before Easter 
and ex’tend through the entire 
week after the Catholic holyday. 

Dr. Cannon’s suggestion, made 
after the defeat of the student 
proposal, would give both 
students and faculty the needed 
break near the middle of the 
16-week semester, Cannon said. 


Before this students had been 
limited at the junior level, to only 
the English 300 composition 
course, although some majors had 
the option of taking English 102 
to finish meeting the requirement 
of six semester hours of 
composition. English 102 will be 
dropped beginning this fall, but 
English 101, or its equivalent at 
another school, is still required. 

According to Dr. Warren 
Dwyer, head of English 
composition, the department will 
be offering seven 300 level courses 
this fall, each of which would 
meet the requirement. The 
courses are (1) the regular English 
300 course similar to what has 
been taught in the past, (2) 
English 301 - argumentation, (3) 
English 302 - literary criticism, (4) 
English 303 - research in an 
individual discipline (writing 
connected with a student’s own 
major), (6) English 305 - technical 
writing, and (7) English 307 - 
creative writing with a 
prerequisite of English 207. 

“Also, as I understand it,” 
Ferguson said, “the way it’s 
written, individual areas of the 
university might develop their 
own 300 level advanced writing 
courses. 

“These would, of course, have 
to be approved by Academic 
Standards, and Academic 
Standards would have to take into 


consideration the fact that 
approval of the course would 
mean that it would meet the 
university requirement.” 

“This expansion of the 
program in junior composition 
came out of a program that Mrs. 
Carter (English instructor 
Margaret Carter) made,” 
explained Dwyer. “It’s an attempt 
to make a course more explicitly 
related to the student’s academic 
interests, and perhaps his own 
interests, and to make the writing 
in junior composition less 
artificial.” 

Both Ferguson and Dwyer said 
that the instructors now teaching 
English 300 will move into these 
other areas according to their 
interests.

When President Martin G. 
Abegg announced plans Feb. 26 
for the financial future of 
Bradley, one of the three key 
concerns centered on the future 
enrollment situation. 

Since that announcement, 
Abegg and the administration 
have been receiving Five-year plans 
from department chairmen, 
which, among other things, 
predict enrollments in their 
departments for the coming years. 

Abegg told the Scout that he 
expects the department chairmen 
to determine what kind of 
programs and resources will be 
necessary for their departments in 
the 70’s and 80’s. 

“I’m of the opinion that had 
we done this starting back in the 
middle 60’s we would not be 
faced with some of the problems 
we are faced with today. 

“There have been five-year 
plans submitted previously but 
these plans called for an 
enrollment increase that didn’t 
come about,” Abegg said.

“We are still looking to the 
individual departments to make 
projections because they are in 
the best position to make these 
evaluations. All we are asking the 
departments to do is to 
substantiate their judgments. 

“I think we have to be very 
careful in using projections, 
though. We religiously followed 
the predictions of the census 
bureau and those of the 
Commission on Higher Education 
in considering the enrollment 
possibilities of the university in 
the ’70’s. Well, they have finally 
admitted to the fact that their 
figures were wrong.” 

Besides the problem of 
predictions, Abegg said the mass 
media has contributed to the 
reduction of enrollment in certain 
areas. 

He commented the bad 
publicity surrounding programs 
such as engineering has had a bad 
effect on the high school seniors. 

“What the prospective students 
were reading was that there was a 
surplus of prospective students in 
that area,” Abegg said. 

According to Dean Leo G. 
Bent, dean of the college of 
education and Dr. Lester H. 
Brune, chairman of the history 
department, adverse publicity 
about job prospects has had an 
effect on the enrollment in each 
of their areas. 

“The state and national 
publications report on the excess 
of teachers, but actually 84 per 


cent of our graduates in 
elementary education found 
jobs,” Bent said. 

According to Abegg, the mood 
of the student has also changed 
the outlook for the future in the 
planning of department programs. 

“In the past three years there 
has been a marked change in the 
attitudes of students coming to 
college. Three years ago they

came with the concept that they 
wanted a broad liberal art 
education.

Carnival plans underway 


Under Baroni’s amendment, 
SABRC would have included 
three all-school officers, with the 
all-school president serving as an 
ex-officio member, three student 
senators, a supreme court justice 
and two delegates at large, not 
necessarily from SABRC-funded 
organizations. 

The motion also required 
SABRC to sumit the completed 
budget to Senate for majority 
approval. 

Senate report 


Senior Sen. Pat Baikauskas 
argued against the changes saying, 
“It would give Senate too much 
control over organizations which 
have nothing to do with Senate.” 

The 12-11 vote in favor of the 
motion fell short of the two-thirds 
majority required for a 
constitutional amendment. 

In other Senate action, a 
contract authorizing Student 
Telephone Books (STB) to 
publish the 1973-74 student 
directories was approved 
unanimously. 

The directories will be 
furnished to Bradley students at 


no charge in return for all 
proceeds from advertising 
included in the book. 

Senate also approved a 
proposal to request the SABRC 
allotment from the university be 
raised from $12 to $21 per 
student. All-school President Chip 
Colletti said, “To keep students 
here we need to improve the 
social life.” 

Three programs proposed by 
Colletti were approved by Senate. 
Programs will include a Student 
Senate-sponsored admissions 
program, a Bradley Public 
Relations Week and a study of 
possible reapportionment of the 
University Senate to make student 
representation more effective. 

New Senate committee 
chairpersons approved include 
Phil Pritzker and Steve 
Wittenborn, co-chairmen, Rules 
and Judiciary Committee; Lyndi 
Kramer, Communications; Jeri 
Maher, Academic Affairs; Eyde 
McGhee, Campus Affairs and 
Activities and Joe Palumbo, 
student co-op ad hoc committee.

Coover pointed out that the 
usual booths, games and contests 
will be held, but, “we’re not 
having a parade or an auction this 
year.

A proposal that would have 
given Student Senate more 
authority over the Student 
Activities Budget Review 
Committee (SABRC) was 
defeated at Monday’s meeting.

“I think it would be 
fairer if Senate or a body that is 
representative of all the students 
made the budget.” 

The Constitution requires 
all-school treasurer, two student 
senators, a supreme court justice 
and four members from activities 
funded by SABRC as members.

New gym a must 

The Board of Trustees will have a chance to erase one of 
the major physical inequities on the Bradley campus when it 
meets Monday. Consideration of the immediate construction 
of a new physical education complex will be on the board’s 
agenda and the inequity exists in the current P.E. facility, 
Hewitt Hall. 

There are 4,100 fuli-time day students on the campus of 
Bradley University. Hewitt Hall was designed and built in 
1906 for the 600 students who attended a school called 
Bradley Technical Institute. 

But what is at issue here is not the fate of a historical 
curiosity, Hewitt Hall, but rather the issue is one of need and 
lost opportunities. 

Bradley needs to attract more students. Enrollment 
projections indicate only 3,900 students will be here next 
year. The number the following year should be even lower. 

Prospective students who tour the Bradley campus will 
certainly be unimpressed with Hewitt Hall. In most cases, 
what they will see is a facility that is less than what their high 
school or junior college had to offer. It will also be inferior to 
what almost any competing college or university has to offer. 

So Bradley’s price tag of $2,100 yearly tuition, in terms of 
athletic facilities, is no bargain. 

For the student who seeks swimming as recreation, there 
is a pool that the swim team won’t even practice in. To the 
student interested in basketball, and other gym activities, 
there are two small basketball courts that are always 
crowded. There is a weightroom the size of a closet and a 
third gym with tumbling mats. 

These are the particulars of Hewitt Hall. There is an 
obvious need for better and expanded facilities for 4,100 
Bradley students. 

The opportunity lost deals with Bradley’s desire to get 
involved with the Peoria community and get the community 
involved with Bradley. A P.E. complex is the kind of facility 
that has almost universal appeal. 

Area kids (who become potential college students) would 
love it. A complete athletic facility would be a magnet that 
would have a wider range appeal to a greater number of 
adults than any other type of new building. 

A P.E. complex would have utility to students and the 
community. There is a crying need for this facility. It would 
benefit more people than any other type of new 
construction. 

The board has had serious plans to undertake the P.E. 
construction since 1*968. But one financial delay after 
another has prevented the board from proceeding. 

In the process, the amount of federal aid available, which 
might have amounted to 50 per cent of the total cost of 
construction in 1968, has fallen almost every year until there 
is a question if there are any funds available at this time. 

Economy has been at the root of the delays. This 
economy has cost a lot of government aid. 

Then consider what Bradley loses with the present 
inadequate facility. Consider all that could be gained if 
Bradley improved and expanded its P.E. facilities. 

How long can we afford to wait and do without?

One Man's View 

College image tarnished

“College” seems to have taken on a 
rather tarnished image lately, culling up 
despicable thoughts in the average man 
rivaled only by “Hell” and “pimple” in the 
American experience. 

Remember when a university was a 
sacred institution, a kind of sheepskin at 
the end of the rainbow? When the first 
move a new parent made was to start a 
college fund for his little nipper? When 
from our first breath of kindergarten to our 
last taste of high school we were 
propagandized in ‘college prep’ courses? 
When everyone thought of higher 
education as letter sweaters and Pop’s Malt 
Shop? When the most radical statement 
issuing from campus was “I smoked a 
cigarette last night, Coach”? - 

Well, “tempus fugit” (that’s graffiti 
from the Roman baths), and all the poor 
saps who thought they couldn’t go 
anywhere without a degree are now going 
nowhere fast with a degree. 

The sages who once counselled, “Keep 
up your grades so you can go to college: or 
else you’ll wind up like Durward Kirby, a 
nobody” -- these same prophets now say, 
“So who cares about college anyway? Who 
needs it? Look at Durward Kirby: he’s no 
big deal but he makes good money.” 


Which, sadly enough, may be good 
advice, for the market is being flooded with 
degree-bearing ignoramuses sufficiently 
trained to perform one job but grossly 
lacking in all other fields. 

It is quite possible to graduate from a 
university without ever writing a paper, or 
reading a book, just so long as you have 
two hours of physical fitness and an ID 
card. Colleges turn out hundreds of little 
automatons, ready to plug into society’s 
gaps. 

So gradually the opinion toward college 
students has degenerated to the point 
where many see them as overblown high 
schoolers, rich idle wastrels or 
one-dimensional businessmen of tomorrow. 

There seems to be no place in this whole 
scheme fqr the lad who truly wants a 
liberal education - whose foremost 
concerns are not dollar signs and 
pragmatism but, strangely, knowledge. He 
is rather a “freak” anymore - and that is a 
shame. 

Change seems to be called for here: 
change in the colleges, in the pre-college 
preparation, in the myths circulated about 
higher education’s purpose and plan. Until 
then there are scores of cosmic questions to 
be dealt with, such as: Did Durward Kirby 
ever graduate from high school?

In a Political Science 105 
course I took last year, I learned 
what was termed the ‘elitist 
theory,’ a situation in which only 
a select few dominated the 
institution in which they were 
involved. Has the student body of 
this school become such an 
institution? 

I am referring to the blacks on 
this campus. They have made 
many demands on this campus, 
many of which I feel were entirely 
justified. But one demand they 
will never achieve is respect, at 
least not at the pace they’re going 
right now. 

There is no such thing as a 
privileged class of students at this 
university. Black, white, green and 
blue are all equal. But equality 
does not seem to be the case at 
Bradley. 

Many events have prompted 
this letter, Bradley basketball 
games, dorm activities, and 
various others; but Saturday night 
was the topper. 

Play Misty for Me was showing 


in the Jobst Hall at 7 p.m. and 9 
p.m. The line for the 9 p.m. 
showing started to form around 8 
p.m. Most people walking in went 
to the end of the line, but not less 
than 30 blacks went straight to 
the front despite complaints from 
others. 

As far as I know, there were no 
block sections sold for the movie. 

Yet group after group of blacks 
pushed their way up front 
completely disregarding those 
who had waited so long for 
tickets. 

What did the other Bradley 
students do to those 30 to deserve 
such treatment? I apologize for 
referring to the problem as a racial 
one because that is unfair to a 
majority of blacks on this campus. 
But the attitudes and actions of 
those blacks at Jobst and others 
like them have only nourished the 
bigoted attitude of some students 
at Bradley. 

But respect for blacks on this 
campus is on the decline because 
of the actions of just a handful. 
Let’s not let that happen to 
Bradley. We’re all students. We’re 
all equal. Let’s act like it.

After having served the Roman 
Catholic community on the 
Bradley campus for 10 years the 
Rev. Thomas F. Kelly will be 
leaving at the end of the spring 
school term. 

Director and chaplain of the 
Newman Foundation since 1963 
and assisted by the Rev. Patrick 
Collins this year, Kelly plans to 
attend the University of San 
Francisco this summer to brush 
up on his pastoral theology. 

He hopes to return to the 
parish ministry in or around 
Peoria in September. Collins will 
become Newman’s new director. 

“I’ve been thinking about this 
decision for the last few years,” 
Kelly said. “My final decision was 
made last summer. 

“It’s just the feeling I’ve done 
my thing here for 10 years.” 

Kelly’s ‘thing’ at the Catholic 
center on campus has been one of 
innovations during his tenure. 

The Newman Foundation was 
one-year old when Kelly was 


one-year old when

transferred to Bradley after having 
served as assistant director at the 
Newman Foundation at the 
University of Illinois for four 
years. 

Kelly, with major assistance 
from a student senator, was 
instrumental in the repeal of the 
university restriction against the 
offering of a denominational 
religious service on campus. 

The restriction was lifted 
during ’68-’69, and as a result 
Kelly has offered a 
student-oriented Mass in Bradley 
Hall s Neumiller Chapel since 
then, along with a Saturday 
evening liturgy in Olin Hall this 
semester. 

For Catholic students it meant 
Neumiller Chapel Masses which 
might include a short-subject film, 
a slide show, tape recordings, and 
always student participation and 
an accompaniment of guitars. 

Kelly taught religious studies 
classes at Bradley, and earned his 
master’s degree in counseling here 
in December 1971. 

He initiated the film festival 
fad to the Hilltop in ’64-’65 and

for the Peoria Regional Blood 
Center, said the need for blood 
donations has risen in Illinois 
because of the recent act which 
will prohibit hospitals in the state 
from using pay blood after June 
30,1973. 

Smith said that when the law 
went into effect in Chicago in 
October 1972, the city’s hospitals 
experienced their worst blood 
shortage in 27 years.

Music student plays chimes 


Do you know that ringing in 
your ears, the one that you hear 
at noon and 4 p.m. every 
weekday? 

The ringing comes from the 
tower in Bradley Hall. Manning 
the keyboard is Janice Klimala, a 
junior music major at Bradley. 

The keyboard is part of an 
organ-like instrument called a 
carillon. The instrument actually 
has two keyboards that play a 
chromatic scale which is made up 
of 13 successive half tones to an 
octave. 

“I usually get to choose the 
type of music that I want to 
play,” said Klimala, “but it has to 
have a slow rhythm to it or else 
the song can’t be played on the 
carillon. You see if the song has a 
fast beat to it, the sounds will 
overlap each other and it won’t 
sound right.” 

Klimala applied to work 
through the work study program 
and was selected for the salaried 
position after being recommended 
by Dr. Allen E. Cannon, director 
of the School of Music. 

All of the music Klimala plays 
is live and she will play requests. 

“Every once in a while I’ll get a 
request and I play them too,” she 
said, “just as long as the song has 
a slow rhythm to it.” 


The bells also ring out for a 
short duration every half hour, 
but that is timed mechanism 
which is not played by Klimala. 


The carillon’s two keyboards 
are located on the fourth floor of 
Bradley Hall near the faculty 
lounge.

Like I said he was only 5-6. And like I said, being his 
roommate was no reason to pass along any special favors. 

While I’m on the subject of my old roommate, I might as 
well tell you his favorite story. It seems he was in a sociology 
class that had a sensitivity project. Each member of the class 
took turns assuming the identity of a fellow class mate. 

On one occasion, a girl in the class took the identity of 
what she revealed under questioning as an “athlete” in the 
class.

Pro prospects star as UD 
tops CD in two overtimes

A 135-133 double-overtime 
victory by the University Division 
team over the pesky, 
upset-minded College Division 
stars brought the college season to 
an end at Robertson Memorial 
Field House on Sunday afternoon. 
But for several of the players in 
the wide array of Illinois 
collegiate basketball talent, the 
second annual Collegiate Classic 
of Illinois was hopefully a 
stepping-stone between a 
stand-out college career and a 
contract with one of the 27 
professional basketball teams in 
the U.S. 

For some of the players like 
ISU’s Doug Collins, a basketball 
Olympian and a Sports Illustrated 
coverboy, and Illinois’ Nick 
Weatherspoon, a pro contract is 
almost as close as the NBA and 
ABA player drafts. 

Collins, who has been 
mentioned as the possible first 
pick in the NBA draft, and 
Weatherspoon who had several Big 
Ten coaches pushing him as a 
likely first-round choice, talked 
about playing pro ball in different 
terms. 

“I definitely want to play in 
the pros, but money isn’t all I’m 
going to consider. If 1 get drafted 
by both leagues, I’ll consider the 
town the team plays in and the 
personnel connected with the 
team,” said Collins. 

Weatherspoon, who tied with 
Collins in the voting for Most 
Valuable Player on the University 
Division team, said, “I haven’t 
thought about the pros much. I 
think I had a pretty good season 
but now that it’s over, I just want 
to relax. I’ll have to wait and see 
about the draft.” 

After Sunday’s wild 
double-overtime finish, one could 
understand why any of the 
players would want to relax. Time 
and again in the second half, the 
University Division would pull 
away only to have the College 
Division, led by MVP Dan Parker 
from Millikin University, come 
storming back to tie Or lead. 

Parker, who finished with 29 
points, got two of his total right 
at the buzzer ending the first 


overtime period. After Doug 
Collins had missed the second of a 
one-and-one bonus free throw 
attempt with eight seconds left in 
the first overtime, the College 
Division rebounded and hustled 
the ball down-court. Parker was 
open for a 20-foot jumper that 
sent the crowd of 4,800 into 
hysterics and the game into a 
second overtime. 

Sadly for Parker and his 
College Division mates, their 
heroics in the first 53 minutes of 
play (the game was played in four 
12-minute quarters as in the pros 
and dunking shots were 
permitted) were put to waste 
when the irrepressible 
Weatherspoon took over after 
regulation time had run out. “The 


Spoon” hit 13 of his game total 
26 points during the 10 minutes 
of overtime, including the game 
winner with 10 seconds to play. 

While the big names like 
Collins and Weatherspoon got 
applause for taking off their 
warm-ups, the spectators did 
reserve some big cheers for 
Bradley’s own Sam Allen. Allen, 
who closed out his college career 
with a solid 10-point, 
nine-rebound performance, 
offered an explanation for the 
closeness of the game. 

“We were sort of overconfident 
and we had some bad points 
because everybody was trying to 
do their own thing, but I enjoyed 
playing with these guys,” Allen 
said.

Charter vote set

A referendum will be held 
April 5 to give students the option 
of ratifying or rejecting the 
present Student Senate 
Constitution. 

The motion to hold the 
referendum was passed at 
Monday’s Student Senate 
meeting. The move came as one of 
the results of the Student 
Supreme Court case, Frank Cabell 
vs. Student Senate, which dealt 
with the constitutionality of the 
black Senate seat. 

In lejecting a pre-trial motion 
by Defense Attorney Kevin 
Tilton, the court ruled that 
portions of the present 


constitution are statutory law. 

All-school President Chip 
Colletti explained that in 1968, 
Senate passed an amendment to 
change the process for amending 
the constitution. ‘They decided 
that they did not need student 
referendums and they made that 
decision without a student 
referendum.” Until this time, all 
amendments to the constitution 
had to be approved through a 
student referendum. 

“The court ruled that the 
amendment was illegally placed in 
the constitution,” Colletti added. 
So everything passed since that 
time is not constitutional law, but 
rather statutory law. 


The court denied the point, 
statutory law unconstitutional.” 

Colletti went on to say that the 
prosecution seemed “to give the 
impression that the total 
constitution (including the part of 
the document written before 
1968) is statutory law because of

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Supreme Court justices vote 
to keep black Senate seat

In a 4-2 decision released 
Tuesday night, the Bradley 
Student Supreme Court held that 
the black Senate seat is 
constitutional. 

Chief Justice Randy Livingston 
and Justice Gene Voss dissented, 
with opinions not expected to be 
available until later today. 

The case, Frank Gabell vs. 
Student Senate, was brought 
before the court by Gabell, a 
justice on the court. Gabell 
charged that his constitutional 
rights to “a duly representative 
government” and “the right to 
equal opportunity, treatment, and 
protection without regard to race 
...” were violated by the 
existence of the black Senate seat. 

Gabell asked the court to 
either eliminate the seat or 
establish additional seats for 
whites, yellows, brown and 
mulattos. 

Student Senate Secretary 
Kevin Tilton, acting as defense 
attorney for Senate, asked the 


court to dismiss the case in an 
eight-point motion presented in 
bloc. 

After a three-day recess to 
consider the motion and the 
evidence presented, the court 
struck down Tilton’s dismissal 
motion when the court 
reconvened Sunday night. 

One of the eight points 
presented by Tilton stated that 
the black Senate seat, was 
established through the Senate 
constitution and therefore could 
not be found unconstitutional. 

The court denied the point, 
stating that the constitution had 
never been properly ratified and 
therefore the constitution was 
statutory law which the court can 
rule on. 

Another point presented by 
Tilton contended that the Student 
Bill of Rights on which Gabell 
based his case, had never been 
ratified. 

The court disagreed, stating 
that the student body had ratified 
it in 1968, making it 


constitutional law. A committei 
which was not empowered to rule 
on any part of a constitutional 
document had ruled the Bill of 
Rights invalid. Therefore, the 
court declared, the Bill of Rights 
was valid and “is in truth, the 
only constitutional law at Bradley 
University.” 


The court heard testimony 
from Andrew Silverman, a 
Bradley student, who said that he 
was part white and part black. 
According to Silverman, he had 
registered as a white but felt that 
he was also being represented by 
the black senator. He added that 
he planned to register as a black 
next year.

Bradley’s new Director of 
Security David Baer doesn’t like 
the idea of his men carrying guns 
would prefer to have the security 
men walk beats as well as patrol 
the campus in cars and plans, to 
inititate these programs 
others with the help or 
Security Advisory Committee. 

Baer, approved Monday by the 
Board of Trustees, said he 
envisions the role of the Bradley 
security force as one of “public 
relations men. 

“I’d like a student to see 
security men as somebody to fall 
back on when he needs them,” 
Baer said, “to know they’re there 
for his safety.” 

In an attempt to soften the 
‘police’ image of the campus force 
Baer has already removed the 
revolving light from one security 
car and placed on the sides of the 
cars an identifying sign which 
reads “BU Security/Safety.” 

Baer said he doesn’t like guns 


A gun should always be used 
as a last resort,” the new director 
said. “I want to emphasize the 
need of training for the men so 
most situations can be handled 
without guns. I do plan on 
bringing the issue of gun use 
before the Security Advisory 
Committee.” 


Baer said he plans to meet at 
least monthly with the advisory 
committee, the group of student, 
faculty and community 
representatives which selected him 
for the security post. 

Matters concerning hiring of 
subsequent security personnel, the 
feasibility of particular methods 
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of patrol, and the initiation of a 
workable operations manual were 
among several ideas Baer hoped to 
discuss with the advisory 
committee. 

“J think it’s going to be a great 
aid, Baer said of the committee. 
“When you take over a job you’ve 
got a lot of things on your mind. 
Vou get ideas about how to solve 
the problems. 

“It doesn’t do much good if 
you just let them sit there in your 
mind. The committee gives me a 
chance to put my ideas to people 
who they will affect, and also 
people who may be dealing with 
the same problems.” 

Baer said he would not make 
substantial changes in the force 
until he made himself better 
acquainted with the campus and 
its security needs. 

Impressed with the present 
staff, Baer said he had not read 
the Student Senate Ad Hoc 
Committee Report on Security 
and was not acquainted with 
former problems. 

“I’d be hesitant to read the 
report,” Baer noted. “I want at 


least a few months to gather mi 
own opinions.” 

Acting Security Directoi 
Herman Cornish will remain or 
the job until the end of the month 
and then continue as an aide tc 
Baer and as a member of the 
advisory committee. 

The new director said he would 
be directly responsible to Dr. 
Richard M. Trumpe, vice 
president for student services, as 
long as Trumpe (who has 
resigned) is still on campus. 

Under plans to redistribute 
responsibilities for student 
services departments, Baer and the 
Security force will be answerable 
to business affairs vice president 
Joseph Mele.

year budget projection before it 
makes any final decision,” Abegg 
said. 

The federal program, which 
would have financed the 
construction of the facility, will 
apparently not be funded, said 
Abegg. 

Without any additional funds 
for the $3.2 million project, the 
university will have to apply for a 
federally subsidized loan, 
according to Abegg. The 
university will have to pay three 
per cent interest on the loan, the 
government will pay the 
remaining interest. 

Only about half of the total 
cost of the physical education 
complex has been raised up to 
this time.

the illegal amending process. 
Whether or not the court 
considers the entire constitution 
statutory law is another question. 

“What I recommend to do is 
simply have the entire 
constitution put up before 
student referendum as it is now. 
The court agrees that if that is 
done, everything within the 
constitution will be constitutional 
and they will not touch it. 

“They are telling us in effect 
that it would be very good if we 
were to put our constitution up 
for referendum. We are taking 
that court’s advice and doing it 
immediately. If the student 
referendum goes through, there 
will be no more problems.” 

If the referendum fails, 
“everything in the constitution 
will no longer be viable,” 
according to Colletti. He went on 
to explain, “In speaking with the 
administration, it is my 
impression that the only 
remaining institution would be 
those elected officials who have 


been officially elected by the 
student body. It would be their 
obligation entirely to re-write 
another constitution and present 
it to the student body. But I don’t 
foresee it failing.” 

Speaking in favor of passage of 
the referendum, Colletti said, “If 
we leave it statutory law, then 
we’re open at all times to petty 
arguments. There are more 
important things for us to do. I 
would just like to see this 
completed without any credibility 
of Senate or court injured by it.” 

Colletti explained that passage 
of the referendum would release 
the constitution from control by 
any body other than Senate. He 
added that he planned to ask at 
Monday’s meeting if any senators 
wished to have particular sections 
of the constitution considered on 
the referendum as separate 
amendment. 

He also said he hopes for a 
change in the present amendment 
procedure. An alternative 


procedure Colletti mentioned 
would require seven-eighths of the 
Senate to pass a constitutional 
amendment. Under the present 
by-law, passage of an amendment 
only requires a three-fourths 
approval by a quorum. Over 


one-half of the elected legislative 
body constitutes a quorum. 

Colletti added that the court 
has the power to remove any 
section of statutory law it finds 
unconstitutional. However, 
Colletti stated that he hoped the 


student body would be able to 
vote on the constitution as it 
presently stands. 

The final document to be 
presented to the students at the 
referendum will be determined at 
Monday’s Senate meeting. 


Admissions sponsors student recruiters 


Beginning this summer, the 
Admissions Office will be offering 
stipends to Bradley students who 
get high school juniors to visit 
campus, according to All-school 
President Chip Colletti. Colletti 
said the plan is an attempt to 
contact prospective students prior 
to their senior year when they are 
“hit by a rush from other 
universities.” 

Approximately 50-60 
recruiters will be supplied with 
the names of persons who live in 
the recruiters’ area to contact. “We 
intend to focus on B or better 
students—and this will be 
determined by the individual’s 
SAT scores.” Colletti said, 


“because then not only would we 
be increasing enrollment if they 
applied to Bradley, but we would 
also be raising the academic 
quality of the university as a 
whole.” 

Colletti predicted that each 
student recruiter will have 
somewhere between 10 and 20 
students to contact-talk with 
their parents and supply the 
students with a brochure. The 
high school students would then 
be given a card with the recruiter’s 
name on it and would be 
persuaded to visit campus. For 
every person who does visit, and 
presents the card with the 
recruiter’s name, the recruiter 


would be given a small stipend of 
from $3 - $5. 

“Our major push right now,” 
Colletti explained “will be just to 
get students to visit Bradley. Past 
statistics show that the percentage 
of students who actually apply to 
those who visit here is very high.” 

Over spring break, the 
recruiting program will be tested 
by about 25 volunteers who will 
telephone prospective students. 

“The idea that students are our 
best recruiters has been thrown 
around for a long time, and now 
we will have an opportunity, in a 
regular job situation, to test that 
theory,” Colletti said.

Senate needed? 

Perhaps David Rosen was right. We don’t really need 
Senate. 

At any rate, we don’t need Senate as it is now. If 
Monday’s meeting is any indication, the majority of senators 
have no idea what is going on in this school. 

This year, our elected representatives, with few notable 
exceptions, have followed the lead of the all-school officers, 
with no question, no objections, like lambs yielding to the 
shepherd’s staff. 

Senators make motions which have no meaning, followed 
by point of clarification which are unclear, followed by 
points of order when there is no order, followed by seconds 
when there is no motion. They give reports which say 
nothing, plan meetings which are not held and serve on 
committees which have no function. 

It would seem that in a court case of such importance as 
the black Senate seat, particularly when Senate itself is the 
defendant, senators would make every effort to be informed 
of all possible details of the trial. But such is not the case. At 
Sunday’s hearing, a showing of, at most, seven senators was 
seen. 

As elected representatives of the student body, senators 
have a duty to be fully aware of the reasons for all decisions 
that come from that body. No longer can senators be content 
with rubber-stamping proposals made by the president, or 
anyone else. 

If senators do not become more responsible and more 
informed, then perhaps it’s time the students disbanded 
Senate.

In the present constitution are two sections that we feel 
must be changed. One is the black Senate seat. The Scout has 
opposed this seat both this year and in past years. We have 
not changed our stand. 

Another controversial section concerns the amending 
procedure to the constitution. As it stands now, only 
three-fourths of a quorum is required to pass an amendment. 

It should be up to the students alone to determine which 
amendments are to go in their constitution, not a small group 
of senators. 

If the constitution goes to the students in its present form, 
and passes, the students have lessened their grip on the affairs 
of this university and have condoned the inequality that 
exists presently with the black Senate seat. 


Evaluations 

needed 

Being familiar with the 
excellent perspective that the 
College of Engineering places the 
student evaluation forms in, I was 
shocked to read in the Scout how 
lowly the other departments 
regard these evaluation forms. 

From the statements made by 
the other department heads, I am 
led to conclude that these 
departments feel that either the 
students aren’t mature enough to 
give a constructive evaluation that 
is both critical and honest, or that 
if the student evaluations are 
accurate, they are not valuable 
enough to be used in formulation 
of department policy. 

In the five years I have been 
here, I have always seen the 
College of Engineering actively 
seek student opinions and 
recommendations concerning 
curriculum, faculty quality and 
facilities available. 

This use of student feedback 
has resulted in a better 
restructuring of many courses and 
course requirements. By better, I 
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mean more effective presentation 
of old and new material. I have 
seen improvements in the teaching 
abilities of the instructors, such 
improvements as disappearance of 
distracting personal mannerisms, 
better class preparation and more 
accurate methods of testing - all 
due to the anonymous evaluation 
forms we fill out. 

On matters concerning how 
effective the department’s 
learning environment is 
the most logical source would be 
the students. The department 
would want to know whether the 
material could be more effectively 
presented, at what points of 
instruction problems have 
developed and why, and whether 
any internal or external problems 
have impeded the learning 
process. 

When considering the task of 
developing department policy 
from this viewpoint, it can be seen 
how the student evaluation forms 
have an important place in the 
decision-making process. As far as 
the maturity of the students and 
how this reflects on the evaluation 
forms they write, as stated in the 
Scout , the College of Engineering 
has found these evaluations in 
general to be useful and at a 


respectable level. 

I’m sure that it would be in the 
interest of all concerned if the 
other departments who limit their 
decision-making process by not 
putting the student evaluation 
forms in the proper perspective, 
to reconsider their actions.

Radio and television per¬ 
sonality Gentle Ben died 
yesterday in his pen at a 
Hollywood zoo. He was 34. 

The cause of death has 
unofficially been listed as 
suffocation. He apparently 
choked on a peanut thrown 
by one of his many fans 
visiting the zoo. An inquest 
has been ordered. 

The 600-pound bear had 
won two Emmy’s during his 
32 year acting career. In 
1961, he was awarded his 
first Emmy for his role in 
“Leave It To Beaver.”

He was also nominated 
for an Oscar in 1957 as best 
actor for starring in a docu¬ 
mentary on Smokey the 
Bear.

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President Nixon Declares 
War On America’s Poor 


WASHINGTON (BS) - 
President Richard Nixon 
yesterday unveiled a plan to 
escalate the war on poverty. 
Speaking to newsmen in the 
White House Peace Garden, 
Nixon said the plan is being 
undertaken at this time be¬ 
cause of the resources that 
are being freed by the U- 
nited States’ withdrawal 
from South Vietnam. 

“The return of our 
troops and release of re¬ 
sources that have been tied 
up in South Vietnam offers 
us the opportunity to re- 
-channel the wealth of this 
nation toward combating 
poverty on a level never 
before attempted by any 
country in the world.” 

“We are planning to start 
off by shooting 400 beggars 
a day,” vowed the Chief 
Executive. 

Nixon also expressed c 
oncern over the soaring 
number of Americans on 
welfare lists. Tackling this 
problem is part of the Wel¬ 
fare Reform Act that is sim¬ 
ilar to the one that was 
proposed to Congress by the 
late Sen. Joseph McCarthy 
(R-Wis.) during the 1950’s. 
Nixon, then vice-president, 
was one of the first to sup¬ 
port the measure 

“As part of Phase II of 
the plan, I’m going to have a 
couple of machine guns 
placed in front of every 
welfare office in the coun¬ 
try,” Nixon said. 

“These guns will be 
manned by veteran sharp¬ 
shooters who have returned 
from Southeast Asia. They 
will be under orders to 
shoot to kill, especially 


those slow-moving welfare 
mothers.” 

But the real root of the 
problem, according to 


Nixon, are the slums “that 
breed crime and violence 
and are great seas of human 
despair.”

Laos (BS) - A barrage of 
surface-to-air (SAM) missiles 
were mistakenly fired at the 
moon, a U.S. Army spokes¬ 
man revealed today. The in¬ 
cident took place three days 
ago in Laos’s Ding Bat Pro¬ 
vince. 

“Field observers re¬ 
quested the firings,” said 
the spokesman. They (the 
ground observers) had ap¬ 
parently mistaken the moon 
for an enemy aircraft, and 
believe me, some heads will 
roll because of this.” 

A subsequent investi¬ 
gation led to the discovery 
of the error. 

According to the spokes¬ 
man, this is not the first 
time ground observers have 
made such sightings. In a 
somewhat similar ^incident 
late last December, ground 
observers detected aircraft 
that had eluded radar de¬ 
tection. 

“They (the observers) 
heard a ‘Ho, ho, ho’ and 
looked up and saw an un¬ 
identified object,” said the 
spokesman. “With the aid of 
the fix they gave us, our 


radar was able to direct the 
SAM missiles right on tar¬ 
get.” 

The spokesman 
chuckled, then continued, 
“We examined the wreckage 
of the enemy aircraft the 
following day. There wasn’t 
much left, just some deer 
antlers and charred boxes 
wrapped in gift paper.” 

Intelligence sources 
theorize the “Ho, ho, ho” 
heard by the ground ob¬ 
servers was made by the 
North Vietnamese pilot in 
reference to former party 
chairman Ho Chi Minh. The 
aircraft was very small in 
size and moving at a very 
slow rate of speed. Air Force 
experts concluded at that 
time it was an experimental 
airplane on a desperate 
suicide mission. 

“If it wasn’t for all this 
sophisticated hardware,” 
said the army spokesman, 
“our boys would be at the 
mercy of daily enemy aerial 
attacks. Contract overruns 
or not, these SAMS pay for 
themselves in the lives they 
save everyday.”

The sale of 75-year old 
Bradley University to an 
organization that school 
President Martin G. Abegg 
termed a “private syn¬ 
dicate” was announced at 
an early morning press con¬ 
ference yesterday. 

The Board of Trustees 
approved the move in a 
secret meeting Wednesday 
because of what one trustee 
felt was “the pressing finan¬ 
cial situation of the institu¬ 
tion.” 

According to one of the 
new owners, Louis “The 
Dip” Ferrara, the new man¬ 
agement is “a civic-minded 
group from out East.” Fer¬ 
rara was one of three repre¬ 
sentatives of the new owner¬ 
ship to speak to newsmen 
after the sale. 

“First of all,” said lawyer 
Mercedes Vacarella, speak¬ 
ing for the new manage¬ 
ment, “we want to turn the 
whole operation into a pro¬ 
fit-making venture. To do 


this, we may need to gen¬ 
erate capital by floating a 
bond issue, liquidating some 
of the assets or maybe even 
shaking down some of the 
faculty members for contri¬ 
butions.” 

Angelino “The Toledo 
Torpedo” Steffanio, the 
third representative, said a 
number of changes will be 
made in the physical plant. 

“These pampered Brad¬ 
ley students are going to 
have to do without some 
frills that they have enjoyed 
for too long,” Steffanio re¬ 
vealed. 

“The Student Center will 
be converted into a meat¬ 
packing plant that will be 
staffed by students under a 
new revised work-study pro¬ 
gram. 

“More work and less 
study,” explained Steffanio. 

Neumiller Chapel in 
Bradley Hall will be re¬ 
modeled to house “Geno’s 
Boom-Boom Room”, a

Now 
that the weather is getting nicer for outdoor 
activities, I thought I would offer some suggestions 
on the what and where of the parks in Peoria. 

As usual, the best is the farthest from reach. 
The best is Detweiller Park located on Rt. 29 
north of the city. It is by far the largest, most 
remote and emptiest, especially on weekdays. The 
park contains a couple of large fields, woods and a 
fun playground. 

Detweiller rates number one for kite flying, 
room to get lost in, model airplanes, dogs and 
playgrounds. It is about 15 minutes from campus 
and is well worth a spring visit. 

, Second best in my estimation is Forest Park. 
It s located off Prospect Avenue in Peoria Heights. 
At one end of the park is a nature center where all 
the trails start from. The nature center has various 
displays about wildlife and is open Tuesday - 
Saturday from 9 a.m. - 5 p.m. and Sunday from 1 
p.m. - 5 p.m. 

Forest Park rates number one for trails, 
wildlife, nature interest and woods. Again, it is 


especially empty during weekdays. If you’re a bird 
watching fan, this is the place to go before the 
leaves return to the trees. 

Just down Prospect from Forest Park in Peoria 
Heights is Grandview Drive. Word has it that it is 
the most patrolled street in Peoria after dark It 
overlooks the Illinois River Valley for many miles 
in both directions. It rates number one for scenery 
and “getting in the mood.” 

The park with the most variety and most 
people is Glen Oak Park. The major portion of this 
park is the Glen Oak Zoo. Not exactly a 
Brookfield Zoo, but not bad. The zoo is open 
daily from 10 a.m. - 4:30 p.m. and costs 50 cents 
for students. It rates number one for animals, 
variety and sports facilities. It’s also located on 
Prospect near McClure. 

Last but least and closest is our old friend 
Laura Bradley Park. It’s there and we’U leave it at 
that. I must say it rates number one as a nice place 
to visit, but.... 

If you want to take some time out from the 
daily struggle, try a Peoria park. If you’re going, 
give me a call—I’ll even drive. It’s a nice change of 
pace from the beer parties, dates, pot, etc.

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Three ad hoc committees make plans for future

Bradley’s free university and 
co-op store will most 
likely have to wait until next fall 
to resume operations, according 
to Debbie Naiditch, the new 
chairman of the free university 
Senate ad hoc committee, and 
Joe Palumbo, recently-selected 
co-op bookstore committee 
chairman. 

But while the free university 
and co-op store appear to be 
temporarily sidetracked, a third 
committee (which would have 
been the ad hoc committee for 
the Performing Arts Center) might 
not get off the ground at all. 

“Once we are set up officially 
through the Senate, we would 
attempt to convice the Peoria 
Committee for the Fine Arts 
Center that it would be financially 
feasible to build a center on the 
Hilltop instead of downtown,” 
said Pat Baikauskas, the would-be 
chairman of the would-be 
committee. 

“So far,” he said, “the Peoria 
committee is supporting a 


downtown location for a 
combined Fine Arts and 
Performing Arts Center. And even 
though a site near the university 
would include advantages such as 
the Carousel Playhouse, we know

e-organization plan proposed for SABRC 


A new method of budgeting 
funds for student activities has 
been proposed by All-school 
Treasurer John Baroni. The

budgeting for specific programs

and activities. 

Under the plan, funding for 
activities such as concerts, lectures 
and other events on campus 
would be sponsored not by a 
single organization, but by several 
organizations working together. 

: “What we hope to do is get all 
the organizations together and 
work out a complete program for 


social, cultural and any other 
kinds of activities we want on 
campus next year,” Baroni told 
Student Senate Monday. The 
program and a rough budget 
would have to be presented to the 
Board of Trustees for their 
approval by May 1. 

“But, just in case they don’t 
like the idea of program 
budgeting, we will still be moving 
ahead with the old process of 
having each organization present 
its individual budget, and we’ll go 
through the regular budgeting 
process with a $50,000 figure to 
work with,” Baroni said. “I do 
hope, though, that the new plan is 
ok’d.” 

By working out a social 
calendar in advance with the 
support of all the various 
S A BRC-budgeted organizations, 
there would not be the 
overlapping of events as there are 
now, and the overall quality of 
activities would be approved, 
Baroni said. 

“The more people we could 
have at the meetings when we’re 
trying to put together the 
program calendar for next year, 
the more input you’ll probably 
get from students, and that means 
the more likely you are to satisfy 
student needs,” he said. “Right 
now, how many students do you 
know who are really satisfied with 
the amount and caliber of social 
activities on campus?” 

Although he admitted that he 
had not had time to contact all 
the organizations that come under 


SABRC funding, and who would 
be affected by the change, Baroni 
said he believed they would favor 
it because they would no longer 
be restricted by the amount of 
money SABRC would allocate 
them. 

Vice President of Business 
Affairs Joseph Mele has agreed to 
present the program to the Board 
of Trustees, Baroni said, if 
SABRC could present him with a 
concrete social budget to retain 
more students at Bradley. 

“I think if you can prove there 
is that direct correlation between 
the social life on campus, trying 


to give students what they want 
and trying to make their stay here 
more enjoyable, and the amount 
of students you’re going to get to 
come or stay here, then you really 
shouldn’t worry about the little 
extra money that will be 
involved.” 

Due to the flexibility of 
budgeting for individual programs 
that have yet to be specifically 
decided upon, the range of the 
amount of funding could be 
anywhere from $50-100,000, 
according to Baroni. 

“When any organization runs 


out of money in the middle of the 
year and is forced to deficit spend 
as has happened in the past, and 
which will probably continue to 
happen under the present method 
of lump sum budgeting,” he said, 
“the student body is deprived of 
the benefits that organization 
could have given them. That’s 
why you don’t want to give the 
separate organizations so much 
leeway on how they spend their 
money, because they just haven’t 
been getting it together enough to 
provide the students with a 
complete program of activities for 
an entire year.”

Court releases black seat brief 


The Student Supreme Court 
cited “the social climate and 
prevailing interests which govern 
the times” in its written opinion 
declaring the black Senate seat 
constitutional. The court voted 
4-2 in the test case, Frank Gabell 
vs. Student Senate, to affirm the 
legality of the seat. 

The vote on the decision was 
released March 27 and the formal 
written opinion was handed down 
earlier this week. 

The opinion included the 
majority view of Justices Jane 
McCahill, Dennis Holland, 
Annette Eckert and Richard Scott 
III and the dissenting opinion 
from Chief Justice Randy 


Livingston and Justice Gene Voss 
II. A separate “comment of 
disapproval” from the dissenting 
justices containing criticism of the 
majority’s written opinion was also 
handed down. 

The majority opinion refuted 
plaintiff Cabell’s contention that 
he was deprived of representative 
government guaranteed under 
provisions of the Student Bill of 
Rights by saying, “It is our 
contention that effective voice in 
government is the essential factor 
in equal representation instead of 
the number of votes that one can 
cast.” 

Gabell had asserted his rights 
to equal representation were

infringed on by the inclusion of 
the black Senate seat, which gave 
black students one more vote than 
non-blacks like himself in Senate 
elections. Gabell had argued seats 
for white, yellow and brown 
students would have to be created 
to accommodate equal 
representation with the black seat. 

The majority opinion dismissed 
that assertion ruling “the interests 
of black students are of such a 
nature that they could only be 
represented by a black senator” 
and that the interests of white, 
yellow and brown students were 
adequately represented in the 
present Senate structure. 

Gabell had also contended that 
the seat was racially 
discriminatory, which was also 
illegal under provisions of the 
Student Bill of Rights. 

The majority opinion defined 
discrimination not as 
differentiation on the basis of 
color, but rather “a tool by which 
one group subordinates another.” 

Using that interpretation, the 
majority opinion declared that 
“the good that the community 
will reap through equal 
representation (with the black 
Senate seat) far outweighs the 
minor technicality of (color) 
differentiation.” 

The dissenting opinion argued 
that Gabell’s rights had been 
violated because the black Senate 
seat represerited blatant 
discrimination. 

The dissenting opinion 
conceded that it was “highly 
probable” that black interests 
were not represented, but 
maintained justification of the 
seat would require a “complete 
review of the situation here at 
Bradley.” 

The comment of disapproval, 
prepared by the two dissenting 
justices, criticized the majority’s 
opinion for basing its reasoning on 
the premise that non-blacks are 
adequately represented and blacks 
are mot. According to the text of 
the comment of disapproval, 
“Such evidence was never 
presented and could therefore 
hardly be considered as proven in 
this case.”

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Students role vital in recruiting Senate drive 
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By Roxie Marshbum 
Bradley students will play a 
major role in recruiting students 
for the 1974-75 school year if 
Senate’s admissions programs are 
effective. 

• All-school President Chip 
Colletti has developed a plan for 
student participation in recruiting 
programs which is now under the 
direction of Lyndi Kramer, 
chairman of the Senate 
Communications Committee. 

• The main program, which will 
involve some 80 students, will 
begin with orientation for student 


recruiters immediately following 
spring vacation. The actual 
recruiting of high school juniors 
will take place this summer, 
Colletti said. 

“In mid-May, admissions will 
receive from the college boards 
(SAT examinations) the names of 
all students who have shown any 
interest in Bradley,” Colletti 
explained. “These aren’t students 
who have applied, these are high 
school juniors.” 

The names of these high 
schoolers would then be given to 
Kramer, who will divide the group 


by geographical areas. Three 
student coordinators will be 
located in Chicago, St. Louis and 
Peoria, with the possibility of a 
fourth being added for the East 
Coast. 

The coordinators will receive 
the names for their locations and 
in turn assign between five and 15 
high school juniors to each 
recruiter in that area. 

“The recruiter will have the 
entire summer, from late May on, 
to call the student up and arrange 
a meeting with him and his 
parents,” Colletti said. 


“The recruiter will go to the 
student’s house, talk to the 
prospective student, tell him a 
little bit about Bradley and 
hopefully convince him to come 
down and visit the campus,” he 
continued. 

The primary job of the 
recruiter is to get the students on 
campus. There is a high 
correlation between the number 
of students who visit campus and 
the number who eventually enroll, 
Colletti said.

scheduled for next September, to 
Campus Affairs and Activities. 

“I guess it’s a challenge to 
Senate, rather than just having us 
(the Executive Council) sit up 
here and decide every week what 
to do,” Colletti told Senate. “If 
Senate doesn’t want to do 
it—fine—we’ve proved a point: 
maybe we are a do-nothing body. 
But now it’s up to the senators.” 

For the rest of this school year, 
Senate’s efforts will be 
concentrated on the admissions 
program and the PR Week, 
Colletti added. He expressed the 
hope that the entire PR Week 
framework would be set by the 
end of the year, with specific 
speakers and concerts to be filled 
in during the summer. 

“If we accomplish that,” 
Colletti said, “our credibility will 
be much better and we will have 
proven that we are a positive and 
constructive body.” 


In other Senate action, 
All-school Treasurer John Baroni 
announced that the Student 
Activities Budget Review 
Committee (SABRC) would 
prepare two budgets for next 
year. 

“SABRC will have to work 
under a dual budget process,” 
Baroni said. “We’re going to have 
to operate under the first 
assumption that we have only 
$50,000 to work with and go 
along with the traditional SABRC 
process. Then we’ll go under the 
assumption that we have a 
program budget. With that you 
start off with a zero base and 
build up, depending on how many 
activities we schedule.” 

A motion to have the current 
process of amending the 
constitution considered as a 
separate issue at yesterday’s 
all-school referendum was 
defeated in a voice vote. 

Out-going Senior Sen. Gordon 
Tingley, sponsor of the motion, 
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said, “Under the present system, 
the whim of 23 people can make 
an amendment constitutional. I 
feel there should be some 
checks.” 

A proposal by Greek Sen. Dave 
Stieglitz to work on changing 
dorm contract regulations was 
passed by a vote of 15-7. The 
motion, which proposes that 
freshmen who have joined a 
fraternity or sorority may move 
out of the dorm second semester 
freshman year, was tabled for one 
week. 

Also tabled was a motion by 
Baroni to drop restrictions on the 
ratio of senators to non-senators 
allowed on Senate committees. 
Current policy, according to 
Colletti, permits one non-Senate 
member per senator on each 


committee. 

In a series of appointments by 
Senate, Dennis Holland was 
approved as Supreme Court Chief 
Justice for the 1973-74 school 
year. 

Vacancies on Senate filled 
Monday included Harper-Wyckoff 
Sen., Scott Wiedenmann; 
Commuter Sen., Dan Seitz and 
Joyce Potter and Geisert Sen., 
Ernest Adams. 

Soph. Class President Dave 
Driver and Senior Sen. Patrick 
Baikauskas were elected Senate’s 
SABRC representatives. 

Dean of Men Edward King and 
Chairman of Religious Studies Dr. 
Thomas Pucelik were approved as 
two of Senate’s three faculty 
advisors. One position remains 
unfilled. 


admissions office, he added. A 
possible $3 will be given to the 
recruiter for every high school 
student he convinces to come to 
campus. 

“Once the student comes down 
to Bradley,” Colletti continued, 
“he’ll be in the hands of another 
program, the Admission Aides 
program.” Plans call for four to 
six students living in double 
rooms in the dorms, with free 
room and board provided. “When 
the student visits campus, they’ll 
stay in the room and have a 
student show him around campus 
for the entire weekend.” 

There are two other 
supplementary admissions 
programs underway, Colletti said. 
During spring vacation, an 
estimated 25 students, mostly 
senators, will conduct a telephone 
recruitment drive for students 
who have already applied to 
Bradley. The recruiters will call 
prospective students to answer 
any questions about Bradley. 

Phil Pritzker is working on a 
program which will be conducted 
between the end of classes in May 
and early June. “When we’re out 
of school in May and high 
schoolers are still attending, Phil’s 
going to get some students to go 
back to their old high school, set 
up a table in the cafeteria and try 
to get students interested in 
Bradley,” Colletti explained.

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Editorial: 

Senate's two sides 

Student Senate took two big steps at Monday’s 
meeting-one foreward and one backward. 

The source of the positive move was All-school President 
Chip Colletti. By delegating the implementation of his major 
programs to Senate committees, he placed responsibility 
where it belongs—with the senators. 

Senate too often waits for directives from the chief 
executive, rather than taking the initiative. The action will 
either make Senate a positive, constructive body or prove 
charges that senators are merely a group of students playing 
parliamentary games. 

The step backward: Senate denied students the 
opportunity to voice their opinions on the contested portions 
of the constitution at yesterday’s referendum. 

A motion to allow a separate vote on the controversial 
amending process was defeated by a decisive margin in a 
voice vote. 

The much-debated black Senate seat was not even 
proposed as a separate item on the ballot. 

Colletti indicated a faith in Senate by giving it the 
responsibility for his programs. Unfortunately the senators 
lacked a similar faith in their constituents. 

What 'social need'? 

The written opinion issued early this week by the Student 
Supreme Court, upholding the constitutionality of the black 
Senate seat by a 4-2 decision, should have answered all the 
questions about the reasons behind the decision. However, 
the majority’s written opinion did not make a judgment on 
the defense’s cointention that a “social need” exists for the 
seat. 

Defense attorney Kevin Tilton, representing Senate, 
questioned former All-school President Tim Engen on one 
aspect of social need in the following testimony: 

Tilton: Do you have any case of the Jewish 
students (the only minority other than blacks 
previously cited as having special ethnic social 
needs) ever feeling so grieved or so ostracized by 
the student government that they felt compelled to 
take a rash action as the black students did (in a 
forcible take-over of the Student Center) in 1969? 

Engen: No, I don’t. 

Tilton: Would this indicate to you, then, as it 
does to me, that perhaps the grievances of black 
students are stronger than are the grievances of the 
Jewish students? 

Engen: That’s true. Now whether that justifies 
representation is another question. 

The court’s majority opinion did not comment on the 
relationship of drastic action to social need. Does drastic 
action by a particular student group demonstrate a need for 
representation? 

Social need was a major contention of Senate’s defense 
and the court did rule in Senate’s favor. The implications are 
thought-provoking 

How is social need measured? What kind of drastic action 
would a special interest group have to take to be awarded a 
seat? 

By ruling in favor of the black Senate seat and not 
clarifying its position on the social need argument as it 
pertains to drastic action, court seems to have equated 
violence with the need - for special representation of 
minorities in Senate.

One Man's View 

Blacks, whites

After having spent two years observing many of 
the conflicts that have taken place at this 
university, one feature has seemed to stand out 
prominently. That is the gist of most of these 
conflicts seems to boil down to black vs. white. 
Charges and countercharges are flung from certain 
members of one race toward certain members of 
the other. 

I personally believe that it is time for a 
re-evaluation of the whole situation so that the 
participants in their strict compliance to a set of 
means do not become blind to an end that is 
hopefully common to both-making the world a 
better place to live. (This has, unfortunately, 
already been lost sight of by many members of 
both groups.) 

We are living in a society that has never had a 
record of fairness toward the black race. But even 
granting the basic cultural differences between the 
races, I still maintain that harmony and justice are 
someday possible. 

But this will not be achieved by further dividing 
the races through actions designed to pronounce 
the differences in every possible manner. History 
will bear out the fact that in a racially mixed 
society, cultural assimilation is the key to peace 
between the races. 

This does not imply that a race must refute its 
basic cultural heredity, but rather that it respect it 
in a manner that by nature does not exclude that 
race from constructive interaction with the other 
races in the society. 

Although the ideas of equality and brotherhood 
between the races as espoused by the late Dr. 
Martin Luther King seem to have a fallen out of 
vogue (with a new trend toward two societies-one 
black and one white), I would submit that Dr. 
King’s proposals are the most realistic and fairest 
way of achieving a racially harmonious society. 

The black and the white races have so much to 
give each other and it is truly a sad situation that 
arises when the distinct cultural patterns of the 
races become not a tool of learning and 
understanding, but rather a tool of division. 

I will further add that all races are part of a 
group that might be termed “men on earth” and 
that continually separating white people from 
black people will serve only to widen the gap of 
ignorance which breeds hatred, bias and racial 
bigotry and make the monumentous tasks facing 
“men on earth” all that much more difficult to 
cope with.

It is interesting to note that in 
view of the declining enrollment 
among private colleges nationally, 
administrators are starving for 
student opinion concerning the 
effectiveness of their decisions 
pertaining to faculty cuts. 
President Abegg, in his address to 
the Student Senate, stated that 
faculty cuts for BU are to be 
decided by the heads of each 
department. 

Speaking for the Admissions 
and Retentions Committee, it is 
vital for students to express their 
positive or negative feelings to the 
department chairmen regarding 
their instructors. 

Blanket class instructor 
evaluations do carry some weight 
in these decisions, but the feelings 
personally expressed verbally or in 
written form to the department 
chairmen by individual students 
are an exceptional way of 
affecting these decisions 
concerning the pending cuts in 
faculty. Most department 
chairmen have piles of blanket 
evaluations and little time to 
consider all of them. 

Another interesting note is that 
without direct student opinion 
faculty cuts might tend to be 
determined on the basis of 
seniority rather than teaching 
excellence, thereby maintaining 
high salaries and losing quality 
educators. 

It is generally understood that 
most faculty cuts will be decided 
by mid-April. It’s important to 
realize that, now more than ever 


your opinions are needed. Submit 
letters to the respective 
department chairmen concerning 
instructors that you have strong 
feelings about or stop and see that 
department chairman personally.

I would like to respond to the 
Rev. Jimmy Hines letter in a 
recent issue of the Scout. Mr. 
Hines seems to feel that 
something in the American 
Constitution guarantees him the 
right to preach his gospel on any 
property he so desires. Certainly 
the guarantee to freedom of 
religion does not guarantee 
anyone a place to practice, 
especially if one is attempting to 
exercise his freedom on private 
property, when the owner of that 
property objects. 

While I was not a member of 
the Bradley community at the 
time of the “callous.. .ordeal and 
dastardly crime” allegedly 
committed by the Bradley 
administration against Rev. Hines, 
his argument in the Scout 
certainly was not very persuasive. 
He writes that unless Bradley can 
prove some sort of charges against 
him, he should be allowed to 
enter the campus to spread his 
message. 


I would respond to him that 
owners of property have no need 
to prove anything in order to keep 
uninvited guests off their 
property. And Bradley University 
is private property. 

Everyone in the Bradley 
community -faculty, students, 
administrators, and staff-are here 
at the invitation of the Board of 
Trustees. That same board can 
withdraw that invitation at any 
time, as they evidently did in the 
case of Rev. Hines. Certainly there 
is no need for them to prove any 
sort of wrongdoing whatsoever. 
And there can be no legal recourse 
for those who have had their 
invitation withdrawn, since 
admission to the Bradley campus 
is a privilege that can be 
withdrawn at any time. 

We must all be prepared to 
protect private property as dearly 
as Rev. Hines would have us 
protect his freedom of religion 
and freedom of speech. Mr. Hines 
is free to practice his religion on 
the corner of Main and University, 
or any other public area he may 
choose. But when he insists on the 
right to preach on private 
property, where he is clearly 
unwelcome, he should be 
prepared to face whatever legal 
action may befall a trespasser.

Two seedless green ash trees

The new method of dorm 
sign-up, used for the first time this 
year, will be continued in the 
future, but with a few 
organizational changes, according 
to Assistant Director of Housing 
Mike Murphy. 

It is anticipated that most of 
these changes will offset the basic 
problems encountered during 
room registration in February. 

One problem was caused by 
juniors and seniors with no 
roommate preference. Several of 
these students signed alone leaving 
only single beds available in many 
cases. Housing was partially able 
to remedy this situation by filling 
these single occupant rooms with 
whoever was next in line without 
a roommate. 

A second problem concerned 
the timing of registration. “In 
February, many students had still 


not decided whether they would 
be living in a Greek house or an 
apartment instead of a dorm next 
year,” Murphy said. “Because of 
this, they sign up for rooms in 
the event that they would decide 
to live on campus.” Murphy 
explained that a later registration 
date would give students more 
time to decide on housing for the 
following year. 

There is currently a list of 
between 75 and 100 students 
requesting another dorm, but 
housing is anticipating 75-100 
cancellations to meet the need. 

Murphy estimated that all the 
men on the waiting list and about 
50 per cent of the women will get 
either their first or second dorm 
choice. Next year’s registration 
will be in April to avoid the large 
number of cancellations. “This 
time will still allow students to 
know what they’ve got when they 


go home,” Murphy said. 

Much of the student feedback 
on the new system centered 
around the inconvenience of long 
lines which was especially 
prominent at sophomore 
registration. According to 
Murphy, students had begun the 
sophomore line at 11:00 p.m. the 
night before registration.

For next year Murphy hopes to 
establish room registration in a 
block-like‘ticket form. The IBM 
dorm cards would be distributed 
three to four days in advance. At 
registration time, one student 
representing a large group of 
people wanting rooms together 
would bring in the IBM cards. 
This would eliminate the 
irritations of waiting in line and 
would lower the number of 
students to be handled. 


At present, Williams, Geisert 
and Harper, all of which are co-ed 
and air-conditioned, are 
completely filled with no single 
rooms remaining. Heitz Hall for 
women has 80 upperclass women 
registered and Lovelace Hall for 
men has 20 upperclass men 
registered. 

Sisson Hall has reserved two 
• floors for students requesting single 
rooms. The third floor will be for 
women and the fourth floor for 
men. Presently ten men and 15 
women have registered for Sisson. 
Each floor will accommodate 20 
people. 

University Hall and Wyckoff 
Hall will be used exclusively for 
freshmen women and men 
respectively. Heitz and Lovelace 
will also house freshmen women 
and men. Room assignments for 
these halls will be made in July. 

Summer jobs 

The State of Illinois 
Department of Conservation will 
hire approximately 500 workers 
for summer jobs in the state 
parks, Jim Peelle, Bradley’s 
coordinator of summer 
employment, announced.

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Want black belt? Need time, work, patience

“It would take time, work, and 
patience but anyone could 
become a black belt, if they 
weren’t invalids of the body -- or 
the mind,” says Dennis Hill, the 
instructor of the Bradley Karate 
Club and a black belt in the 
Wado-Kai organization of karate. 

Wado-Kai translated means 
“way of harmony” and is 
symbolized by a clenched fist 
enclosed by the wings of a dove. 

“The idea of the symbol is 
power within the limits of peace. 
The philosophy of the Wado-Kai 
style (organization) is basically to 
be a good person,” explained Hill. 

Because he has earned his black 
belt under the qualifications of 
the Wado-Kai style, Hill’s students 
will also be trained or taught in 
the Wado-Kai style. As Hill says, 
“My students are being trained as 
close as possible to the way in 
which I was trained in Japan. 

“The class is run basically like 
a Japanese university class. We 
meet every weekday for two 
hours which is a rough schedule. 
It’s a purely voluntary class where 
each student profits through 
personal gain. I profit by passing 
on my knowledge of karate to my 
students.” 

Hill, who along with a Peoria 
police officer teaches another 


group of students at the Peoria 
YMCA, pointed out that there is 
more to be gained from karate 
than just being able to defend 
yourself against attack and 
destroy things. 

“A student of Wado-Kai should 
get a change in his awareness of 
daily life and become more 
considerate of his surroundings,” 
says Hill. 

Hill feels this aspect of karate 
is not well-known and that people 
in the United States and in other 
parts of the Western world have a 
misconception about the real 
meaning of karate. 

“The wrong people have 
promoted karate and got it 
accepted through the use of 
showmanship, so that the non-real 
idea of karate, breaking bricks and 
other destructive acts, has become 
so dominant that it’s accepted as 
real,” explains Hill. 

The mustachioed black belt 
continued, “Originally karate was 
designed so that a weaponless 
person with knowledge of karate 
could defend himself against an 
adversary with a weapon. 
However, a martial art is a very 
complex thing and karate is a 
martial art that has lost its original 
meaning because one aspect of it, 
the destructiveness, has been 
taken and promoted. 


“The only value of any martial 
art is the integrity that the 
organization has. To say you have 
a rank (one of the various degress 
of brown belt and black belt) 


“The first and most important 
part of karate is having the right 
attitude toward it. You can be a 
strong physical person who may 
develop to proficiency in a rank, 


is a technique you learn on the 
first day of instruction.” 

Hill emphasized that the 
Bradley Karate Club is open to 
everyone except “invalids”. Far

shouldn’t mean anything unless 
you have met the qualifications 
for that rank in an organization 
that has integrity.

Hill sees the power and 
destruction ideas as being 
somewhat in conflict with the 
Wado-Kai philosophy, saying,

but without the right mind, you’ll 
stop as if there were a barrier 
there. As a rule, a calm fighter will 
win over an angry fighter.” 

Asked if he felt karate in the 
United States would ever reach 
the level of Japanese karate, the 
thoughtul Hill replied, “It would 
have to be adapted to the Western 
ways, the foundation and ways of 
living in the Western world. 

“At this time, the West isn’t as 
good as the East because, in my 
opinion, the average guy in the 
West won’t spend the time 
perfecting his techniques that a 
guy in the East will. In the East 
they tend to be more precise with 
fewer techniques, whereas in the 
West, they are less with more 
techniques. As an example, 1 saw 
the 1967 all-Japan karate 
championships, the best fighters 
in Japan, and the winning 
technique was a front kick, which 


from being a male chauvinist. Hill 
also stated that the club is open to 
women who may take instruction 
in karate or aikido. 

Hill explained that aikido is a 
good method of self-defense for 
girls because it does not require 
excessive strength, only good 
coordination. 

“For some people, especially 
girls, karate is too extreme in 
terms of time and other factors, 
so these people can take aikido 
which only requires one hour a 

day, three days a week. Aikido is 
more for defense than karate. 
There are no offensive techniques, 
so it is only effective if someone 
attacks. Everything is circular so 
the attacker’s aggression is 
returned to the attacker.” 

The club meets weekday 
afternoons in the Hewitt Hall 
tumbling room.

The conditions at Meinen Field 
Tuesday seemed more suitable for 
football than track, but thirteen 
out of seventeen victories made 
the 40 degree temperature seem a 
little warmer as the Bradley 
tracksters rolled up 114 points in 
beating St. Ambrose (24), Knox 
(21) and Illinois Wesleyan (18) in 
their home opener. 

Soph omore jack-of-all-trades 
Jim Potter led the Bradley 
onslaught with victories in the 
100-yard dash, long jump, and 
triple jump as well as a second in 
the javelin, third in the 220-yard 
dash, and an anchor leg in the 
victorious 440-yard relay—good 
for 20 individual points. 

Lance Bauman picked up 17 
individual points with a victory in 
the 440-yard intermediate 
hurdles, a third in the 100-yard 
dash, and had a place on the 
winning 440 and mile relay teams. 

Bradley dominance was shown 
in the mile run, where A1 Smith, 
Tom Campbell, Mel Diab, and 
John Sorocco were 1-2-34 
finishers. 

Other victorious Braves were 
three-miler Jim Winfield, 120-yard 
high hurdler Larry Butler, captain 
Mike Libbee in the 440-yard run, 
shot putter Larry Grant, pole 
vaulter Kim Brokaw, and javelin 
thrower Steve Ivey. 

Senior Grant’s performance 
was of special significance, as he 
was celebrating the birth of his 
second son. Grant explained that 
his 49-9 put was off par “because 
I felt run down.” 

After going through a 
fourteen-hour ordeal, Grant’s wife 
Mary gave birth Monday 
afternoon at 3:32 at Methodist 
hospital. 

“I really wanted to do well, 
and I said to myself ‘I can’t leave 
without a 50 foot throw,’ but as 
things stood, I was satisfied, I’m 
just glad it’s over,” said Grant. 

The 260-pound record holder 
from Booklyn, N.Y. was Bradley’s 
only victor last Friday in a 
triangular meet with Eastern 
Illinois and Illinois State. 

Eastern won with 107 points, 


followed by Illinois State with 66, 
and Bradley with 29. Potter was a 
second place fmisher in the 
100-yard dash and the long jump. 
He also captured a third in the 
triple jump and a fourth in the 
220-yard dash. Steve Wright took 
a second in the triple jump, and 
Jerry McMahon was third in the 
discus throw and the shot put. 

In describing the triangular 
meet, Bradley coach Jake Schoof 
said, “We were hurt without Jim 
Winfield, who was ill, and Kim 
Brokaw, nursing a muscle pull. 
Larry Butler was late in arriving 
and missed his turn in the first 
relay in addition to having his 
warm-up time reduced. 

“Our performances weren’t 
what they should have been. It’s 
early in the year, and our 
consistency isn’t what it could be. 


Plus the fact that we have had 
some pretty tough 
competition. ..” 

Schoof was pleased with the 
victory in the quadrangular. 
“Everybody did surprisingly well, 
considering the weather 
conditions. Having Butler, 
Winfield, and Brokaw helped a 
lot. Everything went pretty much 
as expected.” 

Tomorrow the Braves return to 
action when they travel to 
Charleston for the Eastern Illinois 
Invitational. 

Top point-getters for the 
Braves thus far are Jim Potter 
with 39%, Lance Bauman with 
25%, Brian Batzer with 17, Mike 
Monaghan with 16, and Jim 
Winfield and Larry Butler with 
13.

The Bradley basketball team 
suffered its first losing season in 
nearly 20 years this past season and 
the coaching staff is taking strong 
steps to rectify that situation. 

“With a little luck we could 
have our best recruiting season in 
the past 10 to 15 years,” said 
coach Joe Stowell. 

“This is the first time we’ve had 
one man who could devote all of 
his energies to recruiting and 
scouting. Joe Allen has been all 
over the country scouting 
prospects. Most of the athletes we 
have recruited this year are black 
and with Joe being black himself 
he has probably been able to 
influence them more and answer 
more of their questions, than 
Coach Buescher or myself could.” 

Although letters-of-intent 
could be signed as of April 4, 
Stowell expected few players to 
sign before May. 


“The signing date is earlier this 
year and most of the players are 
visiting two or three other schools 
so they will want to wait awhile 
before making a decision.” 

Stowell said his goal for this 
year is to sign three to five blue 
chip prospects. 

“We have a big senior class 
leaving next year and very few 
underclassmen, so we have to 
build for the future. Also with the 
new freshman eligibility rule 
several of these prospects could 
help our varsity next year.” 

Bradley has had Some of the 
top high school prospects in the 
state visiting the campus earlier 
this year, but last weekend and 
the next two weekends are the big 
recruiting periods. 

“Last weekend we had two 
players from the state champion 
Hirsch team on campus,” said 
Stowell. “Ricky Green (5-11) and 
John Robinson (6-6) are both fine 


prospects who played well in the 
state tournament.” 

“Two other players we saw in 
Champaign who are high on our 
list are Norman Cook (6-9 of 
Lincoln) and Jeff Wilkefns (7-0 of 
Elgin). We were very disappointed 
to hear that Wilkens signed with 
Illinois State Wednesday night. 

‘This weekend we have three 
fine prospects coming in and we 
will have several more in the 
following weekends. Jim Bentley 
(6-9) from Louisville Male, the 
runnersup in the Kentucky state 
tournament, Brian Banks (6-6) of 
Chicago Carver, Joe Allen’s alma 
mater, and Roy Mosser (5-8) of 
Warrensburg Latham will all be 
visiting the campus this 
weekend.” 

Several other standouts will be 
looking over Bradley in the near 
future. Terry James, a 6-5 
all-stater from Los Angeles, Calif., 
has been recruited for Bradley by 


former star Cal Criddle. 

Glen Worley and Walt Hines, 
both recently selected to the 
all-New York City team will come 
in next weekend. In addition two 
home-state stars, Larry Yates of 
Proviso East and Jim Mason of 
Amboy are on the recruiting list. 

Stowell felt that Bradley 
worked with a couple of 
handicaps in recruiting the really 
top prospects. 

“First of all, our facilities both 
in the Field House and at Hewitt 
Hall, which is not as good as many 
grade school gyms, are not nearly 
as modern and as extensive as 
those at many schools. This 
definitely hurts us. 

“In addition we are hurt by the 
illegal recruiting practices that 
some other schools use. I think 
this is becoming more and more 
commonplace and I am sure it 
hurts us in head-to-head 
competition for a kid. 
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Referendum fails 198-97 


Open forum set for May 1 


Less than 300 students voted not to approve the present 
Student Senate Constitution April 5 . Defeat of the 
referendum lias prompted Senate’s Rules Committee to 
schedule an open forum to allow students to discuss 
problems in the present constitution.

As a result of the 198-97 vote 
to defeat the April 5 
constitutional referendum, an 
open forum has been scheduled to 
allow students to make 
suggestions to the Rules 
Committee considering 
constitutional revisions. 

The meeting, set for May 1 at 
6:30 p.m. in a location to be 
announced later, is “for the 
people that voted against the 
constitution and by-laws,” 
according to Phil Pritzker, 
co-chairmen of Senate’s Rules 
Committee. “It will give them the 
chance to air in open forum their 
disapproval and to suggest 
proposals and recommendations 
for the revision of the 
constitution. 
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All-school President Chip 
Colletti, explaining the process for 
revision said, “What we want to 
do is give Rules Committee the 
job of going out and getting 
students to come in with their 
recommendations, putting them 
in a concise package and taking 
that entire list to Senate in the 
fall. 

“We will then spend almost an 
entire meeting having Senate go 
over each of the recommendations 
one by one. Rules Committee will 
make the initial choice, Senate 
will make the second choice and 
hopefully the student body will 
make the final choice.” 

The revised constitution will be 
placed before a student 
referendum “if that’s the 
ratification process the Rules 
Committee put in it,” Colletti 
added. 

Senate will continue to operate 
under the present constitution, as 
will the organizations established 
by the constitution, including the 
Student Supreme Court and the 
Student Activities Budget Review 
Committee (SABRC). 

“If students should come to us 
with recommendations against 
one of the organizations, we’ll 


Abegg: scholarships, finances improved 


The Scout interviewed 
President Martin G. Abegg for his 
commentary on Bradley's 
financial situation and 
information dealing with aid to 
students for this , last issue of the 
Scout for the current school year.

The State Board of Higher 
Education has recently takerr at 
least one step that may affect 
Illinois residents receiving Illinois 
State Scholarships, .according to 
President Martin G. Abegg. The 
board has recommended that the 
maximum award be rasied from 
SI200 to SI350. 

A recommendation that the 
tuition at state schools be raised 
to cover one-third the cost of 
educating each student was also 
made. Tuition at Bradley covers 
between 80 to 85 per cent of this 
cost, according to Abegg. 

Appropriations for state and 
Bradley scholarships is stable, but 
Abegg added, “We are concerned 
about the federal government 
cutting its scholarships.” 

Expressing concern over the 


loss of middle-income students at 
Bradley, Abegg suggested greater 
financial emphasis on these 
students. 

“As a result of the current 
enrollment decrease along with 
the increase in tuition, Bradley 
finds itself developing a student 
population which represents those 
who can afford to pay tuition 
costs and that segment that is 
eligible for substantial financial 
aid,” Abegg said. 

“Therefore, we are not 
attracting the middle-income 
group which would like to attend 
a private university, but is unable 
to do so because of costs. We are 
exploring ways to provide 
scholarship funds that can be 
awarded on academic and 
leadership achievement as 
opposed to financial need.” 

Abegg said Bradley’s budget, 
which had a projected deficit of 
$600,000 during the fall semester, 
was improved for two reasons. 

“1 am optimistic our financial 
situation for the current year will

be improved as a result of efforts 
to affect economy on the parts of 
the university as a whole. And we 
are beginning to see some quite 
positive results in our recent 
alumni fund drive,” he said. 

“It’s a little difficult to project 
until we close the books June 30, 


but I would guess we would have 
a deficit of less than $500,000.” 

The administration is 
compiling five-year projections of 
the budget and enrollment. The 
Board of Trustees will consider 
the projections in long-range 
financial planning, Abegg said. 


take that into acount when we 
amend the constitution,” Colletti 
said. “However, it’s just not 
practical that we should throw 
everything out, because there 
would be too much of a lapse of 
time and there are too many 
important activities we’ve already 
started.” 

Colletti added that he did not 
interpret the referendum as a call 
to abolish Senate or throw out the 
constitution. “I take this 
referendum to say that things 
must be changed.” 

He stressed, however, that 
Senate must receive suggestions 
for changes. “If the student body 
and the rest of the organizations 
that fought against it do not give 
us an alternative, they cannot 
expect us simply to pick things 
out of the air and change it. We 
need some kind of guidelines to 
follow.” v 

Colletti said the defeat of the 
referendum was “sort of 
expected,” since Senate did not 
“feel it was their duty to go out 
and defend their constitution.” 

“We could have gone out and 
explained it, but I didn’t think 
our energies should be used in 
that way. We have said all along 
the constitution is important, but 
there are other things senators 
were involved in, like the 
admissions program and public 
relations week.” 

He commented on the effort to 
defeat the referendum saying, 
“There was a relatively strict 
campaign against the constitution 
put out by members of the 
Student Center Board, Supreme 
Court members and some of the 
prosecuting attorneys. We don’t 
think it was a fair attack. 

“Most of the things read ‘don’t 
let Senate take power away from 
you’ and in essence, we weren’t 
taking anything from anyone. 
This is the constitution we’ve had 
for about seven years. I thought it 
was poor representation by the 
court. Now I’m not upset it failed, 
but I am upset court used that 
kind of tactic to defeat it. 

“There were, of course, 
arguments against the 
constitution, but I don’t think 
those used by that lobbying group 
were the right arguments.”

After extensive screening of 
applicants, the positions of dean 
of business and director of the 
School of Art may be filled soon 
according to the acting heads of 
these colleges. 

Dr. Richard Hartman, acting 
dean of the College of Business 
and chairman of the Business 
Dean Search Committee, said his 
committee could approve, as early 
as today, an applicant presently 
under consideration. Release of 
the individual’s name would 
follow approval by Vice President 
for Academic Affairs Dr. George 
Ferguson, and the Board of 
Trustees. 

Gerald Fromberg, acting 
director of the School of Art and 
chairman of the Art Director 


Search Committee, told the Scout 
that his committee has already 
made its recommendation for the

art director position, but as in the 
case of the business dean, the new 
director will not be announced 
until he is ok’d by Ferguson and 
the Board. 

In both the search for a 
business dean and art director, all 
applicants were from outside the 
university. 

“Nobody in our school was 
considered,” Fromberg said, 
“simply because no faculty 
member here was interested in 
assuming the directorship of the 
School of Art. We consider 
ourselves primarily teachers and 
we prefer to have an administrator 
coming in from outside the 
university.” 

Fromberg explained “we were 
looking for someone who is active 
in some art area. The qualities we 
were looking for were 


administrative ability, a terminal 
degree for his field, and the ability 
to stimulate a creative and 
intellectual climate in the school. 

Letters of inquiry were sent to 
450-500 university and college art 
departments and art schools, 
museums and art centers asking 
for nominations. 

“A lot of preliminary 
interviewing of applicants was 
done at the conference of the 
College Art Association in New 
York at the end of January,” 
Fromberg said, “because it was 
easier for the committee to go 
there and meet people than it 
would have been to ask a number 
of people to come to Peoria.” 

Hartman, acting dean of the 
College of Business since last 
August, said the efforts to find a

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New programs given as reasons 


for increase in Senate budget

All-school Treasurer John Baroni 
proposed Senate’s budget request 
of $12,930 from Student 
Activities Budget Review 
Committee (SABRC) at Monday’s 
meeting and senators approved it 
by a voice vote. 

The request is an approximate 
$8,000 increase over last year’s 
figure of $4,400. 

The budget provides for several 
new programs, including a $4,000 
allotment for the student co-op 
store and additional funds alloted 
for a 24-hour Senate information

service to work in conjunction 
with Rap Line. Also added to the 
budget were funds for several 
student-faculty-administration 
seminars and a legal service in the 
form of an agreement with a 
lawyer to aid students in legal 
difficulties. 

An additional $200 was 
requested to fund the new Senate 
admissions program. 

“We have $8,700 worth of good 
programs here designed to help 
students,” Baroni said. “If we 
could get the money for these, we 
could put them into our program 
of activities for next year to 
increase the level of social 
activities.” 

Remaining increases were 
attributed to inflation of 
operating expenses, salaries and 
election costs. 


All-school President Chip 
Colletti said that SABRC will 
designate an approved amount 
and will recommend the costs to 
be cut. 

During his President’s Report, 
Colletti commented on the recent 
constitutional referendum. 

“The failure of the referendum 
was no kind of reflection or 
attack on Student Senate,” he 
said. “We didn’t delete or add one 
thing to that constitution. What, 
in effect, that failure said was that 
190 people said they didn’t like 
what was written six years ago. 
It’s to our credit that we’re the 
first Senate to put it up for 
referendum.” 

Colletti also dispelled rumors 
that Bradley has an agreement 
with Peoria police coming on 
campus. 

“Peoria police are going to be 
busting on campus if they have 
information of any sort. They do 


come on campus. It’s their duty 
to come on campus and there’s no 
agreement to stop them.” 


Senate’s four standing 
committees recommended that an 
equal number of non-senators as 
senators be allowed to serve on 
Senate committees. 


Jr. Class President Phil Pritzker 
reported that the impeachment 
investigation against Supreme 
Court Justice Frank Gabell was 
defeated by the Senate Rules 
Committee. 


Senate Public Relations Week 
has been tentatively scheduled for 
either the third or fourth week in 
September, Williams Hall Sen. 
Eyde McGhee, chairman of 
Campus Affairs and Activities 
announced. 

Colletti reported that Dan Seitz 
resigned as Commuter Senator.

business dean have also been 
concentrated outside the 
university. “What we did, at the 
start of the search effort, was send 
a memo to the faculty members in 
the College of Business here at 
Bradley asking them to nominate 
persons who they thought were 
qualified,” Hartman said. 

“Now we did get several 
internal persons nominated, but 


these persons did not choose to be 
candidates.” 

According to Hartman, when 
the committee failed to draw local 
response, letters were mailed to 
deans of schools of business of 
several universities, and to 
presidents and some of the major 
officers of prominent professional 
organizations such as the 
Academy of Management, asking 
for nominations. Of 178 


nominees, 60 persons expressed 
interest in the position, Hartman 
said. 

“We then screened that list and 
came up with 16 names. 

“From these 16, we chose five 
men who we considered were best 
qualified, and invited them to 
come to Bradley to meet with 
various administrators, members 
of the search committee, as well 
as faculty and students,” Hartman 


said. 

Hartman and Vice President 
Ferguson this week will travel to 
meet with the applicant who most 
impressed the committee during 
his visit here. 


“The purpose of the trip,” 
Hartman said, “is to visit the 
candidate’s campus, and talk with 
some of his peers, his superiors in 
the academic chain of command 
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and perhaps with some students 
and faculty members in order to 
get additional input that one 
would be unable to get by just 
simply talking with the 
individual.” 


“We’re looking, I believe, for a 
person who can provide us with 
leadership to improve on the 
quality of education at Bradley,” 
Hartman said. “Someone who can 
successfully interact with the 
administration, faculty, alumni, 
students and the business 
community. 

“We will definitely need 
someone who would deal 
effectively with top 
administrators and who would be 
a good spokesman for our college. 
We want an individual who will 
set objectives and make 
recommendations to upgrade the 
quality of the College of 
Business.”

After 25 years of service to 
Bradley University, Dr. Laurence 
E. Norton, acting dean of the 
College of Liberal -Arts and 
Sciences has annonunced his 
retirement. 

“I had planned to retire two 
years ago when 1 reached 65,” 
Norton explained. “It was obvious 
that there was over-staffing and I 
1 expected to maybe stay on part 
' time.” 

“However, when I was asked to 
act as dean until one could be 
found, I decided to stay on a 
couple of more years,” Norton 
added. “Since that position has 
been filled, there’s no better time 
than now to retire.” 

“Probably the thing I will 
remember most about my years 
here, and it may sound trite,” said 
Norton, “are the friendships 
developed with the students over 
the years. 1 still communicate 
with many of my former students. 

J 1 used to even put out a 
1 inewsletter twice a year and got a 
I lot of replies from that.” 

The one event which Norton 
cherishes most, was the 1969 
victory in the College Bowl by the 
team he coached. 

[“I also enjoyed the years that 1 
served as dean of men.

“We have to re-evaluate our 
personnel and all aspects of the 
budget to retain a strong 
university. This will also 
necessitate a re-evaluation of the 
.curriculum which will be a plus 
Tor the university.” 

“When it was easy to add courses 
and faculty,” Norton explained, 
“we tended to do so without 
evaluation. We may now have to 
combine some courses and 
re-evaluate others, however 1 
don’t see this as too big of a loss.” 


“I think it might be better if we 
make faculty more available to 
talk to students on campus, or to 
write or phone prospective 
students,” he added. “We need 
more communication between 
constituents of Bradley University 
and prospective students. Alumni 
could also be more effective in 
communicating with these 
students,” he concluded. 

One of the most important 
programs for the future of the 
College of Liberal Arts and 
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Sciences is that of 
interdepartmental and 
interdisciplinary study, according 
to the Dean. 

“We’ve been working toward 
interdisciplinary work and things 
that involve interdisciplinary 
study,” said Norton. “In addition, 
there’s also a need for 
departmental restructuring and 
studying and curriculum that is 
needed and not needed.” 

“Un fortunately,” Norton 
explained. “It was started the year 
always see things the way the 
dean does, so this restructuring is 
a slow process. However, the 
biggest problem facing the college 
is getting these changes made.” 

“I don’t think at this time that 
there is any need to eliminate any 
departments. However, there 
needs to be a change in emphasis. 
Some need to grow while others 
need to decline,” he added. 
“Some departments also need to 
give more thought toward service 
to the university rather than just 
to majors,” he concluded. 

The name of Norton will 
remain an active part of Bradley 
long after students who remember 
Norton as an instructor have 
graduated as a result of his 
namesake, the annual L. E. 
Norton Speech Tournament.

Input needed for 
revisions forum 

The Scout has advocated in several editorials the necessity 
of student input for the Senate constitution. The defeat of 
the all-school referendum April 5 has given the students the 
opportunity to supply this input. The question remains, 
will the students come through? 

Senate has provided the vehicle for change by scheduling 
an open meeting for May 1 to discuss constitutional revisions. 
All-school President Chip Colletti has said that if 
recommendations do not come in, senators should not be 
expected to change the constitution they offered for 
ratification. 

We agree. 

The Scout has recommended changes in the amending 
process and the elimination of the black Senate seat. 
Supreme Court has said it will also make recommendations. 
But neither of these groups can really speak for the entire 
student body. 

We urge students to become involved and propose further 
changes. It’s a unique opportunity to have a part in 
determining the structure of student representation. 

Youth leadership 

An outstanding effort was made this week on behalf of 
student representation. And it was made by the youngest 
representatives in the Student Senate. 

Three of the new sophomore representatives organized the 
only class meeting in recent memory. They even arranged for 
a timely speaker - newly appointed director of security David 
Baer. 

They were making good on the implicit campaign promise 
of any candidate for elective office - to keep in touch with 
constituents. 

Only eight students attended the meeting. Maybe others 
were not aware of it. Maybe they just did not care. But the 
effort was made by the representatives.

Baer: right man 

Security is a touchy subject at college campuses across the 
nation.

Questions 

decision 

The recent Student Supreme 
Court decision concerning the 
black Senate seat should be 
examined by the entire Bradley 
community. There are serious 
legal questions involved. 

The Supreme Court (in Swain vs. 
Alabama) and the U.S. Circuit 
Court have ruled that artificial 
inclusion on the basis of race, 
creed or color is unconstitutional. 
The black Senate seat certainly 
seems to fit the definition of 
artificial inclusion, as defined in 
those cases. 

The Bradley student court, 
ignoring these decisions, contend 
that “effective voice in 
government is the essential factor 
in equal representation instead of 
the number of votes that one can 
cast.” One must wonder what the 
court’s definition of “effective” 
might be. Is one vote in the 
Senate considered an effective 
voice? 

And if the only way that we can 
guarantee that effectiveness is to 
set up a position based on an 
artificial constituency such as race 
or color, should that position be 
set up at all? I firmly believe that 
such a quota system is a worse 
alternative. 

One need only recall the 
ludricrous performance at last 
year’s Democratic Convention to 
understand the harm in a quota 
system. The freely and duly 
elected delegation from Illinois 


was denied their rightful place in 
the Democratic Convention 
because they did not meet the 
quota standard. This idea of a 
quota system has now been 
institutionalized at Bradley, as a 
result of the student court 
decision. 

What is most depressing is that a 
quota system is a most despotic 
attack on the most basic freedom 
of all—the right to move as far and 
rise as high as our talents and 
drive may carry us. But now, at 
least at Bradley, no longer will 
certain senators be elected 
because they are the most 
talented or most able, but rather 
because of the color of their skin. 

Such an attempt at equalization 
is dangerous. The implications of 
such an egalitarian attitude was 
made plain in Kurt Vonnegut’s 
short story “Harrison Bergeron.” 
Vonnegut describes how, through 
the efforts of the United States 
Handicapper General, all citizens 
are made equal-even in 
intelligence. To create this 
equality, all people of superior 
intellectual capacity must wear a 
“mental handicap radio” in their 
ear. Periodically, the government 
transmits a sharp noise which is 
received by the radio and prevents 
these individuals from taking 
advantage of their superior mental 
abilities. 

Equality of all citizens is thus 
guaranteed. But is this the 
equality we should be striving for? 
That is the equality implied in the 
quota system. I conclude that 
both in principle and in practice, 
the quota system is repugnant. 

On another level, the court’s 
assertion that any group with 
identifiable interests must be 
represented in the Senate opens 
up another Pandora’s box. The 
court suggests that at the present 
time only the black students have 
such an identifiable interest. They 
note that the other minority 
groups on campus are “adequately 
represented” by the present 
structure of the Senate. 

Such reasoning ignores the 
obvious. The smaller the minority, 
the more need there is for it to be 
represented. Through what means 


are the yellow, brown and red 
interests represented in the 
Student Senate? Why are these 
minorities adequately represented 
by a WASP Senate, when the 
black student is not? The court, 
by. refusing to answer these 
questions, has casually 
disenfranchised these red, yellow, 
and brown students as surely as 
they would have disenfranchised 
the blacks, had they ruled against 
the black Senate seat. 

Finally, let me suggest that the 
whole basis for the court’s 
decision rests on very tenuous 
ground. In their March 27 
decision, the court defines the 
term “discrimination” as “a tool 
by which one group subordinates 
another.” 

Searching through the Random 
House Dictionary , the Webster’s 
New Collegiate Dictionary , and 
the Merriam-Webster Dictionary, I 
found it impossible to locate any 
definition of the term 
“discrimination” which, by any 
stretch of the imagination, began 
to resemble that which the court 
used. While I will concur with the 
court’s opinion that they cannot 
make their decision in a vacuum 
and that they must consider the 
social climate surrounding the 
case, I will not agree that they are 
free to begin redefining the 
English language to fit their own 
objectives. And this is most 
obviously what they have done. 

The court goes so far as to assert 
that the violation is one of 
“differentiation” rather than 
“discrimination.” Again, the court 
is ignoring the English language. 
All three of the previously 
mentioned dictionaries indicate 
that differentiation and 
discrimination are synonomous. 

While playing word games may 
amuse the court, it is certainly not 
amusing to those who are truly 
concerned with the implications 
of such an irresponsible decision 
as the court has rendered. Any 
decision which is based on such 
semantic gymnastics lacks 
credibility. 

In conclusion, I would like to 
point out that the decison itself, 
for the principle that it sets up 


(i.e., the quota system) is a 
dangerous precedent. When it is as 
feebly supported by logic and 
facts, as is this decision, and when 
the language is twisted in an 
attempt to hide the real issues, as 
this is, the decision is even more 
repugnant. 

The judicial branch of 
government, above all other 
branches, must be the most 


critical and the most objective. 
Unfortunately the Bradley 
Student Supreme Court’s 
tendency to rely on insupportable 
definitions' and subjective 
judgement destroys the credibility 
of the judicial branch.

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Economist to speak 
at annual conference

The Sixth Annual World 
Affairs Conference will be held 
April 28 in the downtown Peoria 
Ramada Inn-Voyager, according 
to Dr. Alfred Katz, professor of 
political science and program 
chairman of the conference, and 
Mrs. Ingeburg Matthews, president 
of the Peoria Area World Affairs 
Council, and conference director 
and instructor of foreign 
languages at Bradley. 

“The purpose of the 
conference,” said Matthews, “is to 
provide the community with a 
better idea of the European 
Common Market.” 

Keynote speaker for the 
occasion will be Dr. Peter B. 
Kenen, Princeton University 
professor of economics and 
international finance.

Placement director says outlook improving

“General improvement” sums 
up the job possibilities outlook 
for graduating seniors, according 
to Robert Pardieck, director of 
placement. 

Pardieck described placement 
for education majors as, “much 
improved over a year ago. It has

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probably improved about 35-40 
per cent in openings.” 

He explained the elements that 
filled the teaching market in the 
late 1960’s are no longer major 
factors. Those elements included 
the general ease of getting 
teaching jobs, men teaching to 
avoid the draft, a national 
tendency of schools not to have 
strong admission and graduating 
standards and the great increase in 
the number of people graduating 
and preparing to teach. 

According to Pardieck, 
opportunities now exist for 
education majors who meet 
certain criteria, including 
outstanding grades, uncrowded 
subject area combinations and a 
wide range of location preference. 

Nearly 100 per cent of 
Bradley’s students who plan to 
teach have registered with the 
Placement Office. Pardieck 
estimated that individually sixty 
students come on a weekly basis, 
a 100 per cent increase over last 
year. 

Placement percentage for 
December education graduates 
was over 80 per cent, the director 
approximated. He hopes to place 
85 per cent of the June graduates 
in order to reach last year’s 
placement of 82 per cent in 
secondary education and 85 per 
cent in elementary education. 

James Peelle, who heads 
business and engineering 
placement, said, “Job possibilities 


look very good in business and 
engineering placement. 

“Compared with last year, 
there are about twice as many 
companies (that have contacted 
BU’s placement office), and all 
signs look positive.” 

Approximately 400 seniors 
have asked for job possibility 
assistance in the fields of business 
and engineering. This figure is 
about the same as last year, Peelle 
estimated. 

The placement office starts 
assisting students in the beginning 
of their senior year and continues 
throughout the summer, if 
necessary. 

“We recommend that most 
students talk to as many 
companies as possible,” Peelle 
said. “We act only as an 
intermediary,” he explained. “We 
assist in bringing prospective 
employers and employees 
together. We also aid in letter 
writing of inquiries and resumes 
and help develop a list of 
prospective companies.” 

When asked about placement 
of graduates of the School of 
Liberal Arts and Sciences (LAS), 
Pardieck said, “Very few are 
recruited or looked for by 
companies.” 

According to Pardieck, few 
liberal arts majors come to the 
placement office for help. 
However, he said, that those that 
do come get individual attention 
in their various areas of interest. 


Placement for LAS majors is 
difficult to put into numerical 
statistics, Pardieck said. Most LAS 
majors “lend themselves to 
graduate work rather than to job 
placement.” 

Sixty-eight LAS majors have 
registered at the placement center 
this year. Of this number, 41 
come in on an individual 
counseling basis. 
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This year, more English, 
sociology, psychology, foreign 
language and international studies 
majors have sought aid in 
placement. 

Pardieck urged all students to 
secure a placement file early in 
their senior year in order to 
evaluate their credentials and 
outline their goals. The file 
consists of the individual’s 
credentials, resume, transcript and 
any other material to aid. in job 
placement. 


The Placement Office’s most 
important objective is to get the 
individual a job, Pardieck said. 
Many jobs and placements come 
through specific departments. 

Pardieck credits the high 
placement percentage to two 
factors: “the willingness of the 
students to help themselves and 
the cooperation with faculty and 
their work with students to help 
provide the connections, 
encouragement and the location 
of job openings.” 
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Joint department effort 
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LAS into recruiting drive 


Several departments in the 
College of Liberal Arts and 
Sciences have joined in the 
admissions effort to recruit 
students for Bradley and their 
respective departments. 

Seven social science 
departments including history, 
sociology, political science, 
ge ography, psychology, 
economics and home economics 
have combined in an effort to 
sponsor an open house on 
Sunday.

“We’ve never done anything 
like this before so we really don’t 
know what to expect,” Brune 
said, stressing it was a joint effort 
with the other social science 
departments.

The Biology Department, 
according to chairman B. J. 
Mathis requests student 
recommendations from alumni 
and sends out its brochure to 
prospective students who indicate 
an interest in biology. 


Another department involved 
in recruiting, English, has also sent 
out 200 letters to students who 
have been nominated by the 
National Council of Teachers of 
English for outstanding work in 
high school writing with 
information about Bradley. 

This past weekend, Bradley’s 
Foreign Language Department 
sponsored a French camp at 
Mossville, Ill., for interested grade 
school, high school and college 
French students. 


Most departments have 
representatives at the annual 
college conferences in Chicago 
and St. Louis and receive a list of 
prospective students for 
admissions.

The following interview

years. The interview was edited 
Ibecause of space considerations. 

The university has a projected 
deficit of aboutS500,000 for the 
current school year. Do you think 
that in a few years, Bradley will 


does not mean increasing tuition. 

Rather, it means increasing the 
number of students who are here, 
increasing the endowment, which 
is very poor compared to a 
number of private universities, 
and increasing alumni 
contributions. 

Are you optimistic about 
Bradley’s financial picture? 

Marshburn: No. Perhaps I’m 
pessimistic, but I think the future 
of any private university is in 
doubt. 

But Bradley does have some 
really, really good things going for 
it. It has an administration that 
does listen to students which is 
not the case at a number of other 


private universities. I think 
students do have an advantage 
because Bradley is small. And 
while the individual attention is 
considered a joke by some, I think 
it’s true. 

Bradley does have a number of 
selling points in its favor, but right 
now I don’t think it knows how 
to utilize them. And I think the 
money factor is unfortunately 
going to outweigh the good points 
for Bradley. 

Some people have felt the 
Scout has not been outspoken on 
issues, like finances, this year. 
How would you react to this? 

Marshburn: I would assume 
that most of the comments have 
been comparing last year’s Scout 
with this year’s Scout. And yes, 
last year’s Scout was definitely 
much more critical of the 
university. And with this year’s 
Scout , rather than sensationalizing 
things, particularly things that 
were of a critical nature to the 
university, I think we got a lot 
more accomplished with what we 
did print, even though there 
wasn’t as much content of a 
critical nature as perhaps was 
printed last year. 

Do you feel that was the best 
way to handle this year’s Scout? 

Marshburn: No matter what 
else a newspaper must be, if it’s 
not believable, it’s of no use to 
anyone. If a story comes out in 
the Scout and people look at it 
and say, ‘That’s not true,’ the 
Scout has served no purpose. I 
think, at least I hope, that when 
students picked up a Scout Friday 
morning and read there’s a new 
proposal for SABRC funding or 
that faculty cuts are being made 
to a great extent, that they did 
believe us and didn’t feel it’s 
simply senationalism or total 
inaccuracy. 

Do you think the Scout's 
treatment of the security 
committee’s report, which was 
released last November, was 
overplayed and sensationalized? 

Marshburn: No I don’t. By 
presenting the different view 
points that we did, by presenting 
a summary of the 80-page report, 
and by presenting a history of 
security at Bradley, I think we 
gave people a better idea of what 
the real situation was concerning 
security.

And I don’t think it was 
overplayed and I don’t think it 
was sensationalized because I 
believe the Scout's coverage was 
very factual and very necessary to 
get a complete picture of the 
security situation. 

Another complaint about 
coverage comes from Greeks, who 
say they don’t get enough of it. 
Do you think it’s true? 

Marshburn: It’s true the Greeks 
have lost coverage because there 
used to be a column dealing with 
pinnings and engagements, and 
there was another column that 
reported fraternity and sorority 
exchanges a few years ago. 
Personally, I don’t think that has 
a place in a campus newspaper as I 
see the purpose of a campus 
newspaper. 

Certainly there needs to be a 
greater amount of communication 
between the Greeks and the 
Scout , but I think this should deal 
with the kind of news the Scout is 
interested in, which would be 
some of the worthwhile activities 
the Greeks participate in as 
opposed to social activities. 

Getting away from the Scout 
and turning to current campus 
events, what kind of year do you 
think it’s been? 

Marshburn: I think for the 
most part it was a very apathetic 
year which is a trend all over 
college campuses. I think there 
was a lack of participation by 
students in the traditional student 
activities. 

But there was one exception to 
that. Student Senate did seem to 
get involved in projects such as 
the security report, the food 
report and things like that. 

What do you think were the 
results of Senate’s activity? 

Marshburn: I think Senate has 
possibly started a trend toward an 
increased involvement in actual 
campus operations - in what the 
administration does and in what 
the faculty does and whether they 
are accountable to the students. 



As I said, there were Senate’s 
investigative committees dealing 
with the security report and food 
report and also its public relations 
week, which was a different 
approach to an old problem of 
communications. Included in that 
would have to be (former 
All-school President) Tim Engen’s 
speaking tour to various 
community organizations. 

And I use the term ‘Senate’ 
loosely in all this because when I 
say Senate activity, I would say 
probably a handful of senators, 
the executive council (all-school 
officers) of Senate and interested 
students are primarily responsible 
for the increased activity and 
accountability by using Senate as 
a vehicle.

elected Senate will be more 
effective than the old Senate? 

Marshburn: Regarding the 
newly elected Senate, from the 
evidence I’ve seen so far, I would 
say it’s going to be a very 
mediocre body. There are some 
good people on Senate, whether 
or not they can prevail and get the 
rest of Senate moving, I don’t 
know. 

I can’t see next year’s Senate 
being very forceful. I think they 
have some good ideas, but I’m not 
sure whether they are going to be 
persistent enough to accomplish 
their programs. 

What would you say is Senate’s 
major liability? 

Marshburn: I’d say Senate’s 
major liability right now is that 
Senate seems to be, for the most 
part, uninformed and somewhat 
uninterested in exactly what is 
happening on campus. And to 
have a representative body that is 


uninformed and is uninterested 
can only result in an inactive 
body. 

When referring to complaints 
from Greeks, you spoke about the 
purpose of a campus newspaper. 
What do you think is the purpose 
of the Scout? 

Marshburn: I see the Scout as 
being the student publication on 
campus, not a public relations 
vehicle for campus and not a 
sounding board for a few.

What can Bradley track star Jim 
Potter do for an encore? As a 
freshman the Springfield 
Southeast graduate ran away with 
the track Most Valuable Member 
award and had done all that was 
expected of him and more. But 
Potter wasn’t happy living with 
his past performances. 

Thus far this spring, co-captain 
Potter has rolled up almost 50 
individual points in four meets 
and has turned in outdoor bests in 
the 100-yard dash with a 9.9 
second clocking, in the long jump 
with a leap of 23-5, and tied for 
the best in the triple jump at 42-6. 
He has also anchored the 440-yard 
relay and competed in the javelin 
throw and the 220-yard dash. 

Potter was fourth in the state as 
a high school senior in the long 
jump and a member of the 1971 
all-state / track squad as a long 
jumper. Interestingly enough. 
Potter has never practiced the 
long jump, of which he says, “I’d 
rather long jump than any other 
event.” 


In high school, he was a member 
of the baseball team and 
competed only in track meets 
when there was no conflict with v 
baseball. He never got to practice, 
so he became superstitious about 
it when he began to win. “I don’t 
practice long jumping because I’m 
superstitious about it. I’m afraid 
to change.” 

Regarding his multi-talents, 
Potter says, “It mostly comes 
natural, but there is a little bit of 
work.” He has just recently taken 
up the javelin and is “finding out 
the difference between throwing 
the javelin and throwing a 
baseball.” 

He also has had difficulty in 
learning the triple jump. “I’m 
trying, but I can’t get the rhythm 
in the triple jump down just 
right.” 

Potter began running in junior 
high school and continued 
running throughout high school at 
Springfield Southeast, in addition 
to competing in football, 
basketball, and baseball. 

“I was too small to play football

Bradley’s basebal-1 Braves

The Braves first 
had a doubleheader with Lewis 
College wiped out, then two 
games with Morehead State had to 
be cancelled as well as an attempt 
to reschedule the twinbill with 
Lewis. To practically no one’s 
surprise, a doubleheader 
scheduled with Memphis State on 
Saturday was also washed away. 
When asked about the one game 
that was played, a wistful Chuck 
Buescher replied, “For a loss, we 
played pretty well. For our first 
game of the season, we played 
about as well as could be 
expected. I’m disappointed we 
lost, but 1 wish we could have 
played two on Saturday. We ve 
had six or seven games rained out 
now and on Friday, I only got a 
look at nine players and just one 
of the pitchers. 

“The way we played in our first 
game against a good team that had 
already played IS games, it s hard 
to be totally discouraged. I’m 
discouraged by the weather 


because we’re not getting to play 
or practice. We’ve already done 
about all we can do inside.
